CHAPTER  2. 
AN  ACT  to  change  the  name  of  the  Mercbante'  Deposit  Bank. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
cf  Kentucky: 

§1.  That  80  much  of  section  1,  of  the  act  appioved 
February  17,  1858,  incorporating  the  '^Merchants'  Deposit 
Bank,'*  be  amended  so  as  to  read  the  ^'Citizens'  Bank." 

§  2.  That  said  corporation  shall  have  all  the  rights  and 
privileges,  and  the  stockholders  shall  be  liable,  as  the  oth- 
er chartered  savings  institutions  of  this  State. 

§  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

0ame;  or  shall  tender  in  payment,  utter,  vend>  exchange,  s-TiMVilocee 

barter,  or  demand  to  have  exchanged  or  bartered  for  money  ^\ 
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1863.  Of  other  thing  of  value,  any  ai^ch  erased,  altered,- counter- 
feited,  or  simulated  Treasury  nolb,  fractional  or  postal  cur- 
rency, or  have  the  same  in  his  possession,  or  under  his  con- 
trol, with  intent  so  to  pass  or  use  the  sarais,  knowing  the 
same  to  be  so  forged,  counterfeited,  erased,  altered,  or  sim- 
ulated, he  shall  be  confined  in  the  penitentiary,  upon  in- 
dictment and  conviction,  not  less  than  two  nor  more  than 
ten  years. 
§  2.  This  act  shall  be  in  force  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  39. 

AN  ACT  to  legalise  the  proceedings  of  the  November  Term,  1863,  of 

the  Rassell  Circait  Coork 

Whereas,  the  November  term,  1863,  of  the  Russell  cir- 
cuit court  was  held  by  a  pro  ^^m.  judge  in  the  absence  of 
the  regular  judge  of  said  com*t,  and  some  doubts  exist  as 
to  the  legality  of  said  court — therefore. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§1.  That,  the  holding  of  said  court  is  hereby  legalized, 
iciiSn*^o^^*  and  the  orders  and  proceedings  of  said  court  are  declared 
▼tmbSr  ^term.  to  havc  the  same  force,  validity,  and  effect  as  if  made  and 
Siravu  eovu^     done  by  the  regular  circuit  judge  of  said  court. 

§  2.  That  upon  the  clerk  of  said  court  certifying  the 
number  of  days  said  term  was  held,  and  the  judge  pro  tern. 
that  is  entitled  thereto,  the  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts  is 
directed  to  draw  his  warrant  on  the  treasury  for  the  amount 
such  judge /7ro  tern,  is  entitled  to  for  holding  said  court,  but 
this  is  not  to  be  deducted  from  the  salary  of  the  regular 
judge. 

§  3.  This  act  to  be  in  force  from  its  passage.

thousand  dollars.

That   it  shall  be  the   duty   of  the  assessors  of  tax,  in 
each  county  of  this  Commonwealth,  for  the  year  1864,  and 
for  every  year  thereafter,  to  ascertain  and  report  the  names        jinnjurito 
of  the  free  whites  that  are  deaf  and  dumb,  and  those  that    S^^'V"^?'? 
are  blind,  together   with  their  nearest  post-office,  to  be    biini.   ^ 
written  after  their  names;   and  that  the  laws  now  existing, 
regulating  the  return  of  the  mutes  and  the  blind,  incon- 
sistent with  this  act,  are  hereby  repealed.

1863,  to  be  taught  six  months,  but  which,  in  consequence 
of  the  disturbances  resulting  from  the  war,  or  of  any  other 
unusual  event,  were  not  commenced  in  time  to  be  com- 
pleted before  the  close  of  the  school  year,  or  having  been 
commenced  in  time  to  be  completed  before  the  close  of  the 
school  year,  have  been  broken  up  or  suspended,  and  which 
shall  be  continued  and  completed,  or  re-opened  and  com- 
pleted any  time  before  the  20th  day  of  April,  1864;  and 
any  common  school  district  in  which,  in  consequence  of 
guerrilla  raids  or  the  movements  of  armies.common  schools 
have  not  been  commenced,  and  shall  not  have  been  com- 
menced, before  the  close  of  the  year  1863,  and  in  which 
schools  shall,  after  the  publication  of  this  act,  have  been 
commenced  and  completed  before  the  20th  day  of  Aprils 
18ri4;  and  all  common  school  districts  in  which  common 
schools,  after  having  been  commenced  according  to  law,  in 
the  school  year  1863,  have  been  broken  up  or  suspended 
from  causes  already  mentioned,  and  which  the  trustees 
thereof  shall  not  be  able  to  re-open  and  complete  before 
the  20th  day  of  April,  1804 — may  be   reported   to  the  Su- 

Kerintendent  of  Public  Instruction,  and  distribution  shall  be 
lade  therefor:  Provided^  That  no  report  shall  be  made, 
under  this  act,  of  any  school  for  which  distribution  has 
heretofore  been  made;  and  also,  that  in  the  case  of  the  dis- 
tricts last  above  mentioned,  distribution  shall  be  made  in 
proportion  to  the  time  the  schools  have  been  taught;  and 
also,  that  in  all  the  cases  recited  in  this  section,  the  moneys 
to  be  paid  shall  be  taken  out  of  the  surplus,  if  any, due  the 
counties  in  which  the  districts  from  which  reports  are  made 
are  respectively  situated:  And  provided  further  ^  That  the  re- 
ports reach  the  Superintendent  by  the  20th  day  of  June, 
1864.

and  the  Superintendent  is  directed  to  have  a  printed  copy 
thereof  forwarded  to  every  county  Judge,  to  every  common

SS?to  appMT  ^^^  proper  time,  the  party  or  parties  claiming  the  property 

tortriai.  juay  make  a  motion  in  the  court  in  which  the  indictment  is 

pending  for  the  return  to  him  or  them  of  such  property. 
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The  claim  shall  be  supported  by  his  or  their  affidavit.  The 
motion  shall  be  continued  until  the  next  term  of  the  court 
for  final  action.  A  notiqe  ol  such  motion,  served  upon  the 
attorney  for  the  Commonwealth,  shall  be  taken  as  a  notice 
served  upon  the  person  named  in  the  indictment,  and  shall 
give  the  court  jurisdiction  of  the  matter.  A  jury  shall  be 
empaaneled  to  try  the  facts,  and  if  they  find,  in  their  ver- 
dict, that  the  claimant  or  claimants  are  entitled  to  the  pos- 
session of  the  property,  the  court  shall  enter  the  judgment 
accordingly;  and  the  court  shall  have  power  to  enforce  such 
judgment  by  rule,  attachment,  and  imprisonment,  as  in 
ca^es  of  contempt.  The  claimant  shall  be  adjudged  to 
pay  the  costs  of  the  proceeding. 

§2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  attorney  of  the  Common- 
wealth to  defend  the  motion  mentioned  in  the  preceding 
section.  * 

§3.  If  any  claimant  shall  make  oath  in  open  court,  at 
the  time  of  the  trial,  that  he  knows  of  no  one  within  the 
county  by  whom  he  can  establish  his  claim  to  the  property 
in  controversy,  he  may,  in  that  case  and  event,  testify  in  his 
own  behalf. 

§  4.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

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CHAPTER  65. 

AK  ACT  (or  the  benefit  of  the  SheriffH,  and  other  officers  of  Graves, 

Hickman,  Fulton  and  Powell  counties. 

Whereas,  it  is  represented  to  this  General  Assembly  that 
in  the  counties  of  Graves,  Hickman,  Fulton,  and  Powell,  it 
is  frequently  unsafe  for  the  sheriflfs,  and  other  executive 
officers,  to  execute  process,  and  coerce  the  collection  of 
money,  by  reason  of  the  presence  of  guerrilla  bands  and 
other  lawless  persons — therefore. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Kentucky: 

(  1.  That  whenever  the  sheriiT,  any  constable,  or  mar- 
ehal,  in  said  counties  of  Graves,  Hickman,  Fulton,  and 
Powell,  shall  have  reasonable  grounds  to  believe  that,  for 
the  reasons  set  forth  in  the  preamble  hereto,  it  is  unsafe 
for  him  to  execute  any  process,  or  coerce  the  collection  of 
any  debt  due  upon  execution  in  his  hands,  it  shall  be  a 
sufficient  return  for  him  to  set  out  that  fact  on  said  process, 
or  execution,  and  make  oath  to  the  same.

^  5.  That  the  "Rules  and  Articles  of  War,"  and  general 
regulations  for  the  government  of  the  armies  of  the  United 
States,  and  the  law  of  this  State  known  as  the  ''State 
Guard  Law,"  with  its  amendments,  and  such  as  may  be 
hereafter  adopted,  so  far  as  the  same  are  applicable,  shall

Lawn  of  Kentucky. 

ARTICLE  I. 

SCHOOL     FUVD. 

Be  U  enacted  by  the  Greneral  Aseembfy  of  the  Cammonweahk  of 
Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  Bcbool  fcmd  is  the  fand  dedicated  by  the 
Constitution  and  the  laws  of  this  Commonwealth  to  sus- 
taining a  system  of  common  schooU  therein. 

§  2.  The  Auditor  shall  keep  the  acconnts  in  relation  to 
AuMortok««p    this  fund.     He  shall,  once  in  each  ftionth,  make  a  transfer 

to  the  credit  of  said  fund  of  all  receipts  into  the  treasury 
for  the  benefit  of  the  common  schools  of  the  State,  up  to 
the  date  of  such  transfer.  He  shall  allow  no  expenditures 
on  that  account  beyond  the  annual  revenue  of  the  fund, 
and  see  that  no  county  draws  more  than  its  proper  propor- 
tion. 

§  3.  Annually,  as  soon  after  the  15th  day  of  February  as 
practicable,  he  shall  apportion  the  revenue  of  the  fund 
among  the  several  counties  of  the  State,  according  to  the 
number  of  free  white  children  in  each  between  the  ages  of 
six  and  twenty  years,  as  shown  by  the  returns  of  the  asses- 
sors in  his  office,  or  the  reports  of  the  school  commissioners 
to  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction,  whichever  is 
the  greater  in  each  county.  If  in  any  year  the  returns  be 
not  in  by  the  15th  day  of  February,  he  shall  use  the  re- 
turns of  the  last  preceding  year.  He  shall;  at  the  same 
time,  apportion  the  share  of  each  county  among  the  sev- 
eral school  districts  thereof  in  which  a  common  school 
shall  have  been  actually  taught  in  that  year,  according  to 
law,  in  proportion  to  the  number  of  free  white  children  in 
each  district  between  the  ages  of  six  and  twenty  years,  as 
shown  by  the  report  of  the  school  commissioner  to  the  Su- 
perintendent of  Public  Instruction  for  that  year,  and,  if  no 
such  report  be  in,  then  as  sliown  by  the  report  of  that  offi- 
cer for  the  last  preceding  year. 

§4.  The  net  revenue  of  the  fund  is  the  sum  to  be  dis- 
tributed, and  whatever  expenses  may  be  incurred,  accord- 
ing to  law,  by  the  Board  of  Education,  shall  be  first  paid 
out  of  the  gross  revenue,  and  no  part  of  said  income  shall 
be  expended  in  establishing  or  sustaining  any  school  or 
seminary  other  thai^  common  schools,  in  each  county. 

§5.  The  revenue  of  the  school  fund,  and  the  proceeds  of 
all  taxes  levied  in  aid  thereof,  together  with  ^H  fines  and 
forfeitures  inflicted  or  granted  for  the  benefit  of  the  com- 
mon schools  of  the  State,  shall  be  paid  into  the  treasury, 
but  shall  never  be  drawn  out  or  appropriated  otherwise 
than  pursuant  to  this  chapter,  in  aid  of  common  schools. 
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§  6.  On  or  before  the  Ist  day  ofjuly,  1864,  the  Board  of 
Edacatioo  shall  transfer  to  the  Coannissioaers  of  the  Sink- 
ing Fund  the  surplus  duathe  several  counties  of  the  State, 
for  the. several  years  intervening  between  the  date  of  the 
last  transfer  of  surplus  and  the  aforementioned  Ist  day  of 
July,  1864,  and  to  this  sum  shall  be  added  the  surplus  here- 
tofore transferred,  and  for  which  bonds  were  issued  by  the 
Governor,  bearing  date,  respectively,  August  the  23d,  1855, 
and  February  the  23d,  1857;  these  bonds  canceled,  a;id  one 
new  bond  issued  by  the  Governor  for  the  whole  amount  of 
surplus  due  the  counties  for  common  school  purposes,  with 
a  detailed  staten^ent  of  the  amount  due  each  county.  In 
canceling  the  bonds  referred  to,  dated,  respectively,  Au- 
gu^  the  23d,  1855,  and  February  the  23d,  1857,  the  inter- 
est which  shall  have  accrued,  and  remained  unpaid,  shall 
be  set  apart  and  credited  to  the  counties  of  the  State,  enti- 
tled to  draw  it,  and  at  the  next  regular  apportionment  and 
distribution  of  the  revenue  of  the  school  fund  of  the  State 
to  the  several  counties  thereof,  shall  be  added  to  the  dis- 
tributable share  of  the  counties  of  the  State,  entitled  to 
draw  it,  and  paid  out  at  the  same  time  and  in  the  same 
way  in  which  said  distributable  share  is  paid  out.  At\er 
the  cancellation  of  these  bonds,  there  shall  never  be  more 
than  one  bond  in  existence  at  one  and  the  same  time,  for 
surplus  due  the  counties;  but,  annually,  thereafter,  on  the 
same  day  of  the  same  month  on  which  this  first  cancella- 
tion takes  place,  a  new  transfer  of  surplus  shall  be  made 
by  the  Board  of  Education  to  the  Commissioners  of  the 
Sinking  Fund,  the  existing  bond  canceled,  and  a  new  bond 
issued  for  the. whole  amount  of  balances  due  the  counties, 
with  a  detailed  statement  as  heretofore  mentioned. 

§  7.  This  bond  shall  not  be  transferable,  shall  be  redeem- 
able at  the  pleasure  of  the  Legislature,  and  shall  bear  six 
per  cent,  interest. 

^  8.  The  interest  on  this  bond  accruing  to  the  credit  of 
each  county  shall,  from  year  to  year,  be  apportioned  among 
the  several  districts  thereof,  in  which  common  schools  shall 
have  been  taught  according  to  law,  in  the  same  manner  in 
which  the  revenue  of  the  general  school  fund  is  apportion- 
ed among  them,  and  being  i^dded  to  the  distributable  share 
of  the  county  from  the  revenue  of  the  general  fund  shall 
be  paid  out  at  the  same  time  with  said  distributable  share. 

§  9.  The  laws  now  in  force  by  which  a  tax  of  five  cents 
on  every  hundred  dollars  worth  of  property  in  the  State  is 
raised  for  common  school  purposes,  and  by  which  all  the 
laws  giving  to  the  prosecutor  or  informer,  other  than  the 
Commonwealth's  Attorney,  in  an  action  for  the  recovery  of 
money  losit  at  gaming,  any  portion  of  the  forfeiture,  or  any 
part  of  the  penalty  for  gaming  consequent  upon  conviction, 
were  repealed,  and  all  moneys  so  forfeited,  af\er.  the  pay- 
ment of  the  necessary  cost  of  prosecution,  that  went  to  the 
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informer  or  prosecator,  other  than  the  Commonwealth's  At- 
torney, were  appropriated  to  the  use  and  benefit  of  the 
common  school  fund  of  this  GommonweaJth,  together  with 
any  and  all  laws  in  aid  of  said  fund,  are  hereby  continued 
in  force. 

§  10.  When  the  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts  shall  be  in- 
formed that  any  donation,  gift,  or  devise  of  any  real  or  per- 
sonal estate  shall  have  been  made  to  the  common  school 
fund  of  Kentucky,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Auditor  to  ap- 
point some  discreet  per:*on,  who  shall  take  charge  of  the 
pers^onal  or  real  estate  so  granted,  devised,  or  donated,  and 
sell  and  dispose  of  the  same,  and  pay  the  proceeds  into 
the  treasury  of  Kentucky.  Before  said  agent,  so  appoint- 
ed by  the  Auditor,  shall  proceed  to  act,  he  shall  give  a 
bond  with  good  security,  to  the  Commonwealth  for  the 
faithful  discharge  of  his  duties  as  agent.  Said  bond  shall 
be  given  in  the  county  in  which  the  donor,  grantor,  or  de- 
visor, shall  have  died,  or  in  the  county  in  which  the  prop- 
erty is  situated,  the  bou'l  to  be  executed  in,  and  approved 
by,  the  county  court.  The  person  so  appointed  shall  make 
a  .settlumcnt  with  the  county  court  of  his  county  once  in 
each  year,  and  shall  pay  into  the  treasury  the  amoant 
found  in  his  hands  after  said  settlement.  The  court  shall 
allow  said  person  a  reasonable  compensation  for  collecting 
and  paying  over  said  money,  which  amount  said  person 
shall  retain  in  his  hands  out  of  the  money  collected.  For 
any  lailure  of  the  per$>on  so  appointed  to  discharge  the 
duties  under  tl^is  act,  he  and  his  securities  shall  be  liable 
to  all  damages  sustained,  and  for  all  money  collected,  with 
twenty  per  cent,  damages  on  the  amount  so  collected,  and 
which  he  has  failed  to  pay  over.  The  suit  on  the  bond 
shall  be  in  the  name  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Kentucky, 
and  shall  he  instituted  by  the  Commonwealth's  Attorney. 
The  person  appointed  by  the  Auditor  shall  have  the  same 
power  in  collecting  and  settling  the  estate  as  an  adminis- 
trator or  executor  now  had  by  law;  may  institute  and  de- 
fend all  suits  in  reference  to  said  estate,  sue  and  collect  all 
liotes,  bonds,  &;c.,  an<i  sell  and  conve}'  the  real  estate  by 
deed.  The  amount  of  money  paid  into  the  treasury  under 
the  provisions  of  this  section,  shall  remain  there  until  the 
same^is  disposed  of  by  law;  and  the  Treasurer  and  his 
sureties  shall  be  liable  for  the  same,  on  his  official  bond. 
This  section  shall  apply  to  all  gifts,  donations,  or  devises 
heretofore  or  hereafter  made  to  the  school  fund  of  Ken- 
tucky. 

ARTICLE  II. 


BOABD    OF    IDUCATIOV. 


§1.  The  Attorney  General,  the  Secretary  of  State,  and 
the  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction,  and  their  succes- 
sors in  office,  shall  be  a  body  politic  and  corporate,  with 
perpetual  succession,  by  the  name  and  style  of  the  "Board 
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of  Edacation  for  the  State  of  Kentucky,"  subject  to   altera 
ation  and  repeal  by  the  Legislature. 

§2.  The  corporation  may  take,  hold,  and  dispose  of  real 
or  personal  estate  for  the  benefit  of  the  common  schools  of 
the  State. 

§8.  The  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction  shall  be 
president  of  the  board,  but  any  two  of  its  members  may 
control  its  corporate  action. 

§4.  The  board  shall  meet  annually,  on  or  before  the  1st 
day  of  July,  and  at  other  times  upon  the  call  of  the  presi- 
dent, who  shall  keep  a  record  of  thn  proceedings  of  the 
board;  and  its  corporate,  acts  shall  he  attested  by  his  sig- 
nature, or  by  the  signatures  of  the  other  two  members;  and 
his  or  their  private  seal  or  scroll  sihail  stand  in  lieu  of  a  cor- 
porate seal.  The  record^  of  the  board  t«hail  also  show  the 
place  of  deposit  of  the  bonds,  certificates  of  stock,  and 
other  evidences  of  property  owned  by  the  board  for  common 
school  purposes. 

§  5.  The  board  shall,  from  time  to  time,  adopt  regula- 
tions for  the  government  of  the  common  schools,  recom- 
mend the  course^of  instruction  therein,  and  the  class  books 
to  be  used. 

§  6.  The  instruction  prescribed  by  the  board  shall  em* 
brace  the  elements  ot  a  plain  education  in  English,  in- 
cluding grammar,  arithmetic,  geography,  and  history. 

§7.  The  board  shall  prescribe  the  forms  of  returns  to  be 
made  by  the  county  commissioners  and  trustees,  and  the 
Superintendent  shall  distribute  printed  copies  thereof. 

§  8.  The  board  shall  have  the  power  to  require  the  trus- 
tees and  commissioners  of  common  schools  to  report  facts 
additional  to  those  now  required  to  be  reported,  whenever, 
in  their  judgment,  the  interests  of  the  cause  of  common 
schools  in  the  State   shall  indicate  the  neces>>ity  thereof. 

§9.  The  board  shall  have  power  to  organize  and  keep 
in  existence,  a  State  Teachers'  Association,  to  be  composed 
of  the  members  of  the  board,  the  commissioners,  the  trus- 
tees, and  the  teachers  of  the  common  schools  of  the  State, 
together  with  such  other  teachers  of  the  State,  as  the  board 
may  invite  to  become  members  of  such  organization,  for 
the  purpose  of  promoting  the  cause  of  common  schools  in 
the  State:  Prmndec/,  That  not  more  than  three  hundred  dol- 
lars, to  be  paid  out  of  the  treasury;  shall  be  expended  in 
any  one  year  in  the  support  of  such  association.  The  Su- 
perintendent of  Public  Instruction,  shall  he,ex  qfficufy  pres- 
ident of  said  association,  and  the  other  members  of  the 
board,  ex-officiOy  vice  presidents,  in  the  order  in  which  their 
names  occur  in  the  first  section  of  this  article. 
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ARTIOLB  III. 

SVPBBIVTBIIDIVT. 

§  1.  The  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction  shall  take 
the  oath  and  enter  upon  the  duties  of  his  office  on  the  first 
Monday,  succeeding  the  inauguration  of  the  Governor. 

§2.  His  salary  shall  be  $1,500,  besides  which  he  shall 
be  entitled  to  all  office  fixtures,  stationery,  books,  and  post- 
age needed  to  carry  on  the  work  of  his  office,  together  with 
his  traveling  expenses  wh^n  in  the  performance  of  his  da- 
ties  as  Superintendent.  He  shall  ai;«o  have  power  to  ap- 
point a  clerk,  who  shall  be  paid  a  salary  of  $500. 

§3.  -He  shall  keep  his  office  in  the  city  of  Frankfort,  and, 
until  further  provision  be  made  therefor,  in  one  of  the  two 
large  rooms  now  used  as  library  rooms  on  the  first  floor  of 
the  Capitol,  and  shall  devote  his  entire  time  and  attention 
to  the  duties  of  his  office. 

§  4.  He  shall,  immediately  after  the  15th  day  of  ^ebni- 
ary,  in  each  ye^r,  furnish  the  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts 
with  the  school  reports  legally  in  his  hands  at  said  date, 
and  for  that  year  no  other  reports  shall  be  admitted. 

^5.  He  shall,  annually,  by  the  first  day  of  March,  make 
report  of  the  condition  of  the  common  schools  and  their 
prospects;  the  amount  and  condition  of  the  school  fuad; 
how  its  revenue  has  been  dir^bur^ed,  and  the  increase  it 
may  require;  the  practical  working  of  the  common  school 
system  of  the  State,  with  s^u^gestions  as  to  any  alterations 
it  may  require;  which,  together  with  the  returns  and  ap- 
portionments for  the  jear  then  just  past,  shall  be  immedi- 
ately delivered  to  the  Public  Printer,  and  he  shall  cause  to 
be  printed  five  thousand  copies,  and  the  same  be  distribu- 
ted according  to  law. 

§  6.  He  shall  deliver  public  lectures  on  common  schools, 
and  otherwise  endeavor  to  promote  the  interest  of  common 
schools,  in  one  fourth  of  the  counties  of  the  State,  annual- 
ly, until  he  shall  have  visited  ail  the  counties  of  the  State, 
during  his  term  of  office,  besides  which  he  shall  visit  any 
portion  of  the  State  at  any  time  when  he  may  deem  his 
services  in  such  portion  of  the  State  demanded  by  the  in- 
terests of  the  system;  and  shall  state  in  his  report  what 
counties  he  has  visited,  and  where  he  has  delivered  lectures. 

§  7.  The  Superintendent  shall  keep  an  account  of  all  the 
orders  drawn  or  countersigned  by  him  on  the  .Auditor,  of 
all  returns  of  settleinenis,  and  of  all  changes  in  the  office 
of  commissioner. 

§  8.  Copies  of  records  and  papers  in  his  office,  certified 
by  him,  shall,  in  all  cases,  be  evidence  equally  with  the 
originals. 

§  9.  He  may  exchanere  with  any  State  in  this  Union,  cop- 
ies of  the  school  reports,  and  other  documents  pertaining 
to  his  department,  for  simitar  reports  and  documents  of 
such  other  State,  and  may  send  copies  of  said  school  re- 
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ports  to  literary  institutions,  and  to  soch  literary  and  dis- 
tinguished persons  as,  in  his  discretion,  he  may  select. 

§  10.  It  shall  be  his  duty  to  report  any  habitual  neglect 
of  duty,  or  any  misappropriation  of  common  school  funds, 
on  the  part  of  any  of  the  commissioners  or  trustees  of  com- 
mon schools  in  this  Commonwealth,  to  the  county  judges 
of  any  counties  in  which  such  neglect  of  duty,  or  such 
misappropriation  of  funds  may  occur,  whenever  such  neg- 
lect of  duty,  or  such  misappropriation  of  funds  shall  come 
to  his  knowledge. 

§  11.  In  all  questions  of  law  that  may  arise  in  the  dis- 
charge of  the  duties  of  his  ofBce,  the  opinion  of  the  At- 
torney General,  in  writing,  shall  be  conclusive  for  the  time, 
and  his  sufficient  defense  against  all  parties,  which  opinion 
shall  be  filed  in  his  office,  and  recorded  in  a  book  kept  for 
that  purpose. 

$  12.  Upon  retiring  from  office  the  Superintei\dent  shall 
deliver  to  his  successor  all  the  books,  papers,  and  effects 
belonging  to  his  office,  and  in  failure  to  do  po,  shall  be 
fined  in  a  sum  not  less  than  one  hundred  nor  more  than 
five  hundred  dollars,  to  be  recovered  by  indictment  in  the 
Franklin  circuit  court. 
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ARTICLE  IV. 


OOMMIBBIOVIBS. 


§  1.  There  shall  be  a  commissioner  of  common  schools 
in  each  of  the  counties  of  the  State,  who  shall  possess  a 
fair  English  education. 

§  2.  The  commissioner  shall  be  elected  by  the  presiding 
judge  and  the  justices  of  the  peace  of  the  county,  at  the 
court  of  claims  to  be  held  in  and  for  the  county,  every  two 
years  from  and  after  the  year  1862;  and  for  the  purpose  of 
holding  such  elections,  the  justices  of  the  peace  in  the  city 
of  Newport,  Campbell  county,  and  the  city  of  Covington, 
Kenton  county,  shall  constitute  a  part  of  the  court  of 
claims  for  said  counties. 

§  3.  A  county  judge  or  justice  of  the  peace  shall  not  be 
eligible  to  the  office  of  commissioner  of  common  schools. 

§  4.  The  commissioner  shall  take  the  oath  of  office,  and 
give  bond  in  the  said  court  before  entering  upon  the  duties 
of  the  office,  to  the  Commonwealth,  with  sufficient  securi- 
tVf  to  be  approved  by  the  court,  for  the  faithful  discharge 
of  his  duties  as  commissioner. 

§  5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  clerk  of  the  county  court, 
immediately  after  the  appointment  of  a  commissioner,  to 
to  certify  suc^  appointment  to  the  Superintendent  of  Pnb- 
Itc  Instruction,  and  in  failure  to  do  so  for  thirty  days,  he 
lihall  be  fined  in  a  sum  not  exceeding  twenty  dollars. 

§  6.  A  commissioner  shall  have  power  to  lay  ofi*,  alter,  or 
abolish  districts,  and  be  shall,  at  least  once  a  year,  visit 
each  school  district  of  his  county  and  there  investigate  the 
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operatioDB  of  the  school  Avstem,  and  promote,  by  addrcBa- 
en  or  otherwUet  the  cau:«e  of  public  instruction. 

$  7.  A  coinmi^Bioner  shall  have  the  power  to  organize  a 
county  teachers'  association,  of  which  be  shall  be,  ex-officio^ 
president,  and  of  which  all  the  trustees  and  teachers  of  the 
common  schools  of  the  county,  together  with  any  other 
teachers  of  the  county,  whom  he  or  the  association  may 
invite  to  participate  in  the  proceedings  thereof,  shall  be 
members.  The  county  association  shall  do  nothing  incon- 
sir^tent  with  the  regulations  which  the  Board  of  Education 
may  pre:?cribe. 

^  8.  Each  commissioner  shall  attend  at  the  county  seat 
on  the  first  Thursday,  Friday,  and  Saturday  in  January,  in 
each  year,  to  receive  reports  from  the  trustees  of  the  com- 
mon schools  of  his  county,  and  before  the  15th  day  of  Jan* 
uary.  he  shall  prepare  and  mail,  and  before  the  ir>th  day  of 
February,  mu.st  cause  to  be  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  Su- 
perinten(]ent  of  Public  Instruction,  the  report  of  said  com- 
missioner. Said  report  shall  embrace  the  following  itema, 
to- wit:  first.  The  districts  in  which  common  schools  have 
been  reported  to  him  as  having  been  regularly  taught  for 
at  least  three  months  during  the  year,  and  which  he  be- 
lieves to  have  been  so  taught.  Second^  The  whole  number 
of  tree  white  children  between  the  ages  of  six  and  twen- 
ty years,  residing  in  each  di^trict^  on  the  10th  day  of  Janu- 
ary preceding  the  report.  Third,  The  whole  time  a  com- 
mon .school  has  been  kept  in  each  district  during  the  year 
by  a  qualified  teacher.  Fourth,  The  highest,  lowrst  and 
average  number  of  children  in  attendance  during  that  time. 
Fifths  The  cost  of  tuition  for  each  child  for  three  months, 
according  to  the  highest  number  in  attendance  at  an}'  one 
time.  Sixth,  The  amount  of  money  received  from  the  State 
the  preceding  year,  and  how  distributed;  and  the  dispoai* 
tion  of  the  surplus  if  any. 

§  0.  For  failure  to  be  present  at  the  county  seat,  at  the 
time  appointed,  to  receive  reports,  he  shall,  without  some 
lawful  excuse,  be  fined  in  a. sum  not  exceeding  twenty-five 
dollars. 

$10.  He  shall,  in  each  year,  so  soon  as  he  shall  be  in- 
formed by  the  Superintendent  of  the  distributable  share  of 
the  revenue  of  the  school  fund  apportioned  to  his  county 
by  the  Auditor,  draw  an  order  on  the  Auditor  lor  such  dis- 
tributable share  of  the  said  revenue.  The  order,  when 
countersigned  by  the  Superintendent,  with  a  certificate 
that  he  believes  that  such  schools  have  been  regularly 
taught,  shall  entitle  the  commissioner  to  a  warrant  on  the 
treasury,  for  the  share  of  the  fund  as  above  mentioned,  for 
the  benefit  of  the  common  schools  taught  in  his  county  du- 
ring the  preceding  year. 

§  11.  Each  school  commissioner  shall  as  soon  as  practi- 
cable, after  he  shall  have  received  the  money  apportioned 
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to  hiB  county,  pay  to  the  trustees  of  each  district  in  his 
county,  the  amount  apportioned  to  such  district,  and  on 
failure  to  do  so  on  demand,  the  trustees  may  recover  the 
same  and  thirty  per  cent,  damages  thereon,  by  action 
against  the  commiiiisioner,  or  against  him  and  his  sureties, 
or  any  of  them  on  his  official  bond. 

§  12.  Each  school  commissioner  shall  pay  out  and  dis- 
burse the  amount  of  said  moneys  coming  into  his  hands,  to 
the  persons  entitled  to  receive  them  and,  within  ninety 
days,  settle  his  accounts  wit^  the  county  court,  and  forward 
a  copy  of  said  settlement,  certified  by  the  clerk  of  said 
court,  to  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction;  and  said  ' 
copy  of  settlement  with  the  county  court  shall  embrace  ail 
sums  received  since  the  date  of  his  last  settlement,  bv  said 
commissioner,  for  the  benefit  of  common  sch^  ols,  and  also 
contain  a  full  statement  of  all  sums  paid  out  by  him,  for 
what,  to  whom  and  when  paid;  and  should  any  commis- 
sioner fail  to  pay  out  and  disburse  the  common  school 
moneys  received  by  him,  and  to  make  settlement,  and  re- 
port the  same  within  the  ninety  days  as  above  directed,  he 
shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  on  conviction  there- 
of, shall  be  fined  in  a  sum  not  less  than  ono  hundred  nor 
more  than  five  hundred  dollars,  as  well  as  remain  liable  on 
bis  official  bond;  and  furthermore,  if  such  certified  copy  of 
settlement  fail  to  reach  the  Superintendent  of  Public  In- 
struction within  one  hundred  days  from  thr  (iate  on  which 
he  countersigned  the  order  of  the  commissioner  on  the  Audi- 
tor, the  said  Superintendent  of  Public  Instru<-tion  shall  no- 
tify the  said  commissioner  of  the  fact,  and  if  the  aforemen- 
tioned copy  of  ^settlement  shall  not  be  received  within  fif- 
teen days  from  the  time  of  such  notification,  he  shall  inform 
the  county  judge  of  the  county  in  which  such  commission- 
er lives,  of  the  facts. 

§  13.  Any  devise,  gift,  or  donation,  of  any  real  or  per- 
sonal restate,  in  aid  of  the  common  schools  of  any  county 
of  this  State,  shall  be  held  in  trust  by  the  commissioner  of 
common  schools  of  such  county,  and  he  shall  be  required 
to  make  settlement  in  regard  thereto,  in  the  same  manner 
in  which,  and  at  the  time  when,  he  makes  settlement  in 
regard  to  the  moneys  received  from  the  revenue  of  the 
school  fund;  but  be  ^hall  not  be  required  to  send  a  copy  of 
such  settlement  to  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruc- 
tion. 

§  14.  A  c<)mmissioner  may  administer  the  oath  required 
of  a  trustee  or  teacher  of  common  schools,  or  of  other  per- 
sons required  to  make  oath  in  masters  relating  thereto. 

^  15  Eacti  commis.sioner  shall  keep  a  record  of  all  busi- 
ness tran}«acted  by  him  as  commissioner,  and  a  detailed 
account  of  all  moneys  received  and  disbursed  by  him. 

§  J().  His  private  seal  or  scroll  shall  stand  in  lieu  of  a 
corporate  seal. 
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'    18*64.  §  l*^*  Sstch  commissioner  shall,  at  the  time  of  the  annnal 

settlement  of  his  accounts  for  moneys  received  from  the

§  18.  Each  commissioner}  when  he  resigns,  vacates,  is 
up«A  ivtiiHif   removed,  or  goes  out  of  office,  shall,  w«thin  ten  days  tbere- 
frwnoffleeahaii,    after,  deliver  to  his  successor,  or  to  the  county  codrt  clerk 

for  him,  any  money,  property,  books,  eflfect?,  or  papers,  re- 
maining in  his  hands,  and  for  failure  to  do  so,  shall  be  fined 
not  more  than  one  hundred  dollars. 

§  19.  Any  school  commissioner  who  shall  knowingly  and 
Ptaait^ror  wii-  willfully  report  to  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction 
£?ilr  "^^^^^'^if    a  number  of  common  schools  as  having  been  taught  in  his 

county  greater  than  the  number  of  sifch  schools  actually 
taught  therein  according  to  law,  or  a  number  of  children 
entitled  to  tuition  in  his  county  greater  than  the  actual 
number  of  such  children  therein,  or  otherwise  knowingly 
and  willfully  misstate  any  fact  or  facts  which  he  now  is;, 
or  may  hereafter  be  reqgired  by  law  to  report  to  said  Su- 
perintendent, shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  high  misdemean-' 
or,  and  shall,  on  conviction  thereof,  on  indictment  in  the 
circuit  court,  be  fined  in  a  sum  not  less  than  two  hundred 
nor  more  than  five  hundred  dollars,  or  imprisoned  in  the 
county  jail  not  longer  than  six  months,  or  both  so  fined  and 
imprisoned  in  the  discretion  of  the  jury. 

^  20.  In  the  case  of  the  death, removal,  resignation,  or  in- 

vaeano7mi«d    ability  of  the  commissioner  elected  by  the  court  of  claims 

^^'  of  any  county  to  act,  the  presiding  judge  of  said  county  is

ARTICLE  V. 

DISTBIOTS. 

§1.  No  district  shall  contain  more  than  one  hundred 
Number .  of  free  white  children  between  the  ages  of  six  and  twenty 
'^  ^        years,  nor  less  than  twenty,  except  in  oases  of  extreme  ne- 
cessity, and  then  no  district  shall  contain  less  than  fifteen 
of  said  description. 
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§  3.  The  oommiflflioner  shall  keep  a  detailed  report  of 
the  bounds  of  each  districtt  as  laid  off  or  altered  by  him, 
and  return  the  same  to  the  office  of  the  county  court  clerk, 
where  it  shall  be  kept  and  recorded  in  a  book  for  that  pur- 
pose for  public  inspection. 

(8.  Each  district  shall  be  known  by  its  number,  as  1,  2, 
,3,  &c  No  two  districts  in  the  same  county  shall  be  known 
by  the  same  number,  and  no  changes  in  the  numbers  or 
boundaries  of  the  districts  shall  be  made  from  the  time  the 
trustees  have  employed  a  teacher  till  the  expiration  of 
three  months  from  the  opeping  of  the  school,  and  every 
district  shall  be  reported  by  the  number  it  bore  while  the 
the  school  was  in  operation. 

$  4.  The  commissioners  of  two  adjoining  counties,  when 
the  division  line  intersects  a  neighborhood,  whoRC  conven- 
ience requires  it,  may  lay  off  a  district  composed  of  parts 
of  both  counties.  The  trustees  of  each  district  shall  re- 
port to  each  commissioner  the  number  of  children  in  at- 
tendance at  the  school  from  hi«  county,  together  with  all 
other  facts  required  by  law  to  be  reported  in  the  case  of 
other  districts,  and  the  commissioner  shall  report  to  the  Su- 
perintendent, and  distribution  be  made  therefor,  as  for 
fractional  districts. 

^  5.  Where  a  city  or  town  establishes  and  maintains  a 
system  of  common  schools  adequate  to  the  teaching  of  all 
the  children  therein  applying  for  instruction,  the  same  shall 
be  deemed  one  district.  Such  city  or  town  shall,  through 
its  school  agent,  or  other  officer  deputed  for  that  purpose, 
make  its  annual  report  to  the  commissioner  of  the  county, 
for  the  several  schools  therein,  at  the  time  and  in  a  similar 
manner  to  that  required  from  the  trustees  of  a  district,  and 
shall  in  the  same  proportion  which  the  whole  number  of 
.of  children  therein,  between  six  and  twenty  years  of  age, 
bears  to  the  whole  number  of  children  in  the  county,  re  • 
eeive  annually  from  the  commissioner  its  portion  bf  the 
money  due  to  the  county  from  the  school  fund.  The  com- 
missioner shall  have  no  control  over  such  districts,  but  the 
same  shall  be  governed  in  all  respects  by  the  local  author- 
ities. 

^  6.  Where  two  school  districts  adjoin,  it  shall  be  lawful 
for  the  children  in  either  of  such  adjoining  districts  to  be 
taught  in  and  at  such  school-house  as  shall  be  most  conven- 
ient to  them:  Provided^  however.  That  their  tuition  fees 
shall  be  paid  over  to  the  trustees  of  that  district  in  which 
they  may  be  taught,  and  that  no  change  contemplated  or 
authorized  by  |his  act  shall  be  made  without  the  assent  of 
a  msgority  of  the  trustees  of  saidschool  districts. 

^7.  Every  free  white  child  in  the  Commonwealth  of 
Kentucky,  between  the  ages  of  six  and  twenty  yean,  shall 
have  the  privilege  of  receiving  the  benefits  of  common 
school  instructioa  in  the  common  school  that  may  be  taught 
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in  the  district  where  he  or  she  may  reside,  whether  he  or 
she  be  reported  iti  said  district  or  not. 

ARTICLB  VI. 
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§1.  Each  school  district  shall  be  under  the  control  of 
three  trustees,  an  election  for  whom  shall  be  held  at  the 
school- house  of  such  district,  from  nine  o'clock  in  the 
morning  till  two  o'clock  in  the  evening  of  the  first  Satur- 
day of  April  of  each  year.  At  this  election  the  qualified 
voters  of  the  district  shall  be  the  electors,  and  any  widow 
having  a  child  between  six  and  twenty  years  of  age,  may 
also  vote  in  person  or  by  written  proxy.  No  person,  ex- 
cept a  commissioner  or  some  person  residing  in  the  district, 
shall  be  competent  to  act  as  judge  of  said  election.  The 
judge,  if  not  a  commissioner,  shall  be  chosen  by  a  majori- 
ty of  the  voters  present  and  voting,  give  the  casting  vote 
in  case  of  a  tie;  give  a  certificate  of  election  to  the  per- 
sons elected,  signed  by  himselt  and  the  clerk  of  the  meet- 
ing; and  report  the  names  of  the  trustees  thus  elected,  in 
writing;  to  the  commissioner  of  the  county  within  thirty 
days  after  the  holding  of  said  election. 

$  2.  The  trustees  so  elected  shall  hold  ofiice  for  one  year 
and  until  others  are  elected  and  qualified. 

§  3.  Any  person  who  may  be  chosen  to  preside  over 
the  election  of  school  trustees  in  any  school  district  in  this 
Commonwealth,  who  shall,  knowingly  and  with  intent  to 
commit  a  fraud,  receive  and  count  any  illegal  vote,  or  is- 
sue a  certificate  of  election  to  any  person  not  entitled 
thereto,  or  shall  refuse  to  issue  such  certificate  to  any  one 
duly  elected,  or  who  shall  fail,  for  thirty  days  after  the 
election,  to  report  the  names  of  the  persons  thus  elected 
trustees,  to  the  commissioner,  and  any  person  who  shall, 
with  fraudulent  intent,  deface,  mutilate,  or  destroy  the  re- 
^  cords  of  any  such  election,  shall  be  fined   the  sum  of  fifty 

dollars  for  every  such  offense,  or  be  confined  for  twenty 
days  in  the  county  jail  in  default  of  the  paym'ient  of  such 
fine. 

§  4.  If  from  a  failure  to  qualify  according  to  law,  or  fVo  m 

TseBDdeitioT    any  other  cause,  there  be  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of  trustee, 

**•**  the  commissioner  of  the  county  shall  supply  the  same  by 

his  appointment,  in  writing,  and  the  trustee  so  appointed 
shall  hold  his  ofiice  until  the  next  election,  or  until  his  suc- 
cessor be  elected  and  qualified. 

§  5.  They  and  their  successors  shall  be  a  body  politic 

TrufteoB  may   ^^^  Corporate,  with   perpetual  succession,  by  the  name  of 

kBM  Mtaio,*o.    the  trustees  for  their  school   districts,  and,  as  such,  may 

take,  hold  and  dispose  of.  real  and  personal  estate,  for  the 
maintenance,  use,  and  benefit  of  the  common  schools  of 
their  districts,  and  receive  and  enforce  payments  of  sub- 
scriptions for  the  like  purpose.  Their  private  seals  or 
scrolls  shall  stand  in  lieu  of  a  corporate  seal. 
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$  6.  They  may  take,  by  purchase  or  donation,  not  ex- 
ceeding two  acres  of  land,  for  the  purpose  .of  erecting 
thereon  a  schopl- bouse,  provide  for  and  procure  the  erec- 
tion of  the  s  ime,  take  care  of  the  housA  and  its  inclosures, 
making  all  neces«sary  repairs,  and  provide  the  necessary 
furniture  and  fuel,  and  recover  for  any  damages  that  may 
be  done  to  the  property  In  their  charge.  The  trustees  may, 
with  the  assent  of  a  majority  of  those  voting  at  an  annual 
election,  change  the  location  of  the  school-house,  sell  the 
old  site,  and  use  the  proceeds  towards  procuring  a  new  one; 
or,  if  the  terms  of  any  gift  shall  so  require,  the  old  site 
shall  revert  to  the  donor;  or  the  question  may  be  determin- 
ed by  a  vote  taken  at  any  otiier  time,  ten  days'  notice  of 
the  time  and  place  of  voting  having  first  been  given  by 
advertisements  posted  at  three  public  places  in  the  district. 

§  7.  They  shall  have  power  to  select  a  qualified  teacher, 
agree  with  him  as  to  compensation,  and  for  good  cause,  of 
which  he  shall  first  be  notified  in  writing,  remove  him. 

§  8  They  may  appoint  a  coll  ctor  to  collect  all  sums  dtle 
the  teacher  by  subscription,  or  otherwise,  and  allow  him  a 
reasonable  compensation  therefor. 

§  9.  Jt  shall  be  the  duty  of'  the  trustees  to  invite  and  en- 
courage all  the  indigent  children  in  the  district  to  attend 
the  school,  and  to  inform  them  and  their  parents  that  such 
is  their  right,  for  which  the  State  pays,  though  they  them- 
selves may  contribute  nothing  towards  paying  the  expense 
of  the  school.  The  annual  report  of  the  trustees  shaH 
always  show  that  this  duty  has  been  performed;  and  no 
arrangement  shall  be  made  for  the  benefit  of  some  individ- 
uals of  this  description  to  the  exclusion  of  any  others. 

§  10.  Onn  of  the  trustees  shall  visit  the  school  at  least 
once  in  each  week,  see  that  the  regulations  for  its  govern- 
ment are  complied  with,  and  that  the  teacher  perfor.ma 
his  duty.  They  shall  perform  this  duty  in  rotation,  op 
otherwise  as  may  be  agreed  upon.  Upon  complaint  of  the 
teacher,  they  shall  h'ave  power  to  expel  a  scholar. 

§  11.  Immediately  after  the  termination  of  the  school 
year,  to-wit,  immediately  alter  the  31st  of  December,  each 
year,  the  trjastees  shall  report  to  the  county  commissioner, 
under  the  oath  of  any  two  of  them,  or  of  one  of  them, 
provided  he  shall  bring  a  certificate  from  both  or  either  of 
the  others  that  he  is  authorized  to  act  for  them,  as  follows, 
to-wit:  First,  The  number  of  free  white  children  between 
the  ages  of  six  and  twenty,  residing  in  their  district. 
Second,  The  whole  time  that  a  common  school  has  been 
kept  in  the  district  during  the  year,  by  a  qualified  teacher. 
Third.  The  highest,  lowest,  and  average  nunnber  of  child- 
ren in  attendance  during  that  time.  Fourth.  The  cost  of 
tuition  for  each  child  for  three  months,  according  to  the 
highest  number  in  attendance  at  any  one  time.  Fifth, 
The  amount  of  money  received  from  the  State  for  the  pre- 
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ceding  year,  and  how  disposed  of,  together  with  any  other 
facts  which  the  Board  of  Education  may  direct  to  be  re- 
ported; and  if  they  cannot  verify  the  statement  as  to  the 
, attendance  of  the  children  *by  their  own  affidavits  or 
affidavit,  it  may  be  done  by  the  affidavit  of  the  teacher,  or 
of  any  other  person  acquainted  with  the  facts. 

^  12.  No  report  from  any  school  district  shall  be  received 
and  reported  by  any  school  commissioner  unless  verified  as 
aforesaid ;  and  any  school  trustee  or  trustees  who  shall 
knowingly  and  willfully  misreport  under  oath  any  fact  or 
facts  now  or  hereafter  required  of  them  by  law  to  be  re- 
ported, shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  perjury,  and  shall,  on 
conviction  thereof  on  indictment  in  the  circuit  court,  be 
punished  by  confinement  in  the  penitentiary  not  less  than 
one  nor  more  thaii  six  years. 

$  13.  In  the  event  of  the  failure  of  the  commissioner  to 
be  present  at  the  county  seat  on  the  first  Thursday,  Friday, 
and  Saturday  of  January,  the  county  court  clerk  shall,  for 
the  time  and  for  the  purpose  of  receiving  reports,  have  the 
same  power  and  receive  the  pay  of  a  commissioner,  and 
shall  handover  to  the  commissioner  such  reports  as  he  may 
receive  from  the  trustees,  on  or  before  the  10th  day  of 
January,  and  shall  report  the  facts  to  the  county  judge. 

§  14.  The  reports  of  the  trustees  must  be  placed  in  the 
hands  of  Jthe  commissioner  before  the  10th  di^  of  January 
in  each  year.  , 

§  15.  The  trustees  shall  not  be  permitted  to  put  out  at 
interest  any  moneys  received  from  the  revenue  of  the 
school  fund  for  common  school  purposes  in  their  districts, 
but  shall  pay  those  moneys  out  for  tuition,  and  for  nothing 
else,  at  as  early  a  day  as  .practicable  after  receiving  them, 
and  shall  keep  a  record  of  their  proceedings,  with  a  detail- 
ed account  of  all  moneys  received  or  disbursed  by  them,  or 
either  of  them  ;  but  no  trustee,  other  than  the  one  receiv- 
ing money,  shall  be  responsible  therefor. 

^  16.  Any  appropriation,  on  the  part  of  any  of  the  trus- 
tees of  common  schools  in  this  State,  of  any  part  of  the 
common  school  moneys  coming  into  his  or  their  hands,  to 
any  teacher  or  other  person  or  persons  contrary  to  any  of 
the  provisions  herein  contained,  shall  be  punishable  by  a 
fine  not  exceeding  one  hundred  dollars;  and  any  money 
thus  misappropriated  may  be  recovered,  by  suit  at  law,  by 
the  common  school  commissioner  of  the  counfy,  or  by  any 
citizen  of  the  district,  in  which  such  trustee  or  trustees  may 
reside. 

§  17.  A  trustee,  when  he  resigns,  vacates,  is  removed,  or 
goes  out  of  office,  shall,  within  ten  days  thereafter,  de- 
liver to  the  other  trustees  or  to  his  successor,  any  money, 
J  property,  books,  or  papers  in  his  custody  as  trustee,  and. 
Of  failure  herein,  he  shall  be  fined  any  sum  not  exceeding 
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twenty  dollars,  and,  for  any  neglect  of  doty  or  misfeasance        1864. 
in  office,  he  shall  be  fined  any  sum  not  exceeding  fifty  dol-  ■ 

lars. 

§  18.  In  the  case  of  a  failure  of  the  t^a8tees  of  any  school  to^i"infoimS 
district  to  report  to  the  commissioner  the  facts  required^  by  J^^"""  *•*•" 
the  lOtb  day  of  January  in  each  year,  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  commissioner  to  inform  the  county  judge  of  the  fact 
of  such  failure,  and  it  shall  be  co'mpetent  for  the  county 
court  to  remove  such  trustee  at  any  regular  meeting  there- 
after, and  tor  the  commissioner  to  supply  the  vacancy  thus 
created. 

ARTICLE   VII.

§  1.  The  commissioners  may  appoint  one  or  more  com-  ttSSf?i°*"  ^ 
petent  persons  as  examiners  of  teachers,  whose  duty  it 
shall  be  carefully  to  examine  all  applicants  as  to  their 
qualifications  to  teach  the  elements  of  a  plain  English  edu- 
cation. A  certificate  of  qualification  from  an  examiner  ceittfloiMi. 
shall  constitute  a  qualified  teacher  for  the  county;  or  the 
examination  may  be  made  and  the  certificate  granted  by  a 
commi-ssioner.  The  certificate  shall  be  for  two  years,  and 
shall  not  be  granted  to  an  applicant  of  known  bad  moral 
character.  The  person  making  the  examination  may  charge 
the  applicant  a  fbe  of  fifty  cents  therefor. 

§  2.  In  the  event  of  the  refusal,  on  the  part  of  a  teacher         RetaMi  to 
to  qualify  according  to  law,  he  shall,  besides  being  liable    J^{^iI^'o5 
to  sufl^er  whatever  penalty  may  be  denounced  against  such    mon«y. 
refusal,  be  prohibited  from  receiving  any  portion   of  the 
common  school  money.     And  any  trustee  who  shall,  with^ 
knowledge  of  such  refusal,  pay  him  sucli  money,  shall,  on 
conviction  thereof  be  fined  in  a  sum  not  greater  than  one- 
half  the  amount  paid  to  such  teacher.

ARTICLE  VIII. 

OOXMON  BOBOOL  DBFIHKD. 

§  1.  The  object  of  this  chapter  is  to  carry  into  effect  the      wh*tthmUb« 
intention  of  the  people  of  Kentucky,  as  expressed  in  their   mon»ohooi!*"*" 
constitution,  in  promoting  the  establishment  throughout  the 
State  of  a  system  of  common  schools,  which  shall  be  equal- 
ly accessible  to  the  poor  as  to  the  rich.     It  is  therefore  de- 
clared, that  every  school  which  is  put  under  the  control  of 
trustees  and  commissioners  pursuant  thereto,  which  has 
been  actually  kept  for  three  months  during  the  year,  by  a       - 
qualified  teacher,  and  at  which   every  free  white  child  in 
the  district,  between  the  ages  of  six  and  twenty  years,  has 
had  the  privilege  of  attending,  whether  contributing  to- 
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ward  defraying  its  expenses  or  not,  and  none  other»  shall 
be  deemed  a  ''common  school/'  within  the  meanino:orthis 
chapter,  or  entitled  to  any  contribution  out  of  the  school 
fund. 

§  2.  Nothing  in  the  last  section  shall  preclude  a  school 
which  is  kept  for  a  paft  of  a  year  as  a  comr^on  school, 
from  being  kept  for  the  balance  of  the  year  as  a  select  or 
private  school,  to  which  none  but  contributord  may  have 
the  privilege  of  sendingr  pupils. 

§3.  Twenty-two  school  days,  or  days  in  which  teachers 
are  actually  employed  in  the  school  room,  shall  constitute 
a  school  month  in  the  common  schools  of  this  State. 

§4.  The  school  year  shall  end  on  the  Slst  day  of  De- 
cember.

§  1.  From  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act  all  school 
commissioners,  examiners  of  teachers  for  common  schools, 
and  school  trustees,  and  teachers  elected  to  teach  in  com- 
mon schools,  and  all  presidents,  professors  and  teachers  in 
colleges  and  high  schools  incorporated  by  legislative  enact- 
ment, and  all  directors  in  such  other  institutions  of  learn- 
ing as  may  have  been  or  may  hereafter  be  so  incorporated ,

wealth, so  long  as  I  remain  a  citizen  thereof.  That  I  re- 
cognize the  binding  obligation  of  the  constitution  of  the 
United  States,  and  the  duty  of  every^  citizen  to  submit 
thereto  as  the  supreme  law  of  the  land.  That  I  will  not 
give  aid  to  the  rebellion  against  the  Government  of  the 
United  States,  nor  give  aid  to  the  so-called  provisional 
government  of  Kentucky,  either  directly  or  indirectly,  so 
long  as  I  remain  a  citizen  of  or  reside  in  Kentucky,  and 
that  this  oath  is  taken  by  me  without  any  mental  reserva- 
tion— so  help  me  God." 

§  2.  The  oath  thus  administered  shall  in  each  case  be 
reduced  to  writing  and  returned  for  preservation  to  the 
office  of  the  county  court  for  the  county  in  which  the 
school  or  college  is  located  or  the  office  or  employment  to 
be  performed.. 

§3.  Any  person  who  shall  teach  in  any  such  t*choo]  or 
college,  or  exercise  any  of  the  duties  of  either  of  the  offices 
enumerated  in  this  act,  without  taking  the  oath  required, 
shall,  upon  conviction  thereof,  be  fined  not  less  than  twenty- 
five  dollars  nor  more  than  two  hundred  dollars  at  the  dis- 
cretion of  a  jury.

CHAPTER  197. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  20th  Section,  of  Article  7,  Chapter  93,  Revised 
Statutes,  "o(  Felonies  Committed  by  Slaves  and  Free  Negroes." 

Be  U  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Kentucky: 

(  1.  That  the  last  sentence  in  the  20th  section,  of  article  sjStantM^ii.H 
7,  of  chapter  93,  of  the  Revised  Statutes,  be  amended  so 
as  to  read:  the  master,  orowner,  or  his  personal  representa- 
tive, or  guardian,  shall  pay  said  counsel  a  reasonable  fee,  of 
not  less  than  twenty  nor  more  than  one  hundred  dollars,  to 
be  awarded  him  by  order  of  the  court,  for  such  defense, 
and  may  be  attached  and  compelled  to  pay  the  same. 

^  2.  This  act  shall  be  in  force  from  its  passage. 

Approved  January  30,  1864. 

Note. — The  section  amended  refers  to  trial  of  slaves  for 
felonies,  and,  as  amended,  it  will  read  thus: 

"It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  master,  or  owner,  or  person- 
al representative,  or  guardian  of  such  owner,  to  employ 
counsel  to  defend  a  slave,  when  tried  in  the  circuit  court. 
If  no  counsel  be  employed,  the  court  shall  assign  counsel 
to  defend  him.  The  master,  or  owner,  or  personal  repre- 
sentative, or  guardian,  shall  pay  said  counsel  a  reasonable 
fee,  of  not  less  than  twenty  nor  more  than  one  hundred 
dollars,  to  be  awarded  him  by  order  of  the  court  for  such 
defense;  and  may  be  attached  and  compelled  to  pay  the 
same."

§  1.  That  instead  of  the  semi-annual  report,  required  by 
section  2,  article  10,  chapter  88,  title  ^'Revenue  and  Tax- 
ation," of  the  Revised  Statutes,  to  be  made  by  all  railroad 
and  turnpike  compaJiies,  in  which  the  State  is  a  stockhold- 
er, the  Lexington  and  Frankfort  railroad  company  may 
make  the  report,  mentioned  in  said  section,  annually,  to 
^JlgjMwportto  the  Auditor,  on  or  before  the  1st  day  of  October,  in  each 
iDMchyMr.       year,  embracing  therein  the  operations  of  the  company  to 

the  Ist  day  of  July  preceding,  that  being  the  close  of  the 
company's  fiscal  year;  and  it  appearing  to  the  «atisfacti4»n 
6f  the  General  Assembly  that  said  company  has  hereto- 
fore made  and  published  full  annual  reports  of  the  condi- 
tion and  operations  of  said  company,  for  each  year,  since 
their  incorporation,  it  is  hereby  declared  that  such  making 
and  publication  shall  be  held  and  deemed  to  have  been  a 
full  compliance  with  the  requisitions  of  said  second  sec- 
tion. 

§  2.  That  so  much  of  said  section,  as  may  be  inconsist- 
ent with  the  provisions  of  this  act,  be  and  thesame  is  here- 
by repealed.

Gerernorap-    The   Grovernor,   in   commissioning   said   Superintendents, 
fend«??a''or   sh&H  give  each  ope  a  commission — No.  1,  2,  3,  and  4;  and 
wei(bioff,&e.      should  an  additional  warehouse  be  established  a  fifth  Su- 
perintendent shall  be  appointed,  in  like  manner,  No.  5; 
and  should  any  of  the  present  warehouses  be  discontinued, 
the  Superintendent,  whose  commission  bears  the  highest 
number,  shall  vacate  his  office,  the  object  being  to  have 
one  Superintendent  for  each  warehouse*,  and  no  more.      It 
shall  be  the  duty  of  said  Superintendents  to  attend  daily,

After  the  tobacco  is  placed  in  the  break  Th«tr  duttet 
and  stripped,  they  shall  take  the  tare  weight  of  each  caak, 
and  mark  the  same  distinctly  on  the  side.  After  the  sale 
they  shall  personally  superintend  the  coopering  of  the  to- 
bacco, and  see  that  all  the •  tobacco  properly  belonging  to 
each  hogshead  is  placed  therein,  and  that  the  same  is  well 
coopered;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  proprietors  of  each 
warehouse  to  fmrnish  all  the  best  appliances  known  for 
screwing  down  and  securing  tobacco  in  the  cask,  and  ail 
necessary  facilities  for  coopering;  and  upon  their  failure 
to  do  so,  after  reasonable  notice,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said 
Superintendents  to  furnish  the  «ame  at  the  expense  of  the 
proprietors  of  the  w^arel^ouse  failing  to  comply.  In  case  ^^{{^^'  ^^^ 
of  the  absence  of  any  of  the  Superintendents,  from  any 
cause,  the  proprietors  of  any  warehouse  may  supply  the 
vacancy  caused  by  such  temporary  absence.  Said  Super-  ' 
intendents,  before  entering  upon  their  duties,  shall  take  an 
oath  before  some  justice  of  the  peace  for  Jefferson  county, 
to  perform  faithfully  all  the  duties  required  of  them  by  this 
act. 

§  2.  Said  Superintendents  shall  alternate  daily  between    superintend'nu 
each  of  said  warehouses,  and  perform  their  various  duties  as         **    *     ' 
aforesaid,  and  for  their  services  shall   receive  twenty  cents 
per  hogshead  to  be  paid  to  them  by  the  warehouses 

§  3.  The  Superintendents  aforesaid  shall  not,  either  di-    nSfto^iS^'ln 
rectly  or  indirectly,  by  themselves  or  agents,  purchase^ sell    tobacco, 
ordeal  in  tobacco  (except  foi  their  own  chewing  and  smok- 
ing,) in  the  city  of  Louisville;  and  for  a  violation   of  the 
provisions  of  this  section,  they  may  be  liable  to  an  indict- 
ment in  the  Jeffersop  circuit  court,  and  may  be  fined   not 
more  than  five  hundred  dollars  for  each  offence,  and   be  li-    ' 
able  to  a  forfeiture  of  their  office,  in  the  discretion  of  a  jury. 

§  4.  The  Superintendents  aforesaid  shall   procure  a  set 
of  standard  weights,  at  the  joint  expense  of  all  the  ware-    ^ei«hte^°^'* 
houses  in  Louisville,  sufficient  to   test  their  scales,  of  not 
less  than  3,000  pounds;  and  said  Superintendents  shall  test 
the  scales  at  each  warehouse  at  least  once  in  every  month. 

§  5.  There  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Governor  two  'In- 
spectors of  Tobacco,"  for  the  city  of  Louisville,  and  two  inspectors, 
alternates  appointed  by  the  proprietors  of  the  tobacco 
warehouses  therein,  who  shall  hold  their  oflSccrt  lor  one 
year,  and  until  their  succes^sors  shall  be  appointed  and 
qualified.  Said  Inspectors,  before  entering  upon  thednties 
of  their  office,  shall  take  an  oath  before  some  justice  of  the 
peace,  of  Jefferson  county,  that  they  will  faithfully  and  im- 
partially sample  each  hogshead  of  tobacco  they « may  be 
called  on  to  inspect,  and  that  they  are  not,  and  will  not, 
during  their  continuance  in  office,  be  engaged,  either  di- 
rectly or  indirectly,  in  the  purchase  or  sale  of  tobacco  in 
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the  city  of  Louisville.  Said  Inspectors  or  alternates,  when 
they  are  called  upon,  (which  alternates  are  only  to  be  call- 
ed upon  when  the  Inspectors,  or  either  of  them,  are  tem- 
porarily absent  for  any  cause.)  shall  receive  for  their  ser- 
vices ten  cents  for  each  hogsheadsampled  and  inspected,  to 
be  paid  by  the  proprietors  of  the  warehouse,  and  charged 
to  the  planter  or  seller  of  said  tobacco. 

§  6.  That  the  proprietors  of  the  warehouses,  upon  the 
Duties  of  ware-  production  of  the  tobacco  note,  shall  deliver  to  the  pur- 
toTi^  '*™^''**    charter  of  said  note,  each  hogshead  of  tobacco  purchased, 

on  the  pavement,  at  the  door  of  said  warehouse;  and  on 
their  failure  to  do  so  in  a  reasonable  time  alter  application, 
they  shall  be  subject  to  a  fine  of  not  less  than  five  dollars 
for  each  hog.shea^l  not  delivered,  to  be  recovered  by  war- 
rant before  any  justice  of  the  peace  for  Jefferson  county, 
^  in  the  name  and  for  the  use  of  the  purchaser  or  owner  of 

said  tobacco:  Prnnded^  This  act  shall  not  be  so  construed 
as  to  authori/.e  the  proprietors  of  the  warehouses  to  retain 
in  their  hands  any  other  or  greater  fees  for  their  services 
than  hre  now  authorized  by  law,  to- wit:  three  dollars  per 
ho;(shead. 

§  7.  This  act  to  take  effect,  and  be  in  force  from  and  af- 
ter the  first  day  of  March,  1864;  and  all  former  acts  and 
parts  of  acts,  coming  in  conflict  with  the  provisions  of  this 
act,  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed;  and  those  acts, 
or  parts  of  acts,  not  conflicting  with  this  act,  be  and  the 
same  are  continued  in  force.

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CHAPTER  222.     , 
AN  ACT  to  aiueixi  the  Revenue  Laws. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the   General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

^  I.  That  section  11,  article  2,  chapter  83,  Revised  Stat- 
utes, be  so  amended,  as  to  require  clerks  of  county  courts 
(in  addition  to  reports  now  required  by  law,)  to  report  on 
the  first  day  of  the  fall  term  of  their  respective  circuit 
courts,  a  complete  list  of  all  tho.se  reported  by  the  asses- 
sors as  owners  t)f  stud  horses,  jacks,  and  bulls,  showing 
who  have  taken  out  licenses,  the  amount  paid  therefor, 
and  to  whom  paiJ  ;  which  report  shall  be  recorded  by  the 
clerk  of  the  circuit  court,  and  certified  to  the  Auditor,  and 
a  list  of  tho.^e  who  have  not  taken  out  license,  made 
out  and  given  in  charge  to  the  grand  jury  for  inquiry. 

§  2.  That  section  8,  article  8,  chapter  93,  Revised  Stat- 
9 Stanton's R.s.    utes,  be  SO  amended,  as  to  require  clerks  of  count}'  courts, 

(in  addition  to  the  list  now  required,)  to  refport  the  names 
of  all  persons  to  whom  he  or  the  county  court  has  issued 
licenses  under  any  law  of  this  State,  showing  the  date,  for 
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mrhat  granted,  amount  of  tax  paid  therefor,  and  to  whom 
paid;  which  report  shall  be  examined  and  approved  by  the 
county  judge,  recorded  by  the  clerk  of  the  circuit  court,  and 
certified  to  the  Auditor. 

§  3.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  clerks  of  the  circuit 
and  county  courts,  and  of  the  trustees  of  the  jury  fund  of 
this  Commonwealth,  to  keep  a  well  bound  book  in  their 
offices,  in  which  they  shall  enter,  at  the  time  it  is  receiv- 
able, or  when  received,  all  taxe«?  or  orher  moneys  received 
by  ihem  for  the  Commonwealth,  showing  of  whom  receiv- 
ed, on  what  account,  amount,  and  date  ;  which  book  t<hall, 
at  all  times',  be  subject  to  the  inspection  of  any  officer 
reprej?entirig  the  Common vve.illh. 

§  4.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  clerks  of  circuit  courts 
to  issue  executions,  an  i  place  ihem  in  the  hands  of  the 
sfaeriiT  within  twenty  days  alter  the  adjounimeat  of  each 
term  of  their  respective  courts,  upon  hll  jury  iee^  which  re- 
main unpaid;  and  upon  failure  so  to  do,  ahM  be  held  re- 
sponsible on  his  official  bond  for  the  amount  of  such  jury 
fees,  upon  which  he  has  failed  to  so  i^sue  executions. 

§  5.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  circuit  court  c'erks 
of  this  Commonwealth  to  issue  proper  process,  and  place 
the  same  in  the  hands  of  the  sheriif,  inking  his  receipt 
therefor,  within  ten  days  after  the  adjournment  of  each 
terra  of  court,  on  all  judgments  in  favor  of  the  Common- 
wealth, which  have  not  been  paid  or  replevied  in  the  office, 
or  remitted  or  respited  by  the  Governor;  and  shall,  within 
ten  days  after  the  maturity  of  each  and  every  replevin 
bond  on  any  such  judgment,  issuo  execution  and  place  in 
the  hands  of  the  sheritif  as  aforesaid  ;  and  upon  any  such 
execution,  issued  upon  any  such  replevin  bond,  being  re- 
turned by  the  sheriif  without  making  the  money,  he  shall 
re.-iftsue  execution  from  time  to  time,  :it  least  once  in  each 
aod  every  ten  months,  and  place  in  the  hands  of  the  sheriff 
as  aforesaid;  and  upon  all  such  judgments,  executions,  or 
caputs  prqfine  which  may  be  stayed  or  respited  by  the 
Governor,  the  clerk  shall  isrue  proper  process,  and  place  in 
the  hands  of  the  sheriff  as  aforesaid,  within  ten  days  afler 
the  expiration  of  such  stay  or  respite.  And  it  shall  also  be 
the  duty  of  said  circuit  court  clerks  to  make  out,  and  for- 
ward to  the  Auditor,  sometime  in  tiie  month  of  June,  in 
each  year,  a  full  and  complt^te  li:st  of  all  unpaid  judgments 
as  aforesaid,  showing  at  what  date  executions  or  other  pro- 
cess issued,  to  whom  delivered,  what  return  ha«!  been  tnade, 
and  the  date  thereof.  And  upon  failure  to  discharge  any 
of  the  duties  required  in  this  section,  the  clerk  so  failing 
shall  be  held  responsible  on  his  official  bond  for  the  amount 
of  the  judgment,  interest,  and  costs  to  which  such  failure 
is  applicable:  Provided,  That  after  the  expiration  ol  twelve 
months  from  the  rendition  of  any  of  said  judgments,  or  the 
maturity  of  any  of  said  replevin  bonds,  that  the  clerk  so 
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failing  to  issue  execution  may  defend  any  pnaceeding  in- 
stituted for  such  failure  of  showing  that  such  execution 
could  not  have  been  collected  if  issued. 

§  6.  That  it  shall  also  be  the  duty  of  the  clerks  of  the 
circuit  courts  to  report  to  the  Auditor,  at  the  sanne  time  that 
he  makes  the  report  required  in  the  preceding  section,  a 
list  of  all  such  judgments,  executions,  &c.,  named  in  the 
said  prece^ding  section,  which  have  been  paid  in  court,  or, 
as  appear  from  returns  or  other  entries  upon  his  books,  or 
returns  of  executions  or  other  process,  have  been  collected 
since  last  report,  by  whom  collected,  amount,  date,  &c. 

§  7.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  circuit  court  clerks 
to  forward  to  the  Auditor,  within  ten  days  after  the  ad- 
journment of  each  term  of  court,  a  list  of  persons  who 
have  been  ordered  by  court  to  pay  money  to  the  trustee  of 
the  jury  fund,  showing  on  what  account,  and  amount. 

^  8  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  all  officers  who  are 
authorized  by  law  to  pay  money  to  the  trustee  o\  the  jury 
fun  i,  to  take  duplicate  receipts  therefor,  and  forward  one 
copy  thereof  to  the  Auditor;  and  any  payment  so  made 
shall  not  be  deemed  valid,  unless  such  receipt  i»  so  for- 
warded. 

§  9.  That  upon  failure  or  neglect  to  perform  any  duty 
required  by  the  first,  second,  sixth,  and  seventh  sections  of 
this  act,  the  officer  so  failing  shall,  for  each  oflTense,  be 
fined  not  less  than  ten  nor  more  thnn  fifty  dollars,  at  the 
discretion  of  the  court;  and  upon  failure  to  perform  any  of 
the  duties  required  by  the  third  section  of  this  act,  the 
officer  .-^o  failing  shall  be  fined,  for  each  oflense,  not  less 
than  one  hundred  nor  more  thau  three  hundred  dollars,  at 
the  distcretion  of  the  court. 

§  10.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Auditor  to  have 
printed,  and  mailed  to  the  address  of  each  circuit  and 
county  court  clerk,  trustee  of  the  juryjfund,  quarterly  judge, 
sheriff,  constable,  justice  of  the  p<  ace,  or  other  officer 
authorized  by  law  to  pay  taxes,  fines,  or  other  moneys  to 
trustees  of  the  jury  fund,  a  copy  of  this  act. 

§  11.  That  upon  failure  of  any  circuit  or  county  court 
clerk  to  make  and  forward  to  the  Auditor  reports  required 
by  section  8,  article  8,  chapter  55,  or  section  7,  article  8, 
chapter  H3,  Revised  Statutes,  the  clerk  so  failing  shall  be 
fined  not  less  than  two  hundred  nor  more  than  three  hun- 
dred dollars*  for  each  offence,  which  may  be  recovered  by 
motion  in  the  Franklin  circuit  court. 

§12.  That  upon  failure  of  any  trustee  of  the  jury  fund 
to  make  the  settlement  as  provided  for  in  section  10,  arti- 
cle 6,  chapter  55,  Revised  Statutes,  the  trustee  so  failing 
shall   be  fined  not  less  than  three  hundred  uor  more  than 
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five  hundred  dollars    for  each  offense,  which  may  be  re- 
covered by  motion  in  the  Franklin  circuit  court.

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CHAPTER  225. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  an  act,  entitled,  "An  act  conoerning  Runaway 

SlavM,"  approved  March  2, 1863. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonweaith 
€f  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  where  any  person  may  have  purchased  any 
runaway  slave  or  slaves,  at  any  sale  under  the  provisions 
of  an  act,  entitled,  '*an  act  concerning  runaway  slaves,  ap- 
proved March  2,  1863,"  or  under  the  provisions  of  the  Re- 
vised Statutes,  and  has  executed,  as  required  thereby, 
bond  for  the  payment  of  the  purchase  price  of  said  slave  or 
slaves,  and  said  slaves  have  been  taken  or  detained  from 
the  poBsession  of  the  purchaser,  without  fault  or  consent  on 
his  part,  by  the  military  authorities  of  the  United  States, 
or  said  slave  was  laboring,  at  tlie  time  of  said  purchase, 
under  an  incurable  disease,  which  rendered  said  slave  or 
slaves  of  no  value,  upoQ  the  proof  of  such  facts  in  the 
county  court  where  the  bond  of  the  purchaser  has  been  Re- 
turned, such  court  shall  have  the  power  to  cancel  and  an- 
nul such  bond:  Provided  however.  That  the  purchaser  shall 
pay  to  the  jailer,  sheriff,  cleiic,  and  taker-up  of  said  slave^or 
slaves  all  costs,  fees,  and  rewards  to  which  they  may  be 
entitled. 

§2.  That  when  any  person  who  may  have  purchased  a 
runaway  slave,  as  aforesaid,  which  was  taken  from  him,  or 
was  diseased  as  aforesaid,  shall  make  the  proof  as  provi- 
ded in  the  first  section  of  this  act,  such  court  shall  make  an 
order  releasing  him  from  any  liability  to  execute  bond: 
Provided,  That  where  the  purchaser  received  possession  of 
the  negro  from  the  sheriff  he  shall  first  pay  to  the  jailer, 
sheriff,  clerk,  and  taker  up,  their  fees  and  reward. 

§  3.  That  where  any  person  shall  have  purchased  any 
negro,  as  aforesaid,  and  the  money  has  been  paid  to  the 
clerk  or  sheriff  ot  such  court,  and  satisfactory  proof  shall 
be  made  to  such  court  as  the  first  section  of  this  act  re- 
quires, such  court  shall  make  an  order  directing  such  clerk 
or  sheriff  to  pay  to  such  purchaser  any  amount  of  the  sum 
in  their  hands  which  is  now  payable  into  the  State  treas- 
ury, less  the  costs,  fees  of  sheriff  and  clerk,  and  reward  to 
taker-ap,  which  he  will  pay  to  the  parties  respectively  en- 
titled thereto. 
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§4.  No  order  ^hall  be  made  by  any  unch  court  in  favor 
of  any  8uch  purchaser,  until  he  has  first  executed  a  bond 
to  the  Commonwealth  of  Kentucky?  with  sufficient  snrety, 
to  be  approved  by  the  court  before  which  he  claims,  con- 
ditioned to  pay  to  the  owner,  his  heirs,  or  repre!!«eutative8, 
the  amount  that  would  have  been  payable  into  the  State 
treasury,  and  fully  to  indemnify  the  State  against  any  such 
claim,  whenever  proof  9hall  be  made  before  th*^  county 
court  as  now  required  by  law  in  cai^es  of  owners  claiming 
the  proceeds  of  runaways,  and  which  may  be  sued  upon 
by  the  owner  in  his  own  name,  without  including  the  Com- 
monwealth. In  each  and  every  case  in  which  the  court 
may  take  action  the  clerk  of  said  court  will  report  the 
sHme  to  the  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts. 

§  5.  This  acr  to  take  effect  from  its  passas^e.

CHAPTER  241. 
AN  ACT  to  amend  section  445,  of  the  Civil  Code  of  Practical 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealik 
of  Kenhuiky: 

§  I.  That  section  445  of  the  Civil  Code  of  Practice  be 
amended  by  the  addition  of  the  following:  But  the  provi- 
sions of  this  section  shnll  not  apply  to  judgments  granting 
a  divorce,  where  the  defendant  shall  have  been  served 
with  a  copy  of  the  petition  with  a  summons  annexed  sixty 
days  before  the  commencement  of  the  term  at  which  the 
judgment  shall  be  rendered,  a.<  provided  in  section  86:  Pro- 
vided.  The  question  of  alimony  shall  not  He  affected  by 
such  suit  lor  divorce:  And  provided  furthei'j  That  the  provi- 
fiions  of  seetion  873  shall  not  apply  to  such  cases.

Note. — Section  445  of  Civil  Code,  is  as  follows: 
*' Before  rendering  judgment  against  a  defendant  con- 
structively summoned,  and  who  has  not  appeared,  the 
court  may  cause  the  plaintiff  to  appear  personally  in  court 
or  before  a  commissioner,  and  answer,  under  oath,  interrog- 
atories concerning  the  matters  in  the  petition,  or  any  mat- 
ters of  defense  thereto,  including  matters  of  set-off  or  coun- 
ter-claim, and  may  order  the  examination  to  be  reduced  to 
writing  and  filed  with  the  papers  of  the  action.*'

of  the   Revised  Statutes,  title,  ^'Revenue   and   Taxation,''    G«n. Uwt  isns, 
approved  February  25th,  1862,  «o   far  as   it  t«hall  relate  to    J^**^* 
and  affect  the  counties  of  Whitley,  Harlan,  Perry,  Knox, 
Pike,  Laurel   and  Letcher,  be   and  the   same  is  sut^pended 
for  the  term  of  two  years  from   and  after  the  passage  of 
this  act. 

^  2.  During  the  time  of  the  suspension  of  said  act  with- 
in the  said  counties,  the  taxes  shall  be  collected  as  direct- 
ed by  the  laws  in  force  at  the  passage  of  said  suspended 
act. 

§  3.  This  act  shall  be  in  force  from  its  passage,  and  con- 
tin  ae  in  force  for  two  years  thereafter.

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CHAPTER  253. 

AN  ACT  to   incorporate  a  Board  of  Trusiee^  of  tlu  ^-;)^^copal  Fund  of 
the  Proteeiani  Episcopal  Church  in  the  Diocet    »m-  Kentucky. 

Be  it  enacted  by  Uie  General  Assembly  of  the  <  nnmon  wealth  of 
Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  Francis  H  Bushnell,  Edward  Livingston  Wells, 
Thomas  S.  Kennedy,  Richard  A.  Robinson  and  James 
Bridgford,  are  hereby  incorporated  into  a'* Board  of  Trus- 
tees for  the  Episcopate  Fund  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church  in  the  Dioce:«e  of  I^reutucky,'*  and  shall  continue 
in  office  until  their  successors  are  elected. 

§  2.  That  the  diocesan  convention  of  the  said  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church  shall  have  power,  in  perpetuity^  to  elect, 
from  time  to  time,  members  of  the  board  of  trustees;  limit 
their  terms  of  office;  may  hold  them  to  a  strict  accounta- 
bility, and  may  require  of  them,  or  either  of  them,  bond 
and  security,  with  penalties  attached,  for  the  faithful  per- 
formance of  the  duties  devolving  upon  them. 

§  3.  The  said  board  of  trustees  and  their  successors  in  boird^an" 
office,  are  hereby  empowered  to  elect,  from  their  own  poratepowen. 
number,  such  executive  officers  as  may  be  deemed  neces- 
sary, and  define  the  duties  of  the  same;  to  adopt,  alter, 
and  amend  by-laws  and  rules  for  their  own  guidance;  to 
make  and  break  at  pleasure  a  corporate  neal;  to  sue  and 
be  sued;  to  contract  and  be  contracted  with;  to  receive, 
hold,  loan,  assign,  buy,  sell,  or  convey,  any  estate,  real  or 
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1864.  personal,  moneys,  stocks,  bonds,  mortgages,  public  or  pri- 
vate  securities,  or  other  evidences  of  debt,  that  may  come 
into  their  possession,  or  may  be  due  to  them,  as  trustees  of 
the  said  episcopate  fund;  and  to  exercise,  in  their  corpo* 
rate  capacity,  any  other  rights  and  privileges  pertaining 
to  this  trust,  and  necessary  to  the  proper  discharge  there- 
of, not  inconsistent  with  the  laws  of  this  Commonwealth 
and  of  the  United  States. 

§  4.  That  the  said  board  of  trustees  are  hereby  anthor- 
oeiT«,&o.,^air    is^cd  and  empowered  to  receive,  recover,  hold,  invent,  sell, 
and  piopeiti«!k'    ^^^'Jvey,  assign  and  reinvest,  all  and  any  voluntary  dona- 
tions, contributions  and .  bequests  of  any  kind  whatever, 
that  may  be  given  or  devised  or  conveyed,  for  the  object 
or  purpose  of  creating,  increasing  or  endowing  the  said 
episcopal  fund,  the   principal  and  interest  of  which  shall 
be  exclusively  used  and  applied  to  the  maintenance  and 
support  of  the  bishop  of  the  said  Protestant    Episcopal 
Church,  in  the  diocese  oT  Kentucky:  Provided^  however.  No 
member  of  the  board  of.  trustees  shall  receive  any  com- 
pensation out  of  the  said  episcopate  fund,  or  the  product 
thereof  for  his  services;  nor  shall  either  or  any  of  the  said  trus- 
tees ever  be  interested,  either  directly  or  indirectly,  whether 
as  principal,  surety  or  agent,  in  any  loan  or  other  transaction ,

§*2.  That  the  court,  or  judge  thereof,  may,  for  any  of  the 
causes  stated  in  the  first  section  of  this  act,  and  in  the 
same  manner,  make  a  general  order,  reqairino^  all  persons 
confined,  as  stated  in  the  first  section  of  this  act,  iq  the  jail 
of  any  county  in  his  district,  to  be  transferred  to  the  near- 
est j  il  that  is  secure  and  where  they  can  be  safely  kept. 
Where  any  such  order  is  made,  and  a  copy  of  it  furnished 
the  jailer  of  the  county  designatf'd,  he  shall  receive  all 
such  persons. 

§  3.  That  where  any  order  is  made  as  directed  by  the 
two  first  sections  of  this  act,  the  sheriff',  or  where  there  is 
no  sherKf,  the  coroner,  shall  immediately  upon  the  receipt 
of  a  copy  of  the  order  of  the  circuit  judge  or  court,  trans- 
fer the  prisoners  to  the  jail  of  the  county  designated  in  the 
order.  He  shall  deliver  to  the  jailer  of  said  county,  at  the 
jail,  the  prisoner  and  the  copy  of  said  order,  and  take  from 
him  a  receipt  for  the  prisoner,  which  he  shall  return  to  the 
clerk's  office  of  the  circuit  court  of  the  county  from  which 
the  removal  was  made,  who  shall  file  the  same  amongst 
the  records  of  his  office.  The  jailer  shall  receive  the 
prisonera,  and  them  safely  keep,  until  properly  discharged; 
and  if  he  fail,  neglect,  or  refuse  to  do  so,  he  and  his  sure- 
ties shall  be  liable,  in  the  same  manner  and  to  the  same 
extent,  as  if  the  persons  had  been  regularly  committed  by 
an  order  of  the  circuit  court  of  his  county;  and  shall  re- 
ceive the  same  fees,  to  he  paid  as  like  fees  are  now,  by 
law,  paid  for  the  like  service.  The  officer  conveying  the 
prisoners  to  the  jail  designated,  and  such  guards  as  the 
judge  or  court  may  direct  him  to  take^  not  exceeding  the 
number  of  guards  allowed  in  taking  convicts  to  the  peni- 
tentiary, shall  receive  the  same  compensation  and  mileage

The  order  of  the  court  or  judge  directing 
the  transfer  shall  be  conclusive  evidence  that  the  transfer 
was  proper,  and  to  the  rio:ht  jail,  and  shall  be  a  justifica- 
tion to  the  jailer  for  holding  any  such  prisoner,  in  any  ac- 
tion against  him  for  false  imprisonment  The  officers  of 
the  county  from  which  the  removal  was  had,  or  a  circuit 
judge,  shall  have  jurisdiction  to  hear  applications  for  bail, 
and  to  grant  the  same,  if  the  case  is  bailable,  in  the  man- 
ner now  prescribed  by  law.

^  1 .  Slaves  imported  from  a  foreign  country  since  tho 
first  day  of  January,  1808,  or  which  may  hereafter  be  im- 
ported from  such  country,  or  slaves  who  have  been  tried 
and  convicted  of  felony  in  any  other  State  or  Territory « 
shall  not  be  imported  into  this  State.  Any  person  know- 
ingly violating  this  section  shall  be  fined  three  hundred 
dollars  for  each  slave  so  imported. 

$  2.  No  slave  shall  be  imported  into  this  State   as  mer- 
chandise, or  for  the  purpose  of  sale  or  barter  in  or  out  of 
this  State,  under   the  penalty  of  six    hundred  dollars  for 
each  slave  so  imported. 

(3.  Immigrants  to  this  State,  intending  to  reside  here 
permanently,  may  bring  with  them,  and  citizens  residing 
within  this  State  may  purchase  and  import  into  this  State 
for  their  own  use,  such  slaves  as  are  not  prohibited  by  the 
first  section  of  this  act. 

§  4.  Immigrants  bringing  with  them  their  slaves,  as  per- 
mitted in  the  next  preceding  section,  shall,  within  thirty 
days  after  their  arrival,  take  the  following  oath  before  a 
justice  of  the  peace  of  the  county  of  their  residence:  •*! 
do  swear  that  my  removal  to  the  State  of  Kentucky  waa 
with  the  intention  of  becoming  a  citizen  thereof;  that  [ 
have  brought  with  me  no  slave  with  the  intention  of  sell- 
ing him;"  which  oath,  certified  by  the  justice,  shall  be  re- 
corded in  the  office  of  the  county  court  within  sixty  days.

§6.  A  citizen  importing  slaves  under  the  provisions  of 
this  act  shall,  within  forty  days  afler  such  importation,  pre- 
sent to  the  clerk  of  the  county  court  of  his  residence  a  true 
and  correct  list  of  such  slaves,  with  their  names,  ages,  and 
sex,  verified  by  his  oath.     lie  shall  also,  before  the  clerk. 
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take  the  following  oath:  '*I  do  swear  that  I  have  parchased 
or  received,  and  imported  into  the  State  of  Kentucky  the 
slaves  named  in  the  list  this  day  made  out  hy  me  and  filed 
"with  the  clerk  of  this  county  for  my  own  private  use;  that 
they  were  not  purchased  or  received  and  imported  for  sale 
or  speculation,  or  to  be  treated  as  merchandise;  and  that  I 
do  not  believe  any  one  of  them  has  been  imported  into  the 
United  States  since  the  first  day  of  Januar3S  on&  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  eight;  or  that  any  one  of  them  has  been 
comricted  of  felony  in  any  other  State  or  Territory."  The 
list  and  oath  affixed  shall  be  recorded  by  the  clerk  in  a 
book  to  be  kept  for  that  purpose.  The  fee  to  the  clerk 
shall  be  fifty  cents  for  each  slave. 

^7.  If  any  citizen  shall  import  into  this  State,  under  the 
provisions  of  this  act,  a  slave,  and  shall  sell  said  slave,  be- 
fore the  expiration  r>f  three  years  after  such  importation,  or 
chail  hire  out  such  slave  for  a  term  of  more  than  one  year.

the  State,  from  any  bank,  banking  association,  corporation, 
or  from  private  individuals,  any  sum  of  money,  not  ex-

ceeding  in  the  aergregate  five  millions  of  dollars,  which 
shall  be  appropriated  to  the  objects  above  mentioned,  and 
no  other. 

$  2.  That  the  loans  authorized  by  this  act  shall  not  be 
for  a  longer  period  than  thirty  years,  nor  less  than  ten 
years — the  State  reserving  to  itself  the  right,  at  it.^  option, 
at  any  time  after  ten  years  from  the  date  of  any  such  loan, 
to  redeem  the  bonds  which  may  be  issued  therefor,  at  their 
par  value. 

§  3.  The  Governor,  for  the  money  which  he  may  borrow 
under  the  provii^ions  of  this  act,  shall  ii^sue  and  deliver  to 
the  lender  the  bond  or  bonds  of  the  State,  payable  to  him 
or  bearer,  bearing  interest  at  the  rate  of  six  per  centum 
per  annum,  payable  semi-annually,  on  the  first  Mondays 
in  January  and  July,  at  the  public  treasury  of  thn  State,  or 
at  such  other  place  as  the  Governor  may  contract.  For 
the  semi-annual  interest,  proper  coupons  shall  be  attached 
to  the  bonds  so  issued,  signed  by  the  Secretary  of  State; 
and  the  principal  and  interest  of  said  bonds  shall  be  a 
charge  upon  the  sinking  fund  of  the  State. 

§  4.  An  accurate  register  of  the  sums  of  money  borrow- 
ed under  the  provi&^ions  of  this  act,  the  date  of  the  loan, 
the  name  of  the  lender,  and  the  amount  loaned  by  him, 
together  with  the  date,  number,  and  amount  of  each  bond 
which  may  be  issued  for  said  loans,  and  when  due,  shall 
be  kept  in  the'office  of  the  Secretary  of  State — duplicates 
of  which  shall  be  filed  and  faithfully  preserved  in  the  of- 
fices of  the  Treasurer  and  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts. 

$  5.  The  bonds  issued  under  the  authority  of  this  act  shall 
pass  by  delivery,  and  without  written  assignment  thereon. 

§  6.  To  enable  the  sinking  fund  to  pay  th^  accruing  in- 
terest upon  said  bonds,  and  finally  to  extinguish  the  prin- 
cipal of  the  same  when  they  shall  become  due,  thfere  shall 
be  levied  and  collected,  annually,  commencing  with  the 
year  1805,  a  tax  of  ten  cents  upon  each  one  hundred  dol- 
lars in  value  of  the  taxable  property  within  this  Common- 
wealth, subject  to  taxation  for  revenue  purposes,  under  the 
general  laws  upon  that  subject,  and  which  shall  be  levied 
and  collected  as  the  other  public  revenues  of  the  State  are 
levied  and  collected,  and  paid  into  the  public  treasury  for 
the  use  and  to  the  credit  of  the  sinking  fund:  Provided^ 
That  if  the  troop.-^  intended  to  be  provided  for  by  this  act, 
should  not  be  raised,  all  money  realized,  as  provided  in 
this  section,  shall  become  a  part  of  the  sinking  fund,  and 
applied  to  the  payment  of  the  principal  and  interest  of  the 
other  debts  of  the  State. 

}  7.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

AN  ACT  to  amend  SectioD  4,  Article  4,  Chapter  83,  Revised  Statuteo.

of  July  1862,  and  in  consequence  of  their  wounds  incurred 
great  loss  of  time  and  heavy  expense — therefore, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  AsseinMy  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§1.  That  the  sum  of  two  hundred  dollars  each  be  and 
the  same  is  hereby  appropriated  to  said  citizen  soldiers; 
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and  that  the  Auditor  draw  his  warrant  on  the  Treasurer 
in  their  favor  for  said  several  sums,  to  be  paid  out  of  any 
moneys  in  the  treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated. 
^  2.  That  this  act  take  effect  from  and  after  its  passage.

cuted, with  power  to  fill  vacancies  at  any  precinct,  and  to 
make  due  returns  of  the  polls,  as  in  other  county  and 
State  elections;  and  persons  only  entitled  to  vote  in  the 
State  elections  shall  be  deemed  qualified  voters  at  such 
election.  The  county  judge,  the  clerk  of  the  county  court, 
and  the  sheriff  of  the  county,  or  a  majority  of  them,  shall 
constitute  a  board  to  contpare  the  polls,  and  shall  declare 
and  certify  the  true  result  thereof,  which  certificate  shall 
be  filed,  recorded  and  preserved  in  the  county  clerk's  of- 
fice. 

§  6.  That  a  county  subscription  to  the  capital  stock  of 
said  company  shall  be  pa>'able  in  the  bonds  of  said  county, 
which  shall  be  issued  within  six  months  after  the  subscrip- 
tion has  been  so  determined  by  election,  payable  to  the 
order  of  the  president  of  said  company,  at  a  period  or  pe- 
riods not  exceeding  thirty  years,  and  bearing  interest  at  a 
rate  of  six  per  cent,  per  annum,  payable  semi-annually,  in 
sums  not  exceeding  one  thousand  dollars  each,  and  signed 
by  the  county  judge,  countersigned  by  the  county  clerk, 
and  the  county  seal  attached  thereto;  and  the  good  faith 
and  all  the  property  within  the  county  shall  be  deemed 
pleclged  for  the  payment  of  said  bonds  and  interest.

a  commission  not  exceeding  five  per  centum  shall  be  al-

In  the  county  of  Logan  on  the  first  Monday  in  March 
and  the  fourth  Monday  in  Auguust,  and  continue  eighteen 
juridical  days:  Provided^  That  the  spring  term,   1864,  of 
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said  court,  shall  be  held  at  the  time  now  fixed  bylaw,  and        1864. 
continue  twelve  juridical  days.

§  1.  That  there  is  hereby  created,  in  the  city  of  Louia- 
ville,  by  the  name  of  '*The  Masonic  Savings  Institution,'' 
a  body  corporate  and  politic,  the  stockholders  of  which, 
their  successors  and  assigns,  shall  have  perpetual  succes- 
sion; and  b5'  that  name  said  corporation  may  sue  and  be 
sued,  contract  and  be  contracted  with,  mal^e,  have  and  use 
a  common  seal,  and  the  same  break,  alter  or  renew  at 
pleasure;  may  purchase,  hold,  use,  sell,  and  convey,  and 
take  by  gift,  all  such  real  and  personal  property  necessary 
and  requisite  to  carry  out  its  legitimate  purposes  and  the 
objects  of  its  creation:  Provided,  That  said  corporation 
shall,  within  ten  years  from  the  accrual  of  the  right  of 
property,  either  legal  or  equitable,  in  any  real  estate  which 
may  be  purchased  in  satisfaction  of  any  debt  or  demand 
due  to  it,  or  under  any  judgment  or  decree  of  any  court, 
sell,  convey  and  dispose  of  the  same. 

§  2.  That  J.  B.  Wilder,  James  Guthrie,  Samuel  P. 
Weisiger,  William  Kendrick,  J.  C.  Mandeville,  and  the 
Grand  Master,  Grand  Treasurer  and  Grand  Secretary,  for 
'the  time  being,  of  lh»-  Grand  Lodge  of  Kentucky  of  Free 
and  Accepted  Masons,  or  any  two  or  more  of  them,  at  such 
times  and  places  as  may  suit  their  convenience,  may  open 
books  for,  and  receive  subscription^  to,  the  capital  stock  of 
the  Masonic  Savings  Institution,  which  shall  be  in  shares 
of  twenty- five  dollars  each;  and  when  one  thousand  shares 
or  more,  shall  be  subscribed,  the  stockholders  may  meet 
and  elect  five  directors,  each  the  bonajide  owner,  in  his  own 
right,  of  four  shares  of  the  capital  stock,  who  shall  serve 
until  the  first  Monday  in  May  thereafter,  and  until  their 
successors  shall  be  duly  elected  and  qualified;  and  on  the 
first  Monday  in  May  after  said  first  election  of 'directors, 
and  annually  op  the  firnt  Monday  in  May  thereafter,  the 
said  stockholders,  either  in  person  or  by  proxy,  shall  elect 
five  directors,  who  shall  continue  in  office  for  one  year,  and 
until  their  successors  are  duly  elected  and  qualified.  The 
directors  thus  elected,  shall  annually  elect  one  of  their 
number  president  of  said  institution,  whose  duty  it  shall 
be.  to  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  board  of  directors, 
superintend  all  elections  of  subordinate  officers  by  said 
board,  and  do  all  other  acts  which  said  board  of  directors 
shall  direct,  not  inconsistent  with  this  charter;  and  a  ma- 
jority of  all  the  directors  so  elected  shall  concur  to  make 
valid  every  act  of  said  board.  In  the  temporary  absence 
of  the  president,  the  board  of  directors  shall  elect  one  of  their 
body  as  ^T^axi^xiX,  pro  tempore,  who,  during  said  absence,  shall 
'exercise  all  the  powers  and  perform  all  the  duties  belonging 
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to  the  office  of  president.     Vacancies  in  the  board  of.direc- 
tors  may  be  tilled  by  a  vote  of  those  remaining  in  office. 

§  3.  The  board  of  directors  shall  also  elect  a  cashier,  and 
such  otner  officers,  attornies  or  agents  as  they  may  think 
necessary  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  said'  institution,  and 
prescribe  the  compensation  (or  their  services,  and  may  dis- 
miss them,  or  either  of  them,  at  discretion.  They  may 
also  prescribe  the  compensation  to  be  paid  to  the  president 
for  his  services,  and  the  place  and  mode  of  conducting  all 
elections  of  directors,  after  the  first.  They  shall  have 
power  to  make  and  chans^e  all  necessary  rules,  regulations 
and  by-laws,  for  the  gfovernment  of  the  corporation,  ita 
officers  and  servnnts,  prescribe  the  terms  on  which  depositii 
may  be  received  and  paid  out;  and  direct  in  what  manner 
shares  in  the  capital  stock  may  be  transferred.  They  shall 
keep  a  record  of  their  proceedings,  acts  and  orders,  and 
may,  by  order  and  without  seal,  make  any  contract  they 
are  hereb*  authorized  to  make,  which  shall  be  as  fully 
binding  on  said  corporation,  and  may  be  sued  upon  as  if  it 
was  made  by  a  natural  pers(m,  or  may  authorize  any  one, 
by  order,  to  do  so.         * 

§  4.  The  board  of  directors  shall  hold  stated  meetings  at 
least  once  a  week,  and  called  meetings  may  be  had  when- 
ever deemed  necessary.  All  questions  before  the  board 
shall  be  taken  viva  voce^  and  the  yeas  and  nays  on  any 
proposition  submitted  shall  be  entered  of  record  at  the  re- 
quest of  any  two  members;  and  no  vote  shall  be  reconsid- 
ered when  a  less  number  is  present  than  when  the  vote 
was  given. 

^  5.  The  general  meeting  of  the  stockholders  shall  be 
held  annually  on  the  first  Monday  of  Mayin  each  year,  in 
the  city  of  ^louisvijle,  at  the  time  of  the  annual  election  of 
directors,  at  which  meeting  the  president  and  directors 
shall  present  an  accurate  statement  of  the  condition  and 
affairs  of  the  institution;  and  general  meetings  of  the 
stockholders  may  be  called  by  the  president  and  directors 
when  they  deem  it  advisable,  or  by.  any  number  of  the 
stockholders  the  by  laws  shall  require;  and  at  every  gen- 
eral meeting  each  stockholder  shall  have  as  many  votes  as 
he  owns  shares  of  stock. 

§  t>.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  the  president,  or  any  of  the 
directors,  to  become  bound  as  surety,  or  accommodation 
ind'>rser  on  any  note  or  bill  discounted  by  said  institution. 

§  7.  The  cashier,  clerks,  dnJ  all  other  subordinate  offi- 
cers and  agents  of  said  institution  shall  respectively  give 
such  security  for  their  fidelity  and  good  conduct,  as  the 
board  of  directors  may,  from  time  to  time,  require;  and  the 
said  directors  and  all  the  officers  of  said  institution,  before 
entering  upon  the  duties  of  their  respective-  offices,  shall 
take  an  oath  or  solemn  affirmation,  before  some  of&cer  au- 
thorized to  administer  oaths,  faithfully,  honestly,  impartial- 
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ly,  and  to  the  best  of  their  skill  and  judgment*,  to  discharge 
all  the  duties  of  their  respective  offices  under  this  charter, 
or  which  ma}'  be  required  of  them  by  the  by-laws,  rules 
and  regulations  of  the  corporation. 

§  8.  The  business  of  the  Masonic  Savin j^s  Institution 
shall  be  to  receive  money  or  other  valuables  on  deposit, 
and  to  loan  out  the  same;  to  deal  in  gold  and  silver  coin 
and  bullion,  and  bills  of  exchange  ;  receive  promissory 
notes  by  assignment  as  surety  for  money  loaned;  di-«count, 
purchase  and  sell  promissory  notes  and  bills  of  exchange, 
payable  at  said  institution  or  at  any  oilier  place;  and  do 
all  other  acts  a  bank  may  do,  except  it  shall  not  issue  any 
bill,  bond,  certificate  of  deposit,  or  other  written  or  printed 
obligation  or  instrument,  with  a  design  to  circulate  the 
same  as  money.  Ail  bills  of  exchange  and  promissory 
notes,  made  payable  to  said  institution,  or  at  any  other 
banking  institution;  or  place,  discounted  by,  or  sold  to  it, 
shall  be  placed  on  the  footing  of  foreign  bills  of  exchange, 
and  remedy  may  be  had.  jointly  and  severally,  against  the 
principals  and  sureties,  drawers,  acceptors  and  endorsers, 
or  any  one  or  more  of  them:  ProinJrd.  That  none  of  the 
parties  to  said  bills  or  notes  shall  be  liable  to  damages  as 
on  a' foreign  bill  of  exchange.  Said  corporation  shall  re- 
ceive on  deposit,  during  banking  hours,  any  sum  of  money 
not  less  than  one  dollar;  and  infants,  married  women,  and 
any  person  authorized  to  contract,  corporations  and  bodies 
polilic,  may  make  deposits  therein  and  control  the  same. 
Such  deposits  shall  be  paid  to  each  depositor  at  such  times, 
with  such  interest,  and  under  such  regulations,  as  the  board 
of  directors  shall,  from  time  to  time,  prescribe.  Such  reg- 
ulations shall  be  put  up  in  some  public  and  conspicuous 
place,  in  the  room  where  the  business  of  said  institution 
shall  be  transacted,  and  shall  not  be  altered  so  as  to  affect 
any  one  who  may  be  a  depo-*itor  previous  to  such  altera- 
tion as  to  any  sum  oi^  money  on  deposit  at  the  time  such 
alteration  is  made. 

§  9.  There  shall  be  paid,  at  the  time  of  subscribing  to  the 
capital  stock  of  said  institution,  to  said  commissioners,  the 
sum  of  five  dollars  on  each  share  subscribed  for;  and  after 
the  election  of  directors,  calls  shall  be  made  on  each  sub- 
scription, in  such  manner  as  the  board  of  directors  shall  direct, 
not  exceeding  five  dollars  on  each'share  at  each  call,  and 
no  calls  shall  be  mfule  less  than  thirty  days  apart,  until  all 
is  paid.  If  any  subscribt^r  to  said  capital  stock  shall  fail  or 
refuse  to  pay  up  his,  her,  or  their  calls,  for  thirty  days  after 
the  same  is  due,  interest  shall  bo  charged  on  said  calU 
from  the  time  the  snme  is  due  until  paid;  and  if  any  calls 
shall  remam  unpaid  for  the  space  of  six  months,  the  same, 
with  the  accruing  iaterest  thereon,  may  be  recovered  by 
suit  in  any  court  of  record  in  this  Commonwealth,  having 
jurisdiction  thereof;  or  the  board  of  directors,  upon  service 
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1 86  1.       of  ten  daya  notice  upon  sach  defaulting  subscriber,  or,    if 
personal  notice  cannot  be  served,  then  by  ten  days  notice 
^  published   in   one  of  the  newspapers  of  Louisville  three 

times,  may  declare  the  stock  so  subscribed  for,  an*!  any 
calls  paid  thereon,  forfeited  to  th'^^  institution;  and  said 
shares  of  stock,  and  the  calls  paid  thereon,  shall  be  lorfeit- 
ed  accordingly  lor  the  benefit  of  the  institution,  if  not 
promptly  paid.  Said  institution  shall  have  a  lien  on  the 
stock  owned  by  any  stockholder  for  the  payment  of  any 
debt  due  and  owing  it  by  said  stockholder  before  any  other 
creditor. 

§  10  Any  depositor,  or  joint  depositors,  by  making 
-..•'^^™'!  known  his*  her  or  their  intention  to  become  a  stockholder 
•toekhoiders,  or  stockholders,  in  the  capital  stock  of  the  Masonic  Sav- 
*"      '^'  ings  Institution,  and  having  said  intention  entered  on    the 

books  of  the  corporation,  and  signed  by  him  or  them,  shall 
be  entitled  to  dividends  in  proportion  to  the  amount  so  de- 
posited as  stock,  when  said  depositt«  shall  amount  to  one  or 
more  shares  of  said  capital  stock,  and  shall  receive  a  cer- 
tificate therefor  and  be  entitled  to  dividends  thereon.  Such 
depositor,  or  joint  depositors,  may,  in  like  manner,  at  the 
same,  or  at  different  times,  and  from  time  to  time,  make 
other  deposits,  until  the  whole  amount  thereof  shall  be 
equal  to  one  or  more  shares  of  stock  in  said  institution, 
and  receive  certificates  therefor  and  be  entitled  to  divi- 
dends thereon.  But  said  certificates  of  stock  shall  only  be 
issued  on  the  first  day  of  January  and  July  in  any  year,

§12.  If  any  person,  or  persons,  not  having  declared  his,

upon  demand  made,  for  the  space  often  days  after  said  de- 
mand, the  said  institution  shall  be  liable  to  pay  such  per- 
son, or  persons,  damage^  at  the  rate  often  per  centum  in- 
terr'st  per  annum,  which  may  be  recovered  by  action  in 
any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction,  in  Jefferj?on  county, 
next  ensuing  after  said  failure  as  aforesaid. 
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§  13.  The  dividends  on  the  capital  stock  shall  be  declared 
of  its  profits  semi-annaally,  on  the  first  day  of  January  and 
July,  and  paid  to,  or  passed  to  the  credit  of,  the  sharehold- 
ers; but  the  board  of  directors  shall,  out  of  the  profits  of 
each  six  months,  before  any  dividend  is  declared,  set  apart 
not  less  than  one  per  centum  of  said  profits  as  a  contin- 
gent fund,  until  said  contingent  fund  shall  amount  to  two 
per  centum  on  the  whole  capita]  stock,  and  shall  thereafter 
not  be  decreased;  said  contingent  fund  shall  be  held  and 
used  for  the  purpose  of  extinguishing  any  bnd  debts,  or 
losses,  that  may  be  made  or  sustained  in  the  prosecution 
of  the  business  of  said  institution. 

§  14.  The  board  of  directors  may,  in  their  discretion, 
vest  such  portion  of  the  funds  deposited  in  said  institution 
as  may  be  desirable,  in  any  public  stocks  or  other  securi- 
ties of  this  or  any  other  State,  or  of  the  United  States,  or 
of  any  city  thereof,  or  of  any  corporation  chartered  by 
either  of  said  ^States,  or  by  any  law  of  the  United  States, 
and  receive  and  control  the  dividends  and  interest  accru- 
ing thereon,  as  other  funds  of  the  institution,  and  sell  and 
dispose  of  said  stocks  and  securities,  from  time  to  time; 
and  may  make  loans  of  money  upon  mortgage  secured  on 
unimcumbered  real  estate,  worth  at  least  double  the 
amount  loaned;  and  may  contract  for,  purchase  and  hold 
any  of  the  mortgage  bonds  on  the  Masonic  Temple,  of  the 
city  of  Louisville,  it  they  think  proper  to  do  so. 

§  15.  The  Grand  Lodge  of  Kentucky  of  Free   and   Ac- 
cepted Masons  may,  by  resolution  to  that   effect,  adopted 
at  any  annual  communication  thereof,  sub.scribe  to  the  cap- 
ital stock  of  the  Masoni<^  Savings   Institution;  and  should 
said    Grand   Lodge  subscribe    and    pay   for  one    hundred 
shares^or  more,   of  said   capital  stock,   then  said    Grand 
Lodge  shall  have  tbe  right,  at  the  annual  communications 
thereof,  from  time  to  time,  to  elect  one  director  for  said  in- 
stitution, who  shall  be  in  office   from  the   first  Monday  in 
May  thereafter,  and  continue  in  office  for  one  year,  and 
until  his  successor  is  duly   elected    by  said    Grand   Lodge 
and    qualified.     Should   the   stockholders,    at   the    annual 
meeting  next  after  the  Grand   Lodge  of  Kentucky  shall 
have  subscribed  stock  as   aforesaid,  vote  in   favor  of  in- 
creasing thenumber  of  directors  to  seven,  by   a   majority 
vote,  then  the  board  of  directors  shall  consist  of  seven  di- 
rectors, qualified  as    hereinafter  prescribed,  six   of  whom 
sball  be  elected  by  the  other  stockholders,  and  one  by    the 
said  Grand  Lodge,  and  a  majority  of  the  directors  so  elect- 
ed, shall  be  a  quorum  to  do  business. 

§  1 6.  When  any  deposit  shall  be  made  by  a  person  being 
a  minor,  or  a  married  woman,  the  said  institution  may  pay 
such  depositor  such  sums  as  may  be  due  him  or  her,  and  the 
receipt  and  acquitances  of  such  minor,  or  married  woman 
shall  be  valid,  as  if  said  minor  was  of  full  age  and  said 
married  woman  t^femme  sole. 
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1864.  §  17.  A  misnomer  of  the  corporation  in   any  deed,  gift, 

; grant,  or  any  other  in.-^trument,  contract,  or  conveyance, 

shall  not  vitiate  the  same,  if  the  corporation  shall  be  suffi- 
ciently described  therein  lu  ascertain  the  intention  of  the 
^  partieis. 

§  18.  That  an  act,  entitled  "an  act  to  amend  an  act,  en- 

lAcu  1853-4,    titled,  an    act   to  incorporate   the  several  Masonic  institu- 

^'     '  tions  of  LouLsville,"  approved   January  24,   1854,  and    an 

act,  with   the  same   tiile,  approved  March"  9,  1854,  and  all 
rAcu  1853-4,    j^^|3   jind  parts  of  acts,  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of 
this  act,  be   and  the   same  are   hereby  repealed,  so  far   as 
they  conflict  with  this  act. 

§  19     The  General  Assembly  reserves  the  right  to  repeal 
or  modify  this  act  at  pleasure.

CHAPTER  457. 

AN  ACT  10  regulate  the  hoMing  o(  the  Circuit  Courts  in  Wayne,  Rus- 
sell  and  Casey  Counties. 

Be  it  enacted  by  Hie  Geneiyil  Assembly  of  the  Cfmimonweallh 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  hereafter  the  October  term  of  the  Wayne  cir- 
cuit court  shall  continue  twelve  juridical  days  at  each 
term,  if  the  business  of  the  court  require  it. 

^'i.  The  llussell  circuit  court  shall  commence  on  the 
fourth  Mondays  in  Af)ril  »nd  October,  and  continue,  at 
each  term,  six  juridical  days,  if  the  business  of  said  court 
rt*quire  it.  # 

§3.  The  Casey  circuit  court  shall  commence  on  the  first 
Motufays  in' May  and  November,  and  continue,  at  cich 
term,  six  juridical  days,  if  the  business  of  said  court  re- 
quire it. 

§  4.  This  act  to  be  in  force  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  459. 
AX  ACT  concerning  Military  Claims. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Greneral  Assembly  of  the  Commontoealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.    J'hfit  all  loyal  residents  and  bitizens  of  the  State  of 
oiatmt  avainBt    Kentucky,  who  have  suffered  loss  or  damage  to  their  prop- 
JroilS*"**^^    erty,  at   the    hands  of  the  soldiers  or  army  of  the  United 

States,  since  the  commencment  of  the  present  rebellion;  or 
who  have,  at  any  time,  furnished  said  soldiers  or  aimy  with 
provisions,  or  supplies  of  any  kind  necessary  for  their  U86| 
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without  having  received  pay,  or  proper  vouchers  therefor, 
are  hereby  authorized  to  prove  up  their  claimj^  against  the 
United  States  in  the  following  manner,  to- wit: 

§2.  The  claimant  shall  rn»ke  out  his  account  or  claim 
against  the  United  State3,*in  duplicate,  stating  the  nature 
of  his  claim  as  minutely  as  he  possibly  can,  together  with 
its  date,  and,  if  possible  to  do  so,  the  portion. of  the  army 
to  which  the  supplies  were  furnished,  or  which  did  the 
damage  complained  of,  stating  the  actual  damages  sus- 
tained, and  not  the  consequential  damages,  and  shall  make 
oath  before  sum  Justice  of  the  peace,  notar}'  public,  county 
or  circuit  court  clerk,  or  judge,  to  the  effect  that  the  same 
is  just,  and  has  never  been  paid;  that  he  is  neither  indebt- 
cd  lo  the  United  States  or  the  State  of  Kentuckv;  that  he 
is  and  ever  has  been  true  and  loyal  to  the  United  States 
and  State  of  Kentucky,  and  has  never  aided  the  rebellion 
in  any  way,  and  has  never  desired  its  success. 

(  3.  Each  claimant  shall  produce  at  least  two  loyal  and 
creditable  witnesses,  who  shall  ^wear  that  they  know  the 
correctness  of  the  claim  of  their  own  knowledge,  or  if/  two 
cannot  be  procured,  then  one  witness  shall  prove  the  claim 
.positively,  and  two  others  according  to  their  beet  informa- 
tion and  belief,  stating  the  ^acts  upon  which  their  belief 
is  founded.  They  shall  also  be  required  to  swear  to  the 
loyally  of  the  claimants  as  well  as  to  that  of  themselves, 
and  that  the}'  have  no  interest  whatever  in  the  claim. 

§  4.  After  the  claims  fc»hall  have  been  so  [iroven,  in  du- 
plicate, the  claimant  shall  take  both  copies  to  the  clerk  of 
the  county  court  of  his  county,  or  in  his  ji))?ence,  to  the 
judge  ol  his  county  court,  and  deliver  one  of  his  said  cop- 
ies to  said  clerk  for  safe-keeping,  and  retain  the  other  him- 
self; and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  county  clerk  or  judge 
to  compare  the  two  copies,  and  to  certify  in  writing  on 
each  one,  to  the  effect  that  one  is  a  true  duplicate  of  the 
other,  for  which  the  claimant  shall  pay  the  clerk  25  cents 
for  each  claim  so  produced  and  filed  with  said  clerk 

§  5.  The  duplicate  copy  so  left  with  the  clerk  shall  form 
a  part  of  the  records  of  said  office,  and  certified  copies 
from  the  same  shall  be  made  out  by  said  clerk,  and  for- 
warded to  the  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts  of  the  State  of 
'  Kentucky,  at  the  end  of  each  month,  for  each  of  which 
copies  he  may  charge,  and  make  his  fee  bill  ag^iinsi  the 
claimant  for  25  cents,  and  distrain  for  the  same  as  lor  other 
fee  bills. 

§  0.  The  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts  shall  keep  a  record 
of  all  such  copies  of  claims  as  may  be  sent  to  his  office, 
arrjinging  the  names  of  claimants  in  alphabetical  order  ac- 
cording lo  their  several  counties,  showing  in  what  coun- 
ties each  claimant  resides,  with  the  amount  of  his  claim. 
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1864.  §  7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the   Auditor  to  make  out  a 

report  at  the  end  of  every  six  months,  showing  the  names 
of  claimants,  with  the  aggregate  amount  of  claims  filed  in 
his  office,  which  report  he  ^hall  hand  to  the  Governor, 
whose  duly  it  shall  be  to  lay  the  same  before  the  Legisla- 
ture, from  time  to  time,  recommending  such  action  thereon 
as  he  may  deem  necessary, 

§  8.  No  claim  shall  be  so  filed  with  the  clerk  of  the 
county  court  until  the  claimant  has  procured  the  written 
certificate  on  said  claim  from  some  county  or  circuit  clerk, 
or  judge,  to  th^'  etfect  that  he  knows  f&\d  claimant  person- 
ally, and  believes  his  claim  to  be  just,  and  that  he  is  a  loy- 
al person,  and  that  such  clerk  or  judge  is  not,  in  any  way, 
interested  in  said  claim 

§  9.  The  intention  of  this  act  is  not,  at  present,  to  assame 
Objector  this  the  payment  of  all  the  claims  due  to  all  the  loyal  citizens 
of  Kentucky,  embraced  in  the  above  provisions;  but  it  is 
to  legalize  a  mode  of  ascertaining  the  amount  of  such 
claims  in  the  State,  and  to  whom  due,  and  to  legalize  a 
mode  of  proving  the  same  without  any  cost  to  the  State, 
so  that  any  future  Legislature  may  be  able  to  act  advised- 
ly should  the  State  choose  hereafter  to  consider  the  qaep* 
tion  of  assuming  to  pay  these  claims,  and  look  to  the  Gen« 
eral  Government  for  reimbursement. 

§  10.  This  act  shall  be  in  force  from  its  passage.

stairway  be  erected.

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CHAPTER  470. 
AN  ACT  to  charter  the  PlanterB  Bank  of  Kentucky. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Cammanweallh 
of  Kentucky, 

§  1.  That  there  is  hereby  established  a  bank  of  deposit 
in  the  town  of  Owensboro,  with  a  capital  of  two  hundred 
thousand  dollars,  in  Ahares  of  one  hundred  dollars  each,  to 
be  subscribed  and  paid  for  as  hereinafter  specified;  and 
the  subscribers,  their  associates,  successors  and  assigns 
shall  be  a  body  corporate  and  politic,  by  the  name  and 
style  of  the  ''Planters  Bank  of  Kentucky,"  and  shall  so 
continue  for  twenty  years  from  its  organization;  and  t^hall 
be  capable  of  contracting  and  being  contracted  with,  of 
suing  and  being  sued,  of  impleading  and  being  impleaded, 
of  answering  and  defending  in  all  courts  and  places  what- 
ever; it  may  have  a  common  seal  and  change  and  renew 
it  at  pleasure. 

^2.  Said  bank  shall  be  under  the  control  and  direction 
of  four  directors,  each  of  whom  shall  be  stockholders;  they 
shall  be  residents  of  this  State,  and  after  the  Hist  election, 
shall  be  elected  annually  on  the  second  Monday  in  Janua* 
ry  in  each  year,  and  hold  office  until  their  successors  are 
elected  and  qualified;  they  shall  elect  one  of  thfi;*  number 
president,  and  shall  hold  regular  meetings  at  such  times  as 
may  be  fixed  by  the  by-laws;  and  other  meetings  may  be 
had  whenever  deemed  neces>ary;  and  incase  of  the  death 
or  resignation  of  any  director,  the  vacancy  shall  be  filled 
by  the  board  of  directors.  The  directors  shall  have  power 
to  receive  subscriptions  for  so  many  oi  the  shares  of  the 
stock  of  said  company,  remaining  unsold,  as  they  may,  at 
any  time,  choose  to  sell;  to  declare  dividends  of  the  profits 
arising  out  of  the  business,  and  to  appoint  such  officers, 
agents  and  servants  as  they  may  deem  nece.<«sary  to  con- 
duct the  business  of  the  bank,  and  pny  them  such  sums,  as 
wages  and  salaries,  and  take  from  I  hem  such  bond  to  se- 
cure the  faithful  performance  of  their  duties,  as  they  shall 
think  proper  and  reasonable.

after;  and  the  residue  shall  be  paid  in  such  installments  aa 
th»*  president  and  directors  of  the  bank  tnay  require:  Pro- 
vidc'J,  '!*hat  not  more  than  twenty  dollars  {jhall  be  called  at 
any  one  time  on  each  share,  nor  shall  the  time  between 
the  rails  be  less  than  ninety  days;  and  should  any  of  the 
subscribers  fail  to  pay  for  their  subscriptions  of  stock,  as 
herein  provided,  the  board  of  directors,  after  serving^  notice 
of  their  intention,  or  if  the  delinquent  stockholder  be  a 
non-resident,  giving  notice  of  their  intention  for  a  space 
of  thirty  days  in  the  newspaper  printed  at  Owensboro',  or 
some  other  authorized  newspaper,  may,  by  resolution  en- 
tered on  their  records,  forfeit  such  stock  and  re-sell  the 
same,  at  such  time  as  they  may  deem  expedient;  and  ail 
partial  payments  made  on  any  stodk  which  shall  be  thea 
forfeited,  shall  be  held  for  the  benefit  of  the  corporation.

mon law;  and  the  promissory  notes  made  negotiable  and 
payable  at  its  banking  houiie,  or  at  any  bank,  and  inland 
bills,  which  may  be  discounted  by  it,  shall  be  and  they  are 
hereby  put  upon  the  footing  of  foreign  bills  of  exchange 
for  purposes  of  collection  only,  and  like  remedy  may  be 
bad  thereon,  jointly  and  severally,  against  the  drawera  and^ 
indorsers. 
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§  5.  The  said  corporation  may  acquire,  bold,  popseds,  use, 
occupy  and  enjoy  all  such  real  estate,  goods  and  chnttels 
as  may  be  convenient  for  the  transaction  of  its  buBinesB^or 
which  may  be  conveyed  to  it  as  surety  for  any  debt,  or 
purchased  in  satisfaction  of  any  debt,  judgment  or  decree, 
and  sell  and  convey  the  same;  and  they  may  make  t^uch 
by-  laws,  for  their  government,  as  they  may  deem  necessary: 
Provided,  The  same  be  not  contrary  to  the  constitution  and 
laws  of  this  State,  or  of  the. United  States. 

§  6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the   president,  on   the  first 
day  of  January  in   each  yuar,  to  pay  into   the  treasury  of 
the  State  fifty  cents  on  each  one  hundred   dollars  of  stock 
bf  Id  and  paid  for  in  said  institution,  which  shall  be  in  full 
of  all  tax  or  bonus. 

§  7.  If  the  cashier,  clerks,  teller,  or  other  ofiicers  shall 
appropriate  any  of  the  funds  of  said  corporation  to  his  own 
u.-*e,  or  shall  willfully  (ail  to  make  correct  entries,  or  know- 
ingly make  false  ones,  on  the  books  of  the  bank,  with 
intent  to  cheat  or  defraud  the  corporation  or  any  other 
person,  or  to  conceal  any  iniproper  appropriation  of  funds, 
the  ofiicer  so  offending  shall  be  deemed  guilty  o\  felony, 
and  shall,  upon  conviction  thereof,  be  sentenced  to  confine- 
ment in  the  jail  or  penitentiary  of  this  Commonwealth  for 
a  period  of  not  less  than  two  nor  more  than  twenty  years. 

§  8.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  said  bank  to  issue  any  note 
or  bill  to  be  passed  and  used  as  currency. 

§  0.  The  General  Assembly  shall  have  the  right  to  ex- 
amiite  the  afl[*airsof  said  corporation,  by  any  committee  they 
may  appoint  for  that  purpose;  and  said  bank  shall  make  a 
semi  annual  report  of  its  condition  each  year,  and  publish 
it  in  the  newspaper  printed  at  Owensboro;  and  also  keep 
a  copy  of  the  same  in  their  bankmg  house,  where  the  same 
may  be  ea.-*ily  read  by  the  customers  of  the  bank. 

§  10.  The  General  As:*embly  reserves  the  power  to  alter, 
amend,  or  repeal  this  charter  at  pleasure.

0aid  road:*,  to  be  H««cert«ined  upon  application  to  the  tr^-as- 
urer's  of  paid  road'-;  and  when  the  ner  dividend  sh:ill  be 
so  ascertained,  it  shall  be  paid  into  the  treasury  by  the 
president  of  each  turnpike  company  at  the  «ame  time,  in 
each  year,  that  other  taxes  are  now  required,  by  law,  lo  be 
paid. 

§  3.  The  assessors  of  the  several  counties  shall  also  list 
and  assesd  the  property  held  by  cities,  towns,  ami  other 
corporations,  not  specially  exempt  from  taxation,  and  re- 
turn the  same  with  the  other  assessments,  upon  which  the 
same  rate  of  taxation  shall  be  levied  and  collected  as  is 
charged  upon  real  estate. 

§  4.  The  stock  in  the  corporations  paying  taxes  on  the 
corporate  property  shall  be  exempt  in  the  hands  of  the 
holders. 

§  5.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  president,  treasurer, 
or  secretary  of  any  insurance  company  in  this  State,  doing 
business  under  or  by  virtue  of  any  charter  or  act  of  incor- 
poration granted  by  this  State,  to  report,  under  oath,  to  the 
Auditor  of  Public  Accounts,  on  or  before  the  10th  day  of 
July,  1864,  and  on  each  succeeding  10th  day  of  July,  there- 
after, the  amount  of  capita!  stock  of  such  insurance  com- 
pany or  association;  also,  what  amount  of  accumulated  or 
Burplus  fund  on  hand,  which  statement  shall  be  made  up  in 
a  plain  and  comprehensive  manner,  showing  the  condition 
of  said  company;  and  shall  pay  into  the  treasury,  on  or 
before  the  10th  day  of  October  in  each  year,  a  tax  upon 
each  one  hundred  dollars  of  capital  stock,  and  amount  of 
accumulated  or  surplus  fund,  equivalent  to  the  tax  collect- 
ed upon  real  estate. 

§0.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  treasurer,  secretary, 
agent  or  superintendent  of  any  express  company,  doino^ 
business  in  this  State,  to  report  to  the  Auditor  of  Public 
Accounts,  on  or  before  the  15th  day  of  July,  18C4,  and  on 
each  succeeding  15th  day  of  July  thereafter,  a  full  and 
comprehensive  statement  of  the  business  of  the  company, 
within  this  State,  for  the  twelve  months  next  preceding;  and 
shall,  on  cir  before  the  10th  day  of  October  following,  pay 
into  the  treasury  a  tax  of  six  per  cent,  upon  the  net  profits 
of  the  business  done  by  it  within  this  State. 

§7.  That  if  any  of  the  officers  mentioned  in  sections  5th 
and  6th  of  this  act  shall  fail  or  refuse  to  report  to  the  Au- 
ditor of  Public  Accounts,  as  therein  required,  that  such  offi- 
cer shall  be  liable  to  a  fine  of  one  thousand  dollars  for 
each  month  he  rcay  so  fail  to  report,  which  fine  or  fines 
0hali  be  recoverable  upon  motion  in  the  Franklin  circuit 
court,  and  any  execution  which  may  issue  upon  any  judg- 
ment rendered  on  such  motion,  may  be  levied  on  the  prop- 
erty of  any  corpoi*ation  in  whose  employment  such    officer 
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may  be:  Provided  however.  That  before  any  such  judgment 
ehall  be  rendered  aaid  ofHctT  shall  have  at  lea^t  twenty 
dRV8  notice  of  the  motion. 

^  8.  That  all  laws  or  parts  of  laws  in  conflict  or  incom- 
patible with  the  provii>iond  of  this  act,  ar**.  hereby  repeal- 
ed, and  no  other  taxes  than  those  herein  imposed,  whether 
provided  for  in  the  charters  or  otherwise,  shall  be  collect- 
able from  the  several  corporations  herein  enumerated,  by 
thin  Commonwealth. 

§  0.  That  nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  construed  as  to  ex- 
empt any  of  the  property,  the  tax  upon  which  is  specifi- 
cally provided  for  by  the  provisions  of  this  act,  from  the 
payment  of  any  taxes  which  may  not  have  been  paid  here- 
tofore— this  act  being  intended  to  more  particularly  specify 
how  the  taxes  shall  be  paid. 

§  10.  The  real  e.««tateand  investments  devoted  to  churches, 
universities,  colleges,  public  schools,  seminaries,  court- 
houses, clerks'  offices,  jail.^,  public  grave  yards,  lunatic  and 
orphan  asylums,  and  deaf  and  dumb  asylums,  shall  be  ex- 
empt from  taxation  for  Stale,  city,  and  town  purposes. 

}11.  When  said  money  is  collected  it  shall  become  a 
part  of  the  Sinking  Fund  of  this  Commonwealth. 

§  12.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

county — the  bonds  hereafter  taken  within  twenty  days 
after  the  sale,  and  the  bonds  heretofore  taken  within  sixty 
days  after  the  passage  of  this  act. 

§  3.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  county  court  clerk, 
within  sixty  days  after  said  bond  or  bonds  are  returned  to 
him  as  above  required,  to  transmit  to  the  Auditor  of  Pub- 
lic Accounts  a  certified  copy  of  said  bond  or  bonds,  and  a 
copy  of  all  the  proceedings  relating  to  the  c£ise  in  which 
eaid  bond  or  bonds  were  taken. 

§  4.  That  all  mont'y  received  by  the  sheriffs  under  sales 
made  under  the  act  atbre:<aid,  approved  3d  of  March,  1SG3, 
not  heretoiore  paid,  shall  be  paid  by  the  sheriff  to  the 
Treasurer  of  this  State  within  sixty  days  after  the  passage 
of  this  act.

Whereas,  there  is  a  decree  to  sell  said  road  with  all  its 
chartered  rights  and  privileges,  an'cl  also  its  estate,  real  and 
personal,  to  pay  the  sum  of  thirty  thou^^and  dollars  with  its 
interest — being  the  amount  of  mortgage  bonds  issued  by 
the  president  and  directors  of  said  road.  Some  of  the 
holders  of  said  bonds,  who  have  obtained  said  decree,  in- 
tend to  enforce  it  with  a  view  and  for  the  purpose  to  pur- 
chase said  road,  and  may,  as  a  consequence,  remove  the 
iron  rail  of  said  road,  and  consequently  render  said  road 
useless.  The  president  and  directors  of  said  road  desire 
that  said  road,  (though  not  profitable  to  the  present  stock- 
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holders,)  shall  not  be  destroyed;  and  the  public  deprived  of  1864. 
its  userulness  and  convenience Jiave  agreed  to  form  a  com- 
pany,  with  sufficient  capital  to  pay  the  said  debt  and  other 
existing  liabilities  of  said  foad,  which  have  been  admitted 
as  just,  or  which  may  hereafter  be  so  admitted,  and  pur- 
chase said  road,  &c.,  under  said  decree,  wiih  a  view  and 
purpose  to  continue  to  use  the  same,  under  its  existing 
charer  and  such  auiendments  as  may  be  made — therefore, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Common ivcalt/i  of 
Kenlucfey: 

§  1.  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  president  and  direc-    to  toTmnSo^t 
tors  of  said  railroad  company  to  consent  to  the  formation  .  flfr'^pnr^o'SffSJt 

of  such  an  association.  om  la  preamble 

§  if.  That  if  said  association  shall  be  formed,  it  may  be    rJHSJaS^^^^^ 
lawful  for  them  to  purchase  said  road  and  its  effects,  under 
said    decree;  and  the  running  and   operation  of  said  road 
shall  be  continued  under  its  chartered  rights,  so  long  as  the 
same  shall  make  a  sufficiency  to  cover  the  annual  expenses. 
The  said  associ^ttion  shall  b^'come  the  owners  and  proprie- 
tors of  the  said  road,  anxl  all  of  its  corporated  ri^fhts  and 
privileges  and  estate,  real  and  personal.     They  shull  have    recJonTaiidthSt 
power,  under  and  according  to   the  charter,  to  .elect  five    powers, 
directors  annually,  whose  powers  and  dut>es  and  rights  and 
liabilities  shall  be  the  same  as  now  provided  by  law.     iSaid 
directors  shall  annually  elect  one  of  their  own  body  pres- 
ident.    Three  of  said  directors  shall  const itue  a  board  for 
the  transaction  of  business.

CHAPTER  559. 

AN  ACT  to  provide  for  the  adjuetment,  settlement  and  collection  of 
old  balances  due  the  State  for  licenses,  taxes  &c.,  prior  to  December 
31st,  1859. 

Whereas,  There  are  many  old  balances  due  the  State 
by  circuit  and  county  court  clerks,  trustees  of  the  jury 
fond,  ^hertflTs,  and  other  officers,  many  of  which  bal- 
ances have  been  standing  ten,  and  some  of  them  perhaps 
twenty,  years,  and  most  of  which  are  disputed  or  pleas  of 
payment  set  up;  in  some  cases  iadgments  have  been  ob- 
tained and  debt  replevied,  in  which  securities  have  been 
released  by  lapse  of  time,  in  others  securities  on  official 
bonds  have  been  released  in  the  same  manner,  and  in 
many  casps  executioni?  have  been  returned  by  the  collect- 
ing officer,  no  property  found, &c.;  and  whereas, longer  de- 
lay in  the  adjustment,  settlement  and  collection  of  such 
balances  can  only  operate  prejudicial  to  the  interest  of  the 
Commonwealth — there  fwe. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Cammonwealtk 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Auditor  of  Publio 
Accounts  to  furnish  Thomas  S.  Haydon,  the  Agent  of  the 
Auditor,  or  his  successor,  an  abstract  of  each,  and  every 
claim  due  the  State  by  circuit  and  county  court  clerks, 
trustees  of  the  jury  fund,  sheriff,  or  other  officers,  for  li- 
censes, taxes,  or  other  moneys  due  the  State  prior  to  31st 
day  of  December,  1859,  together  with  such  evidences  as 
can  be  found  in  the  Auditor's  office  touching  the  justice  or 
legality  of  such  claim,  not  including,  however,  those  claims 
or  accounts  which  have  been  discovered  in  the  defalcation 
of  Thos.  S.  Page,  the  late  Auditor,  referred  to  in  the  Gov- 
ernor's me  ssage. 

§  2.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  Agent  of  the  Audi- 
tor to  take  all  such  steps  as  may  be  necessary  to  adjust 
and  settle  such  claims  referred  to  in  preceding  section  and 
preamble,  an  I  may  proceed,  by  action,  either  in  the  Frank- 
lin circuit  court,  or  in  the  circuit  court  of  the  county  in 
which  the  officer  owing  any  such  bnlance  held  his  office,  or  in 
which  he  or  any  one  or  more  of  his  securities  may  reside  or 
own  property,  against  such  officer  and  his  securities  owing 
any  such  balance,  or  any  one  or  more  of  them,  in  the 
name  of  the  Commonwealth,  to  collect  such  balance  found 
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1864.       due,  and  may  order  execution  or  other  legal  proce:«5»,  from 

lime  to  time  as  may  be  deemed  nrcej«fi»ary,  or  may  df»  any 

ether  thing,  which  the  Auditor  is  authorized  by  law  to  do, 
in  order  to  have  the  amount  found  due  the  Commonwealth 
collected  and  paid  into  the  treasury:  PwviJcJ,  That 
nothing  herein  shall  be  held  to  prevent  paiiie-  from  rely- 
ing upon  the  statute  of  limitation,  and  the  other  defen^^es 
applicable  by  existing  laws  to  like  actions. 

§3.  That  the  said  Agent  of  the  Auditor  have  full  power 
^^  ■•ytiiow  to  allow  ail  legal  and  just  credits,  whether  made  out  and 
•nmpooiid  and  Certified  in  strict  conformity  to  law  or  not,  upon  sufficient 
mjv^nw  m     proof  of  their  justice  ami   correctness;  and   may,  when  in 

his  judgment  the  inten'st  of  the  Slate  will  be  best  promot- 
ed, compound  and  settle  any  of  such  balances,  though  it 
be  for  a  less  sum  than  the  whole  amount  owing;  but  in  all 
such  settlements  a  full  statement  of  the  same  shall  be  filed 
with  the  Auditor,  signed  by  the  said  ager.t;  and  upon  the 
filing  of  such  statement,  and  payment  into  the  tr«*asury  of 
the  amount  agreed  upon,  the  Auditor  -hall  balance  and 
close  the  account,  so  settled,  on  the  books  in  the  Auditor's 
ofHce,  and  give  quietus  in  full  discharge.

AN    ACT  to   provide  a  civil   retne<1y  for  injuries -done   by  disloyal 

persoiii*. 

Be  if  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  CommonwatUk 
of  Kentucky: 

g  I.  That  if  any  soldier,  or  body  of  soldiers,  or  armed 
Pnrwbatnctfl    band,  belonging  to,  engaged  for,  acting  in   the   intiMvst  of, 
jU5'ribi«iaciT*    ^*'  pt*<>f<^»'2^ing  to  act  in  the  interest  of  the  so-calbd  Confed- 
tt  Miioiw.  erate  States  of  America,  or  so-called   IVovisicmal   Govern- 

ment of  Kentucky,  or  any  armed  band,  not  acting  under 
the  authority  of  the  United  Slates  or  State  of  Kentucky, 
or  any  guerrilla,  or  guerillas,  shall  injure  or  destroy,  or 
take,  or  carry  away  any  property*  of  any  person,  county, 
city,  corporate  body,  association,   or  congregation  of  this 
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State;  or  shall  arrest,  kidnap,  imprison,  Jnjure,  maltreat, 
wound,  or  kill  any  person,  the  pprt<on  so  arrested,  kidnap- 
ped, imprisoned,  or  wonndrd,  it*  living,  shall  be  entitled  to 
re^«»ver  such  damages  as  a  jury  may  tind;  and  if  dead,  his 
wilV.  it'  he  should  have  one,  it*  no  wife,  his  personal  repre- 
Bentative  or  heir  at  law,  shall  be  entitled  to  recover  dam- 
ages to  the  same  extent  that  the  person  himself  might,  tor 
any  of  said  injuries,  if  death  had  not  ensued;  and  for  the 
property  injured,  destroyed,  taken,  or  carried  away,  as 
afoiesiiid,  the  person,  city,  corporate  body,  association,  or 
congregation,  so  jniured,  shall  be  entitled  to  recover  double 
the  value  the/eof  in  da:n:iges;  and  the  damages  for  any  of 
said  injuries  may  be  recovered  of  an}'  of  the  persons  doing 
any  of  said  wrongful  acts,  and  of  any  person,  or  persons, 
who  shall  aid,  advise,  abet,  eiicourf\ge,  or  counst^l  such 
acts,  or  shall  harbor,  conceal,  aid  or  encourage  such  wrong- 
doer, or  shall  knowingly  permit,  (when  in  his  power  to  pre- 
vent it,)  an}'  member  of  his  family  living  with  him  under 
his  control,  so  to  aid,  abet,  advise,  encourage,  or  counsel 
8uch  acts,  or  harbor,  conceal,  aid  or  encourage  such'wrong- 
doer,  and  may  be  sued  jointly  with  or  wilhout  such  wrong- 
doers, or  some,  or  any,  or  all  may  be  sued  until  the  dam- 
age.-* sustained  as  above  provided  may  have  been  recover- 
ed by  the  party  or  parlies  aggrieved.  Any  disloyal  per- 
son who  has  knowledge  of  the  presence  within  the  county 
of  his  residence  of  such  gueirilla,  or  guerrillas,  or  preda- 
tory hand,  and  fails  to  give  immediate  informacion  thereof, 
if  it  is  reasonably  in  his  power  so  to  do,  to  either  the  civil 
or  miiitarv  authorities  in  such  county,  shall  be  guilty  of 
aidin-jT,  harboring  and  abetting  the  wrongdoer  under  the 
provisions  of  this  act,  and  yhall  be  held  joinlly  and  sever- 
ally liable  with  such  wrony:doers  for  all  illegal  acts  done 
by  surh  guerrilla,  or  guerrillas,  or  predatory  band,  or  any 
one  of  them,  durinij  that  incursion  into  said  county. 

§  "i.  In  any  action  under  this  act  the  fact  of  the  loyalty 
or  di-loyally  of  the  defendant  may  be  given  in  evidence  to 
ihe  court  or  jury,  and  ihe  perscyi's  character  for  loyalty,  op 
di.-^loyalty  of  the  wrongdoers  who  are  not  sued,  and  who 
commiited  said  acts,  may  also  be  given  in  evidence  to  the 
court  or  jury:  Provided.  That  in  any  action  prosecuted  un- 
der the  provisions  of  tfiis  act,  the  test  of  loyalty  shall  be 
whether  ihe  defendant,  or  defendants,  have  '  adhered  to 
and  supported  the  constitulions  of  the  United  States  and 
of  the  Srate  of  Kentucky,  and  have  complied  with,  and 
been  obedient  to,  the  laws  enacted  in  pursuance  thereof.

voting  precinct  in  this  State,  whether  resident  therein  or 
not,  and  those,  at  that  time,  out  of  the  State,  at  the  several 
posts,  camps,  or  places  where  the  regiment,  or  battery  of 
artillery,  or  part  of  a  regiment,  not  less  than  one  company, 
under  a  separate  command,  to  which  such  voters  belong, 
may  be.  on  that  day,  as  fully  as  if  such  voters  were  pres- 
ent at  the  several  precincts  in  this  State  in  which  such 
election  may  be  held,  and  in  which  such  voters  would  be 
entitled  to  vote,  any  provisions  of  law  now  in  force  to  the 
contrary  notwithstanding:  Provided^  That  the  word  "com- 
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pany/'  as  used  in  this  act,  shall  not  be  held  or  construed  so 
as  to  prohibit  the  members  of  any  company  or  battery  of 
artillery  present  for  duty  at  any  post,  camp,  or  place  in 
which  such  company  or  battery  may  be  stationed,  from 
exercising  the  privileges  authorized  by  this  act,  although 
the  members  of  said  company  or  battery  of  artillery  so 
present,  shall  be  less  in  number  than  the  minimum  number 
required  to  organize  a  company  or  battery  of  artillery.. 

§  2.  To  carry  into  effect  the  provisions  of  the  preceding 
section,  elections  may  be  held  at  the  several  posts,  camps, 
or  places  in  said  section  mentioned,  which  elections  shall 
be  conducted,  so  far  as  practicable,  and  not  inconsistent 
with  the  provisions  of  this  act,  in  the  manner  prescribed 
by  the  election  laws  of  this  State. 

§  3.  The  vote  shall  be  taken  by  regiments  whenever  it  is 
practicable  to  convene  the  larger  part  of  the  regiment,  and 
the  three  ranking  officers  in  each  regiment  shall  act  as 
judges  of  the  election,  otherwise  the  vote  shall  be  taken 
by  companies,  and  when  taken  by  companies  the  three 
ranking  officers  in  each  company  of  infantry,  cavalry  or 
battery  of  artillery,  shall  act  as  judges  of  the  election  held 
under  this  act.  In  case  of  the  absence,  or  inabili  y,  or 
refusal  to  act  of  any  of  the  officers  hereinbefore  named, 
their  duties  as  judges  of  election  shall  be  performed  by  the 
officer  or  officers  next  in  rank.  The  officer  highest  in  rank, 
acting  as  judge  of  election,  in  such  company,  or  regiment 
or  battery  of  artillery  shall  be  chairman  of  the  board  of 
judges.  The  judges  of  each  company  or  regiment,  or  bat- 
tery of  artillery  shall  make  a  separate  canvass  and  state- 
ment of  the  result,  in  writing,  of  the  votes  cast  by  such 
company  or  regiment,  or  battery  of  artillery,  as  hereinafter 
provided.  The  regimental  and 'staff  officers  of  each  regi- 
ment shall  he  entitled  to  vote  at  the  polls  opened  in  any 
company  of  the  regiment  to  which  they  belong. 

§  4.  The  officers  who  shall  act  as  judges  under  this  act, 
shall  appoint  a  qualified  voter  to  act  as  clerk  of  the  elec- 
tion. 

§  5.  Previously  to  receiving  any  votes,  the  judges  and 
clerk  of  the  election  shall  severally  take  an  oath  or  affirma- 
tion, that  they  will  support  the  constitution  of  the  United 
States,  and  of  the  State  of  Kentucky,  and  will  impartially 
perform  their  duties  as  judges  or  clerk,  according  to  law, 
and  will  earnestly  endeavor  to  prevent  all  fraud,  deceit,  or 
abuse  in.  conducting  the  same;  said  oath  or  affirmation 
shall  be  either  printed  or  in  writing,  or  partly  printed  and 
partly  written,  shall  be  subscribed  and  rank  given  by  the 
person  taking  the  same,  and  may  be  administered  by  either 
of  said  judges,  and  shall  be  annexed  to,  and  returned  with, 
the  poll  lists,  as  hereinafter  provided. 

§  6.  The  polls  of  the  election  shall  be  opened  and  closed 
at  such  hours  as  the  judges  shall  agree  upon:  Provided,

CHAPTER  574.

§  *2.  It  .-hall  be  the  duty  of  the  Attorney  General  to  per- 
form i\  like  service  during  and  immediately  after  each  ses- 
sion or  adjourned  se-^sicm  of  the  General  Assembly  in  re- 
gard to  the  general  laws  which  may  be   hereafter  passed. 

§  .'I.  The  f(dlowinj<  officers  shall  be  entitled  to  receive 
one  copy  each  of  said  pamphlet,  viz:  circuit  jtidge,  com- 
monwealth'ti  attorney,  county  clerk,  circuit  clerk,  county 
judges,  county  attorneys,  and  members  of  the  legislature, 
to  each  tif  whom  a  cojiy  sh  A\  be  sent  by  the  Public  Printer 
as  soon  as  the  same  shall  be  published.

CHAPTER  575. 

AN  ACT  to  regulate  recruiting  in  Kentucky,  and  to   punieh  persons 
who  violate  the  laws  of  Kentucky  in  relation  thereto.

§  *2.  Any  person  violating  this  act  shall  be  subject   to   a 

PeoftUy.  fine  of  five  hundred  dollars  for  each  recruit  he  obtains,   to 

be  collected  as  other  fines,  and  to  imprisonment  for  not  less 

than  two  months,  nor  more  than  six  months,  in  some  county 

.   jail,  for  each  and  every  offense. 

^  3.  That  such  offender  may  be  placed  in   safe    keeping, 
fceufuntuVrie^    *"  ^^^^  place  as  the  Governor  may  direct,  until    the    next 

session  of  the  court,  having  jurisdiction  of  the  offense,  and 
until  he  is  tried. 

§  4.  This  act  to  be  in  force  from  its  passage.

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CHAPTER  576. 
AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Exchange  Bank  of  Kentucky. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  a  Savings  Bank,  with  a  capital  stock  not  ex- 
ceeding the  sum  of  five  hundred  thousand  dollars,  is  here- 
by established  at  the  city  of  Louisville,  to  be  called  the 
"Exchange  Bank  of  Kentucky,"  and  by  that  name  ^hall 
have  all  the  rights  and  privileges  of  a  natural  person,  to 
sue  and  be  sued,  ansvi'er  and  defend,  in  the  courts  of  law 
and  equity. 

§2.  John  P.  Morton.  B.  F.  Guthrie,  John  B.  Smith,  R.  K. 
Woolfolk,  J.  S.Lithgow,  George  W.  Morris,  W.  C.  Hite, 
and  W.  F.  Barrett,  or  any  four  or  more  of  them  may,  at 
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aach  time  and  place  as  is  convenient  to  thenn,  open  books  1864. 
for  the  subdcription  of  stock,  which  shall  be  in  shares  of 
one  hundred  dollars  each;  and  when  the  sum  of  one  hun- 
dred thousand  dollars  shall  have  been  subscribed,  and  five 
dollars  per  share  paid  thereon,  the  subscribers  may  meet 
and  elect  five  directors,  who  shall  serve  one  year,  and  until 
their  successors  shall  be  elected. 

§3.  The  president  and  directors  may  adopt  a  seal,  and  their^oweri*"* 
chani^e  the  same  at  pleasure;  they  may  appoint  all  neceo- 
eary  officers  and  agents,  fix  their  compensation,  and  take 
bond  and  security  for  the  faithful  performance  of  their 
duties;  they  ma}'  prescribe  the  mode  of  paying  in,  and 
transferring  the  stock,  and  shall  have  the  right  to  retire  any 
portion  of  the  stock  issued,  should  it,  in  their  Judgment,  be- 
come necessary,  and  re-issur  the  same  or  any  part  thereof, 
whenever  the  interest  of  the  bank  requires  it;  they  shall 
have  a  lien  on  the  stock  for  the  debts  before  other  credi- 
tors, except  the  State  and  for  taxes. 

§4.  This  <.orporation  may  receive,  on  special  deposit, 
gold  and  silver  coin,  and  bank  notes,  and  issue  certifi- 
cates thereon,  and  allow  such  intere.^t  as  may  he  agreed 
upon,  and  loan  money  upon  bonds,  stocks,  and  mortgages, 
on  real  estate,  at  a  rate  of  inteiest  not  exceeding  six  per 
cent,  per  annum,  and  twice  per  annum,  declare  and  pay 
over  to  the  stockholders  a  dividend  of  profit. 

§5.  The  president  and  board  of  directors  shall  appoint 
the  time  and  place  for  holding  the  annual  election  of  di- 
rectors, and  any  two  or  more  of  this  number  shall  be  pres- 
ent and  conduct  said  election. 

§  6.  The  right  to  alter  or  repeal  this  charter  is  reserved 
to  the  Genjaral  Assembly.

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CHAPTER  577. 
AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Falls  City  Bank  at  Louisville. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonweali/i  of 
Kenttusky: 

^  1.  That  there  is  hereby  established  a  Bank  of  Deposit 
in  the  city  of  Loui.<«ville,  with  a  capital  of  five  hundred 
thousand  dollars,  in  shares  of  one  hundred  dollars  each,  to 
be  subscribed  and  paid  for  as  hereinafter  specified;  and 
the  subscribers,  their  associates,  successors  and  as^signs, 
shall  be  a  body  politic  and  corporate,  by  the  name  and 
style  of  the  Falls  City  Bank,  and  shall  so  continue  for 
twenty  years  from  its  organization;  and  shall  be  capable 
of  contracting  and  being  contracted  with,  of  suing  and 
being  sued,  of  impleading  and  being  impleaded,  of  an- 
Bweriiig  and  defending  in  all  courts  and  places  whatever; 
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1804.        It  may  hare   a  common   seal,  and  change  and   renew  the 
same  at  pleasure. 

§'2.  Srii'l  hank  shall  be  under  the  control  and  direction 
of  tour  directors,  each  of  whom  shall  he  f»tockhotdprs; 
thev  shall  be  residt*nts  of  lhi?«  Stale,  and  afr*»r  the  firgt 
elecrion  shall  be  electfd  anniiallv.  on  the  9cond  Monday  in 
January  in  each  year,  and  hold  office  until  their  succe.-*!«or:i 
are  elected  and  qualilied;  they  shall  elect  c»ne  of  iheir 
number  prej^ident,  and  shall  hold  regular  meetings  at  such 
times  as  may  be  fixed  by  the  by-laws,  and  other  meetinga 
may  be  had  whenever  deemed  necessary;  and  in  case  of 
the  d^ath  or  resignation  cd'  any  director,  the  vacancy  shall 
be  filled  by  the  bo:ird  of  directors.  The  directors  shall 
have  power  to  receive  subscriptions  for  so  many  of  the 
8h;u*es  of  the  stock  of  said  company,  remaining  unsold,  as 
they  may,  at  any  time,  choose  to  sell,  to  declare  dividends 
of  the  profits  arising  out  of  the  business,  and  to  appoint 
such  officers,  agents  and  servants,  as  they  may  deem  ne- 
cessary to  conduct  the  busine^is  of  the  bank,  and  pay  them 
Buch  sums  as  wages  and  salaries,  and  take  from  them  such 
bond  to  secure  the  faithful  perlbrmance  of  their  duties,  as 
they  shall  think  proper  and  reasonahle.  The  stock  i»hall 
be  deemed  personal  property,  and  shall  be  assignablo  ac- 
cording to  such  rules  as  the  board  of  directors  shall,  from 
time  to  time,  establish;  but  said  corporation  shall  have  a 
lien  on  the  stock  to  secure  any  indebtedness  by  the  stock- 
holder. 

§  3    r..  L.  Warren,  H.  G.  Pindell,  W.  E.  Glover.  E.  A.  Card- 
ner,  Wm.  Hughes,  D.  B.  Leight,  Robert  Murrell,  and  IC.  A. 
Robinson,  are  hereby  appointed  commissioners,  any  two  of 
whom    may  open   books  and   receive   subscriptions  for  the 
capital  stock;  and   when  one   thousand  shares  have  been 
subscribed,  it  shall  be   their  duty  to  give   notice  in  two  or 
more  daily  newspapers  published  in  said  city  of  Lfuii^ville, 
and  appoint  a  day   for  the  election  of  a  board  of  directors, 
who  shall  hold  their  offices  until  the   ensuing  annual  elec- 
tion.     The   payment   for  the   shares   subscribed   sluill    be 
made  as  f<dlows:  Cwg  dollars  on  each  share  at  the  time  of 
subscribing,  and   twenty  dollars  wiihin   ten  days  after  the 
election   of  the  first  board  of  directors,  and   the  residue  in 
installments   of  twenty-five   dollars  on   each   share  every 

faynenior  thirty  days:  Providcdy  That  alter  fifty  thousanti  dollars 
shall  have  been  paid,  the  board  of  directors  shall  liavo 
power  to  prolong  the  time  for  the  payment  ol  the  re.-^idue; 
and  should  any  of  the  subscribers  tail  to  pay  for  thrir  sub- 
scription-t  of  stock,  as  herein  provided,  aftQi*  giving  notice 
of  their  intention  in  some  daily  newspaper  in  said  city,  for 
thirty  days,  may,  by  resolution  entered  on  their  records, 
iorfeit  such  s4ock  and  re-sell  the  .same  at  such  time  as  they 
may  deem  expedient;  and  all  partial  payments  made  on 
any  stock  which  shall  be  then  forfeited,  shall   bo  held   for 
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the  benefit  ttttie  oorporation.  Said  corporation  may  eom- 
mence  basinesfl  so  soon  as  fifty  thousand  dollars  shall  har^ 
been  paid  in,  and  the  president  and  directors  first  elected 
shall  have  made  oath  to  the  fact  of  such  payment,  before 
eoroe  judge  or  justice. 

§  4.  Said  bank  may  receive  deposits  of  gold,  silver, 
bank  notes,  and  other  notes,  which  may  be  lawfully 
circulating  as  money,  and  repay  the  same,  in  such  man* 
ner,  at  such  times,  and  with  such  interest,  not  exceed- 
ing six  per  cent,  per  annum,  as  may  be  agreed  upon  with 
the  depositors  by  special  or  general  contract;  may  deal  in 
the  loaning  of  money,  exchange,  promissory  notes,  and  oth- 
er evidences  of  debt,  take  personal  and  other  securities  for 
the  payment  thereof ,  and  dispose  of  the  latter  as  may  be 
agreed  upon,  in  all  respects  as  natural  persons  may  do  un- 
der the  law;  and  the  promissory  notes  made  negotiable  and 
payable  at  its  banking  hou^e,  or  at  any  bank,  and  inland 
bills,  which  may  be  discounted  by  it,  shall  be  and  they  are 
hereby  put  upon  the  footing  of  foreign  bills  of  exchange, 
and  like  remedy  may  be  had  thereon,  jointly  and  severally, 
against  the  drawers  and  indorsers. 

§  5.  The  said  corporation  ipay  acquire,  hold,  possess,  use, 
occupy  and  enjoy  all  such  real  estate,  goods  and  chattels 
as  may  be  convenient  for  the  transaction  of  its  business,  or 
which  may  be  conveyed  to  it  as  surety  for  any  debt,  qr 
purchased  in  satisfaction  of  any  debt,  judgment  or  decree, 
i^od  sell  and  convey  the  same;  and  they  may  make  such 
by- laws,  for  their  government,  as  they  may  deem  necessary: 
Provided^  The  same  be  not  contraiy  to  the  constitution  and 
laws  of  this  State,  or  of  the  United  States. 

§  6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  President,  on  the  first  day 
of  January,  in  each  year,  to  pay  into  the  treasui^y  fifty  cents 
on  each  one  hundred  dollars  of  stock  held  and  paid  for — to 
be  a  part  of  the  sinking  fund — in  said  institution  which 
shall  be  in  full  of  all  tax  or  bonus. 

§  7.  If  the  cashier,  clerks,  teller,  or  other  officers,  shall 
appropriate  any  of  the  funds  of  paid  corporation  to  his  own 
nse,  or  shall  willfully  fail  to  make  correct  entries,  or  know^ 
ingly  make  false  ones,  on  the  books  of  the  bank,  with 
intent  to  cheat  or  defraud  the  corporation  or  any  other 
person,  or  to  conceal  any  improper  apiN*opriation  of  funds, 
the  officer  so  ofiending  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  felony, 
and  shall,  upon  conviction  thereof,  be  sentenced  to  confine- 
ment in  the  Jail  and  penitentiary  of  this  Commonwealth  for 
a  period  of  not  less  than  two  nor  more  than  twenty  years, 

§  8.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  said  bank  to  issue  any  note 
or  bill  to  be  passed  and  used  as  currency. 

§  9,  The  General  Assembly  shall  have  the  right  to  ex- 
amine the  aflfair?  of  said  corporation,  by  any  committee  they 
may  appoint  for  that  purpose. 
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^  10.  If  at  any  time  the  Northern  Bank  of  Kentacky  shaU 
wiad  up  and  discontioue  basineBS,  the  preftideot  and  di- 
reotors  of  this  corporation  may,  after  giving  notice  of  their 
intention  so  to  do,  for  fifteen  days, 'in  two  daily  papers  pub- 
lished in  Louisville,  change  its  name  to  the  Northern  Bank, 
and  the  transactions  ot  the  bank^hall  from  that  time  be 
conducted  in  that  name.  But  the  old  name  may  be  used  in 
closing  up  their  prior  transactions,  and  on  them  the  bank 
may  continue  to  sue  or  be  sued  in  the  old  name. 

$11.  The  legislature  reservs  the  right  to  alter  and  amend 
this  charter  at  pleaeure.

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CHAPTER  579. 
AN  ACT  to  amend  Chapter  6,  Revised  Statutes,  title,  BasUrdy. 

Beit  enacted  by  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Comnumioeedth 
of  Kentucky: 

§1.  That  whenever  the  person  accused  of  being  the 
father  of  a  bastard  child,  shall,  after  having  given  bond  for 
his  appearance  for  trial  at  a  county  court,  fail  to  appear, 
and  remain  to  respond  to,  and  satisfy  any  judgment  that 
may  be  rendered  against  him,  and  the  bond  may  have 
been  forfeited  and  judgment  rendered  thereon,  against  any 
security jor  securities,  if  said  securities,  or  one  or  more  of 
them,  as  the  judge  shall  deem  sufficient,  shall  enter  into 
bond,  with  good  security,  to  be  approved  by  the  court,  for 
paying  the  sum  adjudged,  in  such  installments  as  the  court 
shall  order  efgainst  the  accused,  then,  in  that  case,  it  shall 
be  lawful  for  the  court  to  set  aside  the  judgment  upon  the 
forfeiture,  the  costs  having  first  been  paid  by  the  security 
or  securities. 

$  2.  In  any  case  of  bastardy,  in  which  judgment  has 
been  rendered  against  the  accused,  and  by  the  default  of 
the  accused,  a  forfeiture  and  judgment  has  •been  rendered 
against  the  surety  or  sureties,  of  the  accused,  and  such 
surety  or  sureties  shall  fail  or  refuse  to  enter  into  bond  for 
the  satisfaction  of  the  judgment  against  the  accused,  the 
money  collected  upon  the  judgment  upon  the  forfeiture, 
shall  be  applied  in  payment  of  the  judgment  against  the 
accused;  and  if  any  balance  remains  after  paying  said 
judgment,  it  shall  be  paid  to  the  trustee  of  the  jury  fund, 
by  the  county  attorney,  who  shall  receive  the  money  so 
collected  for  the  purposes  aforesaid. 

§  3.  In  bastardy  cases,  it  shall  be  lawful  to  proceed  and 
try  the  case,  whether  the  accused  appear  or  makes  de- 
fault after  having  executed  bond  for  his  appearance;  and 
the  court  shall,  upon  the  verdict  of  the  jury,  make  such

orders  as  shall  be  proper,  precisely  as  though  the   acctised        1864. 

were  id  court,  and,  at  the  same  time,  enter  a  forfeiture  of   ^

PREAMBLB  AND  RESOLUTIONS  upon  the  death  of  Hon.  John  J. 

CrittendeD. 

The  honorable  John  Jordan  Crittenden,  the  most  distin- 
guished of  the  native-born  citizens  of  Kentucky,  having 
departed  this  life  since  the  adjournment  of  the  Legislature, 
it  is  eminently  becoming  that  the  representatives  of  the 
people  should  pay  a  grateful  tribute  to  his  memory — where- 
fore, 

'Be  it  resolved  by  the  Cfeneral  Assembly  of  the  Commonweoith 
of  Kentucky: 

1 .  That  the  State  deeply  feels  and  deplores  the  bereave- 
ment which,  under  the  Providence  of  God,  has  been  visit- 
ed upon  us  in  the  death  of  the  Hon.  J.  J.  Crittenden,  which 
event  occurred  in  the  city  of  Frankforti  on  the  26th  day  of 
July,  1863. 
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2.  That  in  the  varioas  offioM  of  public  trast,  that  he  has        1868. 

filled  in  the  State  and  Nation — as  a  representative  in  the   

popular  branch  of  this  Legislature,  and  as  Speaker — in 
the  Congress  of  the  United  States  as  a  Senator,  repeatedly 
elected  to  that  high  office,  and  in  that  augast  body  the  ac- 
knowledged peer  of  Clay,  Webster,  and  Calhoun — as  At- 
torney General  of  the  United  States,  and,  at  the  close  of 
his  career,  the  representiative  of  the  Ashland  District  in  the 
National  Assembly — in  each  and  all  of  them  he  so  bore 
himself  as  to  reflect  back  upon  Kentucky,  in  fall  measure, 
the  honors  she  had  conterred  upon  him. 

8.  That  while  Kentucky  pays  this  tribute  to  his  long  and 
varied  service  to  the  public  interests,  she  would  be  neglect- 
ful of  the  justice  due  to  the  memory  of  the  man  if  she  did 
not  bear  Uiis  public  testimony  to  hia  private  worth.  In  all 
that  makes  the  true  glory  of  our  race,  he  was  as  nearly 
perfect  as  human  nature  can  attain.  He  was  brave  to  the 
exactest  requirements  of  the  most  exact  chivalry.  He  was 
generous,  even  to  the  prodigality  of  the  freest  heart.  He 
was  gentle  and  kind — a  man  who  cherished  no  revengeful 
hates,  and  took  more  pleasure  tn  forgiving  than  in  perse- 
cuting. As  a  companion  and  friend,  he  was  the  charm  of 
the  social  circles,  animating  all,  ai^d  diffusing  cheerfulness 
and  life  whenever  he  came.  Viewed  as  the  lawyer,  the 
statesman,  the  scholar,  the  eloquent  man,  the  friend,  the 
companion,  and  the  pure  citizen,  he  lived  a  life  of  distinc- 
tion and  usefulness,  and  died  without  a  stain  upon  his 
proud  and  glorious  escutcheon.

forage  and  subsistence,  without  paying  or  furnishing  prop- 
er vouchers  therefor,  by  the  erection  of  fortifications,  the 
destruction  of  ferries,  the  impressment  of  stock,  and  in  di- 
vers  other  ways,  all  of  which  constitute  just  claims  against 
the  United  States;  and  whereas,  in  a  great  majority  of  in- 
stances,  those  who  sustained  said  losses  are  poor  persons, 
many  of  whom  are  reduced  to  absolute  want  thereby;  and 
whereas,  the  mode,  as  at  present  provided  by  Congress,  for 
the  adjudication  and  payment  of  said  claims,  by  prosecut- 
ing an  action  in  the  United  States  Court  of  Claims,  at 
Washington,  effectually  deprives  many  meritorious  claim* 
ants  of  any  hope  of  payment,  by  reason  of  the  necessary 
expense  attending  their  prosecution  in  that  court,  which 
would,  not  unfrequently;  exceed  the  amounts  of  the  claim, 
and  in  all  eases,  must  result  in  long  delay,  greatly  to  tiie 
pr^udice  of  the  interest  of  claimants.

MEMORIAL  to  Congress  in  relation  to  the  proposed  Federal  tax  on 

Leaf  Tobacco. 

The  joint  committees  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Rep- 
resentatives, who  were  directed  to  memorialize  Congress 
in  reference  to  the  proposed  tax  on  leaf  tobacco,  and  to 
whom  were  referred  resolations  on  the  same  subject,  while 
regretting  the  absence  of  statistical  tables  to  more  fully 
elacidate  the  prejudicial  character  of  such  an  impost  duty, 
beg  leave  to  report  their  views  in  such  general  terms  as 
they  trust  will  clearly  define  the  impolicy  of  any  taxation 
on  leaf  tobacco. 

It  was  forcibly  set  forth  in  the  preamble  to  a  series  of 
resolutions  which  passed  the  House  of  Representatives, 
that: 

'*The  tobacco  interest  of  Kentucky,  is  at  this  time  its 
most  important  one,  from  which  wealth  flows  to  the  State 
iand  General  Government,  and  eomfort  and  prosperity  to 
the  citizen.  It  is  a  crop  the  place  of  which,  to  the  poor 
man  and  small  farmer,  cannot  be  supplied,  for^  its  produc- 
tion requires  but  a  small  territory,  and  a  limited  force.  By 
it  the  poor  man  purchases  his  groceries,  pays  his  taxes, 
and  educates  his  children.  It  filla  the  treasury  of  the  State, 
so  that  Kentucky  can  render  efficient  aid  to  the  govern- 
ment in  conquering  the  existing  rebellion.  It  yields  a 
large  revenue  to  the  government  under  the  income  tax 
laws.  It  takes  but  little,  if  anything,  from  the  production 
of  grain,  as  its  cultivation  requires  but  little  effort  until  the 
grain  crops  are  out  of  the  way.  It  employs  women  and 
children,  who,  otherwise,  could  be  of  but  little  service  on 
the  farm.  It  is  a  luxury,  it  is  true,  but  finding  its  consnm* 
ers  abroad,  it  brings  home  the  wealth  of  foreign  lands.  It 
supplies,  (to  a  certain  extent,)  the  place  of  gold  and  ster- 
ling exchange,  at  a  time  when  these  necessaries  of  com- 
merce are  so  scarce  and  difficult  to  be  had.  And  yet  this 
legislature  has  heard  with  astonishment  and  dismay,  that 
it  has  been  recommended  to  the  general  government  to 
put  an  additional  tax  apon  the  article  of  manufactured  to- 
bacco, and  a  heavy  and  ruinous  tax  on  thatof  leaf  tobacco. 
This  policy  would  destroy  the  crop  utterly,  and  leave  no 
resort  for  ihe  kind  of  farmers  now  engaged  In  its  produc- 
tion." 
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1864.  Bat  the  erib  to  resalt  from  tlie  prc^MMiod  policy  are  not 

•  merely  local  to  our  State — they  will  be  felt  all  over  the 

country,  as  tobacco  is  now  grown  in  nearly  every  State  in 
the  Union,  and  its  production  is  rapidly  on  the  increase. 
The  suggested  tax  finds  no  advocates  but  those  who  have 
large  stocks  on  hands,  and  might  expect  immeiise  profits 
should  it  be  adopted.  The  growers  and  exporters  univer- 
sally regard  it  as  a  ruinous  policy,  tending  to  destroy  a 
great  agricultural  interest  of  the  country,  so  far  as  the  sup- 
ply of  any  foreign  demand  is  concerned.  The  commercial 
papers  of  our  large  sea- board  cities  take  this  >iew  of  it, 
and  we  are  indebted  to  them,  and  especially  to  a  writer  in 
the  New  York  Jowmd  of  Ckmumrce^  for  many  of  the  facta 
and  data  which  your  committee  will  find  useful  to  embody 
in  this  report.  One  of  the  arguments  thus  adduced  is,  thM 
if  it  were  possible  to  compel  foreign  nations  to  use  our  to* 
biusco,  notwithstanding  its  much  advanced  price,  the  proi- 
posed  measure  might  work  well,  and  add  greatly  to  oar 
National  revenue,  but  the  laws  of  trade  are  inevitable,  and 
will  show  that  should  the  cost  of  the  article  be  increased 
by  the  intended  tax,  our  exports  of  tobacco  would  dwindle 
down  to  a  mere  fraction  of  what  they  have  heretofora 
been.  Europe  grows  as  much  tobacco  as  the  United  States, 
and  France  stimulates  the  culture  in  Algeria,  so  ihat  one 
recent  year's  crop  was  estimated  as  equ^l  to  13,000  hogs^ 
heads  of  Kentucky  tobacco.  The  staple  is  also  raised  in 
Macedonia,  Alsace,  the  Palatenate,  Holland,  European 
and  Asiatic  Russia,  Poland,  and  Hungary.  The  importr 
ance  of  all  these  crops,  in  the  aggregate,  may  be  estimated 
from  the  fact  that  Hungary  alone  raised  in  one  year  a  crop 
equal  to  a  large  Western  leaf  crop,  or  100,000  hogsheads 
Kentucky  growth.  The  Austrian  Government,  formerly  a 
large  consumer  of  American  tobacco,  hae  of  late  supplied 
its  wants  mostly  from  Hungary,  and  that  country  has  late- 
ly sold  tobacco  to  some  extent  to  France  and  Italy,  as  a 
substitute  for  the  Virginia  growth. 

In  most  of  the  districts  named  the  culture  of  tobacco  is 
kept  down  by  Government  control,  which  would  be  relax* 
ed  if  increased  crops  should  become  desirable  under  the  in*' 
fluenoes  of  an  advance  in  the  prices  of  the  American  arti- 
cle; so  in  many  of  the  German  States,  where  the  culture  is 
now  limited,  a  small  impetus  would  stimulate  its  increasi^ 
largely. 

But  in  considering  th^  world's  product  of  tobacco,  as  the 
rival  source  of  supply  to  ours,  the  growths  of  the  West  Jin- 
dies  and  South  America  assume  great  importance.  In 
Bremen  alone,  in  the  year  1862,  there  were  sales  of  69,965 
bales  Colombia  tobacco;  40,490  of  St  Domingo;  } 8,7 10  of 
Cuba,  and  39,310  of  Brazil;  while  the  sales  of  North  Amer* 
ican,  in  the  same  space,  were  of  Maryland  and  Ohio  )8,- 
016  hogsheads;  Western   leaf  11,565,  and   Virginia  666.

and  of  hales  at  150  pounds,  it  will  be  seen  that  the  sales  of  

Sooth  Aaierican  aad  West  India  tobacco  were  larger  than 
of  North  American. 

Bremen  is  the  principal  market  for  our  tobacco,  while 
Hamburg  imports  about  as  much  of  the  West  Indian  and 
South  American  kinds  as  Bremen,  and  none  of  ours  at  all, 
which  shows  that  the  German  consumption  is  supplied  to  a 
greater  extent  from  the  West  Indies  and  South  America 
than  from  the  United  States. 

Other  foreign  crops  of  tobacco  come  from  Manilla  and 
Java,  and  in  1602  there  were  in  Amsterdam  and  Rotterdam 
sales  of  60,000  bales  of  Java  tobacco. 

The  statician  who  has  presented  these  important  items 
of  information,  in  regarding  the  influence  which  a  tax  on 
our  leaf  tobacco  would  have  in  such  open  markets  of  Eu- 
rope, cannot  question  that  the  proposed  increase  would  be 
equivalent  to  its  prohibition.  The  advance  of  the  last  two 
years,  brought  about  by  natural  causes,  and  from  the  in- 
creased rates  of  exchange — amounting  to  perhaps  50  per 
cent. — ^curtailed  last  year's  sales  in  Bremen  considerably, 
and  it  was  the  opinion  of  merchants  there,  expressed  to 
their  correspondents  in  New  York,  that  Kentucky  tobacco 
would  not  regain  its  former  proportions  in  the  consumption, 
unless  it  could  be  bought  for  export  here  at  from  four  to 
five  cents  in  gold  for  lugs.  This  is  evident,  for  Porto  Rico 
tobacco,  which  is  preferred  for  smoking,  can  be  bought  in 
Bremen  at  seven  and  a  half  groats,  while  Kentucky  and 
Maryland,  of  ordinary  grades,  could  not  be  sold  at  less 
than  nine  to  ten  cents  without  loss.  Seed  leaf  tobacco  is 
almost  exclusively  exported  to  Bremen,  where  it  came  in- 
to use  when  it  could  be  imported  for  less  than  Domingo. 
This  year's  prices  having  increased  about  50  per  cent.,  the 
sales  were  quite  small,  and  left  a  loss  on  American  quota- 
tions, so  that  a  good  deal  of  it  was  re-shipped  to  New  Vork. 

To  the  assertion  that  the  Governments  of  France,  Italy, 
and  Spain  will  be  compelled  to  buy  our  tobacco  in  any 
event,  it  has  been  replied,  as  showing  its  fallacy,  that  Gov- 
eraments  do  not  act  differently  from  individuals,  and  will 
buy  where  they  can  get  the  article  cheapest.  If  they  are 
asked  thirty  cents  for  our  tobacco, they  will  take  European, 
West  Indian,  and  South  American,  which  costs  them  about 
ten  cents  per  ponnd.  A  small  difference,  in  price  is  some- 
times sufficient  to  make  the  governmeats  change  from  one 
kind  to  another,  and  it  is  well  known  to  the  trade  that  Mary- 
land tobacco  was  shipped  largely  to  Spain,  when  Ken- 
tucky was  comparatively  higher  in  price.  Tbe  difference 
of  these  two  kinds  is  certainly  as  marked  as  that  between 
any  other  growths.    European  Governments  derive  a  good

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^ debar  us  from  being  sellers  to  them.  They  can  get  an  ar- 
ticle, not  the  growth  of  oar  country,  for  ten  cents,  while 
oars  would  cost  them  thirty  ceiits.  Of  coarse  they  woald 
simply  drop  ours,  and  buy  other  kinds.  They  have  a  large 
stock  on  hand  now,  bought  at  low  prices,  and  some  of  them 
keep  a  large  advance  supply  always  on  hand,  to  guard 
against  the  fluctuations  caused  by  a  sudden  advance  in 
prices.  It  is  computed  that  the  stock  in  the  European 
markets  is  now  over  60,000  hogsheads,  which  is  a  heavier 
amount  than  was  held  at  corresponding  periods  in  165d- 
59-60,  when  the  large  Virginia  crops  were  still  accessible. 
This  is  conclusive  evidence  that  the  consumption  of  our 
tobacco  has  already  diminished  in  Europe,  and  does  not 
need  artificial  measures  to  kill  it  entirely. 

As  to  taxing  manufactured  tobacco,  it  can  have  little  or 
no  influence  in  our  export  trade,  for  our  cigar-makers  can- 
not compete  with  the  low  wages  of  Europe,  and  it  is  com- 
puted that  our  home  manufactures  pay  six  times  as  much 
as  the  European  factories,  while  chewing  is  almost  un- 
known on  the  continenty  and  but  few  boxes  of  manofac- 
tured  brands  are  sent  out,  annually,  to  continental  sea 
ports  for  the  use  of  American  sailors. 

It  seems,  from  all  these  facta,  to  be  a  setf-evident  propo- 
sition, that  the  proposed  tax,  or  any  tax  on  leaf  tobacco, 
would  entirely  prevent  the  receipt  of  revenue  from  It?  ex- 

Eorts,  while  it  is  stated  in  oflxcial  publications  from  the 
ureau  of  Internal  Revenue,  that  tobacco  now  yields  some- 
thing more  than  $8,000,000  per  annum,  and  ought  to  t)e 
$6,000,000  were  it  not  that  enormrous  frauds  have  been  per- 
petrated. If  proper  precautions  are  taken  to  prevent  these 
fi^uds,  the  revenne  will  be  more  largely  benefitted  than  by 
the  export  tax  on  leaf,  even  if  the  foreign  demand  should 
not  be  diminished,  while  we  have  shown  that  it  will  be 
completely  cut  ofi*,  and  its  place  supplied  by  the  growth  of 
foreign  countries. 

The  tax  would  be  ruinous  to  the  tobacco  raiser,  fer  it  is 
established  that  fl*om  two- thirds  to  three- fourths  of  all  ottr 
growth  has  heretofore  gone  to  foreign  countries,  and  to 
that  extent  the  planters  would  have  to  diminish  their  crops. 
The  tax  would  be  injurious  to  the  groweri  to  the  Govern- 
ment, and  to  the  general  community,'  because  it  would  ab- 
stract the  price  of  all  exports  paid  in  gold  from  us,  and 
make  the  rate  of  exchange  against  us  still  greater.  The 
tax  would  be  fatal  to  erery  person  engaged  in  the  tobaceo 
bu«in«ss,  through  all  its  variations,  and  it  would  -be  a  ca- 
lamity to  Kentucky,  the  extent  of  which  we  cannot  esti- 
mate, and  the  effeots  of  which  we  do  not  dare  to  contem- 
plate. 
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Y<Mir  comioirt^e  present  to  yoa,  at  an  appendix  to  their        1864. 

report,  a  carefully  prepared  docnment,  emanating  from  the    

tobacco  dealers  of  Louisville,  through  a  committee  of  their 
number,  marked  A*  and  also  a  letter  from  a  well  known 
and  extensive  Kentaeky  tobacco  dealer,  on  the  same  sub-  ' 
ject,  marked  B;  though  these,  in  some  particulars,  embrace 
the  same  line  of  argument  which  your  committee  have  fol- 
lowed from  the  data  for  which  they  have  heretofore  given 
credit,  still  they  are  particularly  valuable  as  expressing  the 
sentiments  of  Kentuckians  engaged  in  the  purchase,  man- 
ufacture, forwarding  and  export  of  the  staple. 

Another  letter  from  a  Louifville  manufactures  says:  "If 
we  are  to  have  a  duty  on  the  weed,  let  it  be  put  on  the 
manufactured,  for  leaf  cannot  be  raised  if  there  should  be 
a  heavy  duty  put  on  it,  only  to  a  very  limited  extent;  but 
an  additional  duty  on  manufactured  would  not  prevent  its 
being  made,  and  would  be  the  proper  place  to  put  it.  I 
speak  against  my  own  interest,  but  these  are  times  to  look 
to  the  good  of  our  country.''  This  patriotic  remark  will 
undoubtedly  find  a  response,  hearty  and  prompt,  through- 
oat  our  State  and  the  country,  and  indicates  that  while 
Kentucky  shrinks  froin  no  burden  of  taxation,  which  the  ne- 
cessities of  the  Government  require,  and  is  ready  to  make 
saerifices  in  assuming  that  burden;  still,  prudent  forsigbt 
and  wise  statesmanship,  suggest  that  we  should  not  com- 
mit the  folly  of  ''killing  the  goose  that  lays  the  golden  egg.^* 
We  have  a  staple  which  can  yield  a  handsome  revenue  to 
the  federal  treasury,  if  duties  are  judiciously  imposed  upon 
it;  and  it  would  be  sheer  insanity  for  Congress  to  shaipe  its 
legislation  in  such  a. manner  as  to  render  our  large  tobac* 
oo  crop  valueless  as  a  source  of  revenue,  cut  down  the  in- 
comes which  are  also  sutyect  to  taxation,  and  destroy  a 
branch  of  agricultural  industry  which,  if  properly  fostered, 
or  rather  if  not  harshly  dealt  with,  cannot  fail  to  prove  a 
great  sooroe.of  profit  to  small  capitalists  and  persons  in  in- 
digent circumstances,  who  bold  the  fee  of  a  few  acres  of 
land. 

Your  committee  therefore  beg  leave  to  Tccommead  the 
^adoption  of  the  following  joint  resolutioas,  viz:

Report  of  the  committee  appointed  by  the  tobacco  trade  of  the  city 
of  Louisville y  Ky.,  to  consider  the  tax  on  leaf  tobacco  as  pro- 
posed to  Congress  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury, 

Yoar  committee  have,  as  fdr  aa  practicable  with  auch 
data  as  they  poMess,  considered  the  reconimeadation  of 
Secretary  Chase  to  impose  a  tax  on  leaf  tobacco,  and  beg 
leave  to  submit  some  of  the  facts  and  reasons  which  con- 
Tince  them  of  the  impolicy  and  impracticability  of  the  pro* 
position. 

In  the  adjustment  of  revenue  laws  the  statesman  knows 
that  certain  classes  of  articles  require  to  be  delicately 
handled,  whilst  others  will  bear  a  very  heavy  pressure. 
The  generally  conceded  principle  is  that  all  classes  of 
luxuries  may  be  taxed,  and  ought  to  be  much  more  heavily 
taxed  than  necessaries  of  life.  But  the  distinction  between 
these  classes  is  not  at  all  times  readily  drawn.  Many 
articles  now  deemed  necessaries,  and  so  recognized  by  our 
revenue  laws,  were  once  classed  with  luxuries  and  taxed 
accordingly.  It  is  admitted  that  tobacco,  as  an  article  of 
consumption,  is  a  luxury.  But  may  the  crop  of  leaf  tobac- 
co of  the  United  States  now,  or  at  any  time,  be  properly 
classed  with  luxuries  for  the  -purpose  of  taxation?  We 
think  not,  for  the  following  reasons:  The  chief  value  of 
this  crop  arises  from  its  export  demand.  Taking  a  series 
of  ten  years,  the  estimated  annual  yield  of  tobacco  in  the 
United  States  may  be  reckoned  a  fraction  over  two  hun- 
dred thousand  hogsheads,  or  two  hundred  and  fifty  million 
pounds.  About  one-fourth  of  this  is  consumed  at  home, 
while  the  "remaining  three  fourths  is  exported  principally 
to  the  various  markets  of  Europe.  Thus  it  is  seen  that 
three-fourths  of  the  entire  crop  does  not  partake  of  the 
character  of  a  luxury,  with  us,  but  is  simply  an  article  of 
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commerce,  and  represents  annually  some  twenty  millions        1864« 
of  dollars  in  the  ac^Udtmentofour  exchangees  with  Europe,  j;       ~ 

But  it  may  be  aaked:  Will  not  Europe  still  take  our  sur* 
plus  with  an  export  duty  on  it  and  pay  the  tax  where  the 
article  is  consumed?  This  is  the  main  question  involved  in 
Secretary  Chase's  proposition.  And  we  doubt  not  those 
who  may  advocate  this  tax  are  misled  by  the  axiom  in 
Political  Economy  that  **the  consumer  pays  the  tax."  Will 
the  foreign  consumer  pay  it  in  this  instance,  is  now  the 
question  to  be  determined.  If  this  question  can  be  satis- 
factorily answered  in  the  affirmative,  there  is  no  room  for 
any  further  discussion.  But  if  the  statistics  of  the  trade 
should  show  that  the  effect  of  an  export  duty  would  effect- 
ually blockade  all  foreign  markets;  or,  in  other  words,  that 
we  should  have  no  export  demand  for  our  surplus,  the 
Government  would  not  only  fail  in  deriving  the  anticipated 
revenue,  but  one  of  the  leading  agricultural  staples  would 
be  lost  to  the  country  for  want  of  a  market. 

In  arriving  at  a  satisfactory  answer  to  the  question  "wilt 
the  consumer  in  Europe  pay  the  tax  proposed,"  it  U  neces- 
sary for  us  to  know  the. quantity  consumed  and  the  sources 
of  supply.  If  it  were  true  that  we  furnished  all  this  sup- 
ply then  we  might  follow  it  with  a  tax.  Or  if  we  can  pro 
duce  the  article  cheaper  than  other  countries,  still  we 
might  tax  it  to  the  extent  of  the  difference  in  the  cost  of 
production.  But  another  hypothesis  is  true.  We  by  no 
means  monopolize  the  growth  of  the  "weed,"  nor  produce 
it  cheaper  than  other  countries.  It  is  estimated  that  the 
annual  consumption  in  Europe  is  in  round  numbers  about 
six  hundred  million  pounds.  Of  this  amount  the  United 
States  furnished  about  one-fourth  when  the  average  price 
in  this  country  was  about  seven  cents  pei"  pound,  which  is 
considered  a  fair  average  for  the  last  ten  years.  But  with- 
out any  tax  we  are  losing  ground  in  those  markets,  under 
the  competition  of  the  substitutes  furnished  by  Europe, 
Asia,  and  Africa. 

Reliable  statistics  show  our  total  export  in  1860  to  be 
170,662  hogsheads,  while  in  1862  it  was' only  99,368  hogs- 
heads. This  falling  off  was  owing  in  part  to  t)ie  failure 
to  get  out  the  crop  of  Virginia.  With  this  heavy  falling 
off  in  our  exports  the  rational  presumption  would  be  a 
corresponding  depression  of  the  stocks  in  Europe,  and  a 
greatly  increased  demand  for  American  tobaccos.  But  the 
contrary  is  true.  In  1862  their  stocks  were  heavier  than 
they  had  been  for  ten  years,  except  in  1860  and  1861;  and 
what  is  still  more  remarkable  the  present  stocks  of  Ameri- 
can tobaccos  in  foreign  markets  are  larger  than  in  former 
years.  Thus  showing  that  Europe  is  very  rapidly  becoming 
independent  of  us  in  this  important  trade. 

Substitutes  are  already  found  in  the  Old  World  for  all 
the  grades  and  classes  of  American  tobaccos  except,  per- 
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1864.  baps,  the  very  rich  heavy  article  known  in  the  markets  as 
"Clarksville."  Stimulated  by  imr  national  troubles  every 
effort  is  being  made,  seconded  and  encouraged  by  the  rol- 
ling powers  of  our  trans- Atlantic  customers,  to  produce  at 
home,  or  within  their  own  dominions,  subtititutes  for  all  our 
leading  staples.  With  these  facte  before  us,  and  with  our 
great  staple,  tobacco,  thus  struggling  to  maintain  its  posi- 
tion in  those  markets,  and  perceptibly  losing  ground, 
would  it  be  wise  to  cripple  its  struggles  by  subjecting  it  t^ 
an  export  doty?  Surely  not.  Such  a  course  would,  in  our 
judgment,  at  once  stop  the  export  movement  of  the  article 
just  where  the  tax  finds  it.  This  being  true,  its  cultivation 
would  cease,  of  course,  except  for  home  consumption, 
which  we  have  seen  does  not  require  one- fourth  of  the 
amount  now  produced.  We  cannot  believe  that  Congress, 
after  a  full  investigation  of  the  whole  subject,  will  deem 
the  demands  of  the  treasury  so  urgent  as  to  hazard  so  im- 

Sortant  an  interest  as  the  tobacco  crop,  by  adopting  the 
ecretary's  recommendation. 

While  we  cheerfully  concede  it  the  duty  of  every  citizen 
to  sustain  the  constituted  authorities  in  all  their  efforts  to 
preserve  the  Grovernment  in  its  unity,  integrity  and  digni- 
ty, we  think  that  justice  requires  that  the  burdens  should 
be  equitably  distributed,  and  that  no  one  class,  especially 
B  producing  class,  should  be  crushed,  nor  unreasonably  bar^ 
dened  by  taxation,  however  urgent  the  demands  for  reve- 
nue. 

In  behalf  of  the  cultivators  and  all  others  interested  in 
the  tobacco  crop  of  the  United  States,  we  respectfully  com- 
mend the  foregoing  facts  and  suggestions  to  the  calm  and 
earnest  attention  of  Congress,  relying  upon  the  wisdom 
and  justice  of  the  representatives  of  the  people,  to  save 
from  destruction  one  of  the  chief  articles  of  export,  by  ex- 
toipting  leaf  tobacco  from  the  burden  of  taxation.

(B.) 

T  am  opposed  to  the  experiment,  for  I  think  we  can  see 
the  end  from  the  beginning.  The  planter  cannot  pay  a 
tax  on  leaf  without  an  increase  of  the  price  is  plain  with- 
out further  discussion.  I  do  not  believe  either  that  foreign 
governments  will  pay  a  remunerative  price  and  this  pro- 
posed duty  also,  except  for  fine  select  tobaccos,  such  as 
cannot  be  substituted.  The  royalty  tax  of  some  of  those 
European  governments,  of  which  you  speak,  I  anticipated 
at  first  would  be  the  main  ground  on  which  the  advocates 
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of  this  policy  would  stand,  and  I  have  stated  tbat  our  gov-        1864. 
ernment  could  not  make  a  monopoly  of  th^  kind  unless, 
we  could  consume  all  tbat  we  produced. 

That  not  beinij:  the  case,  we  were  dependent  on  a  for- 
eign demand  to  take  our  large  surplus  as  a  very  natural 
oonsequence.  And  now  let  us  look  at  the  relative  amount 
of  our  exportation  of  tobacco,  compared  with  receipts 
from  the  interior,  as  reported  at  our  principal  ports.  1 
have  not  at  hand  all  the  statistics  to  make  an  accurate 
estimate,  but  can  come  sufficiently  near  it  for  our  purpose. 
We  will  take  the  year  1850  or  1860  which  vary  but  little. 
There  was  received  in  New  Orleans,  in  1860,  80,955  hogs- 
heads; New  York,  12,253  hogsheads;  Baltimore  2,010; 
Philadelphia,  1,420;  total,  96,638.  I  have  not  the  amounts 
received  at  Boston  or  Richmond,  nor  have  I  the  amounts 
exported  from  all  of  those  porta;  but  there  was  received  at 
New  Orleans,  in  1860,  80,955  hogsheads,  and  exported  to 
foreign  ports  7^,241  hogsheads.  In  1859,  New  Orleans  ex- 
ported to  foreign  ports  73,729  hogsheads.  If  1  had  the 
amounts  exported  from  the  other  ports  above,  it  would 
augment  this  amount  considerably,  though  they  did  not  ex- 
port proportionately  so  much  aa-New  Orleans.  But  this  is 
sufficient  to  show  the  magnitude  of  the  amounts  we  ex- 
ported, which  you  may  say  composed  our  surplus,  ampunt- 
ing  to  about  three-fourths  of  the  above  estimate;  and  if  a 
duty  is  affixed  that  will  affect  this  foreign  demand,  and 
this  surplus  is  to  find  a  market  at  home,  there  will  not  be 
sufficient  demand  for  it  to  make  it  bring  enough  to  pay  the 
duty.  And  lest  there  are  some  who  are  incredulous  enough 
to  think  this  duty  will  not  materially  affect  the  foreign 
demand,  I  will  give  one  extract  from  a  circular  of  Clagett, 
Brachi  &l  Co.,  brokers  in  London,  relative  to  the  increased 
use  of  substitutes  for  American  tobacco  and  the  production 
of  European  growth. 

''If  we  look  to  South  America,  we  find  a  great  stimnlus 
must  have  been  given  to  production  in  Paraguay  and  Bra- 
zil, judging  alone  by  the  increased  quantities  recently  E«ent 
to  Europe.  But  after  all,  it  is  to  the  tobacco  producmg 
districts  of  Europe  and  Algiers  to  which  attention  must  be 
turned,  if  it  is  desired  to  solve  the  mystery  how,  at  the  ex- 
piration of  two  and  a  half  years  since  the  closing  of  the 
extensive  producing  districts  of  the  seceded  American 
States,  not  only  have  the  great  European  communities 
been  supplied  throughout  with  all  they  have  required  for 
their  wants,  but  even  now  show  no  symptom  of  suffering 
from  scarcity.  The  fact  is,  but  little  is  known  of  the  enor- 
mous extent  to  which  the  article  is  grown  on  the  European 
continent,  and  the  productive  powers  or  Holland,  Germa- 
ny, Hungary,  Turkey  and  Greece  have  undoubtedly  been 
far  too  lightly  estimated,  and  it  is  to  be  regretted  we  have 
not  the  means  of  ascertaining  the  extent  of  the  produc- 
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18B4.  tion  to  series  of  years.  We  are  inforined  by  recent  visit- 
ori»  to  the  Imperial  factories  in  France  the  use  of  American 
tobacco  is  wonderfully  diminished,  the  cut  article  being 
composed  largely  of  Algerian,  Alsace,  Hungarian  and  otb- 
ei  European  growths,  a  slight  improvement  to  the  flavor 
being  obtained  by  the  admixture  of  Brazil,  Porto  Rico,  and 
such  similar  descriptions,  that  have  been  ruling  low  ia 
value  for  some  time.  In  Austria,  where  the  next  great 
Continental  monopoly  exists,  there  is  reason  to  believe  the 
want  of  American  has  been  supplied  by  the  more  free  use 
of  the  growths  of  Hungary,  also  combined,  as  in  France, 
with  a  proportion  of  Brazil,  &c.,  of  which,  from  time  to 
time,  large  purchases  by  their  agents  in  the  ports  of  Ham- 
burg and  Bremen,  have  been  reported.  In  Italy,  Spain, 
and  Portugal,  so  far  as  can  be  ar^certained,  an  increased 
quantity  of  European  growths  has  likewise  been  used,  but 
owing  to  their  peculiar  requirements,  perhaps  more  real 
inconvenience  has  been  experienced,  through  the  scarcity 
of  rich,  dark,  high  flavored  descriptions,  than  in  any  other 
portion  of  the  Continent.  In  the  northern  European  coun- 
tries, including  the  United  Kingdom,  where  the  trade  is 
left  open  to  private  enterprise  on  payment  of  custom  du- 
ties, more  or  less  onerous,  no  difiiculty  whatever  has  hitherto 
been  found  in  obtaining  ample  supplies  of  common  cutting 
sorts,  although  many  great  and  singular  changes  have  oc- 
curred, as  in  Holland  for  inst'\nce,  irom  whence  we  have 
drawn  much  of  their  own  production,  iu  addition  to  large 
quantities  ot  Java,  replaced  there  by  the  inferior  growths 
of  the  interior  of  Germany,  which  in  turn  it  is  believed 
have  been  again  compensated  by  the  use  of  leaves  of 
plants  and  trees,  as  occurred  some  years  since,  during  a 
period  of  scarcity  and  high  prices.  In  addition  to  the  Eu- 
ropean growths,  some  assistance  has  been  derived  from 
the  East  Indies,  China  and  Japan,  and  had  it  not  been  for 
the  enormous  cost  of  transport,  supplies  of  great  magni- 
tude could  have  been  obtained.  It  is  therefore  evident 
the  only  class  of  tobacco  in  which  any  real  dearth  has 
been  felt,  is  the  flne,  high-flavored,  strong  Virginia  growth, 
the  want  of  which  has  been,  to  a  partial  extent,  supplied 
by  the  better  classes  of  Kentucky  and  Missouri;  and  such 
are  daily  becoming  more  and  more  diflicult  to  obtain;  but 
it  is  now  clear  that  in  all  future  calculations  as  to  the 
probable  course  of  price  of  the  ordinarj*  classes  of  tobac- 
co, a  far  wider  base  must  be  adopted,  and  account  wilt 
have  to  be  taken,  not  as  heretofore  of  the  probable  extent 
of  the  growing  America  crops,  but  those  of  all  the  other 
parts  of  the  world  where  the  plant  is  now  so  largely  culti- 
vated. In  Holland  and  Germany,  during  the  recent  hot 
weather,  great  fears  were  felt  of  serious  injury  to  the 
growing  crops;  subsequent  rains  have,  however,  consid- 
erably improved   their  prospects.     The  Hungarian  crop  is 
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reported  to  have  received  irretrievable  injary  from  drought,        1864. 
^nd  it  is  stated  will  not  exceed  one-fihh  of  last  yiar'a, 
which,  however,  was  unusually  large. 

From  this  an  idea  can  be  formed  of  the  magnitude  of 
the  European  growth  and  substitutes,  which  would  be 
greatly  increased  as  American  tobacco  became  enhanced, 
as  would  of  course  be  the  result  of  this  proposed  duty,  and 
would  soon  become  in  a  manner  independent  of  us.  Then, 
as  a  consequence,  our  foreign  demand  falls  off,  our  sup- 
plies left  on  our  hands  without  a  demand,  which,  as  a  ne- 
cessary consequence,  would  have  the  effect  to  cut  short, 
and,  for  a  time,  perhaps,  stop  its  cultivation.

CHAPTER  1. 

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  the  Woodford  Female  College,  authorizing 
the  sale  of  the  property  thereof,  both  real  and  personal. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
ef  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  present  board  of  trustees  of  the  Woodford 
Female  College,  or  any  board  of  trustees  of  said  college 
that  may  hereafter  be  elected,  may  sell  at  public  auction, 
all  the  property,  real  aYid  personal,  owned  by  said  corpora- 
lion,  upon  advertising  the  terms,  time,  and  place  of  sale, 
in  one  daily  paper  published  in  the  city  of  Louisville,  and 
also  in  one  vireekty  paper  published  in  Frankfort,  and  in  the 
weekly  Lexington  Observer  and  Reporter,  for  at  least 
twenty  days  prior  to  the  day  of  sale;  and  the  proceeds  of 
said  sale  shall  be  first  appropriated  to  the  payment  of  the 
debts  of  the  college,  and  the  remainder  divided  amongst 
the  stockholders,  pr^  rata, 

§  2.  The  board  of  trustees  making  the  sale  authorized 
by  the  first  section  of  this  act,  or  such  of  them  as  may  be 
acting  as  trustees  of  said  college  at  the  time  of  said  sale, 
shall  convey  the  same  to  the  purchaser  or  purchasers  there- 
of, by  their  deed  duly  acknowledged  by  themselves. 

§  3.  They  any  purchaser  or  purchasers  of  the  same  shall 
be  substituted  to  the  rightcf  and  powers  of  the  present  cor- 
poration, and  may  organize  himself  or  themselves  in  such 
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manner  as  he  or  they  may  deem  proper,  into  an  incorpor- 
ated company,  under  the  name  and  style  of  ''The  Wood- 
ford Female  College,"  and  shall  thereafter  possess  all  the 
powers  and  privileges  of  the  present  corporation. 
§  4.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage. 

Approved  December  10, 1863. 
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CHAPTER  3 
AN  ACT  to  amend  the  charter  of  the  City  of  CoTington. 

Be  it  enacted  bg  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Cammonwealtk 
of  Kentwcky: 

$  1.  That  the  city  clerk,  city  attorney,  city  treasurer,  and 
city  engineer,  hereafter  elected  in  the  city  of  Covington, 
shall  hold  their  respective  offices  for  the  term  of  two  yearn, 
and  until  their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified. 

§  2.  That  two  school  trustees,  shall  be  elected  from  each 
ward,  and  a  president  of  the  school  board  from  the  city  at 
large.  The  president  elected  at  the  January  election,  1864, 
shall  hold  his  office  for  one  year,  and  thereafter  the  pres- 
ident of  the  school  ^oard  shall  be  elected  at  the  same  time 
the  president  of  the  city  council  is  elected,  and  shall  hold 
his  office  for  the  same  length  of  time.  Of  the  trustees 
elected  at  the  January  election,  1864,  one  from  each  ward 
shall  hold  his  office  for  one  year,  and  the  other  for  two 
years;  which  of  them  shall  serve  for  one  year,  and  which 
for  two  years,  shall  be  determined  by  lot,  in  the  presence 
of  the  school  board,  by  the  president  and  city  clerk,  or  by 
the  members  themselves,  from  each  ward,  at  the  first  meet- 
ing of  the  school  board  alter  the  election  so  that,  after  the 
next  election,  at  the  ^nnual  charter  election  in  said  city, 
only  one  school  trustee  shall  be  elected  from  each  ward. 
No  person  shall  be  eligible  to  the  office  of  president  of  the 
school  board  until  he  shall  have  attained  the  age  of  thirty 
years;  he  shall  also  be  a  citizen  of  this  State,  and  shall 
have  been  a  resident  of  the '  said  city  for  three  years  next 
preceding  his  election.

all  the  officers,  candidates,  and  returns  of  the  inspectors; 
and  if,  from  any  cause,  the  officer  returned  elected  shall 
not  be  deemed  elected,  or  eligible,  or  an  election  shall  fail 
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of  any  particular  officer,  the  school  board  shall  order  a        1863. 
new  election  to  fill  the  vacancy.     In  all  cases  of  special    in,p^.owtobe 
elections  ordered  by  the  school  board  it  shall  appoint  and    appointed,  and 
pay  the  inspectors  of  the  election,  and  it  shall  pay  all  other     ^*  ^ 
expenses  attending  such  elections,  out  of  the  school  fund.

CHAPTER  4 
AN  ACT  for  the  beneftt  of  Kenton  county. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  GenercU  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

^  1.  That  the  court  of  claims  of  Kenton  county  are  here- 
by authorized  and  empowered  to  increase  the  rate  of  tax- 
ation for  the  county  levy  of  said  county  to  any  amount 
not  exceeding  three  dollars  per  tithe. 

§  2.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  magistrates  of  the 
said  county  of  Kenton,  outside  of  the  city  of  Covington, 
to  convene  in  a  county  court  at  Independence,  on  the  3d 
Monday  in  January  next,  and  upon  a  quorum  being  present, 
to  make  a  re- assessment  or  imposition  of  the  county  levy 
for  the  year  1863,  as  made  a't  the  court  of  claims  in  Octo- 
ber last  past,  at  such  rate,  per  tithe,  as  they  or  a  majority 
of  those  present  may  deem  proper,  not  exceeding  the  sum 
of  three  dollars  per  tithe ;  and  the  sherifT  or  collector  of 
the  said  county  levy  >hall  be  and  he  is  hereby  required  to 
make  and  execute  a  new  bond  in  conformity  with  this  act, 
and  upon  so  doing  he  shall  be  governed  by  and  be  subject 
to  all  the  provisions  of  the  laws  of  this  Commonwealth 
in  regard  to  the  collection,  paying  over,  and  accounting  for 
the  said  said  county  levy. 

§  3.  This  act  shall  take  efl^ect  from  and  after  its  passage.

Botta,  sheriflT,  or  that  of  the  clerk    opened,  uid  by 
of  the  Fleming  county  court,  in  Flemingsburg,  at  once,  and   ^  ^^' 
under  the  direction  of  the  commissioners  hereby  appointed, 
viz  :  Ben.  Botts,  Obed  P.  Nute,  Wm.  II.  Con!,  O.  A.  Ken- 
dall,  Dennis  Belt,  Richard  Carpenter,  and  Andrew  Foun- 
tain, or  any  two  or  more  of  whom  may  act ;  the  books  to 
be  kept  open  until  a  sufficient  sum,  including  that  appro- 
priated and  subscribed  by  the  county  of  Fleminjg^,  in  the 
judgment  of  said  acting  commissioners  or  ot  the  board  of 
officers,  (when  organized,)  to  complete  said  road.

Said  trustees  shall  remain  in  ofiice  until  their 
successors  are  appointed  and  qualified,  and  have  power  to 
fill  any  vacancies  that  may  occur  in  their  body  by  death, 
resignation,  or  removal.  The  term  for  which  the  first 
board  shall  serve  shall  be  five  yeafs.  After  said  board  of 
trustees  shall  have  been  appointed  and  qualified,  they  and 
their  successors  in  office  shall  exercise  all  the  corporate 
powers  of  the  corporation.  The  five  trustees  shall  be

or  in  any  manner  damage  any  of  the  grounds  of  the  cor- 
poration, such  person  or  persons,  so  ofiTending,  besides  be-

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  CammontDealth 
ef  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  to  enable  the  county  court  of  Ohio  county  to 
build  a  new  court  hoase  for  said  county,  the  said  county  m*  bonds, 
court,  at  any  term  thereof,  the  justices  of  the  said  court 
having  been  summoned  for  that  purpose,  and  a  majority  of 
them  being  present  and  concurring  therein,  may  borrow, 
on  the  credit  of  the  county,  a  sum  of  money  not  exceeding 
twenty  thousand  dollars;  and  may  issue  the  county's  bonds 
for  the  same,  signed  by  the  judge  of  said  county,  and  coun- 
ter-signed by  the  clerk,  payable  to  bearer,  not  exceeding 
twenty  years  after  the  date  thereof,  with  interest  from  date, 
which  shall  be  payable  at  the  clerk's  office  of  said  court, 
on  the  first  Monday  in  November  in  each  year,  after  the 
date  of  the  same.

county  liable  to  State  revenue.     The  sheriff  of  said  county

The  cost  of  such  improvements  to  be  at 
the  expense  of  the  owner  of  the  lot  or  4ot8  a<i||aoent  to 
whose  property  the  improvement  is  ordered  to  be  mado* 

§  2.  It  fibatl  be  the  duty  of  the  board  to  eanse  a  copy  of 
the  ordinance  made  in  any  case,  under  the  foregoing  see* 
tion,  to  be  delivered  to  the  owner  or  owners  of  such  lot  cir 
lots,  by  the  marshal  of  the  town,  or  some  officer  authorized 
to  serve  notices  by  law. 

§  S.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  any  pemon  so  served  with  -a 
copy  of  any  such  ordinance  to  proceed  at  once,  and  make 
and  construct  a  pavement,  as  provided  and  directed  in  the 
same,  governing  himself,  in  all  respects,  by  the  require- 
ments of  the  said  ordinance  served  upon  him.  If  the  own- 
er of  said  lot  or  lots  shall  fail  or  refuse  to  comply  with  said 
ordinance  within  the  time  therein  specified,  and  shall  fail 
to  build  and  construct  the  pavement  within  the  time,  and 
in  the  manner  directed  in  the  same,  he  shall  be  fined  in  the 
sum  of  not  less  than  $'^0,  nor  more  than  $50,  to  be  recov- 
ered by  warrant  in  the  name  of  the  trustees  of  the  town  of 
Lebanon,  against  such  person  or  persons,  for  the  benefit  of 
the  town:  Promded^  The  board  of  Trustees  may,  by  a  by- 
law, duly  passed,  reduce  the  penalties  herein  imposed,  as 
they  may  see  proper.  For  every  additional  month  that 
the  said  pavement,  so  required  to  be  made,  shall  remain 
incomplete,  the  said  person,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  com*  > 
plete  the  same,  as  above  provided,  shall  be  liable  to  anoth- 
er  and  additional  fine,  as  above  provided,  and  s6  on 
monthly,  until  he  or  they  shall  complete  the  same,  as  pro- 
vided in  the  said  ordinance  served  upon  him  or  them,  to  be 
recovered  in  like  manner  for  the  benefit  of.  the  town:  Pro- 
vided however.

$  4.  In  all  cases  where  any  such  lot  or  lots  shall  be 
owned  jointly  or  severally,  by  married  women,  infants,  or 
persons  of  unsound  mind,  the  ordinance  shall  be  served, 
as  above  required,  upon  their  husbands,  guardians,  or 
committees;  or  where  there  is  no  guardian  or  committee, 
then  upon  their  father,  if  living,  if  not,  then  upon  the* 
motheri  if  she  be  not  living,  then  upon  the  person  havinf 
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eavtody  or  ooatrol  of  snob  infant  or  peraoB  of  nnsound 
mind.  And  when  bo  served  the  eame  ihall  be  as  effectual, 
for  all  purposes,  as  though  they  were  adults,  and  the  same 
"Vi^as  served  upon  them  in  person;  and  the  husband,  guar- 
dian, or  committee  of  such  married  woman,  infant,  or  per- 
son of  unsound  mind  shall  be  liable  to  the  fines  provided 
in  the  foregoing  section:  Provided,  That  in  all  cases  where 
the  lot  or  lots  are  owned  in  whole  or  in  part  by  infants  or 
persons  of  unsound  mind,  non  residents  or  unknown  heirs 
or  owners,  or  where,  from  their  number,  it  is  not  practicable 
to  serve  the  title  holders  with  the  copy  of  the  ordinance, 
as  above  required,  the  board  may  construct  the  pavement 
at  their  own  expense,  and  shall,  when  completed,  have  a 
lien  upon  any  such  Jot  or  lots  for  the  same,  and  may  pro- 
ceed to  lease  the  said  lot  or  lota  for  any  length  of  time 
sufficient  to  reimburse  them  the  amount  so  expended  by 
them.  They  shall,  by  an  ordinance,  provide  the  time, 
terms,  and  manner  in  which  the  lease  shall  be  made  by  the 
marshal  of  the  town,  fifteen  days  notice  of  which  shall  be 
given,  by  written  or  printed  bills,  posted  at  three  public 
places  in  the  town — the  lease,  in  all  cases,  to  be  made  at 
the  eourt-house  in  said  town:  Provided,  That  such  owners, 
or  any  of  them,  may  at  any  time,  redeem  the  lot  or  lots 
firom  the  lease  aforesaid  by  paying  to  the  party  entitled, 
the  amount  originally  paid  for  the  lease  and  twenty  per 
cent,  interest  thereon,  annually,  until  paid.

§  6.  That  any  two  of  the  commissioners  named  in  the  2d 
section  of  this  act,  concurring,  shall  have  full  power  to  perform 
the  duties  required  of  the  three.  And  in  case  said  commis- 
sioners should  fail  or  refuse  to  act,  or  die,  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  county  court  of  Lewis  county  to  appoint 
others — such  appointment  to  be  made  not  later  than  the 
February  term,  1864,  of  said  court;  and  the  commissioners, 
BO  appointed  by  said  court,  shall  have  all  the  powers  of 
those  named  in  the  2d  section  of  this  act.

2gg3^  CHAPTER  51. 

AN  ACT  for  the  kendii  of  QaiDius  C.  Shanks,  lata  Sheriff  af  Ohio 

fouDty. 

Be  U  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Cmnmomoealtk 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  Aaditor  of  Public  Accounts  be  and  he  id 
hereby  authorized  to  make  a  settlement  with  Quintus  C. 
Shanks,  late  sheriff  of  Ohio  county,  at  any  time  previous 
to  the  lat  day  of  January,  1805,  charging  him  with  inter- 
est on  the  unpaid  revenue  of  said  county  from  the  time  the 
same  should  nave  been  paid  into  the  treasury;  apd  when 
the  settlement  is  made,  and  the  revenue  and  interest  afore- 
said is  paid  into  the  treasury,  the  damages  adjudged  against 
said  Shanks  shall  be  remitted;  and  all  sales  of  property 
made  under  execution,  where  the  Commonwealth  was  the 
purchaser,  shall  be  set  aside,  and  the  property  revert  to 
said  Shanks,  or  his  sureties:  Provided^  Said  Shanks  shall 
pay  all  costs  adjudged  against  him:  And  provided  also^ 
That  thife  act  shall  be  of  no  force  until  the  amount  found 
due  to  the  State  shall  be  paid  into  the  treasury  on  or  before 
the  1st  day  of  January,  1865. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  53. 
AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  Caroline  Fayre. 

Whereas,  It  is  represented  to  this  General  Assembly 
that  two  bonds  of  the  State  of  Kentucky,  for  one  thousand 
dollars  each,  dated  June  1st,  1845,  and  numbered  respec- 
tively 1,360  and  1,710,  with  the  coupons  of  interest  thereto 
attached,  being  the  property  of  Caroline  Favre,  were  lost 
by  the  sinking  of  the  steamer  Anglo  Saxon,  on  the  coast 
of  Newfoundland  in  April,  1863 — for  remedy  whereof. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

8  1.  That  up6n  the  execution  of  such  a  covenant,  by 
obligors  resident  in  the  State  of  Kentucl^y,  as  shall  be  ap* 
proved  by  the  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund,  to 
indemnify  and  save  harmless  the  State  of  Kentucky  from 
all  loss  or  payments  on  account  of  said  bonds,  and  the 
interest  coupons  thereto  attached,  the  said  commissioners 
are  hereby  authorized  to  redeem  said  bonds  by  paying  to 
said  Favre  the  principal  thereof,  together  with  the  interest 
due  thereon  at  the  time  of  such  red^ption. 

§  2.  That  belore  any  such  redemption  shall  be  made, 
there  shall  be  filed  with  the  said  commissioners  the  evi- 
dence of  the  loss  and  ownership  of  said  bonds;  and  no 
such  redemption  shall  be  made  unless  they  are  satisfied  of 
the  loss  and  ownership  of  said  bonds  as  herein  represented.

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CHAPTER  66. 
AN  ACT  to  amend  the  CharUr  of  the  City  of  Paris. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonivealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  The  outside  and  party  walls  of  all  dwelling  houses, 
store-houses,  and  other  buildings  hereafter  to  be  erected  or 
built  within  the  city  limits,  as  the  same  now  exist,  or  may 
hereafter  be  extended,  shall  be  constructed  of  stone  or 
brick,  unless  the  builder  shall  obtain  a  permit  from  the  city 
council  to  construct  the  same  of  different  material. 

§  2.  The  outside  and  party  walls  of  such  buildings  shall 
not  be  less  than  twelve  inches  thick,  except  flues  of  chim- 
neys, in  any  part  thereof,  and  they  shall  extend  at  least 
three  feet  above  and  outside  the  roof. 

$  3.  The  planking  or  sheeting  of  the  roof  of  any  such 
building  shall,  in  no  case,  be  extended  through  or  across 
the  party  walls  thereof;  and  all  such  buildings,  and  the  tops 
and  sides  of  all  dormer-windows  therein  shall  be  roofed 
or  covered  with  fire  proof  material,  such  as  tin,  iron,  tile 
or  slate. 

§  4.  All  beams,  or  other  timbers  in  the  party  walls  of 
such  buildings,  shall  be  separated  from  each  other  at  least 
four  inches  by  brick,  stone,  or  mortar;  and  all  plate  pieces 
in  the  front  or  rear  walls  shall  recede  from  the  outside  of 
the  walls  at  least  four  inches;  and  such  wall  shall  be  built 
up  to  the  slate  or  other  fire  proof  material  used  for  roofing. 

§  5.  No  chimney  shall  be  started  or  built  upon  the  floor 
of  the  building*  or  be  cut  off  to  be  supported  by  wood  be- 
low; and  all  hearths  shall  be  supported  by  an  arch  of  stoife 
or  brick. 

§  6.  No  timber  bearer,  or  trimmer,  nor  any  wood,  shall 
be  nearer  to  the  flue  of  a  chimney  than  twelve  inches,  nor 
to  any  oven,  boiler,  or  furnace  nearer  than  two  feet. 

§  7.  All  outside  lintels  shall  be  of  stone  or  iron;  and  no 
bond  timber  in  any  wall  shall,  in  width  and  thickness,  ex- 
ceed the  width  and  thickness  of  one  course  of  brick. 

(  8.  All  wooden  gutters  of  any  such  building  shall  be 
lined  or  covered,  on  the  upper  surface  thereof,  with  copper, 
zinc,  or  other  fire-proof  material. 

§  9.  All  trap-doors  or  roofs  shall  be  made  or  covered 
with  the  same  material  of  which  the  roof  is  made,  or  some 
other  good  fire-proof  material;  and  all  shutters  and  doors 
in  the  rear  or  sides  of  any  such  building,  which  shall  be 
used  as-  a  warehouse  or  store-house  for  goods,  shall  be 
made  of  iron  or  copper,  or  covered  with  either  of  them 
when  madfi  of  wood;  and  all  beams,  girders,  plates  and 
joists  shall  be  firmly  secured  in  the  walls  with  iron  anchors, 
and  shall  recede  at  least  four  inches  from  the  outside  of 
the  wall,  unless  by  special  permit  it  is  otherwise  fixed; 
and  ail  wooden  or  metal  cornice  or  ornaments  shall  be  made 
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1864.       fast  to  the  wall  by  iron  anchors  or  holdfaste,  and  shall  not 
"  'be  nailed  to  the  josts,  rafters,  or  other  wood  unless  by  per- 

mission from  council. 

§  10.  AH  doofrt  and  window-sills  of  such  buildings  shall 
viBdow^a^^     be  of  stone  or  iron;  and  shutters  of  ail  such  buildings  shall 

be  made  flush  with  the  walls,  so  as  to  cover  the  window 
frames — such  door  Irames  to  be  covered  with  iron  or  cop- 
per. 
$11.  All  ash  holes  or  ash  houses  within  the  city  shall  be 
bebouiorbrtok  ^'^^'t  of  brick  or  stone,  without  the  use  of  any  wood  what- 
ever, unless  a  permit  is  granted  by  the  city  council  to  use 
wood.

§1.  That  Salesia  Deitmeser,  Pice  Shanhoefer,  Seraphuine 
Shanhoefer,  Benifacia  Grassel,  and  their  associates,  be  and 
they  are  hereby  created  a  body  politic  and  corporate,  by 
the  name  and  style  of  the  '*Ui>suline  Society  and  Academy 
of  Education.*'  And  they  and  their  associates  and  succes- 
sors shall  so  continue,  and  have  perpetual  succession;  and

thousand  dollars. 

$3.  Said  corporation  shall  have  the  power  to  sell  or 
otherwise  dispose  of  the  ground  acquired  by  virtue  of  this 
act,  or  any  portion  thereof:  Provided^  They  dpem  the  same 
necessary. 

§  4.  Within  thirty  days  after  the  passage  of  this  act  the 
corporators  herein  named,  or  a  migority  of  them,  shall  call 
a  meeting  at  a  convenient  time  and  place  in  the  city  of 
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Louisville,  and  give  due  notice  thereof  to  all,  and  at  sach  1864.

CHAPTER  73. 
AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  Allen  S.  Haggard  and  others. 

Where€Ls,  Allen  S.  Haggard  and  Woodson  Haggard 
made,  in  the  lifetime  of  the  latter,  an  exchange  of  lands, 
for  the  purpose  of  putting  each  of  their  farms  in  better 
shape,  and  the  contract  by  which  said  exchange  was  made 
was  merely  verbal,  and  was  never  reduced  to  writing,  yet 
it  was  partially  executed  by  the  parties,  by  each,  one  of 
them  taking  into  his  possession  the  land  he  acquired  by 
such  exchange,  and  embracing  the  same  within  his  enclo- 
sure; and  whereas,  the  said  Woodson  Haggard  and  his 
mother.  Sally  Haggard,  also  made  a  verbal  exchange  of 
some  land,  for  the  same  purpose,  and  each  one  of  them 
took  the  land  into  his  and  her  possession,  in  pursuance  of 
said  exchange,  since  which  time  the  said  Woodson  Hag- 
gard has  departed  this  life,  leaving  a  will,  by  the  provis- 
ions of  which  some  infants  have  a  contingent  interest  in 
his  lands,  and  the  parties  directly  interested  in  the  exchange 
of  lands  are  therefore  unable  to  convey  a  good  and  valid

§  1.  That  James  Taylor,   Peter  Constans,    George   R.        corponien 
Fearon.N.  B.  Shaler,  and  George  Coy,  or  those  of  them  who    ponte^pttwenT 
shall  act,  and  their  associates,  be  and  are  hereby  created  a 
body  politic    and  corporate,   with   perpetual   succession, 
under  the  name  and  style  of  the  **Newport  Hotel  Com- 
pany," with  full  power  to  contract  and  be  contracted  with, 
sue  and  be  sued,  acquire,  hold  or  sell  any  real  or  personal 
estate;  and  may  have  a  capital  stock  of  not  to  exceed  two      eapiidrteak. 
hundred  thousand  dollars,  divided  into  share  of  twenty-five 
dollars  each,  which  shares  may  be  subscribed  for  and  paid, 
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ftoni  time  to  time,  as  ^aid  corporators  or  the  directors  of  the 
company  may  require. 

§  2.  When  said  corporators  are  of  opiaion  that  a  suflSi- 
ciency  of  stock  has  been  subscribed  to  jastify  it,  they  may 
call  a  meetings  of  the  stockholders,  by  reasonable  public 
notice  thereof,  for  the  purpose  of  electing  directors,  who, 
by  themselves  and  their  agents,  shall  conduct  the  business 
of  the  company.  The  board  of  directors  shall  consist  of 
five  members;  and  they  shall  elect  one  of  their  number 
president  of  the  board;  and  they  shall  appoint  a  secretary, 
and  keep  a  record  of  their  proceedings;  and  shall  appoint 
a  treasurer,  and  require  of  him  bond  with  security.  And 
the  bhares  of  stock  shall  be  transferable  under  such  rules 
and  regulations  as  the  board  of  directors  shall  adopt.  And 
said  board  is  fully  empowered  to  make  all  such  rules  and 
regulations,  and  to  pass  all  such  by-laws,  with  adequate 
penalties  for  the  government  of  the  company,  and  manage- 
ment of  its  interest,  as  they  may  deem  proper,  not  incon- 
sistent with  the  constitution  and  laws  of  the  United  States 
and  State  of  Kentucky. 

$  3.  The  object  of  this  corporation  is  to  build  a  hotel  in 
in  the  city  of  Newport,  with  all  such  appurtenances  as  the 
company  may  deem  proper,  and  to  lease  or  rent  the  same 
out  as  a  public  hotel  or  tavern,  or  to  cause  the  same  to  be. 
carried  on  as  such. 

§  4.  Said  company  may  borrow  money  from  time  to  time, 
and  pledge  the  property  or  any  part  thereof  of  the  com- 
pany to  secure  the  payment  of  the  same  and  the  interest, 
and  may  sell  or  issue  their  bonds  of  not  less  than  one  hun- 
dred dollars  each,  as  the  evidences  of  such  debt;  but  they 
shall  not  borrow  or  sell  their  bonds  for  an  amount  to  ex- 
ceed their  capital  stock  aforesaid.  And  the  city  council  of 
the  city  of  Newport  is  authorized  to  take  stock  in  said 
company,  in  behalf  of  the  city,  and  may  issue  to  the  com- 
pany the  bonds  of  the  city  therefor,  which  bonds  may  be 
used,  sold,  or  transferred  by  said  company  for  the  corporate 
purposes  thereof. 

$  5.  There  shall  be  an  election  of  directors  held  once  in 
two  years,  at  such  time,  and  under  such  rules  and  by-laws, 
as  the  board  may  adopt;  and  in  the  meantime  the  directors 
may  fill  any  vacancy  occurring  in  the  board. 

§  G.  Provided^  That  nothing  in  any  of  the  provisions  of 
this  bill  shall  be  construed  to  confer  banking  powers  or 
privileges  on  said  company.

Martin  J.  Gossett,  John  Atkinson,  and  Jas.  BiggstafT,  or  any 
two  of  whom  may  act.  They  may,  at  any  time  they  think 
proper,  cause  books  to  be  opened  for  the  subscription  of 
stock,  after  first  advertising  for  ten  days,  by  posting  up  no- 
tice in  five  public  places  in  the  neighborhood  of  the  sub- 
Bcribers.  The  stockholders  shall  be  authorized  to  organize, 
and  elect  a  board  of  officers  whenever  four  thousand  dol- 
lars of  stock  is  subscribed,  and  ten  days  notice  is  given  of 
the  time  of  such  election. 

§3.  The  management  of  said  company  shall  be  under  a 
president  and  four  directors,  who  shall,  after  the  first  elec- 
tion, hold  their  offices  for  one  year,  and  until  their  succes- 
Bors  are  elected  and  duly  qualified.

,  the  revenue  laws  of  this  Commonwealth,  or  under  any 
ordinance,  resolution  or  other  act  of  the  city  of  Louisville; 
and  all  of  said  property  is  hereby  freed  from  the  future 
charge  and  payment  of  taxes  to  the  State  and  to  the  city. 
(  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  176. 

AN  ACT  to  authorize  the  County  Court  of  Marion  to  levy  a  tax  to 
build  a  Jail  and  Circuit  and  County  Clerks'  Offices  for  said  County. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  t/ie  CommonweaUh 
<f  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  presidingjodgeof  the  Marion  county  court 
may  call  the  justices  of  Marion  county  together  at  any  time 
during  the  months  of  January,  February,  or  March,  of  the 
year  1804;  and  if  a  majority  of  those  in  commission  in  the 
county  shall  meet  at  any  appointed  time  within  said  months, 
they  may  and  are  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to 
levy  a  tax,  which,  together  with  the  existing  tax,  shall  not 
exceed  $3  on  each  tithable  in  the  county,  for  the  purpose 
of  creating  a  fund  for  the  erection  of  a  jail  and  county  and 
circuit  clerks'  ofRces  in  said  county. 

§  2.  If  said  tax  be  not  sufficient  in  the  judgment  of  said 
court,  to  raise  a  sum  sufficient  to  pay  for  the  erection  of 
suitable  buildin|;s  for  said  purposes,  they  may  levy  an  ad 
fxilarem  tax  upon  the  property  in  said  county  subject  to  tax- 
^  ation  for  general  purposes,  sufficient  to  raise  a  sum  to  pay 
off  the  residue:  Provided^  Said  ad  valorem  tax  shall  in  no 
event  exceed  fifty  cents  on  each  one  hundred  dollars  worth 
of  property  in  said  county,  subject  to  taxation  for  State 
revenue.  The  taxes  to  be  levied  under  this  act  shall  be 
collected  by  the  sheriff  of  the  county  as  the  ordinary  coun- 
ty levy  and  State  revenues  are  by  law  now  required  to  be 
collected.  The  sheriff  shall,  for  his  services,  receiv.e  the 
same  compensation  as  he  is  by  law  entitled  to  for  similar 
services  in  collecting  the  county  levy  and  State  revenue. 

§  3.  This  act  shall  be  in  force  for  three  years,  provided 
the  additional  tax  levied  shall  be  used  only  for  the  par- 
poses  hereinbefore  mentioned. 

§  4.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

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CHAPTER  183. 

AN    ACT  providing  for  the  erection    of  Public  Buildings  in   Lewis 

County. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonweallh 
of  Kentujcky:  ^ 

§  1.  That  an  ad  valorem  tax  often  cents  is  hereby  levied 
upon  each  one  hundred  dollars  worth  of  taxable  property 
subject  to  taxation  for  State  revenue,  in  Lewis  /county,  for 
the  purpose  of  building  a  court  house,  clerks'  office,  jail 
and  jailer's  house  in  the  town  of  Vanceburg,  Lewis  county, 
which  tax  shall  be  levied  for  and  during  five  years  in  suc- 
cession, commencing  with  the  year  1804,  which  shall  be 
the  first  year. 

§2.  The  sherifi'of  Lewis  county  shall  collect  the  tax  au- 
thorized by  this  act,  and  pay  the  same  over  as  ordered  and 
directed  by  the  county  court  of  Lewis  county.  The  sheriff 
shall  execute  bond,  in  the  Lewis  county  court,  with  good 
security,  to  be  approved  by  said  court,  conditioned  to  faith- 
fully collect  and  pay  over  said  tax  as  the  said  court  may 
direct;  and  he  and  his  securities  shall  be  liable  on  said 
bond,  for  all  money  collected  or  which  he  could  have  col- 
lected under  this  act,  which  he  shall  fail  to  pay  over  when 
due.  and  ordered  so  to  do,  by  the  county  court  of  Lewis 
county;  and  suit  may  be  brought  on  his  said  bond,  in  the 
name  of  the  Lewis  county  court,  in  the  Lewis  circuit  court, 
for  any  failure  of  his  duty  under  this  act.  The  said  tax 
shall  be  due  from  the  sherifl^  at  the  same  time  that  the  State 
revenue  is  due.  He  shall  receive  and  retain  in  his  hands 
the  same  compensation  for  collecting  said  tax,  as  is  allow- 
ed by  law  for  collecting  the  State  revenue. 

§3.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  clerk  of  the  Lewis  county 
court  to  issue  the  bonds  of  the  county  of  Lewis,  payable 
in  one,  two,  three,  four,  and  five  years,  bearing  interest  at 
six  per  centum  per  annum,  and  payable  annually,  for  the 
purpose  of  building  said  court  house,  clerks'  office,  jail,  and 
jailer's  house.  The  bonds  aforesaid  may  be  sold  by  said 
county  court  clerk  on  such  terms  as  to  him  may  seem  right 
and  proper;  and  the  tax  authorized  to  be  collected  by  this 
act  is  hereby  pledged  to  the  payment  of  said  bonds  and 
the  interest  thereon.  The  said  clerk  may  issue  said  bondfi, 
and  hand  them  over  to  the  contractors  upon  the  order  of 
the  commissioners  authorized  to  let  out  the  contract  for  the 
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public  buildings,  which  bonds  shall  be  in  sach  amounts  as 
said  commissioners  may  direct;  and  the  money  arising 
from  the  sale  of  said  bonds  shall  be  paid  over  to  the  con- 
tractors, upon  the  order  of  the  said  commissioners.  Before 
said  county  court  clerk  shall  receive  the  money  on  said 
bonds,  he  shall  execute  a  covenant  with  good  security,  to 
be  approved  by  the  county  court,  to  the  county  court  of 
Lewis  county,  for  a  faithful  performance  of  his  duty  under 
this  act,  which  bond  shall  be  executed  before  and  attested 
by  the  county  judge,  and  filed  in  the  Lewis  county  court 
clerk's  office;  and  suit  may  be  brought  on  said  bonds  by 
said  county  court  for  any  failure  of  duty  by  said  count}^ 
court  clerk. 

§  4.  That  F,  M.  Carr,  John  Thomas  Parker,  and  John  C. 
Ingram,  or  any  two  of  them,  shall  have  full  power  and  au- 
thority to  let  out  the  contract  for  the  erection  imd  comple- 
ting the  public  buildings  authorized  by  this  act;  and  shall 
have  power  and  authority  to  enter  into  such  contracts,  and 
taking  such  covenants  from  the  contractors,  as  shall  be 
necessary;  and  shall  see  that  the  covenants  of  the  con- 
tractors are  complied  with  before  any  money  shall  be  paid. 
Said  commissioners  shall  have  full  power  and  authority  to 
remove  to  the  town  of  Vanceburg,  for  the  purpose  of  using 
the  same  in  building  public  buildings,  all  or  any  portion  of 
the  material  in  the  old  court  house,  clerks'  offices,  jail,  and 
jailer's  house,  in  Clarksburg.  If  the  commissioners,  or  any 
of  them,  should  die  or  refuse  to  act,  the  county  court  of 
Lewis  county  shall,  at  its  next  term  after  such  death  or  re* 
fusal,  appoint  suitable  persons  to  fill  such  vacancy;  and 
shall,  from  time  to  time,  fill  all  vacancies,  and  make  such 
orders  as  become  necessary  to  carry  out  this  act;  said  com* 
missioners  shall  receive  and  appropriate  to  the  erection  of 
said  buildings  all  donations  and  subscriptions  made  for 
that  purpose. 

§  5.  That  the  county  court  of  Lewis  county,  a  majority 
of  all  the  justices  of  the  peace  in  and  for  said  county  be- 
ing present  in  court,  and  a  majority  of  those  present  con- 
curring, shall  have  power  to  increase  the  county  levy  to 
any  sum  not  exceeding  $2  on  each  tithe,  and  may  do  so 
for  five  years. 

§  6.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

§  1.  That  whereas,  Joshua  Middleton,  (a  free  man  of  color,) 
in^  the  year  1858,  became  possessed  of  fifty  acres  of  land 
in  Franklin  county,  and  subsequently  he  made  and  pub- 
lished his  last  will  and  testament,  by  which  he  directed 
that  his  land  should  be  sold  by  his  executor,  and  the  mon- 
ey arising  from  t^aid  sale  be  divided  among  his  children, 
naming  them  all,  who  are  slaves;  and  whereas,  also,  the 
said  slaves  cannot  inherit  under  the  present  state  of  the 
laws — for  remedy  whereof,  Be  U  enacted  by  the  auUwrity

answer  and  be  answered,  defend  and  be  defended  in  all 
courts  of  laws  and  equity;  to  make  and  use  a  common 
seal,  and  the  same  to  break,  alter,  or  renew  at  pleasure. 

§  2.  That  the  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  be  one  howSndadMld 
hundred  thousand  dollars,  which  may  be  increased,  at  the  paid, 
will  of  the  stockholders,  to  any  amount  not  exceeding  three 
hundred  thousand  dollars,  divided  into  shares  of  one  hun- 
dred dollars  each.

Eany  shall  flubpcribe  for  or  hold  at  any  time  exceeding  one 
undred  shares  of  stock  in  said  company. 

§  5.  That  the  affairs  of  this  company  shall  be  managed 
by  a  president  and  six  directors,  to  be  elected  by  ballot,  all 
of  whom  must  be  stockholders  owning  at  least  ten  shares 
each.  No  director  of  any  other  insurance  company  shall 
be  be  a  director  of  this  company. 

§  6.  That  the  stockholders  of  this  company  shall  hold  a

foreign  port;  to  effect  insurance,  and  generally  to  do  and 
perform  ail  things  relative  to  the  objects  of  this  institution, 
which  now  is  and  shall  be  lawful  for  any  individual  to  do, 
and  all  other  things  necessary  and  proper  to  promote  these 
objects.

in  the  city  of  Louisville.

§  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  county  attorney  to  prose- 
cute all  offenses  and  breaches  of  the  penal  laws  of  this 
Commonwealth  that  may  come  before  said  police  judge, 
as  he  is  now  required  to  do  by  law  in  such  cases  before 
the  county  judge  and  justices  of  the  peace;  and  he  shall, 
therefor,  be  allowed  the  same  per  centum  on  all  fines  col- 
lected, that  he  is  npw  allowed  for  similar  services  rendered 
in  the  prosecution  of  such  cases  before  the  county  judge 
and  justices  of  the  peace.

§1.  That  an  act,  entitled,  an  act  to  create  the  ofEcea  of 
police  judge  and  town  marshal,  in  Cromwell,  Ohio  county^ 
approved  April  4,  1861,  be  amended  as  follows:  That  the 
first  election  under  said  act  and  amended  act,  shall  take 
place  at  the  ensuing  August  election,  and  the  marshal  and

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  charter  of  the  City  ot  CoTiDgton. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Cammomoealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§1.  That  the  city  council  of  the  city  of  Covington  shall 
have  full  power  and  authority  to  procure  all  thjs  streets,  al- 
leys, market-spaces,  and  lanes  in  said  city  to  be  improved 
or  re-improved  or  repaired,  in  whole  or  in  part,  in  any 
manner  they  may  deem  advisable,  at  the  expense  and  cost 
of  the  owners  of  the  property  fronting  the  same.  Said 
council  shall  have  full  power  and  authority  to  cause  and 
procure  all  the  streets,  alleys,  market-spaces,  and  lanes  in 
said  city,  in  whoU*  or  in  part,  to  he  graded,  cu  I  verted,  or 
otherwise  drained,  paved,  and  curbed,  or  graded,  curbed, 
and  McAdamized;  or  to  be  graded,  curbed,  and  paved  en- 
tirely across  the  street;  or  paved  and  curbed  a  portion  of 
the  distance  across  the  street,  and  McAdamized  the  bal- 
ance of  the  distance  between  the  paved  portions;  or  after 
the  grading,  to  put  upon  the  same' either,  any  or  all  of  said 
kinds  of  improvements;  and  to  underlay  either  any  or  all 
of  the  said  kinds  of  improvements  after  the  grading,  with 
grave}  or  sand,  or  both;  and  to  spread  upon  the  top  of 
either  any  or  all  of  said  kinds  of  improvements  gravel,  or 
sand,  or  both;  and  to  do,  or  cause  to  be  done,  either,  any, 
or  all  of  said  kinds  of  improvements  with  boulder  or  any 
other  sort  of  stone,  at  the  expense  and  cost  of  the  owners 
of  lots  fronting  on  such  streets,  alleys,  market- spaces,  pub- 
lic squares,  or  grounds,  or  lanes.  And  a  petition  in  writing, 
to  the  said  council,  of  the  owner  or  owners  of  the  larger 
part  of  the  ground  between  the  points  to  be  improved, 
fronting  on  any  street,  alley,  market-space,  public  ground, 
or  square,  or  lane,  shall  be  sufficient  to  authorize  the  said 
council  to  contract  for  either,  any,  or  all  of  the  above  men- 
tioned kinds  oi  improvements:  Provided^  That  the  property 
fronting  on  any  market-space,  public  ground,  or  square, 
shall  be  liable  for  the  improvement  in  front  thereof  to  a 
distance  not  exceeding  thirty  feet:  And,  provided  farther. 
That  the  said  council,  by  a  vote  of  all  the  members  elect, 
may  cause  any  street,'  alley,  lane,  market-space,  public 
ground,  or'square,  in  said  city,  to  be  improved  as  aforesaid, 
at  the  cost  and  expense  of  the  owners  of  the  lots  or  parts 
of  lots  fronting  on  the  same  without  petition  or  consent. 
The  culverting  and  draining  shall  be  done  with,  and  in- 
cluded in,  the  cost  and  expense  as  a  part  of  the  grading. 
And  when  the  improvements  ordered  shall  be  completed 
the  said  council  shall  apportion  the  cost  and  expense  there 
of  equally  among  the  lot  owners;  according  to  the  feet 
fW>nt;  and  a  lien  ia  hereby  given  on  the  lots,  or  parts  of 
lots,  for  the  same,  which  costs  and  expenses  may  be  listed 
and  collected  as  other  taxes  are  by  the  city  collector,  or  by 
any  special  collector,  either  of  whom  shall   have   authority 
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to  sell  and  convey  the  lots  and  parts  of  lots  for  the  aame, 
according  to  such  by-laws,  ordinances,  and  regulations  as 
have  been  made  for  ^uch  or  similar  purposes  by  the  said 
council,  or  such  as  shall  be  made  or  ordained  by  said  coun- 
cil, and  according  to  the  charter  of  said  city,  and  the  taws 
for  such  purposes,  now  in  force;  and  any  statement  made 
by  any  collector  or  master  commissioner,  in  any  bond  or 
deed  selling,  or  conveying  property  sold,  for  the  payment 
of  any  of  the  taxes  hereby  imposed,  or  imposed  by  any 
other  portions  of  the  charter  of  s^id  city,  shall  be  prima 
facie  evidence  of  the  truth  of  the  facts  stated  to  have  been 
done,  but  sueh  statements  may  be  contradicted:  Provided 
further^  That  the  owner  or  owners  of  any  lots,  or  part  or 
parts  of  lots,  sold  for  the  payment  of  the  cost  and  expenses 
of  sQch  improvement,  as  aforesaid,  who  have  not  consented 
in  writing  for  that  purpose,  shall  be  allowed  five  years  in 
which  to  redeem  the  same,  by  paying  to  the  purchaser  of 
said  lots,  or  lot,  or  part  of  a  lot,  so  sold,  as  aforesaid,  the 
purchase  money,  with  fifty  per  centum  interest  per  annum, 
and  ten  per  centum  interest  on  all  the  taxes  and  levies 
that  may  have  subsequently  accrued  and  been  paid  by  the 
purchaser;  and  those  who  may  have  consented  in  writing 
may  redeem  at  any  time  within  one  year,  on  payment  to 
the  purchaser  of  the  said  property  the  like  interest:  Pro- 
vided  further  J  That  infants,  femes  covert,  and  persons  of  un- 
sound mind,  shall  have  one  year  in  which  to  redeem,  on 
like  terms,  after  their  respective  disabilities  shall  be  re- 
moved: Provided  further,  That  the  said  council  shall,  by  a 
vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  elect,  have  power  to  pay 
for  the  grading  of  the  streets  and  alleys  and  for  culverts 
and  for  improving,  as  aforesaid,  any  of  the  market- spaces, 
public  grounds,  wharf  or  squares  out  of  the  city  treasury. 
\  In  the  collection  of  any  taxes  imposed  by  this  act,  or  by 
any  other  portion  of  the  charter  of  said  city,  the  city  may, 
by  direction  of  the  said  council,  through  any  officer  of  the 
city,  purchase,  at  any  salje  made  for  the  purpose  of  collect- 
ing any  such  tax.  The  lien  hereby  created  shall  attach 
from  the  time  the  improvement  is  ordered  to  be  put  under 
contract.- 

§  2.  The  city  council  shall  have  power  and  authority  to 
cause  and  procure  repairs  of  portions  of  streets,  alleys,  or 
lanes,  to  be  made  by  the  street  commissioner,  by  order  of 
the  said  council,  without  petition  or  consent,  in  such  man- 
ner, and  with  such  material,  as  council  may  deem  best,  at 
the  expense  of  the  owners  of  the  lots  or  parts  of  lots  on  the 
square,  including  the  place  or  places  where  the  repairs 
shall  be  necessary;  and  for  such  work  a  lien  shall  attach 
upon  the  property  along  the  square,  including  the  same 
from  the  time  the  work  is  ordered  to  be  done;  the  costs  and 
expenses  thereof  shall  be  apportioned  according  to  the  feet 
froaty  among  the  owners  of  the  lots  fronting  upon  the 
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1864.       street,  alley,  or  lane  of  the  aqaare  so  repaired;  and  the 

co0tB  and  expenses  accruing  under  the  provisions  of  this 

section  shall  be  listed  with  the  city  street   commissionert 
and  he  shall  have  the  same  fees,  power,  and  authority,  and 
shall,  in  all  respects,  proceed  in  collecting  the  same  as  the 
I  ^ity  collector  has  and  is  authorized  to  do  in  the  preceding 

section  to  proceed  in  collecting  assessments  for  improving 
streets,  alleys,  &c.;  and  the  owner  of  the  lots  or  part  of  lot 
sold  shall  have  the  same  right  of  redemption  as  the  owner 
of  property  sold  for  improving  streets,  &c.,  has  in  said  sec- 
tion, and  upon  the  same  terms  and  conditions. 

5  3.  The  city  council  shall   have  power  and  authority,

and  add  the  cost  and  expense  thereof  to  the  costs  of  the 
improvement,  to  be  apportioned  according  to  the  feet  front 
among   the  owners  of  the    lots  or  parts  of  lots  along  the 
street  crossed,  to  reach   one  half  the  di.«tance  towards  the 
next  street;  and  when  only  the  crossing  is  made,  that  ex- 
pemse  shall  be  apportioned   in  the  same   manner,  and  the 
costs  and  expense  thereof,  in  both  cases,  shall  be  a  lien  up- 
on the  lots  and  parts  of  lots  extending  along  said  distance; 
and  the  same  shall  be   listed   and   collected  in  the  same 
manner,  and  upon  the  same  terms  and  conditions,  in  every 
respect,  that  any  other  improvement  of  a  street  can   be 
collected,  subject  to  the  same  right  of  sale  and  redemp- 
tion. 
§  4.  The  city  council  shall  have  power  and  authority  to

•lono    exempt    nremen  only  shall  be  exempt  from  serving  on  juries,  and 
jSS^&o!"*^ ^°    f''Of^^  doing  military  duty  in  time  of  peace.     Council  shall 
Briairs,offleert    pa^is  8uch  by-laws  and  ordinances  as  may  be  necessc(,ry  for 
m%nL^4it^^^    the  government  and  regulation  of  said   paid   fire  depart- 
ment; and  council   may  appoint  such  officers  for  said  de- 
partment, and  for  such   time  of  service,  as  they  may  deem 
proper,  and  may^  invest  the  officers  and  members,  or  any 
portion   of  them,  with  such   police  powers  as  they  may 
lYiztobeteoi     deem  expedient  to  prescribe  by  ordinance.     And  that  the 
d^irtine'Su*'^    said  couucil  be  and  they  are  hereby  authorized  and  em- 
powered to  levy  and  cause  to  be  collected,  in   the  same 
manner  as  other  taxes,  in  addition  to  the  taxes  already 
provided  for,  a  tax  not  exceeding  ten  cents  on  every  one 
hundred  dollars  valuation  of  taxable  property,  now  liab. 
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to  taxation  under  the  charter  of  said  city,  annaally,  for  a 
period  of  three  years;  and  the  money  arising  from  such 
additional  tax  shall,  under  the  direction  and  control  of  said 
council,  be*  appropriated  exclusively  to  the  purpose  men- 
tioned in  this  section.  And  at  the  expiration  of  the  said 
three  years  the  said  tax,  for  the  purpose  of  sustaining  said 
paid  fire  department,  shall  be  reduced  by  said  council  to  a 
sum  not  exceeding  five  cents  on  each  one  hundred  dollars 
valuation  of  taxable  property  above  mentioned,  annually; 
and  at  such  rate  may  be  continued  as  long  as  necessity  re- 
quires it,  exclusively  for  said  purpose. 

^  5.  The  mayor's  court  of  Covington  shall  have  concur- 
rent jurisdiction  with  the  quarterly  courts  ia  civil  cases, 
where  the  amount  in  controversy,  exclusive  cf  interest 
and  costs  shall  not  exceed  one  hundred  dollars.  Either 
party  may  appeal  from  this  court  to  the  circuit  court,  in 
addition  to  the  appeals  therefrom  given  by  the  present 
charter,  in  civil  cases,  where  the  amount  in  controversy, 
exclusive  of  interest,  exceeds  sixt^'cn  aollars.  In  such 
case  the  mayor  shall  receive  such  fees  as  are  allowed  to 
judges  of  county  courts,  and  he  shall  tax  the  same  costs  as 
are  taxable  by  county  judges  in  like  cases.  He  shall  be 
bis  own  clerk;  and  th'e  proceedings,  in  all  respect;?,  shall 
conform  to  proceedings  in  quarterly  courts  in  like  cases. 

§  6.  The  mayor  shall  receive  an  annual  salary  not  exceed- 
ing fifteen  hundred  dollars,  to  be  fixed  by  the  council,  pa}'- 
able  quarterly  out  of  the  city  treasury. 

§7.  That  hereafter,  in  all  penal  cases  had  in  the  mayor's 
court  of  Covington,  a  docket  fee  of  one  dollar  shall  be 
taxed  up  against  the  defendant,  and  in  favor  of  the  city 
attorney,  as  costs;  and  in  all  cases  in  the  said  court,  in 
which  persons  are  convicted,  and  a  fine  is  imposed,'  and 
the  same  and  the  costs  are  not  paid,  the  defendant  or  de- 
fendants shall  be  confined  in  the  city  jail  or  work-house, 
and  made  to  perform  such  labor  as  the  council  may,  by  or- 
dinance, direct,  until  the  fine  and  costs  shall  have  been 
discharged,  at  the  rate  of  fifty  cents  per  day.  No  fine  or 
costs  imposed  by  judgment  in  said  court  shall  be  replev- 
ied. 

§  8.*  The  school  board  of  said  city  shall  be  and  hereby  is 
created  a  body  corporate  and  politic,  with  perpetual  suc- 
cession by  the  name  and  style  of  ''The  School  Board  of 
the  City  of  Covington,"  and  in  that  name  may  contract 
and  be  contracted  with,  sue  and  be  sued,  in  all  courts  and 
places  whatsoever,  and  may  have  and  use  a  corporate  seal, 
and  the  same  may  alter  and  renew  at  pleasure;  and  the 
said  corporation  shall  have  full  and  exclusive  control  of  all 
the  school  property  and  school  money  and  funds  bow  be- 
longing or  that  may  hereafler,  in  anywise,  come  to,  belong, 
or  appertain  to  the  common  school  fund,  or  to  the  common 
schools  of  the  said  city.     All  property,  of  every  nature, 
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that  may  at  any  time  be  owned  by  said  corporation,  and 
all  the  fands  or  means  that  may  at  any  time  come  under 
the  control  of  the  same,  are  hereby  forever  dedicated  to 
the  purposes  of  common  schools  in  daid  city,  aftd  the  title 
to  all  the  property,  real  and  personal,  and  the  property  it- 
self, in  said  city,  known  and  used  as  common  school  prop- 
erty, are  hereby  vested  in  said  corporation,  and  the  same 
shall  forever  remain  free  from  any  debt  or  liability  of  said 
city,  and  free  from  either  city  or  State  taxes,  exce|3t  for 
street  and  side-walk  purposes. 

'  §0.  The  treasurer  of  said  city  shall  also  be  the  treasu- 
rer of  the  said  school  board,  subject  to  the  existing  provi- 
sions of  the  eity  charter,  as  to  his  duties  and  liabilities. 

§  10.  Said  corporation  shall  have  power  to  appoint  a  col- 
lector, styled  ''School  Board  Collector,^'  and  the  city  clerk  ^ 
shall  place  the  delinquent  school  tax  bills  in  the  hands  of 
the  said  collector,  for  collection,  at  the  same  time  he  is  now 
required  to  place  delinquent  tax  bills  in  the  hinds  of  the 
city  collector,  taking  his  receipt  for  the  amount  thereof, 
naming  each  delinquent,  and  the  amount  each  owes,  which 
receipt  he  shall  deliver  immediately  to  said  school  board. 
Before  entering  upon  the  discharge  of  the  duties  of  his  of- 
fice, said  collector  shall  execute  a  bond  to  said  corporation, 
in  such  form  and  amount,  and  w^ih  such  securities,  as  said 
corporation  may  direct,  which  bond  shall  be  approved  by 
the  said  corporation,  and  filed  with  its  clerk.  Upon  the 
reception  of  the  said  delinquent  tax  bills,  the  collector 
shall  forthwith  proceed  to  the  collection  of  the  tax  thereii) 
specified,  from  the  person  or  persons  owing  the  same;  and 
for  that  purpose  he  is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered 
to  proceed  in  the  same  manner  as  the  city  collector  is  au- 
thorized and  empowered, to  do  in  the  collection  of  city  tax- 
es; and  each  provision  of  the  charter  of  said  city,  referring 
to  the  city  collector,  shall  likewise  refer  and  apply  to  the 
said  collector,  and  confer  upon  him  the  same  power,  au> 
thority,  and  require  of  him  the  same  duties,  and  bind  upon 
him  the  same  obligations,  in  all  respects,  as  fully  as  though 
he  were  everywhere  mentioned  in  said  charter  and  herein, 
instead  of  the  city  collector,  except  as  herein  set  forth. 
The  said  collector  shall  hold  his  office  for  sach  length  of 
time,  and  upon  such  conditions  and  regulations,  as  said 
corporation  may  prescribe;  and  for  the  collection  of' such 
taxes  he  shall  receive  such  compensation,  to  be  paid  out 
of  the  school  fund,  as  said  corporation  shall  fix  from  time  to 
time,  and  also  twenty-five  cents  for  each  levy  on  pergonal 
property,  and  twenty-five  cents  for  each  certificate  of  sale  of 
real  estate,  both  of  which  fees — for  levy  and  certificate — 
shall  be  taxed  ps  costs,  and  added  to  the  tax  bills.  Said 
collector  shall,  under  oath,  make  full  returns  at  the  first 
meeting  of  each  month,  to  said  corporation,  of  all  the 
moary  collected  and  paid  to  the  treasurer;  and  he  shall, 
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when  required,  make  a  full  settlement  with  said  corpora-        1 864. 
tion,  and  return  the  uncollected  tax-bills  to  said  corpora-  ^' 

tion,  after  proceeding  in  the  same  manner,  and  at  the  same 
time,  that  the  city  collector  is  required  to  proceed  and  re-

heretofore  enjoined  upon  the  city  council,  in  relation  to  the 
same,,  are  hereby  enjoined  upon  and  required  of  said  school 
board. 

§  15.  The  city  council  be  and  they  are  hereby  author-  ^iiSliJf'JUtoi 
ized  and  empowered  to  levy,  and  the  same  they  shall  levy  •chooi  puipMe* 
and  cause  to  be  collected,  in  the  same  manner  that  they 
are  authorized  to  collect  other  school  tax,  in  addition  to  the 
school  tax  already  provided,  a  tax  not  less  than  five  cents, 
nor  more  than  ten  cents,  on  every  one  hundred  dollars  val- 
uation of  taxable  property,  now  liable  to  taxation  under 
the  charter  of  the  city  of  Covington,  annually,  and  a  poll 
tax  of  two  dollars  annually  upon  each  white  male  oyer 
twenty-one  years  of  age,  and  upon  each  slave  over  six- 
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teen  years  of  age;  and  the  money  arising  from  snch  addi- 
tional tax  shall,  under  the  direction  and  control  of  the  said 
school  board,  be  used  for  the  sole  benefit  of  the  common 
schools  of  Covington,  precisely'  as  the  present  school  funds 
are  required  to  be  used,  and  this  tax  shall  be  included  in 
the  regular  school  tax  bills,  and  the  delinquent  lists  shall 
be  included  with  the  delinquent  school  tax  bills,  and  in  all 
respects  be  treated  in  the  same  manner  and  by  the  same 
officers. 

§  16.  It  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  city  collector  or 
the  school  board  colleqtor,  whenever  the  tax  payer  fails  or 
refuses  to  pay  the  delinquent  tax  due  on  auy  bills  in  his 
hands  for  collection,  or  is  insolvent,  to  attach  an^  choses  in 
action,  or  debts  due  to  said  tax  payer,  within  the  city  of 
Covington,  for  the  payment  of  said  taxes.  He  shall  give 
to  the  person  in  whose  hands  said  taxes  may  be  attached, 
written  notice  of  the  attachment;  the  notice  shall  aUo  warn 
such  person  to  appear  before  the  mayor  of  ^aid  city,  at  his 
office,  on  a  day  to  be  fixed  by  such  collector,  not  less  than 
five  days  after  service  of  the  notice,  to  answer  under  oath 
as  garnishee;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  mayor,  in  a 
summary  way,  without  written  pleadings,  to  hear  and  de- 
termine the  attachment,  as  in  cases  of  attachment  upon  a 
return  of  no  property  found  upon  an  execution;  and  if  he 
sustains  the  attachment,  to  give  the  collector  a  written  or- 
der to  collect  said  taxes  out  of  the  estate  of  the  person  or 
persons  in  whose  hands  the  same  were  attached;  and  by 
virtue  of  which  distress  may  be  made  as  in  other  cases  for 
the  collection  of  taxes.  The  service  of  the  notice,  as  afore- 
said, shall  operate  as  an  attachment  and  restraining  order, 
and  have  the  same  force  and  effect  as  other  attachments 
granted  under  the  laws  in  force  upon  that  subject.  The 
collector,  for  serving  said  notice,  shall  be  allowed  a  fee  of 
twenty-five  cents,  to  be  paid  by  the  tax  payer,  and  taxed  as 
costs. 

§  17.  The  city  clerk  shall  not  ex  officio  be  the  clerk  of  the 
school  board,  but  said  corporation  shall  have  power  to  ap- 
point a  clerk,  and  prescribe  his  duties  and  term  of  service, 
and  fix  his  compensation,  and  pay  the  same  out  of  the 
school  funds;  and  require  from  him  bond  and  sureties,  if 
they  deem  the  same  necessary.  The  proceedings  of  the 
school  board,  and  copies  therefrom,  certified  by  their  clerk, 
shall  be  taken  in  the  same  manner,  and  have  the  same 
force  and  effect,  in  courts  and  elsewhere,  as  are  now  given 
to  the  proceedings  of  the  city  council. 

§  18.  No  money  shall  be  drawn  from  the  school  fund,  un- 
less the  same  has  first  been  appropriated  by  the  said  school 
board;  and  no  appropriation  of  money  shall  be  made,  to  be 
paid  out  of  said  school  fund,  unless  the  money  shall  actual- 
ly be  in  the  treasury  to  meet  the  draft;  and  if  any  appro- 
priation shall  be  made,  and  there  shall  not  be  money  in 
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the  treasury,  at  the  time  of  making  said  appropriation, 
with  which  to  pay  the  same,  the  members  of  the  school 
board  voting  therefor  shall  be  individually  liable  to  any 
party  injured  for  the  amount  of  damage  sustained  in  con- 
sequence thereof. 

§  19.  If  the  president,  or  any  member  or  members  of  the 
Bchool  board,  shall  be  or  become  interested,  directly  or  in- 
directly, in  any  contract  with  the  school  board,  his  or  their 
seat  shall  be  vacated,  and  shall  be  so  declared  by  the  said 
board,  and  entered  on  their  journal,  and  the  contract  shall 
be  held  and  considered  a  nullity;  and  in  the  event  that  the 
city  clerk,  treasurer,  or  any  other  city  officer,  being  or  be- 
coming so  interested,  he  shall  be  forthwith  removed  from  of- 
fice by  the  city  council,  and  the  contract  shall  be  held  and 
considered  void,  except  that  the  school  board  shall  remove 
its  collector  or  clerk  for  the  same  offense. 

§  20.  The  contracts  made  for  purchases  of  property,  or 
for  work  to  be  done,  or  for  improvements  to  be  made  in 
any  year,  shall  not  exceed,  in  amount,  the  revenue  and 
available  means  of  the  school  board  for  that  year,  over 
and  above  the  ordinary  disbursements,  unless  by  the  con- 
currence of  three-fourths  of  the  members  of  the  said  board. 

§  21.  The  city  council  shall  have  power  to  license,  tax, 
and  regulate  all  carts,  wagons,  drays,  hackney-coaches, 
carriages,  and  other  vehicles  used  for  hire  in  said  city. 

§  22.  The  city  council  is  hereby  empowered  and  author- 
ized to  take  up  and  remove  any  street  alley,  or  other  pub- 
lic improvement,  that  they  are  authorized  to  make,  at  the 
cost  of  the  property  holders  owning  lots  fronting  the  same, 
which  has  been  made,  or  which  hereafter  may  be  made, 
by  order  of  said  council,  without  having  followed  the  re- 
quirements of  the  charter  so  strictly  as  to  make  the  ex- 
pense and  costs  of  the  improvements  a  tax  and  lien  upon 
the  lots  frotlting  the  same,  as  provided  in  said  charter: 
Providcdy  That  the  owner  or  owners  of  any  lot  or  lots  or 
parts  of  lots  so  fronting  such  improvement,  shall  fail  or  re- 
fuse to  pay  for  the  expense  of  making  the  same  when  en- 
closed or  requested  so  to  do  by  said  council.

\$^i,  CHAPTER  213. 

AN  ACT  to  legalise  and  pay  off  the  debt  of  Braeken  Cotintr. 

Whereas,  the  county  court  of  Bracken  county,  by  varions 
acts  of  the  Legislature,  were  authorized  to  borrow  money 
to  be  used  in  the  construction  of  turnpike  roads,  bridg^es, 
and  public  buildings,  in  and  for  the  use  of  said  county;  - 
and  the  said  county  court  having  borrowed  from  divers 
persons,  and  expended  for  the  above  purposes,  about 
thirty-three  thousand  dollars,  and  to  pay  a  portion  of  the 
same  have  borrowed  from  divers  other  persons,  and  ap- 
plied the  pfoceedd  thereof  to  the  payment  of  the  same,  and 
interest  thereon,  at  a  rate  not  exceeding  ten  per  cent- 
■  thereon — the  evidence  and  teoor  of  said  indebtedness  be- 
ing shown  by  the  records  of  said  court — therefore, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Oenercd  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  said  acts  and  orders  of  said  county  court, 
borrowing:  said  sums  of  money,  be  and  are  hereby  made 
legal  and  binding  between  the  said  county  court  and  the 
parties  loaning  the  money. 

§2.  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  said  county  court,  at 
any  term  thereof,  to  borrow  any  money  necessary  to  pay 
off  and  discharge  said  indebtednens,  which  is  now  due,  or 
shall  thereafter  become  due,  at  a  rate  of  interest,  payable 
annually,  not  exceeding  ten  per  centum  per  r.nnum,  tor 
any  term  not  exceeding  ten  years;  and  said  court  may  re- 
new their  said  obligations  for  the  same  to  the  parties  to 
whom  th^  same  is  due,  for  such  time,  and  at  such  rate  of 
interest,  as  they  may  agree  upon,  not  exceeding  ten  years, 
and  ten  per  centum  per  annum  thereon,  interest  payable 
annually. 

§^.  That  whenever  the  county  court  shall  agree  with 
the  party  creditor  of  the  county  to  renew  his  loan  the  old 
obligation  shall  be  surrendered  up  and  cancelled  by  an 
order  upon  its  records,  and  the  new  one  thereon  noted,  and 
a  bond  or  bonds,  stipulating  the  conditions  of  said  loan, 
shall  be  issued  by  the  clerk,  subscribed  by  the  presiding 
judge  of  the  court,  and  attested  by  the  clerk  with  the  seal 
of  said  court  afGxed;  and  when  said  court  shall  make  a 
new  loan,  as  authorized  by  this  act,  a  li)ce  bond  shall  be 
issued  to  the  party  making  said  loan,  by  the  court,  so  soon 
as  the  money  shall  have  been  paid  into  the  treasury  of  the 
county,  and  the  same  is  so  reported  by  the  county  treas- 
urer to  said  court;  all  of  which  bonds  shall  be  assignable 
by  the  payee,  by  his  indorsement  thereon,  to  any  person  * 
whomsoever,  to  whom  all  the  rights  of  the  payee  shall  pass; 
which  shall  be  noted  of  record  by  the  court  upon  its  pre- 
sentation by  the  holder. 

§  4.  That  the  county  court,  at  any  term  thereof  shall  as 
the  interest  on  said  bonds  or  other  obligations  of  the  county 
for  borrowed  money  become  due,  by  an  order  upon  it^  re- 
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cords,  direct  the  payment  thereof  by  the  treasurer,  out  of        1864. 
any  money  in  the  treasury. 

§  6.  That  the  county  court,  at  its  court  of  claims  each 
year,  a  majority  of  all  the  justices  of  the  peace  of  the 
county  concurring,  may  levy  a  tax  upon  all  the  property  in 
the  county  subject  to  taxation  for  State  revenue,  not  ex- 
ceeding five  cents  on  the  one  hundred  dollars  worth  or 
property,  in  addition  to  the  tax  now  imposed  by  law  for 
that  purpose,  for  the  payment  of  the  debt  aforesaid,  which 
shall  be  collected  by  the  sheriff  as  the  State  revenue  is  now 
collected,  and  for  the  same  compensation,  together  with 
the  county  levy.

^  1.  That  J.  C.  Wilmore,  Thomas  Crutcher,  John  S. 
•ammfaB?cio?  Brouough,  Thos.  K.  Letcher,  William  Brown,  Geo.  Brown, 
iwfBtepoir«ra.     John  B.  Wallace,  William  H.  Mathews,  Andrew  Hemphill, 

L.  Moreau  Brown,  be  and  they  are  hereby  made  a  body 
politic  and  corporate,  in  law,  under  the  name  and  style  of 
the  "Nicholasville  Cemetery  Company;"  and  by  that  name 
shall  be  able  and  capable  in  law  to  have  and  use  a  com- 
mon seal,  to  sue  and  be  sued,  and  do  all  such  things  as  are 
uaij  pai«iiMe  incident  to  a  corporation.  The  said  company  shall  have 
"■*•  DOwer  to  purchase  any  quantity   of  land,  not   exceeding 

nflty  acres,  in  the  county  of  Jessamine,  and  receive  a  con- 
veyance of  the  same,  with  such  covenant  of  warranty  as 
they  may  think  proper.  The  land  and  appurtenances, 
when  conveyed  to  the  said  corporation,  shall  be  held  solely 
and  exclusively  for  a  cemetery  and  ornamental  grounds 
connected  therewith,  and  shall  never  be  alienated,  sold,  or 
nsed  by  said  corporation  for  any  other  purpose  than  burial 
lots  as  hereinafter  prescribed.    But  the  said  corporation 
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may  have  the  necessary  houses,  for  the  rearing  of  plants 
and  flowers,  and  portions  of  the  grounds  may  be  used  by 
the  superintendent  for  horticultural,  floral,  and  other  like 
purposes:  Provided,  The  same  is  used  in  a  manner  not  in- 
consistent with  the  reverence  and  respect  due  to  the  ceme- 
tery of  the  dead. 

§  2.  The  said  grounds,  fixtures,  shrubbery,  and  everything 
growing  therein,  shall  not  be  subject  to  State  revenue,  nor 
shall  the  ground,  after  it  has  been  fully  paid  for,  be  sub- 
ject to  be  levied  on  or  sold  by  judgment,  execution,  or 
decree,  for  any  other  debt  or  caude  whatsoever.  No  road 
or  passway  shall  be  opened  through  said  grounds,  unless  by 
consent  of  the  company.  The  said  company  may  receive 
and  take,  by  devise  or  bequest,  any  legacies  that  may  be 
devised  to  them,  to  be  appropriated  to  the  improvement, 
•  ornament,  and  beautifying  of  said  cemetery  and  grounds. 
§3.  A  majority  of  the  above  named  persons,  or  of  the 
survivors  of  them,  shall  have  full  power  and  authority  to 
appoint  a  board  of  seven  trustees,  who  shall  elect  one  of 
their  number  a  chairman;  said  trustees  shall  remain  in 
office  until  their  successors  are  qualified,  and  have  power 
to  fill  any  .vacancies  that  may  occur  in  their  body  by  death, 
resignation,  or  removal.  The  term  for  which  the  first 
board  of  trustees  shall  serve  shall  be  designated  and  limi- 
ted by  those  who  appoint  them  as  above.  Aflter  the  first 
board  of  trustees  have  been  appointed,  and  have  qualified, 
they,  and  their  successors  in  office,  shall  exercise  all  the 
'  corporate  powers  of  the  corporation.  The  seven  trustees 
shall  afterwards  be  elected  once  in  every  five  years,  by  a 
majority  of  the  shareholders  who  vote,  due  notice  of  the 
time  and  place  of  voting  being  first  given  by  publication  in 
some  newspaper  printed  in  said  town,  or  in  some  neigh- 
boring town,  and  the  election  shall  beconducted  by  judges 
appointed  by  the  board  then  in  ofiice.  The  trustees,  thus 
elected,  shall  remain  in  office  five  years,  and  until  their 
successors  are  qualified.  If  anything  should  prevent  an 
election  within  the  prescribed  time,  a  majority  of  the  trus- 
tees in  office  shall  have  the  power,  and  it  shall  be  their 
duty,  to  call  a  meeting  for,  and  cause  an  election  of,  their 
successors  as  soon  afterwards  as  convenient.  The  trustees 
shall  at  all  times  have  the  power  to  fill  any  vacancy  that 
may  occur  in  the  board  by  death,  resignation,  of*  removal. 
Death  or  removal  from  the  county  of  Jessamine,  or  resig- 
nation, shall  vacate  the  seat  of  a  trustee.  Four  trustees, 
or  the  chairman  and  three  trustees,  shall  constitute  a  quo- 
rum for  the  transaction  of  business. 

§  4.  The  trustees  shall  keep  a  regular  record  of  their  pro- 
ceedings, and  of  all  sales,  transfers,  and  disbursements; 
and  shall  always  preserve  an  accurate  map  and  survey  of 
the  grounds  and  lots,  and  have  the  same  recorded  in  the 
clerk's  office  of  the  Jessamine  county  court.    Each  trustee, 
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before  he  enters  on  the  doty  of  his  office,  shall  make  oath 
before  some  officer  competent  to  administer  the  same,  that 
he  will  faithfully  discharge  the  duties  of  a  trustee,  accord- 
ing to  the  best  of  his  ability,  and  will  not  be  influenced  in 
bis  conduct  as  trustee  by  sectarian  or  political  partialities. 

§  5.  As  soon  as  the  ground  is  purchased,  and  the  trustees 
qualified,  they  shall  have  power  to  lay  out  and  ornament 
the  same;  and  from  time  to  time  alter,  repair,  and  add  such 
buildings  and  fixtures  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  use  or 
ornament  of  the  cemetery  grounds;  and  for  this  purpose, 
and  for  the  purpose  of  defraying  the  incidental  expenses  of 
the  corporation,  shall  apply  the  funds  belonging  to  the 
same.  They  shall  have  power  to  lay  off,  sell,  and  convey 
burial  lots,  either  at  public  or  private  sale;  to  make,  from 
time  to  time,  by-laws  and  regulations  for  the  management 
and  control  of  the  cemetery  grounds  and  graves,  and  the 
mode  of  ornamenting  the  same,  and  regulate  the  mode  in 
which  bodies  shall  be  interred,  and  make  such  other  by- 
laws and  regulations  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  purposes 
of  the  corporation;  they  shall  have  full  power  to  enter  upon 
and  remove  any  ornaments,  fixtures,  or  shrubbery  that  may 
be  placed  on  or  around  the  graves,  against  the  by-laws  and 
regulations  of  the  corporation;  they  shall  have  the  power 
to  appoint,  from  time  to  time,  such  superintendents,  and 
other  officers,  as  they  may  think  necessary,  and  take  from 
them  such  bond  as  may  be  required. 

^  6.  The  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  lots,  and  all  money  that 
may  come  to  the  corporation  from  any  other  source,  shall 
be  applied,  first  to  reimburse  those  who  have  made  ad- 
vancements for  the  original  outlay  and  purchase  of  the  es- 
tablishment, and  shall  afterwards,  in  all  time  to  come,  be 
applied  to  ornament  and  improve  the  grounds,  and  to  de- 
fray incidental  expenses.  When  a  burial  lot  is  purchased 
the  trustees  shall  give  a  certificate  thereof,  under  the  hand 
of  the  chairman,  or  seal  of  the  corporation,  which  shall 
vest  the  purchaser  with  title,  ^he  title  may  be  trans- 
ferred according  to  such  rules  and  regulations  as  may  be 
prescribed  by  the  by-laws  of  the  corporation,  but  in  no 
other  manner.  If  not  transferred  by  the  grantee  it  shall 
descend  or  pass  by  devise  as  other  real  estate.  Such  lots 
shall  never  be  used  for  any  other  purpose  than  burial  lots, 
and  if  applied  to  any  other  use  the  title  shall  revert  to  the 
corporation,  unless  the  trustees  agree  to  such  other  appli- 
cation of  such  lot. 

§7.  If  any  person  shall  forcibly,  and  without  lawful  au- 
thority, violate  any  of  the  grave.^  of  the  dead,  or  deface 
any  of  the  tombstones,  monuments,  or  inclosures,  or  injure 
any  of  the  grounds,  shrubbery,  fixtures,  or  buildings,  or  in 
any  manner  damage  any  of  the  grounds  of  the  corporation, 
such  person  or  persons,  so  offending,  besides  being  liable 
t^  any  indictment  for  a  misdemeanor,  and  punishable  ac-

cording  to  the  discretion  of  a  jury,  shall  be  liable  to  the        1864. 
corporation  in  an  act  of  trespass;  and  the   damages,  when 
recovered,  after  paying  expenses,  shall  be  applied   by   the 
corporation  to  restore  as  far  as  possible  any  injury  that  has 
been  done.

Be  it  enacted  ly  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth

§  1.  That  the  county  court  of  Bracken  county  shall,  in  the    commiMioiisn 
month  of  Jupe  every  two  years,  appoint  a  commissioner  of   *o^®»pp«^»»*«<*« 
roads  in  said  county,  who  shall  take  the  following  oath  or 
affirmation,  to- wit:  ''I,  A.  B,  do  solemnly  swear  or  affirm,        oath. 
(as   the  case  may  be,)  that  I  will  fairly  and  impartially,  to 
the  best  of  my  skill  and  "ability,  perform  the  duty  of  road 
commissioner,  during  my  continuance  as  such,  according  to 
law.'^     And  the  said  commissioner  shall,  at  the  same  time,     TogiTebond. 
enter  bond  with   good  security,  to  be  approved  by  said 
court,  payable  to  the  Commonwealth  of  Kentucky,  for  the 
faithful  performance  of  his  duty,  as  commissioner. 

§  2.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  commissioner  to      Preeinou  «■<! 
divide  the  county  into  convenient  road  precincts,  and  re     <*▼•»••»• 
commend  to  the  county  court  for  appointment,  suitable  per- 
sons as  overseers,  in  each  precinct,  whose  duty  it  shall  be 
to  cause  the  roads  in  his  precinct  to  be  improved  and  kept 
in  repair  agreeably  to  law.

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§  3.  That  it  shall  be  the  daty  of  the  clerk  of  the  coanty 
court  of  said  county  of  Bracken,  to  make  out,  for  the  said 
commissioner,  a  copy  of  books  of  the  commissioner  of  tax, 
and  furnish  the  same  to  him,  on  or  before  the  1st  day  of 
July  in  each  year;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  road  com- 
missioner, ^on  or  before  the  Ist  day  of  September  in  each 
year,  to  furnish  each  overseer,  appointed  by  the  county 
court,  the  boundaries  of  their  respective  precincts,  with  a 
transcript  of  so  much  of  said  commissioner's  books  as  will 
embrace  all  the  persons  and  property  within  the  bounds  of 
his  precinct,  showing,  in  an  appropriate  column,  the 
amount  of  revenue  to  be  paid  by  each  individual  within 
the  bounds  of  his  precinct,  at  a  rate  to  be  fixed  by  said 
commissioner,  subject  however  to  the  revision  of  the  coun- 
ty court  at  its  court  of  claims,  not  exceeding  ten  cents  on 
the  one  hundred  dollars,  and  add  to  that  revenue  a  poll 
tax  upon  each  white  male  tithable  within  said  county,  and 
upon  each  male  amongst  the  free  negroes  and  mulattoes 
and  slaves  over  sixteen  years  of  age,  within  said  county, 
not  exceeding  one  dollar  and  fifty  cents;  and  each  over- 
seer shall  c#l  upon  thr.  individuals  within  his  precinct  to 
work  upon  the  particular  road  of  which  he  is  overseer, 
until  each  person  liable  to  a  revenue  or  poll  tax,  as  afore- 
said, shall  have  worked  upon  said  road  a  length  of  time 
equal  to  one  day  for  every  one  dollar  to  which  such  tax 
shall  amount,  or  two  dollars  and  fifty  cents  per  day  for  two 
horses  and  plough,  or  wagon,  and  fifty  cents  additional  for 
each  extra  horse,  including  the  driver;  and  this  estimate 
shall  determine  the  quantity  of  work  due  upon  the  road 
by  each  person  liable  to  the  same:  Provided,  That  the 
county  court  of  said  county  may  exempt  any  person  from 
the  whole  or  any  part  of  the  labor  which  would  be  due  by 
the  aforesaid  estimate,  to  be  limited  as  to  time  by  the 
court,  and  not  retrospective  in  its  efiects.  That  the  labor 
to  be  done  may  at  all  times  be  performed  by  able-bodied 
substitutes;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  overseers  to 
dock  any  individual,  at  the  rate  of  ten  cents  per  hour,  for 
every  hour  he  shall  willfully  idle  away;  and  the  overseer 
shall,  within  ten  days,  notify  said  delinquent  of  the  amount 
and  intent  of  the  sum  docked.  The  county  court  shall  have 
power  to  strike  out,  for  good  cause,  any  sums  for  which 
the  hands  may  be  docked.  That  the  whole  of  the  labor 
due  by  any  individual  shall  be  payable  in  one  road  pre- 
cinct convenient  to  his  place  of  residence,  if  he  resides  in 
the  county;  and  where  he  resides  out  of  the  county,  the 
sheriff  shall  collect  the  amount  due  by  him  as  he  now  col- 
lects the  revenue  of  the  State:  Provided,  That  nothing  in 
this  act  shall  effect  the  person  or  persons  of  those  residing 
within  the  limits  of  any  incorporated  town  or  city  in  said 
county,  but  the  property  of  persons  residing  within  said 
incorporated  towns  or  cities,  which  shall  be  situated  with- 
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oat  the  limits  of  such  incorporations,  shall  be  liable  to  sach 
tax,  and  the  same  shall  be  assessed  by  the  commissioner, 
and  placed  upon  some  convenient  road  precinct  in  said 
county. 

§  4.  That  the  road  overseers  shall,  on  or  before  the  1st 
Monday  in  July  in  each  year,  return  to  the  commissioner 
the  list  delivered  to  him,  with  the  amount  of  work  done  by 
each  person  upon  said  list;  and  for  his  failure  to  return 
said  list,  with  the  credits  as  aforesaid,  he  shall  be  fined, 
after  ten  days  notice  to  him,  one  dollar  for  each  day  he 
shall  fail  or  refuse  to  return  the  same,  after  the  said  1st 
day  of  July,  to  be  assessed  by  the  county  court  upon  the 
information  of  the  commissioner.  The  commissioner  shall, 
at  the  July  term  of  the  county  court  in  each  year,  report  to 
the  county  court  a  list  of  overseers  in  the  county,  together 
with  the  names  of  those  who  have  failed  to  return  their 
lists  as  aforesaid.  And  he  shall,  in  each  year,  deliver  to 
the  sheriff  of  the  county  a  list  of  all  those  who  have  fail- 
ed to  work  out  the  amount  of  their  taxes,  and  the  amount 
which  each  delinquent  owes — the  list  to  be  furnished  the 
sheriff  on  or  before  the  1st  day  of  September  in  each  year 
— and  take  the  sheriffs  receipt  therefor.  The  sheriff  shall 
proceed  to  collect  from  delinquents  the  amount  placed  in 
his  hands  by  the  commissioner,  together  with  ten  per  cent, 
and  his  fees  allowed  for  such  collections,  additional;  and 
for  his  failure  to  collect  and  pay  over  the  same,  he  shall 
be  liable  in  the  same  manner  that  he  is  now  liable  for  a 
failure  to  collect  and  pay  over  the  county  levy;  and  for  his 
services  in  collecting  the  delinquent  list,  the  sheriff  shall 
have  the  same  commission  as  now  allowed  by  law  for  col- 
lecting the  county  levy.  The  commissioner  shall  report  to 
the  county  court  the  -amount  leceived  by  him  from  the 
sheriff,  and  shall,  as  far  as  practicable,  caused  to  be  ex- 
pended in  each  precinct  the  amount  collected  from  delin- 
quents in  that  precinct. 

§  5.  That  overseers  of  roads  shall  be  liable  to  present- 
ments and  fines  as  by  the  general  laws  of  the  State;  and 
the  commissioner  shall,  for  a  failure  to  discharge  any  of 
the  duties  required  of  him,  be  liable  to  presentment  or  in- 
dictment by  the  grand  jury,  and  to  be  fined  at  the  discre- 
tion of  a  jury.  The  county  court  may  at  any  time  appoint 
more  than  one  commissioner  of  roads  in  said  county,  desig- 
nating the  district  of  each,  all  of  whom  shall  be  liable  as 
heretofore  set  forth  for  any  delinquency,  to  be  assessed 
against  those  only  who  may  be  found  delinquent;  and  the 
county  court,  may,  M  any  time,  fill  any  vacancy  that  may 
occur  in  the  office  of  road  commissioner  by  death,  resigna- 
tion or  otherwise.  The  commissioner,  shall  for  his  services, 
receive  a  reasonable  compensation,  to  be  fixed  by  the 
county  court  at  the  court  of  claims,  and  paid  out  of  the 
county  levy.

CHAPTER  260. 
AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  City  of  Ludlow. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commnowealth 
of  Kentucky: 

ARTICLE  I. 

§  1.  That  the  city  of  Ludlow  is  hereby  established  and 
M^£»aiida^f^    incorporated,  upon  a  tract  of  land  fronting  upon  the  Ohio 

river,  in  Kenton  county,  Kentucky,  being  bounded  as  fol- 
lows, viz:  Commencing  in  the  Ohio  river,  where  the  west- 
ern line  of  the  incorporated  village  of  West  Covington,  if 
extended  north,  would  intersect  the  boundary  line  between 
Ohio  and  Kentucky;  thence  southwardly  to  and  along  the 
west  line  of  West  Covington,  to  a  point  about  2,000  feet, 
more  or  less,  south  of  the  river  bank,  and  where  a  line  run- 
ning parallel  to  Etm  street,  and  distant  therefrom,  meas- 
ured at  right  angles  thereto  2,100  feet,  would  intersect  said 
West  Covington  line;  thence  south  67  dg's  west  parallel  to 
Elm  street,  for  about  5,600  feet,  more  or  less,  to  the  creek 
known  as  Pleasant  Run,  on  the  east  side  of  Bromley; 
thence  northwest,  along  said  creek,  and  to  a  point  opposite 
the  mouth  of  same,  in  the  dividing  line  between  Ohio  and 
Kentucky;  thence  along  the  State  line  to  the  place  of  be- 
ginning, and  by  the  said  name  and  style  of  the  '*City  of 
Ludlow;'*  said  city  shall  have  perpetual  succession,  with 
full  power  to  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded, 
contract  and  be  contracted  with,  and  to  have  and  use  a 
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common  seal,  and  to  break,  ohange,  alter,  or  renew  the 
same  at  pleasure. 

§  2.  The  officers  of  said  corporation  shall  consist  of  aboard 
of  six  councilmen — two  from  each  ward — and  a  president  of 
the  same,  a  mayor,  and  marshal,  and  such  other  officers  as 
Baid  board  of  councilmen  may  create  or  appoint  from  time 
to  time.  The  members  of  said  council,  the  president  of 
the  same,  the  mayor,  and  the  marshal,  to  be  elected  by  the 
qualified  voters  of  said  city;  and  all  other  officers  to  be 
appointed,  and  their  duties  and  term  of  office  defined, 
compensation  fixed,  and  bond  and  security  for  the  good 
performance  of  their  several  duties  required,  by  said  coun- 
cil; and  the  officers  so  appointed  shall  be  subject  to  remo- 
val by  the  council  whenever  they  should  deem  it  necessa*- 

ry. 

§  3.  That  A.  B.  Latta,  Erasmus  Gest,  and  John  Hooper, 
or  a  majority  of  them,  are  hereby  appointed  commission- 
ers, with  full  power  to  hold  the  first  election  for  the  said 
elective  officers  named  in  the  foregoing  section,  on  the  4th 
Saturday  in  March,  1864,  which  said  officers,  at  said  elec- 
tion provided  for  herein,  shall  be  voted  for  and  elected  from 
the  city  at  large,  by  those  who  are  qualified  to  vote  for 
representatives,  and  reside  in  said  city,  the  said  commis- 
sioners having  first  given  reasonable  notice  of  the  time 
and  place  of  holding  said  election;  and  the  candidates  re- 
ceiving, at  said  election,  the  largest  number  of  votes 
polled  for  the  respective  offices  shall  be  deemed  duly  elect- 
ed, and  shall  hold  their  offices  until  the  regular  election 
hereinafter  provided  for,  and  their  successors  be  qualified. 

§  3.  After  the  election  provided  for  in  section  3,  shall 
have  been  held,  the  regular  annual  election  of  said  city, 
thereafter,  shall  be  held  on  the  first  Saturday  in  December 
of  each  second  year,  for  members  of  the  council,  who  shall 
hold  their  offices  for  the  term  of  two  years,  and  until  their 
successors  shall  be  elected  and  qualified. 

§  5.  If,  from  any  cause,  the  regular  election  shall  not  be 
held  on  said  first  Saturday  in  December,  the  corporation 
shall  not  thereby  be  dissolved,  but  the  council  in  office  shall 
order  an  election  to  be  held,  at  such  time  as  they  shall 
deem  proper,  as  soon  after  the  regular  day  as  may  he  pos- 
sible. The  regular  election  shall  be  conducted  under  and 
by  sworn  inspectors,  appointed,  and  their  qualiRcations  and 
requirements  fixed,  by  said  council.  AH  elections  shall 
be  determined  by  a  plurality  of  votes,  and  all  contests 
growing  out  of  elections  shall  be  determined  by  said  coun- 
cil, and  who  shall  order  elections  to  fill  vacancies.  Of  the 
members  of  the  council  elected  in  December,  1864,  one 
from  each  ward  shall  serve  two  years,  and  the  other  for 
one  year;  which  shall  hold  the  longer  term  to  be  deter- 
mined by  lot,  so  that  thereafter  only  one  from  each  ward 
(»Jiiall  be  elected  annually.     The  president  of  the  council 
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1864.       shall  be  eleeted  from  the  city  at  large,  and  shall  aerve  two 

' yearrf  after  the  said  December  election,  to  be  elected  bi-en- 

niallv  thereafter. 
{  6.  That  the  city  shall  have  power  to  purchase,  sell, 
aJd'LSd'pra^    hold,  and  convey  real  estate  within  the  corporate  limits, 
«rty.  such  as  aball  be  deemed  necessary  for  city  purposes;  also 

personal  property  and  stock  in  corporate  companies,  and 
may  receive  conveyances  of  ground,  for  the  purpose  of 
opening,  widening,  or  extending  any  street,  lane,  alley,  com* 
raon,  space,  square,  wharf  or  landing,  or  for  any  purpose; 
and  donations  and  subscriptions  in  money,  or  property,  to 
be  applied  for  such  purposes. 
§  7.  Said  corporation  may  borrow  money,  on  the  credit 
m^miy!  ^"^^   thereof,  and  pledge  any  revenue  for  the  payment  of  the  In- 
terest, and  any  and  all  property,  rights,  and  credits  for  the 
redemption  ot  the  loan,  and  may  issue  bonds  or  certifi- 
cates of  stock  therefor,  of  not  less  denomination  than  $100: 
Provided^  No  loan  shall  be  made  until  a  majority  of  the 
freeholders,  residing  in  said  city,  voting  on  the  question, 
shall  have  consented  thereto:  And,  provided  further^  That 
the  interest  shall  not  exceed  six  per  centum  per  annum, 
nor  the  indebtedness  of  the  city,  at  any  one  time,  exceed 
the  sum  of  $50,000. 
^  7.  Any  person  who  is  a  white  male  citizen  of  the  State. 
^mMOoii  of  ^f  ^Ij^  ^^^  ^^  twenty-one  years,  or  over,  and  who  shall 

have  resided  in  the  corporation  one  year,  and  in  the  ward 
where  he  shall  offer  to  vote  one  week  preceding  the  elec- 
tion, shall  be  a  qualified  voter  within  the  city,  except  in 
the  case  provided  for  in  the  foregoing  section,  when,  in  ad- 
dition to  the  requirements  herein,  he  shall  be  a  freeholder 
as  therein  provided  for. 

ARTICLE  II. 

TBI  COUMOTL. 

§  1.  The  council  shall  have  full  po>yer  to  pass  all  need- 
poi^anS'tfv-    ^"'  by-laws  and  ordinances  for  the  due  and  effectual  ad- 
ministration  of  right  and  justice  in  said  city,  with  full 
power  to  provide  for  the  enforcement,  and  penalties  for  the 
QiBoraa.       infringement  of  the  same.     A  majority  of  all  the  members, 
including  the  president,  shall  constitute  a  quorum  to  do 
business;  and  in  the  election  or  apppointment  of  ofiicers, 
passing  ordinances,  appropriating   or   borrowing  money, 
and  in  the  transaction  of  all  business,  a  majority  of  all  the 
members  elect  shall  concur.     They  shall   hold  their  meet- 
ings once  in  two  weeks,  or  at  such  other  times  as  the  pres- 
ident, or  any  two  members  may  call,  or  to  which  they  may 
have  adjourned,  in  some  public  place,  and  their  delibera- 
tions shall  be  public. 
§  2.  The  council  shall  appoint  a  clerk  of  the  city,  whose 
a«ik,hit4v   duty  it  shall  be  to  keep  a  true  and  correct  record  of  all  the 
roceedings  of  said  council,  which,  for  all  purposes,  shall 
e  deemed  the  public  record?  of  the  city;  and  copies  from 
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said  records,  certified  by  said  clerk,  ah  all  be  evidence  in  all 
courts. 

§  3.  The  council  shall  determine  their  own  rules,  compel 
the  attendance  of  members,  may  punish  them  for  disorder- 
ly conduct,  and  expel  a  member  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of 
all  the  members  elect,  after  five  days  notice,  specifying 
charge.*^,  and  allowing  him  an  opportunity  of  being  heard  in 
defence. 

§  4.  The  council,  and  the  president  thereof,  shall  enter 
into  office,  and  begin  the  discharge  of  their  duties  on  the 
Thursday  succeeding  the  election  at  which  they  are  elect- 
ed; but  before  so  doing  they  shall  each  be  sworn  to  support 
the  constitution  of  the  United  States,  the  constitution  of 
the  State  of  Kentucky,  and  the  charter  of  the  city  of  Lud- 
low, and  that  they  will  well  and  truly  discharge  the  duties 
of  their  respective  offices;  which  oath  may  be  administer- 
ed by  any  one  having  authority,  by  the  laws  of  the  Com- 
monwealth,  to  administer  oaths;  and  a  record  shall  be 
made  on  the  records  of  said  city  that  said  oath  has  been 
duly  administered  as  aforesaid. 

§  5.  That  the  said  city  shall,  for  the  time  being,  be  di- 
vided into  three  wards,  the  limits  of  which  shall  be  fixed 
by  the  council  as  soon  after  the  first  election  as  possible; 
and  the  council  may  rearrange  and  equalize  the  wards 
whenever  it  shall  he  deemed  necessary. 

§  6.  The  council  shall  have  full  power  to  cause  and  pro- 
cure all  the  streets  and  alleys,  market  spaces  and  lanes  in 
said  city  to  be  graded,  McAdamized,  turd  piked,  bouldered, 
curbed,  or  pa\red,  at  the  expense  and  cost  of  the  owners  of 
lots  fronting  or  bordering  on  said  streets,  alleys  and  mar- 
ket spaces  and  lanes:  Provided,  That  the  property  holders 
owning  a  majority  of  front  feet  on  any  street,  alley,  mar- 
ket space,  or  a  majority  of  front  feet  between  any  two 
points  on  any  street,  alley,  or  market*space,  lane  or  side- 
walk, shall,  by  petition  in  writing,  request  the  council  to  or- 
der such  improvement,  then  said  council,  a  majority  of  its 
members  elect  concurring,  shall  order  and  contract  for  said 
street,  alley,  or  market-space,  in  said  petition  described,  to 
be  graded,  paved,  curbed,  McAdamized,  bouldered,  or 
turnpiked  at  the  expense  of  the  owners  of  the  property  on 
said  street,  alley,  or  market  space,  or  part  thereof;  and 
when  said  improvement  shall  be  completed  the  council 
shall  apportion  the  cost  and  expense  equally  on  the  lot 
owners  according  to  the  front  feet;  and  a  lien  is  hereby 
given  on  the  lots  or  parts  of  lots,  for  the  same;  which  costs 
and  expenses  may  be  collected  by  any  one  appointed  by 
the  council  for  the  purpose,  who  shall  have  authority  to 
sell  and  convey  the  lots  or  parts  of  lots,  for  the  same,  ac- 
cording to  such  by-laws  and  regulations  as  shall  be  adopted 
by  the  council.  It  shall  also  have  full  power  to  order  and 
contract  for  such  improvement  as  aforesaid  on  any  street, 
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alley,  or  market  space,  without  the  petition  of  the  proper- 
ty holders  as  aforesaid:  Provided^  That  all  the  members  of 
the  council  elect  concur  therein;  and  the  owners  of  prop- 
erty on  such  street,  alley,  or  market-space  shall  be  liable 
for  the  costs  and  expenses  of  such  improvement  in  front  of 
their  property,  as  though  they  had  petitioned  as  aforesaid: 
Provutedy  howev€i\  That  the  owner  of  any  lots,  or  parts  of 
lots,  sold  for  the  costs  and  expenses  of  such  paving,  curb- 
ing, McAdamizing,  bouldering,  or  turnpiking,  as  aforesaid, 
who  has  not  consented  in  writing  for  that  purpose,  shall  be 
allowed  five  years  to  redeem  the  same,  by  paying  to  the 
purchaser  of  said  lot,  or  part  of  a  lot,  so  sold,  as  aforesaid, 
the  purchase  money,  with  fifty  per  centum  interest  per  an- 
num, and  ten  per  centum  interest  on  all  the  levies  and 
taxes  that  may  have  subsequently  accrued,  and  have  been 
paid  by  said  purchaser;  and  those  who  may  have  consent- 
ed in  writing  may  redeem  at  any  time  in  one  year,  on  pay- 
ment of  the  like  interest:  Provided^  That  infants,  femes  covert^ 
and  persons  of  unsound  mind,  shall  have  one  year  to  re- 
deem, on  like  terms,  after  their  respective  disabilities  shall 
be  removed.  ' 

§  7.  The  council  shall  have  power  to  cause  and  procure 
the  side-walks  in  said  city  to  be  curbed  and  paved  with 
^tone  or  brick,  and  to  apportion  the  costs  and  expenses 
among  the  owners  of  lots  fronting  or  bounding  thereon; 
and  a  lien  is  hereby  given  on  said  lots  to  secure  the  pay- 
ment of  said  costs  and  expenses:  Provided^  That  the  own- 
ers do  not  have  not  have  said  work  done  in  the  manner 
and  within  the  time  prescribed;  and  thecostci  and  expenses 
accruing  under  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  be  col- 
lected in  like  manner  as* those  for  paving  and  turnpiking, 
&c.,  and  the  collector  shall  have  like  autnority  to  sell  and 
convey  the  same,  as  is  provided  for  in  the  foregoing  sec- 
tion, and  the  said  lots,  or  part^  of  lots,  shall  be  liable  to 
redemption  within  one  year  from  the  day  of  sale,  with  fifty 
per  centum  interest  per  annum  thereon,  securing  to  infants, 
femes  covert^  and  persons  of  unsound  mind  the  right,  re- 
spectively, to  redeem  within  one  year  of  the  removal  of 
their  several  disabilities. 

§  8.  Whenever,  at  any  time,  the  streets,  alleys,  or  side- 
walks of  said  city  shall  be  out  of  repair,  the  said  council 
shall  have  power  to  order  the  same  to  be  repaired,  at  the 
expense  of  the  owners  of  lots  opposite  the  places  to  be  re- 
paired, and  the  same  lien  shall  attach,  the  costs  and  ex- 
penses thereof  shall  be  collected  in  like  manner  as  is  pro- 
vided in  the  foregoing  sections. 

§  9.  The  council  shall  have  power  to  establish  a  jail, 
poor  house,  and  work  house,  and  make  all  needful  appoint- 
ments and  regulations  for  keeping  and  conducting  the 
same. 
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g  10.  At  the  election  in  March  next,  a  city  marshal  shall        1864. 
be  elected,  who  shall  exercise  all  the  powers  of  A  constable       cttj  maniimi. 
within  the  jurisdiction  of  said  city,  and  also  such   other   ^\^^^^J!^ 
powers  as  may  be  given  him  by  the  ordinances  of  said 
city.     For  the  duties  of  constable  the   ^larshal  shall  re- 
ceive the  same  fees  as  are  allowed  by  law   to  constables; 
and  for  his  police  services  under  the  ordinances   he  shall 
receive  such  fees  as  may  be  fixed  by  ordinance. 

§11.  The  council  shall  have  exclusive- power  to  estab-       r^hawt^-

lish  and  regulate  markets  and  market-spaces,  wharves,  and  &•. 
docks,  and  to  fix  the  rates  of  wharfage  of  such  wharfs  as 
belong  to  the  city,  and  all  side- walks,  streets,  alleys,  lanes, 
spaces,  and  commons  of  the  city.  They  shall  also  have 
the  exclusive  control  of  the  streets,  side-walks,  lanes,  alleys, 
spaces,  and  other  public  grounds  within  the  corporate 
limits.

in  said  city,  to  erect  school  houses,  and  such  other  public       ^

§  1.  For  the  purpose  of  providing  means  for  the  support 
of  the  municipal  government  of  said  city,  and  for  carrying 
out  and  sustaining  the  various  improvements  provided  for 
in  this  charter,  the  city  council  is  hereby  empowered  to 
assess,  levy,  and  collect  a  tax  upon  such  real  estate,  within 
said  city,  as  may  be  laid  out  into  lots,  or  dedicated  to  tnwn 
purposes,  and  upon  such  personal  estate  as  is  taxed  for 
State  purposes,  not  exceeding  fifty  cents  on  each  one  hun- 
dred dollars  valuation.  They  may  also  assess  and  collect 
a  poll  tax  not  exceeding  one  dollar  and  fifty  cents.  They  ^^nj 
may  also  appoint  an  assessor,  collector,  and  treasurer  for 
said  city,  and  define  their  duties  and  requirements  by  ordi- 
nance. The  collection  of  all  taxes  may  be  enforced  by 
levy,  distraint,  and  sale  in  such  manner,  and  under  such 
penalties,  as  sheriffs  may  in  the  collection  of  taxes,  and  to 
sell  the  real  estate  as  sherifis  may  do  under  executions: 
Provided,  That  theowners  may  have  a  right  to  redeem  the 
real  estate,  which  may  be  sold  for  such  purposes,  at  any 
time  within  three  years,  by  pa}'ing  or  tendering  to  the  pur- 
chaser the  amount  of  his  purchase  money,  together  with  all 
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1864.       tasM  and  levies  which  have  been  aalNieqaently  levied 

thereon  and  fifty  per  centam,  and  after  the  first  year  fif^ 

per  centum  per  annum;  and  when  the  purchaser  cannot  be 
found  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  city  treasurer  to  receive  the 
money  for  him. 

▲BTICLB  IV. 

^1.  The  mayor  of  said  city  shall  hold  his  court  therein, 
■uw^eoBft.  in  such  place  as  the  council  may  provide,  which  shall  be 
styled  the  "Mayor's  Court  of  Ludlow,"  and  which  is  hereby 
declared  a  court  of  record.  Said  court  shall  be  provided 
with  a  seal  which  shall  be  under  the  control  of  the  mayor. 
Copies  and  transcripts  of  the  proceedings  of  said  court, 
signed  and  sealed  by  the  mayor,  shall  be  evidence  in  all 
jvfMtottoB.  courts.  The  jurisdiction  of  said  court  shall  include  the 
limits  of  said  corporation. 

§  2.  The  mayor  shall  have  and  exercise  the  same  power 
and  functions,  within  the  jurisdiction  of  his  court,  as  that 
of  a  magistrate  under  the  general  laws  of  Kentucky.  He 
shall  also  have  power  to  act  as  an  examining  court  in  com- 
miting  persons  to  jail,  or  requiring  them  to  execute  bond 
for  their  appearance  to  the  Kenton  circuit  court,  for  any 
and  all  offenses  that  any  two  magistrates  now  have  juris- 
diction over  under  the  laws  of  the  State;  and  for  all  the 
aforesaid  services  he  shall  be  entitled  to  the  same  fees  that 
magistrates  are  now  entitled  to  under  the  laws  of  this  State. 
He  shall  also  have  and  exercise  all  the  powers  of  a  police 
judge  in  trying  and  punishing  all  ofienses  arising  under 
the  city  ordinances,  and  for  such,  and  all  other  services  he 
may  be  required  to  perform,  the  council  shall  fix  his  com- 
pensation. 

§3.  The  mayor  shall  keep  a  true  and  exact  record  of  aU 

teftT****^   the  proceedings  of  his  said  court,  and  may  act  as  clerk  of 

Qi^^  the  same,  or  may  appoint  a  clerk  to  perform  such  duty. 

But  in  such  event  said  clerk  shall  first  take  an  oath,  which 

y         shall  be  entered  of  record,  that  he  will  faithfully  and  truly 

discharge  the  duties  of  his  office.     It  shall  be  the  duty  of 

said  mayor  to  carefully  keep  and  preserve  all  books,  papers, 

and  records  that  may,  from  time  to  time,  accumulate  in 

said  court. 

§  4.  Appeals  from  the  mayor's  to  the  quarterly  and  cir- 
cuit courts  shall  be  allowed  in  all  cases  where,  in  similar 
cases,  appeals  are  all  :wed  from  magistrates'  courts  under 
the  laws  of  Kentucky,  and  shall  be  taken  in  the  same  way. 

§  b.  Said  mayor,  or  his  clerk,  may  issue  all  needful  pro* 
cess  for  the  transaction  of  the  proper  business  of  his  court; 
and  he  may  fine  and  imprison,  or  either,  for  contempt. 

^  6.  AU  fines  and  forfeitures  in  said  court  shall  be  col- 
lected by  the  marshal,  and  paid  into  the  city  treasury,  for 
th^  use  oC  said  city. 
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§7.  Said  conrt  shall  always  be  open  for  the  trial  of       1864. 
OAiises,  and  hearing  complaints,  and  may  set  causes  for      to  be  »iw%y9 
particalar  days,  and  make  process  returnable  for  any  day  .  op«b* 
therein  named,  or  forthwith,  when  the  nature  of  the  case 
may  require  it. 

§  8.  The  mayor  elected  at  the  March  election,  1864,  shall 
rierve  until  the  next  election  of  county  judge  for  Kenton 
county,  and  then  and  thereafter  the  election  for  mayor  shall 
be  held  at  the  same  time  as  elections  for  county  judges, 
and  said  mayor  shall  hold  his  office  for  the  same  term  that 
county  judges  do. 

§  9.  The  Legislature  reserves  the  right  to  alter  or  amend 
this  charter.

§  1.  That  there  be  and  is  hereby  created  a  body  politic   2?K>we""* 
and  corporate,  by  the  name  of  "The  Newport  City  Fuel 
Company,"  with  perpetual  succession,  and  full  power  to 
contract  and  be  contracted  with,  to  sue  and  be  sued,  and* 
with  all  the  powers  incident  to  such  a  corporation,  and 
may  have  a  corporate  seal.     The  capital  stock  of  the  com-      oapitu  eto«fe. 
pany  sh^ll  not  exceed  one  hundred  thousand  dollars  at  the 
organization  thereof,  but  may,  from  time  to  time,  by  order, 
of  the  board  of  directors,  unanimously  agreeing  thereto,  be 
increased  not  to    exceed  two  hundred  thousand  dollars. 
The  capital  stock  shall  be  divided  into  shares  of  twenty 
dollars  each;  and  the  city  of  Newport,  by  the  action  of  the    aiy  or  Newport 
city  council,  may  take  stock  in  said  company,  and  may   ■•s^  ^**  ■*<>«*• 
provide  for  the  payment  thereof  by  issuing  the  bonds  of 
the  city,  bearing  interest  Or  otherwise,  as  said  council  may 
agree  with  said  fuel  company,  by  its  commissioners  or  di* 
rectors. 

W)  2.  That  Peter  Constans,  Beii.  F.  Taylor,  X.  Sine,  F.  M.  baJfi'to?  «S 
ebster,J.  Hawthorn,  H.  Schriver  and  C.P.Buchanan,  SJi?"**^^ 
or  such  of  them  as  shall  act,  are  hereby  appointed  com- 
missioners to  carry  this  act  into  effect  and  to  organize  said 
company;  and  shall  have  power  to  open  books  for  sub- 
seripttons  of  capital  stock  to  the  company;  and  may  re- 
quire an  instalment  of  not  more  than  five  dollars  on  each 
share,  to  be  paid  at  the  time  of  subscription — the  same  to  be 
paid  to  some  responsible  person  properly  authorized  by  them 
to  receive  it,  who  shall  account  therefor  to  them  or  to  the 
board  of  directors  of  the  oompanyi  and  which  may  be  ap^ 
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plied  bj  said  commissionera  of  the  board  of  directors,  to 
the  expense  of  tlie  organization  of  the  company  so  far  as 
they  find  Qecessary.  When,  in  the  opinion  of  said  com- 
mistfiuners  acting  herein,  a  sufficiency  of  stock  shall  be 
subscribed  to  justify  it,  they  shall  proceed  to  call  an  elec- 
tion of  the  stockholders  for  five  directors  for  said  company, 
first  giving  ten  day's  notice  thereof  in  some  newspaper  of 
general  circulation  in  the  city  of  Newport.  At  all  elec- 
tions the  stockholders  shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote  for  each 
share  held  by  them,  and  may  vote  by  themselves  or  proxy 
duly  authorized  in  writing;  but  after  the  first  election  no 
vote  shall  be  allowed  upon  any  share  of  stock  which  is  de- 
linquent in  the  payment  of  the  calls  that  may  have  been 
made.  Said  commissioners  shall  superintend  said  first 
election,  and  certify  who  is  elected. 

§  3.  Elections  for  directors  shall  be  held  annually,  at 
such  time  and  place,  and  under  such  rules  and  regulations, 
as  shall  be  fix  on  by  the  board  of  directors.  And  all  di- 
rectors shall  hold  their  office  for  one  year,  and  until  their 
successors  are  duly  elected  and  qualified.  The  board  of 
directors  shall  appoint  one  of  their  number  president,  and 
may  fill  any  vacancies  occurring  in  the  board.  A  majori- 
ty of  the  directors  shall  constitute  a  quorum  to  transact 
business;  and  in  the  absence  of  the  president  may  appoint 
one  of  their  number  president  pro  lent.  The  members  of 
the  board  shall  be  stockholders.  The  board  shall  appoint 
some  suitable  persons  secretary  and  treasurer,  and  shall 
require  of  them,  respectively,  bond  and  surety  for  the  faith- 
ful discharge  of  their  respective  duties;  and  may  appoint 
all  such  other  agents  and  officers  of  the  company,  as  they 
may  deem  necessary  to  the  transaction  of  its  business. 
The  board  may,  from  time  to  time,  borrow  money  for  the 
use  of  the  company,  not  exceeding  at  any  time  the  capital 
stock,  and  at  an  interest  not  exceeding  yen  per  cent., per 
annum,  and  may  issue  the  bonds  or  notes  of  the  company 
for  the  same,  in  sums  not  less  than  one  hundred  dollars. 
They  may,  in  the  course  of  the  business  of  the  company, 
buy  or  sell  any  real  or  personal  property  deemed  advisable 
by  the  board  of  directors;  and  in  making  any  deeds  of 
conveyance  by  the  company  the  execution  thereof  by  the 
president  and  secretary  of  the  company  shall  be  sufficient. 
Each  share  of  stock  shall  be  assignable  and  transferable 
by  the  owner  thereof  in  writing;  but  the  purchaser  shall 
not  be  entitled  to  vote  on  such  shares  until  the  transfer 
thereof  has  been  reported  to  the  board  of  directors,  or  to 
the  secretary,  and  noted  upon  the  books  of  the  company. 
The  board  of  directors  shall  have  power  to  pass  all  by- 
laws necessary  to  the  good  government  of  the  company 
and  its  afiairs.     They  shall  keep  a  record  of  the  proceed- 
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ings  of  the  board,  which  shall,  at  all  reasonable  times,  be        1864. 
subject  to  the  inspection  of  any  of  the  stockholders. 

§  4.     The  legislature  reserves  the  right  to  alter,  amend, 
or  repeal  this  charter.  * 

§  5.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  passage.

CHAPTER  252. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  charter  of  the  Harvey  Magaire  Lodge,  No.  209, 

of  Free  and  Accepted  Masons 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  I.  That  the  management  of  the  business  of  said  cor- 
poration shall  be  and  is  hereby  entrusted  to  five  trustees^ 
who  shall  be  annually  elected,  (or  in  case  of  a  failure  to 
elect  shall  serve  until  their  successors  are  elected)  by  said 
lodge  from  among  its  members  on  the  27th  day  of  Decem*

other  purpose,  which  shall  be  binding  and  obligatory  on 
said  lodge  when  made  in  pursuance  of  the  instructions  of 
said  lodge;  and  when  a  vacancy  shall  occur  among  said 
trustees  either  by  death,  removal  from  under  the  jurisdiction 
of  said  lodge  or  ceasing  to  be  a  member  thereof,  the  said 
lodge  may  proceed  at  any  time  to  fill  such  vacancy,  and  the 
lodge  may  for  sufficient  cause  in  their  judgment  remove 
any  of  the  trustees  from  office;  service  of  notice  or  process 
on  either  one  of  said  trustees,  shall  be  sufficient  notice  to 
said  corporation. 

§  2.  The  trustees  of  their  own  body  shall  have  power  to 
elect  their  president,  secretary,  and  treasurer,  and  pass 
such  by-laws,  rules,  and  regulations  not  inconsistent  with 
the  laws  of  this  State,  and  by-laws  of  said  lodge,  as  may 
be  necessary  to  the  management  and  safe-keeping  of  the 
property  and  other  interests  of  said  lodge,  and  may  use  a 
common  seal  or  the  seal  of  said  lodge  in  conveying  real 
estate.  It  shall  be  necessary  for  all  the  trustees  to  join  in 
the  conveyance. 

§  3.  The  said  lodge  may  after  the  passage  of  this  act 
proceed  at  once  to  elect  trustees  for  this  year  to  serve  until 
the  27th  day  of  December  next. 

$  4.  This  act  to  take,  effect  from  its  passage.

Boudaiyof  lor,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  incorporated,  with  the  fol- 
lowing boundary,  to- wit:  commencing  at  Mrs.  Cabbel's,  run- 
ning east  to  Robinson's  creek;  thence  down  said  creek  to 
the  month  of  Slaty  branch,  opposite  J.  B.  Mann  s  house  and 
lot;  thence  north  to  the  beginning. 

§  2.  That  there  shall  be  three  trustees  elected  annually, 
on  the  2d  Saturday  in  April,  for  said  town.

§1.  That  Andreas  Dilling,  Fredrick  Eshel,  John  F.  Ban- 
derman,  and  their  successors  in  office,  are  hereby  created 
a  body  corporate  and  politic,  by  the  name  and  style  of  the 
"Trustees  of  Martin  Luther  Lodge,  No.  3,  American  Prot- 
estant Association,  in  the  city  of  Newport,  Campbell  coun- 
ty," and  by  that  name  shall  have  perpetual  succession, 
with  powers  incident  to  corporations,  for  the  purpose  of 
suing  and  being  sued,  pleading  and  being  Impleaded,  so 
far  as  may  be  necessary  to  protect  the  rights^and  privileges 
of  said  association;  and  said  trustees  may  take  and  hold 
any  quantity  of  land,  not  exceeding  two  acres,  for  the  use 
and  benefit  of  said  association.

Nelson  Flint  is  hereby,  when  so  emancipated,  made  capa- 
ble of  taking  his  mother's  estate  as  heir  and  distributee: 
Provided  however^  That  the  said  Nelson  Flint,  upon  his 
emancipation  as  aforesaid,  shall  be  subject  to  all  the  laws 
now  in  force  in  relation  to  persons  of  his  class  and  condi- 
tion. 

§  2.  That  this  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

§  1.  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  trnstees  of  said  town 
to  reduce  the  width  of  Main  North  street  in  said  town  to 
sixty  feet,  by  taking  therefrom  forty  feet  of  it8  present 
width  on  the  northwest  side  thereof,  and  allowing  the  own- 
ers of  lots  adjoining  said  forty  feet,  so  to  be  taken  off,  to 
extend  their  linee^across  the  same  at  right-angles  up  to  the 
street  as  it  will  then  remain,  sixty  feet  wide,  and  to  hold, 
ase,  occupy,  and  possess,  to  th^m  and  their  heirs  or  assigns 
forever,  the  portions  of  said  forty  feet  thus  to  be  assigned 
to  them:  Provided  however  ^  That  the  quantity  of  ground  now 
owned  by  any  proprietor  binding  on  said  Main  North 
street  shall  not  be  enlarged  by  the  arrangement  herein  pro- 
vided for,  but  such  proprietor  shall  surrender  and  give  up 
as  much  land  as  he  or  she  acquires,  to  the  owners  of  the 
lot  or  lots  which  lie  adjoining  to  the  northwestwardly  side; 
and  the  owners  of  these  lots  shall  likewise  surrender  and 
give  to  the  trustees  of  said  town  forty  feet  in  width  of  their 
lots  on  the  northwestwardly  side,  for  the  purpose  of  open- 
ing a  new  street.  The  fencing  and  enclosing  the  lots  in 
accordance  with  the  foregoing  provisions  shall  be  regarded 
as  conclusive  evidence  of  the  acquiescence  of  all  the  prop-' 
erty  holders  interested  in  this  arrangement;  and  that  forty 
feet  in  width  of  the  lots  in  two  squares  in  said  town,  in  the 
addition  of  fifty  acres  thereto  on  the  river,,  on  the  north- 
westwardly side  thereof,  has  been  dedicated  and  given  up 
for  the  purpose  of  opening  a  new  street,  or  the  extension 
of  Green  street. 

§  2.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  trustees  of  said  town  to 
open  and  extend  Green  street  over  the  forty  feet  in  width 
of  the  lots  acquired  in  the  manner  prescribed  in  the  fore- 
going section,  and  to  acquire  from  J.  R.  Underwood  as 
much  of  his  land  as  will  make  Green  street,  when  extend- 
ed parallel  with  Main  North  street,  fifty  feet  wide,  said  Un- 
derwood proposing  to  give  as  much  of  his  land  as  may  be 
necessary  to  open  and  extend  Green  street  as  far  as  the 
road  leading  down  upon  the  bluff  of  the  river,  and  to  make 
said  street  fifty  feet  wide. 

(  3.  This  .act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

town,  under  the  same  rules  and  regulations,  and  subject  to 
the  same  pains  and  penalties,  which  are  now  by  law  pre- 
scribed in  such  cases.

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  Elias,  a  free  man  of  color. 

Whereas,  Elias,  a  man  of  color,  liberated  by  the  last 
will  and  testament  of  Wm.  K.  Wall,  deceased,  is  the  own- 
er of  some  real  estate  situated  in  the  county  of  Harrison, 
in  thitf  State,  and  has  also  a  considerable  amount  in  choses 
in  action  due  him  in  said  county,  requiring  his  personal 
attention  to  make  sale  and  conveyance  of  his  realty,  and 
to  collect  the  debts  due  him — wherefore, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  AssemJUy  of  tlie  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  Elias,  a  free  man  of  color,  be  and  he  is  hereby 
permitted  and  empowered  to  remain  in  the  State  of  Ken- 
tucky for  the  period  of  two  years  from  and  after  the  Ist 
day  of  February,  1864,  free  from  all  the  penalties  now  pro- 
vided by  law  against  free  negroes  coming  into  or  remain- 
ing in  this  State. 

}  2.  That  this  act  take  effect  from  and  after  its  passage.

AN  ACT  inomrporatiog  the  Washiogtoo  Cemeterj  Company,  in  ICmod 

County. 

Be  U  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
KerUmcky: 

§  1.  That  Henry  W.  Wood,  George  L.  Forman,  Lucien 
B.  Goggin,  Peyton  J.  Key,  Thomas  Parry,  Martin  D.  Steel, 
and  Alexander  Hunter,  be  and  they  are  hereby  created  a 
body  politic  and  corporate,  with  perpetual  succesBion, 
under  the  name  and  style  of  the  *' Washington  Cemetery 
Company;"  and  by  that  name  shall  be  able  to  sue  and  be 
sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  ^nd  they  may  have  and  use 
a  common  seal.  e 

§^2.  That  said  company  shall  organize  by  appointing 
one  of  their  body  president,  and  the  election  of  a  secretary 
and  treasurer;  they  may  appoint  a  sexton,  and  employ 
such  servants  or  laborers  as  may  be  necessary  to  do  all 
such  work  as  they  may  deem  useful  and  appropriate  on 
such  grounds  and  premises,  as  they  may  have  or  acquire  as 
cemetery  property. 

§  3.  The  said  company  shall  have  power  to  dedicate,  as 
a  burial  place  or  cemetery,  such  portion  of  the  ground  sur- 
rounding the  Baptist  church,  in  Washington,  Ky.,  now 
known  as  the  Baptist  grave-yard,  as  they  may  acquire; 
and  also  such  other  grounds,  adUoining  or  near  said  grave- 
yard, as  may  be  necessary  for  the  purpose  of  a  cemetery; 
but  they  shall  not  acquire  title  to  more  than  ten  acres  of 
land.  They  are  hereby  authorized,  either  by  gift  or  pur- 
chase, to  acquire  title,  as  indicated  to  ten  acres  of  land. 
They  may  lay  off  the  cemetery  grounds,  at  discretion,  into 
walks,  avenues,  lots,  &c.;  and  they  may  sell  the  Jots,  or 
otherwise  dispose  of  them,  but  only  for  burial  purposes. 
They  shall  keep  a  record  of  their  proceedings,  and  shall 
make  a  plot  on  their  record,  of  the  cemetery  lots,  walks, 
avenues,  &c.,  and  shall  record  the  sales  of  the  lots,  and 
shall  give  to  every  purchaser  or  grantee  a  certificate  of 
Bi|le  or  grant,  signed  by  the  president,  which  shall  be  a 
good  conveyance  to  him  or  her,  for  burial  purposes,  but  no 
other;  and  such  certificate  may  be  transferrable  by  writing, 
if  the  written  transfer  shall  be  copied  on  the  records  of 
said  company. 

§  4.  The  said  company  may  purchase  and  own  such  per- 
sonal property  as  may  be  necessary  and  useful  for  the 
cemetery. 

§  5.  The  said  company  shall  always  keep  their  cemetery 
grounds  securely  fenced;  and  they  may  use  the  funds  of  the 
company  as  they  may  deem  advisable,  with  a  view  to  the 
proper  improvement  of  the  said  grounds  and  premises,  but 
in  no  other  way. 

§  6.  The  said  corporators,  or  a  majority  of  them,  shall 
have  power  to  fill  any  vacancy  in  their  body,  by  the  ap« 
pointment  of  a  citizen  of  Mason  county. 
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1864.  (  7.  So  long  as  the  said  grounds  and  property  of  the  said 

Bxempt  tTom   oompany  are  ased  solely  for  the  purpose^  of  a  cemetery, 

tuu^onand«z-   i\^q  same  shall  be  exempt  from  taxation  and  from  execa- 

tion  for  debt;  and  no  State  or  county  road  or  town  street 
shall  be  laid  off  through  said  grounds 

§  8.  If  any  person  violate  any  of  the  graves  in  said 
ta^^froandji  Cemetery,  deface  any  of  the  tomb-stones,  monuments,  in- 
*<•  closures  or  fixtures,  or  shall  injure  or  destroy  any  of  the 

shrubbery  or  trees,  or  in  any  manner  commit  any  violence, 
or  do  any  damage  to  any  of  the  property  about  the  said 
premises,  such  person,  if  white,  t^hall  be  liable  to  a  fine  of 
not  less  than  five  dollars,  nor  more  than  fifty  dollars,  re- 
coverable by  said  company  before  a  justice  of  the  peace; 
and  if  a  free  negro  or  slave,  shall  be  liable  to  a  punish- 
ment of  not  less  than  five  nor  more  than  twenty  stripes,  to 
be  inflicted,  after  proper  trial  before  a  justice  of  the  peace. 
§  9.  The  said  company  may  pass  all  needful  by-laws 
I  •wii' "****  ^'    regulating  the  manner  and  times  of  holding  their  meetings,

CHAPTER  272. 
AN  ACT  to  amend  the  Charter  of  Cave  Hill  Cemeterj. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  CamnumtoeaUk 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  said  company  shall  not  hereafter  be  required 
to  execute  conveyances  to  purchasers  of  burial  lots,  but 
may,  in  lieu  thereof,  issue  to  purchasers  certificates,  which 
shall  vest  in  them  the  perpetual  right  to  use  the  lots  pur- 
chased as  a  burial  place  for  the  dead,  and  to  improve  the 
same  at  pleasure,  subject  to  the  rules  and  regulations  of 
the  company.  And  neither  the  lots  heretofore  nor  hereaf- 
ter sold  shall  be  subject  to  execution,  or  in  any  manner  li- 
able for  the  debts  of  the  purchaser. 

^  2.  That  the  lands  of  said  cemetery  company,  and  all 
the  lots  in  the  cemetery  grounds,  shall  be  forever  exempt 
from  taxation. 

§  3.  That  all  the  managers  of  said  company  shall  be 
elected  by  the  lot  owners  voting  in  person.  And  that  ail 
vacancies  which  shall  occur  before  the  day  of  annual  elec- 
tion, shall  be  filled  until  that  day  by  the  board  of  mana- 
gers. 
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§  4.  That  the  duties  of  treasurer  and  secretary  may  be        1864. 

devolved,  by  the  managers  upon  one  person,  and  they  may    

pay  him  an  annual  salary  not  exceeding dollars. 

§  5.  That  in  pursuance  of  the  contract  entered  into  be- 
tween said  company  and  the  city  of  Louisville,  on  the  24th 
March,  185d,  the  company  shall  set  apart  one-iifth  of  the 
proceeds  of  the  sales  of  all  lots,  and  invest  the  same  as 
often  as  may  be  convenient,  so  as  to  create  a  perpetual 
fund  for  the  preservation  of  the  cemetery  grounds,  after  a 
sufficient  revenue  shall  cease  to  be  derived  for  that  pur- 
pose from  a  sale  of  lots;  and  the  principal  of  said  fund,  so 
invested,  shall  never  be  used.  So  much  of  the  5th  section 
of  the  charter  of  said  company,*  as  requires  the  surplus  of 
the  sale  of  lots  to  be  paid  into  the  city  treasury,  is  repeal- 
ed.

CHAPTER  273. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Danville  and  Knob  Lick  Turnpike  Com- 
pany. 

Be  it  enacted  bj/  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  a  company  shall  be  formed,  under  the  name 
and  style  of  the  **l)anville  and  Knob  Lick  Turnpike  Com- 
pany," for  the  purpose  of  forming  and  making  an  artificial 
road,  ten  miles  in  length,  from  Danville  or  from  some  point 
on  the  Danville  and  Lebanon,  or  the  Danville  and  Huston- 
ville  turnpike  road,  into  the  region  usually  called  the  Knobs, 
lying  south  of  said  town. 

§  2.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  be  thirty 
thousand  dollars,  to  be  divided  into  shares  of  fifty  dollars 
each;  and  if  it  shall  be  ascertained  that  the  capital  stock 
is  not  sufficient  to  accomplish  the  object  of  this  act,  then 
the  president  and  directors  may  enlarge  it  to  such  amount 
as  they  may  deem  necessary,  and  open  subscription  there- 
for, in  such  manner  as  they  may  think  proper. 

§  3.  That  books  for  the  subscription  of  stock  in  said  com- 
pany shall  be  opened  on  the  second  Monday  in  March  next, 
or  as  soon  thereafter  as  convenient,  in  Danville,  under  the 
direction  of  Daniel  Yeiaer,  John  A.  Jacobs,  R.  A.  Wash- 
ington, M.  J.  Durham,  and  T.  £.  Quisenberry,  and  who  are 
hereby  appointed  commissioners  for  that  purpose.  Books 
shall  be  opened,  and  subscribers  of  stock  shall  enter  into 
obligation  in  said  books  to  pay  the  sums  subscribed  by 
each  respectively.  Notice  shaM  be  given  in  the  Kentucky 
Tribune  of  the  time  and  place  of  opening  books. 

(  4.  The  trustees  of  the  Kentucky  .Institution  for  the  Ed- 
ucation of  the  Deaf  and  Dumb  are  hereby  authorized  and 
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1664.  enabled  to  sobsoribe  stock  in  said  road,  to  sneh  amoaot  as 
they  may  deem  advisable. 

§  5.  So  soon  as  ten  thoasand  dollars  are  subscribed,  the 
commlMioners  shall  call  a  meeting  of  the  stockholders  by 
public  notice  in  the  Kentacky  Tribune,  and  hold  an  elec- 
tion for  preddent  and  six  directors,  who  shall  hold  their 
office  lor  one  year,  and  until  their  successors  shall  be  duly 
elected;  and  the  provisions  of  the  4th  section  of  the  act  in* 
corporating  the  Danville  and  Hustonville  turnpike  com- 
pany are  hereby  extended  to  this  company. 

§  6.  That  the  provisions  of  an  act,  entitled,  an  act  to  in* 
corporate  the  Danville  and  Hustonville  Turnpike  Com- 
pany, approved  March  i,  1844,  from  the  fifth  to  the  thirty- 
iifth  sections  inclusive,  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  ex* 
tended  to  the  Danville  and  Knob  Lick  Company  hereby 
created.

AN  ACr  to  incorporate  tbe  Spring  Station  Turnpike  Road  Company. 

Be  it  enacted  bg  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
rf  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  a  company  be  and  is  hereby  created,  under  the 
e^rpontonaao  '**"^'  ^^^  ^XyXe  of  the  "Spring  Station  Turnpike  Road 
sBdpowan.        Company,"  which  shall  be  a  body  politic  and  corporate,  for 

the  purpose  of  constructing  a  turnpike  road,  on   tbe  Mc* 
Adam's  plan,  from  a  point  where  the  public  road  leading 
from  the  Cole's  road  to  Spring  Station  intersects  the  Cole's 
road;  thence  along  said  public  road  by  Spring  Station  to 
the  Frankfort*  and   Lexington  pike;  thence   by   the   most 
practicable  route  on  the  lands  br  lines  of  B.  Gratz  and   R. 
A.  Alexander,  James  McKee  and  R.  A.  Alexander,  and 
James  McKee  and  R.  S.  Taylor,  to  the  Versailles  and  Lex- 
ington pike,  at  a  point  near  the  gate  of  W.  J.  Steele,  on 
the  same. 
^  2.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  not  exceed 
otpitoi  irtock.    ten   thousand  dollars,  divided  into  shares  of  fifty  dollars 
each. 
§  3.  Books  shall  be  opened  at  convenient  places,  for  the 
oem^nto  opea    subscription  of  stock  in  said  company,  under  the  direction 

of  H.  H.  Ferguson,  R.  A.  Alexander,  M.  B.  Gratz,  James 
McKee,  D.  C.  Humphreys,  and  Timothy  Hughs,  any  one 
or  more  of  whom  may  procure  a  book  or  books,  in  which 
the  subscribers  of  stock  to  said  company  shall  enter  into 
the  following  obligation:  ** We,  whose.names  are  hereunto 
subscribed,  do  respectively  promise  to  pay  to  the  Spring 
Station  turnpike  road  company  the  sum  of  fifty  dollars  for 
e«ch  and  every  share  of  stock  in  isaid  co'iipany  set  oppo- 
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site  oar  names,  m  sach  manner  and  proportion,  and  at  soch 
times,  as  shall  be  required  by  the  president  and  directors 
of  said  company." 

§  4.  The  book  or  books  shall  be  opened  as  soon  as  said 
commissioners  may  think  proper,  and  remain  so  until  the 
whole  capital  stock,  or  enough  to  complete  the  road,  shall 
have  been  subscribed. 

§  5.  As  soon  as  a  sufficient  amount  to  build  three-fonrtha 
of  said  road  has  been  subscribed,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
commissioners,  or  some  one  of  them,  to  give  notice  of  a 
meeting  of  the  stockholders  of  said  company  at  some  con* 
venient  point,  for  the  purpose  of  choosing  officers,  which 
shall  be  given  by  notices  put  up  at  three  of  the  most  pub- 
lic places  on  the  contemplated  road,  for  at  least  ten  days' 
previous  to  the  meeting;  and  at  said  meeting  at  least  two 
of  the  said  commissioners  must  be  present  to  superintend 
the  election.  There  shall  be  elected  a  president  and  five 
directors,  who  shall  hold  their  office  for  one  year  from  the 
time  of  qualifying,  and  until  their  successors  are  elected 
and  duly  qualified.  The  said  directors  shall  elect  a  treas- 
urer, and  such  other  officers  as  they  may  deem  necessary; 
and  said  treasurer  shall,  before  entering  upon  the  duties  of 
his  office,  execate  bond  with  security  to  be  approved  by 
the  directory,  to  the  eifect  that  he  will  perform  the  duties 
of  his  office,  and  whenever  a  demand  shall  be  made  upon 
him  by  the  directory,  or  their  authorized  agent,  pay.  over 
any  or  all  snms  of  money  that  may  be  in  his  hands  as 
treasurer. 

§  6.  The  stockholders,  at  all  elections,  shall  be  entitled 
to  one  vote  for  each  share  of  stock  in  said  company,  which 
\ote  or  votes  may  be  given  in  person  or  by  proxy. 

§7.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  president  and  directors, 
with  their  superintendents,  engineers  and  workmen,  with 
their  tools,  instruments,  carts,  wagons  and  other  carriages, 
and  their  beasts  of  draught  or  burthen,  to  enter  upon  the 
land  in  and  over,  contiguous,  and  near  to  which  said  road 
shall  pass,  having  first  given  notice  of  their  intention  to 
the  owners  or  occupiers  thereof,  or  their  agents:  Provided^ 
That  if  the  president  and  directors  shall  not  agree  with  the 
owners  of  said  land  over  or  through  which  said  road  is  to 
pass  as  to  damages  the  owner  or  owners  may  sustain  by 
the  road  passing  through  their  lands,  the  president  and  di- 
rectors shall  apply  to  the  county  court  of  the  county  in 
which  said  lands  are  situated,  for  a  writ  of  otf  qiiod  damnum 
to  assess  the  damages  which  may  be  sustained  by  the  own- 
ers of  said  land;  and  the  jury,  in  assessing  the  damages, 
shall  t&ke  into  consideration  the  advantages  and  disadvan- 
tages resulting  to  the  party  claiming  damages  by  the  estab- 
lid^ment  of  said  road;  and  upon  the  payment  or  tender  of 
the  damages  assessed  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  president 
and  directors  to  open  and    make  said    road*  and  dig  and 
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carry  away  any  stone,  gravel,  or  other  material  necessary 
for  the  constructing  or  repairing  said  road,  after  paying  the 
owner  thereof  the  full  value  of  the  same. 

§  8.  The  president  and  directors  shall  take  an  oath,  be- 
fore some  person  authorized  to  administer  the  same,  that 
they  will  faithfully  discharge  the  duties  of  their  respective 
offices  to  the  best  of  their  ability. 

§•0.  That  said  road  shall  have  a  grade  not  exceeding 
three  degrees,  and  the  stone  on  the  same  shall  be  not  less 
than  sixteen  feet  in  width,  and  ten  inches  deep;  the  width 
of  the  road  outside  of  the  metal  on  the  same  shall  be  left 
to,  and  in  the  discretion  of  the  president  and  directors  of 
said  road. 

§  10.  That  the  said  president  and  directors  of  said  road 
shall  be  authorized  to  erect  a  toll-gate  on  said  turnpike 
road,  when  the  same  is  completed  and  examined  by  three 
justices  of  the  peace  no  ways  interested  in  the  road,  who 
shall  be  appointed  by  the  county  court,  who,  with  the  aid 
of  some  competent  person  as  a  civil  engineer,  shall  vjew 
the  road  and  report  its  quality  and  condition.  The  justices 
and  engineer  shall  be  paid  by  the  company  fifty  cents  for 
every  mile  so  examined,  and  twenty-five  cents  for*  every 
fraction  of  a  mile.  Upon  hearing  the  report  and  any  ex- 
ceptions or  proof  that  may  be  made  in  relation  thereto,  if  it 
appear  the  road  has  been  constructed  according  to  law, 
the  court  shall  make  an  order  authorizing  the  erection  of  a 
gate,  and  the  receipt  of  toll  pursuant  to  the  rates  estab- 
lished by  law. 

§  11.  That  said  president  and  directors  shall  have  power 
to  let  out  said  road  to  contractors,  on  such  terms,  and  in 
such  portions,  as  they  may  deem  beneficial  to  the  interest 
of  said  company. 

§  12.  That  that  part  of  the  public  road  known  as  the 
Steel's  road,  leading  from  the  Frankfort  and  Lexington 
pike  to  the  Versailles  and  Frankfort  pike,  (which  is  lateral 
to  this  contemplated  road,)  shall  ilot  be  discontinued  or 
closed  except  by  and  with  the  consent  of  two-thirds  of  the 
persons  residing  upon  or  owning  lands  adjoining  the  same. 

§  13.  That  it  may  be  lawful  for  the  president  and  direc- 
tors of  this  road  to  enter  into  an  agreement  with  the  pres- 
ident and  directors  of  the  Frankfort  and  Lexington  turn- 
pike road,  to  consolidate  said  roads  whenever  they  may 
deem  it  beneficial  to  the  interests  of  the  stockholders  to  do 
so,  and  the  said  president  and  directors  of  the  said  Frank- 
fort and  Lexington  pike  desire  or  are  willing  to  such  con- 
solidation. 

§  14.  That  each  and  every  stockholder  in  said  road  shall 
be  exempt  from  working  or  furnishing  hands  to  work  on 
any  other  road,  to  the  extent  of  one  hand  for  every  two 
shares  or  one  hundred  dollars  of  stock  subscribed  and  paid 
to  said  company. 
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§  15.  That  saidt  company  may  sue  and  be  sued,  plead 
and  be  impleaded,  contract  and  be  contracted,  and  in  all 
litigations  shall  be  dealt  with  as  a  natural  person. 

§  16.  That  the  stockholders  in  said  roftd,  failing  to  pay 
their  calls  when  due,  shall  be  subject  to  suit  in  any  ot  the 
courts  in  this  Commonwealth  having  jurisdiction  of  the 
matter  in  controversy,  they  shall  likewise  pay  ten  per  cent, 
per  annum  interest  thereon  until  paid. 

§  17.  This  act  shall  take-effect  from  and  after  its  passage.

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Town  of  Westport,   in  the  County  of  Old* 

ham. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Genetrd  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  town  of  Westport,  in  the  county  of  Old- 
ham, be  and  the  same  is  hereby  incorporated,  the  bounda- 
ry of  which  is  to  be  as  surveyed  and  laid  off  under  the  di- 
rection of  S.  D.  Lawrence,  and  J.  6.  Ghaimbers,  not  to  con- 
tain over  seventy-five  acres  of  land;  the  plat  of  said  sur- 
vey shall  be  made  out  and  filed  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of 
the  county  court  of  Oldham  county,  and  another  copy  of 
said  survey  shall  be  filed  by  said  Lawrence  and  Ghaimbers 
with  the  trus^tees  of  said  town  of  Westport,  which  plot  of 
survey  shall  form  part  of  their  record. 

k  2.  That  on  the  second  Saturday  in  April,  in  each  year, 
there  shall  be  elected  by  the  qualified  voters  resident  in 
said  town,  five  trustees  in  said  town,  who  shall,  before  they 
enter  upon  the  discharge  of  their  duties,  take  an  oath  be- 
fore sum  justice  of  the  peace  of  said  county,  that  they  will 
faithfully  discharge  the  duties  of  the  office  aforesaid.  That  Bodypoiio^ 
said  trustees,  and  their  successors,  shall  be  a  body  politic  po%«n^'^ 
and  corporate,  and  shall  be  known  as  the  ''Board  of  Trus- 
tees of  the  town  of  Westport;"  and  by  that  name  shall  be 
capable  of  contracting  and  being  contracted  with,  of  suing  • 

and  being  sued,  of  pleading  and  being  impleaded,  in  all     ' 
courts  of  this  Gommonwealth. 

§  3.  That  said  trustees  shall  elect  one  of  their  number  as 
chairman,  who  shall  preside  over  the  deliberations  of  said 
board  when  convened,  and  who  shall  have  power  to  con- 
vene the  board  in  session  whenever  he  may  deem  it  nec- 
essary. The  regular  meetings  of  said  board  shall  be  on 
the  second  Saturday  in  each  month;  but  all  business  trans- 
acted at  a  called  meeting  shall  be  as  valid  as  though  trans- 
acted at  a  regular  meeting:  Provided^  That  there  are  four 
trustees  present  at  the  calie'd  meeting.  At  a  regular  meet- 
ing three  shall  be  capable  of  transacting  business.

■ivBAk«by-  Commonwealth.  They  shall  have  power  to  levy  and  col- 
lect a  tax  upon  the  property  and  tithes  in  said  town,  not 
exceeding  fifteen  cents  on  each  one  hundred  dollars  worth 
of  property,  and  not  exceeding  one  dollar  and  fifty  cents 
on  each  tithe  in  said  town,  to  be  applied  to  the  improve- 
ment of  the  streetSi  alleys,  side-walks,  or  other  improve- 

■ivMitotiiM.    ments  necesssary  therein.     They  shall  have  power  to  pur* 

chase  any  lot  or  piece  of  ground  for  the  use  of  said  town, 
necessary  to  straighten  and  extend  the  streets  therein;  to 
tax  auction  sales,  shows,  and  other  public  exhibitions,  such 
sums  as  they  in  their  by-laws  may  fix.  They  shall  have  power 
to  suppress  tippling-houses  and  gaming;  to  fine  all  those 
who  may  violate  their  by-laws  in  relation  thereto,  any  sum 
not  exceeding  thirty  dollars  for  each  oflTense,  to  be  recover- 
ed before  either  of  the  justices  of  the  peace  residing  in  the 

^    .   .V****    Westport  district.      It  shall  be  the  duty  of  said   board  of 

trustees  to  appomt  a  treasurer,  clerk,  and  such  other  offi- 
cers as  they  may  deem  necessary,  apd  to  take  bond  and  se- 
curity, and  for  a  violation  of  duty  on  the  part  of  any  such 
oflicers,  motions  may  be  made  or  suit  brought,  before  any 
tribunal  having  jurisdiction  thereof;  and  a  majority  of  said 
board  of  trustees  may,  for  proper  cause,  remove  any  oflicer, 
and  appoint  others  in  his  or  their  stead.  That  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  said  treasurer  and  clerk  to  keep  a  record  of  all 
proceedings  which  properly  belong  to  their  respective  offi- 
ces; and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  treasurer  to  render  an 
account  to  said  board  of  trustees  of  all  moneys  received 
and  paid  out  by  him,  whenever  by  them  requested  to  do  so. 
§  5.  That  no  street  or  alley  shall  be  extended  over  the 
land  of  any  person  unless  such  land,  sufficient  so  to  extend 
said  street  or  alley,  shall  have  been  purchased  as  provided 
in  section  4,  or  unless  it  shall  have  been  condemned  as 
provided  in  chapter  84,  section  1,  Revised  Statutes,  in  ref- 
erence to  public  roads;  and  the  proceedings  to  extend  said 
street  or  alley  shall  be  in  strict  conformity  to  said  chapter. 
§  6.  That  no  money  shall  be  drawn  from  the  treasury 
except  by  order  of  the  chairman  of  said  board  of  trustees, 
made  in  pursuance  of  an  allowance  made  by  said  board. 

§7.  That  upon  all  judgments  rendered  by  said  justice  of 
the  peace  in  said  Westport  district,  founded  on  a  violation 
of  the  town  ordinances  or  by-laws,  either  party  shall  have 
the  right  to  appeal,  in  the  same  manner  as  parties  have 
from  judfirmentA  of  justices  of  the  peace  now  hy  law. 
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§  8.  The  constable  resident  in  the  Westport  district  shall 
serve  all  process  and  precepts  to  him  by  either  of  the  jas- 
tices  of  the  peace  resident  in  said  town  district,  and'  collect 
all  executions  and  other  deniands(which  may  be  put  in  his 
hands,  issued  in  accordance  with  the  ordinances  and  by- 
laws of  said  town,  and  account  for  and  pay  over  all  mon- 
eys collected  on  behalf  of  said  town  to  their  treasurer;

board)  and  such  other  officers  as  they  may  deem  proper,

It  may  also  construct  tracks  across 
the  Covington  and  Cincinnati  bridge,  and  the  Newport  and 
Covington  bridge,  by  the  consent  and  agreement  of  said 
companies;  and  may  make  connection  with  such  other 
street  railway  as  may  be  deemed  advantageous  and  pro- 
per; and  may  have  branches,  and  distinct  lines,  and  may 
construct  and  purchase  cars  and  other  equipments  for  said 
road 

§  6.  That  when  said  company  shall  have  constructed  a 
line  upon  any  of  the  streets  of  said  city,  the  city  authori- 
ties shall  not  grant  the  right  to  any  other  company  so  long 
as  this  company  shall  use  the  same,  and  comply  with  the 
terms  and  conditions  of  the. grant.  The  board  of  directors 
may  re-open  the  books  for  subscriptions  to  the  capital  stock 
of  the  company,  and  prescribe  the  terms  of  payment;  and, 
if  necessary,  the  capital  stock  may  be  increased  by  the 
stockholders,  at  any  regular  or  called  meeting  for  that  pur- 
pose; and  in  either  case  due  notice  shall  be  given  to  the 
stockholders  that  such  proposition  will  be  made.  Said 
board  shall  also  determine  the  rates  to  be  charged  upon 
said  roads.

to  said  company,  he  shall  be  confined  in  the  penitentiary 
not  less  than  one  nor  more  than  five  years.  That  for  the 
iiyury  or  destruction  oi  any  other  property  of  said  com- 
pany, the  person  or  persons  found  guilty  thereof  shall  be 
deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  subject  to  a  fine  of 
not  less  than  fifty  nor  more  than  five  hundred  dollars,  or 
imprisonment  in  the  county  jail  not  to  exceed  six  months 
or  both.

the  concurrence  of  the  majority  of  the  justices  aforesaid, 
may  levy  a  tax  upon  the  real  and  personal  estate  in  said 
county  subject  to  taxation  for  revenue  purposes,  sufiicient 
to  pay  the  same;  and  that  all  the  laws  of  the  State,  appli- 
cable to  the  collection  of  the  revenue,  shall  apply  in  the 
collection  of  the  tax  thus  levied:  Provided,  That  such  sub- 
scriptions shall  not  be  made  until  said  court  shall  be  satis- 
fied that  an  amount  of  stock,  sufficient,  with  the  aid  of 
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sach  connty  snbacriptions,  to  complete  each  mile  of  road        1864. 
to  which  Buch  county  subBcriptions  apply,  has  been  taken 
by  private  Bubscriptions. 

$  2.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  282.

Company.

^  3.  If  any  stockholder  in  said  company,  when  notified, 
fail  or  refuse  to  attend  with  the  hands  belonging  to  them, 
prepared  with  suitable  tools  to  work  on  said  road,  they 
shall  be  liable  to  the  same  penalty  that  is  now  allowed  by 
law  for  failure  to  work  on  county  roads,  and  recoverable 
in  the  same  way;  and  any  fines  so  recovered  shall  be  ap- 
plied to  use  of  said  road.

§  1.  That  the  county  judge  of  Laurel  county  shall,   at

•rmUw^^^lMi    point  a  toll-gate  keeper  for  the  Madison  fork  of  the  Wilder- 

ho^TOMitoiM    ness  turnpike  road,  and  an   overseer   or  overseers,  as  he 

may  think  best,  for  the  term  of  twelve  months,  who  shall 
be  required  to  take  an  oath  before  commencing  upon  the 
duties  of  their  office;  and  that  said  county  judge  shall  have 
full  and  entire  control  and  management  of  the  manner  of 
working  said  road;  and  that  if  the  said  judge  think  the  in- 
terest of  the  road  require  it,  shall  have  full  power  and  au- 
thority to  sectionize  the  same,  and  to  regulate  the  number 
of  militia  hands  to  each  section,  if  sectionized,  not  how- 
ever to  list  any  hand  who  lives  over  one  half  mile  from 
said  road;  and  who  shall  be  governed  in  all  respects  by 
the  laws  now  in  force  in  relation  to  county  roads. 
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§  2.  That  all  hands  that  come  under  the  provisions  of 
this  act  as  militia,  shall  not  be  required  to  work  more  than 
four  days  in  any  one  year,  on  said  road,  and  that  said 
hands  shall  be  exempt  from  working  on  any  other  road; 
the  overseer  shall  not  call  out  the  militia  to  work  unless 
there  is  a  deficiency  in  the  proceeds  of  said  road  to  keep  it 
in  repair. 

§3.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  county  judge  of 
Laurel  county  to  take  a  bond  of  the  person  appointed  as 
gate-keeper,  with  approved  security,  in  a  sum  sufficient  to 
cover  all  tolls  that  are  likely  to  be  taken  in  in  any  one 
year;  and  that  the  said  gale-keeper,  so  appointed,  shall  re- 
port upon  oath,  quarterly,  to  the  county  court  of  Laurel 
county,  commencing  on  the  third  county  court  daiV  after  he 
enters  upon  the  duties  of  his  office,  the  full  amount  of  tolls 
received  each  quarter.  That  the  gate-keeper  shall  not  di- 
rectly or  indirectly  buy  any  road  orders  for  a  less  sum  than 
their  nominal  value;  and  for  a  violation  of  this  section  he 
shall  forfeit  the  full  amount  of  the  orders  so  bought,  to  be 
recovered  by  warrant  before  a  justice  of  the  peace,  one- 
half  of  said  fine  to  go  to  the  informer. 

§  4.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  county  judge  of  Lau 
rel  county  to  cause  a  settlement  to  be  made  with  the  com- 
missioners of  that  branch  of  the  road  known  as  the  New 
Hog  road,  and  that  branch  that  leads  to  Goose  Creek  salt 
works;  and  if  there  is  any  proceeds  found  in  their  hands, 
the  said  county  judge  shall  cause  the  same  to  be  expended 
on  said  branch  roads  as  the  law  now  directs,  in  such  a 
manner  as  to  him  may  seem  best  for  the  public  interest; 
and  that  it  shall  be  discretionary  with  said  judge  whether 
or  not  such  sum  as  has  heretofore  been  set  apart  from  the 
tolls  on  the  main  road,  shall  be  expended  or  not  on  the 
branch  roads,  as  has  been  heretofore  provided  for;  if  in 
said  county  judge's  opinion  it  shall  not  be  expedient,  then 
all  shall  be  applied  to  the  main  stem  of  the  road. 

§  5.  That  all  laws  that  come  in  conflict  with  the  provis- 
ions of  this  act  in  relation  to  the  Madison  fork  of  the  Wil- 
derness turnpike  road  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  repealed. 

§  6.  This  act  to  be  in  force  from  its  passage.

Talhott,  Peter  Acker,  and  W.  W.  Gardner,  in  Union  coun- 
ty; Joel  Blackwell,  Daniel  Head,  and  James  R.  Johnston, 
in  Webster  county;  and  Bradford  L.  Porter,  John  B.  Earle, 
T.  G.  Peyton,  and  C.  S.  Green,  in  Hopkins  county.  The 
said  commissioners,  or  any  one  or  more  of  them,  appoint-

additional  poll-tax  of  not  exceeding  $3  upon  each  title  in 
said  county,  and  an  ad  valorem  tax  of  not  exceeding  20 
cents  upon  each  $100  of  taxable  property  in  said  county, 
for  the  purposes  set  forth  in  the  preamble  to  this  act. 

§  2.  That  the  sheriff,  or  other  officer  who  may  be  desig- 
nated to  collect  said  tax,  shall,  before  he  enters  upon  the 
discharge  of  the  duty  herein  set  out,  enter  into  bond,  in  the 
county  court  of  said  county,  for  the  faithful  discharge  of 
the  duties  aforesaid,  with  good  and  sufficient  security,  to 
be  adjudged  upon  by  the  county  court  aforesaid.

and  destroyed  by  rebel  outlaws — therefor,

§  1.  That  the  revenue  which  shall  be  due  and  payable 
to  the  Commonwealth  from  the  county  of  Breathitt  for  the 
year  1864,  except  that  portion  thereof  which  belongs  to 
the  sinking  and  common  school  fund^,  shall,  when  collect- 
ed by  the  sheriff  of  said  county,  be  donated  by  the  State 
to  the  county  of  Breathitt,  and  instead  of  being  paid  into 
the  treasury,  shall  be  paid  over  to  commissioners  appoint- 
ed by  the  county  court  of  said  county,  to  be  by  them  ex- 
pended in  rebuilding  the  court-house,  jail,  and  clerk's  offices 
of  said  county.

pany,''  ifor  the  purpose,  and  with  the  privilege,  of  boring  pe- 
troleum wells  in  Meade  county,  reducing  the  oil  to  its  compo- 
nent elements,  such  as  burning  fluid,  paraphine,  aspbaltom, 
dec,  trading  in  the  oil  in  its  crude  or  refined  state,  and  ship- 
ping it  to  domestic  or  foreign*  ports;  mining  coal;  erecting  fur- 
naces and  forges  for  the  manufacture  of  railroad  and  other 
i^on;  erecting  factories  for  the  manufacture  of  the  textiles, 
vis:  cotton, flax  and  hemp;  factories,  also,  for  the  manufacture 
of  woolen  goods  and  other  mixed  fabrics;  erecting  mills  for 
the  manufacture  of  flour,  and  for  the  sawing  of  lumber, 
erecting  a  dock  yard  at  the  month  of  Doe  Run,  on  the 
Ohio  river,  for  the  repairing,  also,  the  building,  owning  and 
navigating  steamboats.  So  far  as  manufacturing  cotton 
or  woolen  goods,  mining  coal  or  making  iron,  the  privilege 
granted  is  oo-extensive  with  the  State.  Wherever  the 
body  politic  shall  acquire  title  to  suitable  sites  for  water 
power,  either  by  purchase  or  lease,  and  where  the  locality 
is  suitable,  for  mining  coal  or  making  iron,  with  a  like  pur- 
chase or  lease  these  privileges  extend.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  Bland  Ballard,  J.  B.  Smith,  G.  H.  Ellery  Z  M. 
Shirley,  J.  T.  Boyle,  J.  G.  Barret,  and  W.  C.  Hite,  and 
their  successors,  be  and  they  are  hereby  created  a  body 
corporate  and  politic,  by  the  name  of  the  '*  Louisville  City 
Railway  Company,"  for  the  term  of  thirty  years,  with  all 
the  powers  and  authority  incident  to  corporations,  for  the 
purposes  hereinafter  mentioned. 

§  2.  The  corporation  is  hereby  authorized  and  empower* 
ed  to  construct,  maintain  and  operate  a  single  or  double 
track  railway,  with  all  necessary  and  convenient  tracks  for 
turnouts,  side-tracks  and  appendages,  in  the  city  of  Lou- 
isville, and  in,  bn,  over  and  along  such  street  or  streets, 
highway  or  highways  within  the  present  or  future  limits  of 
the  city  of  Louisville,  as  the  general  council  of  said  city 
shall  authorize  said  corporators  so  to  do,  in  such  manner, 
and  upon  such  terms  and  conditions,  and  with  such  rights 
and  privileges,  as  the  said  general  council  may,  by  contract 
or  otherwise,  with  said  corporation  or  any  of  them,  pre- 
scribe; as  provided  in  an  act,  entitled,  ^^An  act  for  the  ben- 
efit of  the  city  of  Lauisville,"  approved  March  2,  1863; 
but  said  corporation  shall  not  be  liable  for  any  baggage 
carried  on  said  railways,  kept  in  and  under  the  care  of  its 
owner,  his  servant  or  agent. 
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^  3.  The  capital  stock  of  the  Louisville  City  Railway 
Company  shall  be  one  hundred  thousand  dollars,  and  may 
be  increased  from  time  to  time,  at  the  pleasure  of  said  cor- 
poration. It  shall  be  divided  into  shares  of  one  hundred 
dollars  each,  and  be  issued  and  transferred  in  such  man- 
ner and  upon  such  conditions  as  the  board  of  directors  of 
said  corporation  may  direct. 

§  4.  The  affairs  of  said  corporation  shall  be  managed  by 
seven  directors,  one  of  whom  shall  be  president,  all  of 
whom  shall  be  stockholders  in  said  corporation.  The  first 
board  of  directors  shall  consist  of  Bland  Ballard,  J.  B. 
Smith,  G.  H.  Bllery,  Z.  M.  Shirley,  J.  T.  Boyle,  J.  6.  Bar- 
ret and  W.  C.  Hite,  who  shall  continue  in  office  until  their 
auccessors  shall  be  eleeted  by  a  majority  in  interest  of  the 
stockholders  of  said  corporation;  and  the  board  of  direct- 
ors chosen  by  the  stockholders  shall  continue  in  office  for 
one  year,  or  until  their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified. 
If  any  of  the  above-named  directors  shall  decline  or  refuse 
to  act,  a  majority  of  the  others  shall  fill  the  vacancy  by  ap- 

Eointing  or  choosing  some  one  else.  They  may  adopt  such 
y-laws,  rules  and  regulations  for  the  government  of  said 
corporation,  and  the  management  of  its  affairs  and  busi- 
ness, as  they  may  deem  proper,  not  inconsistent  with  the 
laws  of  this  State.  *The  said  corporators,  or  any  of  them, 
may  open  books  of  subscription,  and  receive  subscriptions 
to  the  capital  stock  of  the  Louisville  City  Railway  Compa- 
ny, herein  incorporated;  and  such  books  of  subscription 
may  be  opened,  and  subscriptions  received,  at  such  times 
and  places,  and  upon  such  notices  thereof,  as  any  three  of 
said  corporators  may  deem  right  and  proper. 

§  5.  That  at  every  subscription  of  stock  to  the  capital 
stock  of  said  Louisville  city  railway  company,  there  shall 
be  paid  at  the  time  of  subscribing,  to  said  corporation,  or 
such  agent,  as  any  three  of  them  shall  designate,  ten  per 
cent  of  the  amount  so  subscribed;  and  so  soon  as  the  one 
hundred  thousand  dollars  of  capital  stock  is  subscribed,  and 
ten  per  cent  thereof  paid  in,  the  said  corporators,  or  any 
of  them,  shall  give  notice  of  thcr  time  and  place  at  which 
an  election  shall  be  held  for  a  new  beard  of  directors,  who 
shall  hold  and  continue  in  office  as  provided  herein.  The 
board  of  directors  of  said  corporation  may  fill  all  vacan- 
cies in  their  body  which  may  happen  by  death,  resigna- 
tion, or  otherwise,  and  may  make  such  calls  of  payment  of 
stock  as  they  deem  proper,  not  to  exceed  five  per  cent  for 
every  thirty  days. 

§  6.  The  said  corporation  is  further  hereby  authorized  to 
extend  such  railways,  as  they  may  be  authorized  to  con- 
struct under  this  act,  to  any  point  or  points  within  three 
miles  of  the  limits  of  the  city  of  Louisville;  and  to  enable 
the  said  corporation  to  construct  any  railways  authorized

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to  acquire  each  land  or  riglit  of  way,  by  writ  of  ad  quod       18S4. 
damnum^  in  the  eame  manner  that  turnpike  road  compaaie«    — n^wiiitoaf 
are  authorized  by  the  103d  chapter  of  the  Revised  Statutes   waj  Mqnirad.^ 
of  .Kentucky,  as  may  be  necessary  for  laying  their  tracks, 
side-tracks,  turn-outs,  for  car-sheds,  and  stables.     The  said    aB^''JJi?'i!l3 
corporation  are  authorized  and  empowered  to  acquure  and    eiuta. 
hold  and  convey  real  estate,  exclusive  of  their  tracks  and 
right  of  way,  to  an  amount  not  to  exceed  fifty  thousand 
dollars.     The  said  corporation  may  borrow  money  to  an    ^^JS'^^^ 
amount  not  to  exceed  the  capital  stock  of  the  company,  and 
issue  bonds  in  sun^s  of  one  hundred,  five  hundred,  and  one 
thousand  dollars,  and  may  pledge  and  mortgage  the  prop- 
erty of  the  said  corporation,  including  railway  tracks,  fix* 
tures,  rolling  stock,  and  all  appurtenances  and  real  estate 
belonging  to  said  corporation. 

§7.  The  rate  of  fare  for  any  distance  within  the  city      iw^trihw.

its it  sball  not  exceed  ten  cents,  for  each  passenger,  except 
when  cars  or  carriages  shall  be  chartered  for  a  specific  pur- 
pose. 

§  8.  The  cars  to  be  used  upon  said  railways  shall  be  i^yTiSKwIIn 
operated  by  animal  power,  and  the  streets  on  and  along

One  councilman  from  each 
ward  shall  be  elected  for  three  years,  one  councilman  from 
each  ward  for  two  years,  and  one  councilman  from  each 
ward  for  one  year ;  and  at  the  first  election  under  this 
amended  charter  the  three  persons  elected  councilmen 
shall  determine  amongst  themselves,  by  lot,  who  shall  hold 
the  longest,  who  the  next  longest,  and  who  the  shortest 
term;  and  at  each  succeeding  first  Saturday  in  January 
one  councilman  in  each  ward  shall  be  elected  to  hold  his 
office  for  the  term  of  three  years. 

Amendment  to  section  4. — Strike  out  in  the  first  line  the 
words  *'  in  each  year  succeeding  the  first  election,"  and 
insert  the  word  ''  next; "  and  in  the  llth  line  strike  out  all 
after  the  word  '*  councilmen "  to  and  including  the  word 
*<  nightwatch,"  in  14tb  line,  and  insert  the  words  *'  and  for 
a  mayor  as  provided  in  section  2 ;  and  on  each  succeeding 
first  Saturday  in  January  they  shall  elect  a  councilman  for 
each  ward,  as  also  provided  for  in  section  2."  In  the  16tb 
line  strike  out  the  word  **  ten,"  and  insert  the  word  "  twen- 
ty ;"  and  after  the  words  "  mayor  of  said  city,"  in  4th  line 
from  bottom  of  -section,  strike  out  the  words  '*  for  one 
year,"  and  insert  the  words  for  "  two  years."

ested freeholders  of  the  county  appraisers,  who,  being  first 
sworn,  shall,  within  twenty  days  after  being  furnished  with 
the  order  of  their  appointment,  examine  the  property  in 
the  petition  described,  the  owner  having  had  reasonable 
notice  of  the  time,  and  assess. the  damages  which  the  own- 
er will  sustain  by  rea:>on  of  its  appropriation  to  the  use  of 
the  company,  and  file  in  the  office  of  said  clerk  a  written 
report  under  their  hands,  of  their  assessment.  In  making 
the  assessment  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  appraisers  to  give 
the  owner  of  the  property  the  fult  value  thereof,  but  in  es- 
timating any  incidental  damages  to  the  adjoining  lands,  they 
may  take  into  consideration  and  offset  the  advantages  to 
be  derived  by  the  owner  from  the  road.  That  when  there 
is  a  remainder  or  reversionary  interest  in  the  property  taken, 
the  damages  shall  be  apportioned  between  the  owners  there- 
of and  the  owners  of  the  particular  estate. 

§  2.  The  case  shall  stand  for  hearing  on  the  first  day  of 
the  term  of  said  court  next  after  the  return  of  the  report 
of  the  appraisers,  provided  the  same  shall  have  been  made 
ten  days  prior  to  the  commencement  of  said  term. 

§  3.  At  the  instance  ef  either  party  the  court  shall  direct 
a  jury  to  pass  upon  the  question  of  damages  claimed  by 
the  owner  of  the  property,  and  the  jury  shall  not  return  a 
verdict  for  a  larger  amount  than  reported  by  the  apprais- 
ers, the  costs  as  to  the  jury  shall  be  paid  by  the  owner;  but 
if  for  a  larger  amount,  by  the  company.  Upon  final  judg-

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CHAPTER  377. 
AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  town  of  Horse  Cave  in  Hart  County. 

Be  it  enacted  by  theGenei^al  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealih  of 
Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  town  of  Horse  Cave,  in  Hart  county,  be 
and  is  hereby  incorporated,  with  the  following  limits,  viz: 
One  mile  square,  to  be  so  laid  off  as  to  make  the  depot  the 
center.  On  the  first  Saturday  in  April,  1864,  five  trustees 
shall  be  elected  for  said  town,  who,  with  their  successors 
in  office,  are  hereby  created  a  body  corporate  and  politic, 
under  the  name  and  ptyle  of  the  "Trustees  of  the  Town  of 
Horse  Cave,''  and  under  that  name  they  •  may  sue  and  be 
sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  in  all  the  courts  of  this 
Commonwealth;  may  own,  buy,  sell,  and  convey  real  es- 
tate, both  wfthin  and  outside  of  the  corporate  limits  of  said 
town,  for  church,  school,  and  cemetery  purposes. 

§  2.  All  the  qualified  voters  living  inside  the  corporate 
limits,  or  any  qualified  voter  owing  real  estate  within  the 
corporate  limits  of  said  town,  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  in 
the  election  of  trustees  and  all  other  town  officers. 

k  3.  The  trustees  shall  continue  in  office  one  year,  and  Trastees,  eierk. 
until  their  successors  are  duly  elected  and  qualified;  and 
shall  take  an  oath  faithfully  to  attend  to  all  the  duties  of 
their  office;  they  shall  elect  a  clerk,  who  shall  enter  at 
large,  upon  a  book  kept  for  the  purpose,  the  proceedings  of 
the  board  at  each  meeting. 

§  4.  The  trustees,  by  concurence  of  two-thirds  of  the 
voters  of  said  town,  shall  have  power  to  levy  a  tax  of  not 
more  than  fifty  cents  on  each  poll  within  its  corporate  lim- 
its, and  not  more  than  ten  cents  on  each  one  hundred  dol- 
lars worth  of  property  in  said  town»  subject  to  taxation. 
They  shall  prescribe  the  number  of  taverns,  eating  and 
drinking  saloons,  and  impose  a  suitable  tax,  not  exceeding 
one  hundred  dollars,  upon  all  such  establishments;  and 
upon  all  shows  and  exhibitions,  the  money  to  be  applied 
to  the  improvement  of  said  town. 

§5.  The  first  Saturday  in  May,  1864,  the  board  of  trus* 
tees  shall  order  an  election,  (giving  ten  days  previous  no- 
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1864.  tice,)  for  a  police  judge  and  town  marshal;  and  thereaftei 
the  police  judge  shall  be  elected  when  the  county  judge  is 
elected,  and  hold  office  for  the  same  time;  the  town  mar- 
shal shall  be  elected  at  the  same  time  constables  are  elect- 
ed, and  hold  his  office  for  the  same  time;  to  take  the  oath 
and  give  the  bond,  and  in  all  respects  to  be  liable  as  con- 
stables are  liable.

same  fees;  and  in  all  criminal  cases  arising  in  the  town, 
shall  have  the  same  jurisdiction  as  the  county  judge,  and 
be  entitled  to  the  same  fees;  and  in  all  violations  of  town 
regulations  shall  have  the  same  jurisdiction,  and  be  enti- 
tled to  the  same  fees,  as  a  magistrate  for  similar  services.

cancy,  by-laws,    jj^^g  f^j.  jj^^  government  of  the  town,  not  inconsistent  with 

the  laws  of  this  Commonwealth,  nor  inconsistent  with  the 
laws  or  constitution  of  the  United  States;  in  case  a  vacancy 
shall  occur  in  the  board,  by  death  or  otherwise,  an  election, 
(after  ten  days  notice  by  the  chairman  of  the  board,)  shall 
be  held  to  fill  said  vacancy;  and  in  case  the  police  judge 
or  town  marshal's  office  should  be  vacated  by  death  or 
otherwise,  the  trustees  shall  proceed  to  order  an  election

§  1.  That  a  company  shall  be  and  is  hereby  formed,  un-  c>rpormteD»nio 
der  the  name  and  style  of  the  "Poplar  Plains  and  CTpper 
Fox  Springs  Turnpike  Road  Company,"  for  the  purpose  of 
making  a  turnpike  road  from  the  intersection  of  the  Flem- 
ingsburg  and  Poplar  Plains  turnpike  road,  at  or  near  John 
Secrets',  to  the  Upper  Fox  Springs,  (now  Fleming,)  Springs, 
in  the  county  of  Fleming.  That  books  shall  be  opened 
for  supscription  of  stock  at  the  office  of  W.  O.  Phillips,  in 
the  town  of  Poplar  Plains,  at  once,  under  the  direction  of 
the  commissioners  hereby  appointed,  viz:  E.  Logan,  E.  E. 
Pearce,  Robert  Causer,  Robert  Armstrong,  Jerry  Hall,  Ben. 
Botts,  and  Thomas  P.  Sutton,  or  any  two  or  more  of  them 
may  act;  the  books  to  be  kept  open  until  a  sufficient  sum 
is  subscribed,  in  the  judgment  of  the  commissioners,  or  the 
board  of  officers,  (when  organized,)  to  complete  said  road. 
The  commissioners  shall  procure  a  book,  and  the  subscrib- 
ers to  the  stock  of  said  company  shall  enter  into  the  fol- 
lowing obligation  in  said  book,  vi^;  "We,  whose  names 
are  hereunto  subscribed,  do  promise  to  pay  the  president, 
directors,  and  company  of  the  Poplar  Plains  and  Upper 
Fox  Spring  turnpike  road  company,  the  sum  of  one  hun- 
dred dollars  for  each  share  of  stock  set.  opposite  our  names, 
in  manner  and  proportion,  and  at  such  times  as  may  be  de^ 
termined  by  the  president  and  directors,  and  agreeably  to 
an  act  incorporating  said  company — witness  our  hands."

build  a  new  wood  bridge  at  said  place,  which  will  again 
be  necessary  to  do  in  a  few  years;  and  whereas,  the  coun- 
ty of  McCracken  will  be  unable,  bls  well  as  unwilling,  to 
do  so,  and  the  public  then,  for  lack  of  a  bridge,  would  be 
greatly  inconvenienced — for  remedy  whereof,  therefore, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Genercd  Assernbly  of  the  Commnowealth 
qf  Kentucky: 

$  1.  That  there  is  hereby  granted  unto  said  D.  A.  Given 
and  Thomas  Smedley,  then  heirs  and  representatives,  a 
charter  to  keep  a  toll-bridge  at  said  place.  That  said  Given 
and  Smedley,  before  proceeding  to  do  so,  shall  execute,  in 
the  county  court  of  McCracken  county,  a  bond,  with  good 
and  approved  security,  payable  to  said  county  court,  in  the 
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1864.        0nm  of  ten  thousand  dollars,  conditioned,  "that  said   D.

any  person  so  desiring,  by  paying  to  said  Given  and  Smed- 
ley, in  advance,  ten  dollars,  shall  have  the  right,  together 
with  all  his  family,  wagons,  and  property,  to  cross  said 
bridge  for  one  year  free  of  any  other  charge. 

§  3.  That  said  Given  and  Smedley  shall  have  the  right

ceeding two  acres  of  land  on  either  side  of  the  river  acya- 
cent  thereto,  by  the  same  proceedings  as  prescribed  by  law 
in  case  of  mill  dams.

CHAPTER  380.  1864. 

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  the  Sheriff  of  Hart  County. 

Whereaa,  it  is  made  known  to  this  General  Assembly, 
that  owing  to  the  invasion  of  the  State  of  Kentucky  by  the 
rebel  army  in  1861,  and  the  continued  occupation  of  the

to  be  collected  from  him,  not  only  the  revenue  due  from 
said  county,  but  one  hundred  and  sixty  eight'  dollars  and 
nineteen  cents,  ($168.10)  of  interest  thereon;  and  whereas, 
the  failure  to  collect  and  pay  into  the  treasury  the  revenue 
of  said  county  for  said  year,  was  from  no  fault  of  said  sher- 
iff— therefore, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Crnmumwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts  draw  his  war- 
rant upon  the  Treasurer,  for  said  sum  of  $168.19,  the

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  the  Town  of  Madiaonville. 

Be  U  enacted  by  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth  ^ 
Kentucky: 

g  I.  That  the  first  section  of  the  act  above  mentioned 
be  and  the  same  is  hereby  repealed,  and  the  following  sec- 
tion is  enacted  in  its  stead : 

§  2.  That  hereafter  the  prudenrial,  fiscal,  and  municipal 
concerns  of  said  town  shall  be  vested  in  five  trustees,  who 
shall  be  elected  annually  on  the  first  Saturday  in  May,  by 
the  free  white  male  residents  of  said  town  over  the  age  of 
twenty -one  years,  and  who  have  paid  their  town  taxes  that 
may  be  due  and  in  arrears.  Said  trustees,  when  elected, 
shall  hold  their  offices  for  the  term  of  one  year  and  until 
their  successors  are  elected  and  duly  qualified.  That  said 
trustees,  before  they  enter  upon  the  duties  of  their  office, 
shall  take  an  oath  before  some  officer  authorized  to  admin^ 
ister  oaths,  that  they  will  faithfully,  and  without  partiality 
or  afiection  to  any  one,  discharge  the  duties  of  trustees  of 
said  town  during  their  continuance  in  ofiice. 

§  3.  The  boundary  and  limits  of  said  town  shall  be  as 
follows,  to-wit :  Beginning:  at  the  north-east  corner  of  the 
lot  upon  which  Willis  T.  Sisk  now  resides,  and  where  the 
Princeton  road  comes  into  the  Hopkinsville  road;  thence 
east  so  as  to  include  the  house  and  lot  owned  by  William 
Love,  to  the  old  brick-yard  and  kiln  owned  by  W.  O. 
Hall ;  thence  north,  striking  the  Greenville  road  at  the 
mouth  of  the  Island  ford  road  ;  thence  Vith  the  Island  ford 
road  to  the  south-east  corner  of  Dr.  George  W.  Neet's 
farm;  thence  west  so  as  to  include  the  brick  residence 
lately  owned  by  G.  W.  Woolfolk ;  also  the  residences  and 
lots  owned  by  Dr.  D.  F.  Dempsey  and  John  S.  Malone;

to  levy  and  collect  an  ad  valorem  tax  upon  all  property, 
real,  personal  and  mixed,  within  said  town,  not  exceeding 
thirty  cents  upon  the  one  hundred  dollars  in  any  one  year, 
and  a  poll  tax  on  each  free  male  resident  of  said  town 
over  the  as^e  of  twenty-one  years,  not  exceeding  one  dol- 
lar and  fifty  cents. 

§  5.  That  section  6th  of  said  act  is  repealed,  and  the  fol- 
lowing is  enacted  in  its  stead  :  There  shall  also  be  elect-

*•••'*'  civil  causes  that  a  justice  of  the  peace  has  ;  and  all   war- 

rants or  process  in  civil  causes  issued  by  him  shall  be  re- 
turned for  trial  before  him  unle&s  the  defendant  otherwise 
directs,  in  writing,  indorsed  and  signed  by  him  in  said  war- 
rant or  process.  He  shall  be  a  conservator  of  the  peace, 
and  have  the  same  jurisdiction  of  breaches  of  the  peace, 
and  other  violations  of  the  penal  and  criminal  laws,  that 
justices  of  the  peace  have ;  he  shall  have  jurisdiction  of 
all  offenses  arising  under  the  ordinances  and  by- laws  of 
said  town,  and  shall  have  power  to  enter  judgment  and 
award  execution  accordingly;  and  itTihallbe  the  duty  of 
said  ju4ge  to  keep  a  record  of  his  proceedings,  a  copy  of 
which  shall  be  evidence,  and  shall  have  the  same  effect  as 
records  of  justices  of  the  peace;  he  shall  have  power  to 
issue  summons  for  witnesses  to  give  evidence  in  causes 
pending  before  him,  and  upon  their  failure  to  attend  to  is-

marshal  to  summon  a  jury  in  any  case  cognizable  before 
him,  where  a  jury  would  be  necessary  before  the  circuit 
court,  quarterly  court,  or  a  justice  of  the  peace ;  he  shall 
be  authorized  to  administer  all  oaths  that  may  be  admin- 
istered by  a  justice  of  the  peace.

person  being  brought  before  him,  he  shall  have  power  to 
order  him  to  be  confined  until  he  becomes  duly  sober;  and 
upon  a  disorderly  person  being  brought  before  him,  he 
may  require  of  him  security  for  his  good  behavior,  and  for 
keeping  the  peace  for  any  penod  not  exceeding  one  year ; 
and  said  bond  shall  be  preserved  by  said  judge ;  and  if 
the  same  shall  be  violated,  an  action  may  be  brought  be- 
fore said  judge  in  the  name  of  the  commonwealth  against 
the  obligees  or  either  of  them  for  a  breach  of  said  bond. 
%  6.  The  said  judge  shall  be  entitled  to  the  following 
FaMorjadgB.  fees,  to-wit:  For  a  warrant  for  riot,  rout,  unlawful  assem. 
bly,  or  breach  of  the  peace,  one  dollar ;  for  a  warrant  for 
a  breach  or  a  violation   of  any  of  the  ordinances   or  by. 
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laws  of  said  town,  or  in  any  case  in  which  the  trnsteea  aire  1864. 
plaintiffs,  thirty  cents;  for  swearing  a  jury  and  presiding 
over  in  any  penal  case,  one  dollar ;  for  taking  a  recogai- 
zance  to  keep  the  peace,  fifty  cents,  to  be  paid  by  the  'ob- 
ligors ;  for  each  subposna  in  a  penal  case,  twenty  cents ; 
for  each  judgment  in  a  penal  case,  twenty-five  cents.  All 
other  fees  of  said  judge,  in  penal,  civil,  or  criminal  casesi, 
shall  be  the  same  allowed  by  law  to  justices  of  the  peace 
for  like  services  ;  and  all  of  his  fees  shall  be  collected  ia 
the  same  manner.  He  shall  have  the  same  power  to  en- 
force his  judgments  by  execution  of  Jiere  facias  or  capiat 
prqfiney  or  otherwise,  as  justices  of  the  peace  has;  and  said 
police  judge  shall  hold  a  court  for  the  trial  of  civil  causes 
the  last  Friday  in  March,  June,  September,  and  December 
of  each  year. 

§  7.  That  section  eleven  of  said  act  be  and  the  same  is  t«wb  BAnkai. 
hereby  repealed,  and  the  following  is  enacted  in  its  stead: 
That  on  the  lat  Monday  in  August,  1864,  and  on  the  ls( 
Monday  in  August  every  two  years  thereafter,  shall  be 
elected,  by  the  qualified  voters  of  said  town,  a  marshal, 
who  shall  hold  his  ofiice  for  the  period  of  two  years  and 
until  his  successor  is  duly  elected  and  qualified:  Provided^ 
That  before  he  shall  enter  upon  the  duties  of  his  ofiice  be 
shall  take  the  oaths  now  prescribed  by  law  for  constables, 
and  shall  execute  and  acknowledge,  in  the  Hopkins  coun- 
ty court,  a  covenant  with  two  or  more  good  and  sufficient 
sureties,  to  be  approved  by  said  court,  conditioned  as  con- 
stables' covenants,  upon  which  covenant  a  recovery  may 
be  had  by  any  one  injured  by  a  breach  thereof,  in  any 
court  having  competent  jurisdiction.  That  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  said  marshal  to  execute  all  process  and  precepts  to 
him  directed  by  the  police  judge,  presiding  judge  or  justice 
of  the  peace  for  Hopkins  county,  and  make  due  retura 
thereof;  collect  all  taxes  of  said  town,  and  executions  and 
other  demands  which  may  be  put  into  his  hands  to  collect, 
and  account  for  and  pay  over  the  same  to  whomsoever  may 
be  entitled  thereto,  under  the  same  rules  and  regulations 
required  of  sheriffs  in  the  collection  of  taxes,  and  of  con- 
stables in  the  collection  of  executions  or  other  demands, 
and  for  failure  of  any  of  the  duties  required  of  him  he 
shall  be  subject  to  the  same  proceedings  and  penalties 
which  may  be  had  against  sheriflfs  or  constables  in  similar 
cases.  The  said  marshal  shall  have  the  same  powers,  and  f«««. 
be  entitled  to  the  same  fees,  for  collecting  town  taxes,  that 
sherifis  have  for  the  collection  of  the  revenue  tax,  county  levy; 
and  in  all  other  cases  the  same  fees  allowed  constables  for 
similar  services:  Providedy  Said  police  judge  shall  have  pow- 
er and  authority  to  direct  his  process  to  be  executed  by  the 
sherifi*  or  any  constable  of  Hopkins  county.  Said  marshal 
is  hereby  vested  with  all  power  and  authority  which  is 
given  constables  in  all  cases  cognizable  before  snid  police 
judge;  he  shall  have  the  right,  if  need  be,  to  summon  to 
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1M4.  hte  aid  the  power  of  the  eoQnty  in  ezecating  any  process 
' to  him  directed;  and  any  person  failing  to  aid  said  mar- 
shal, when  80  sammoned,  may  be  fined  and  imprisoned  by 
said  police  jndge — the  fine  not  to  exceed  five  dollars,  nor 
the  imprisonment  eight  hoars.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  said 
marshal  to  arrest,  forthwith,  any  drunken  or  disorderly  per- 
son whom  he  may  find  within  the  limits  of  said  town, 
creating  a  disturbance  by  noise  or  other  disorder,  and  take 
the  person  arrested  immediately  before  the  police  judge,  to 
be  dealt  with  according  to  law.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
said  marshal  to  collect  all  fines  and  forfeitures  upon  judg- 
ments rendered  by  the  police  judge  of  said  town,  and  pay 
the  same  over  to  the  treasurer  of  the  board  of  trustees,  for 
the  use  and  benefit  of  said  town;  and  all  monevs  collected 
by  a  judgment  of  the  presiding  judge  of  the  Hopkins  quar^ 
terly  court,  or  the  Hopkins  circuit  court,  upon  an  appeal 
from  the  judgment  of  the  police  judge  of  said  town,  for  a 
violation  of  the  penal  laws  of  the  State,  or  ordinances  or 
by-laws  of  said  town,  shall  in  like  manner  be  paid  over  to 
the  said  treasurer. 

§  8.  That  section  eighteen  of  said  act  is  amended  as  fol- 
lows: That  the  lien  given  in  said  section,  on  the  lots  there- 
in mentioned,  may  be  enforced  by  the  said  trustees  by  an 
action  in  equity  in  the  Hopkins  circuit  court,  and  a  suffi- 
ciency of  said  real  estate  decreed  to  be  sold  to  payofi*and 
9^9tmm99»    satisfy  said  lien  and  all  costs  and  charges.     It  shall  be  the 

duty  of  said  trustees  to  keep  the  streets,  alleys,  and  side- 
walks in  said  town  in  good  order  and  repair;  and  they 
shall  cause  all  cellars,  wells,  stables,  and  other  places  in 
said  town  to  be  kept  clean  and  free  from  filth,  at  the  cost 
and  charges  of  the  owners  thereof 

(  9.  The  said  trustees,  police  judge,  marshal,  and  all  oth- 
er officers  herein  mentioned,  are  required  faithfully  to  dis- 
charge their  duties  according  to  law,  and  if  any  of  them 
shall  be  guilty  of  malfeasance,  misfeasance,  or  nonfeasance 
in  office,  he  shall  be  subject  to  be  indicted  in  the  Hopkins 
circuit  court  by  the  grand  jury  of  Hopkins  county,  and 
fined  or  imprisoned  at  the  discretion  of  a  jury. 

§  10.  That  sections  twelve  and  twenty-one,  of  said  act, 
are  hereby  repealed;  and  it  is  enacted  that  hereafter  any 
free  white  male  inhabitants,  over  twenty-one  years  of  age, 
who  shall  be  a  bonajide  resident  of  said  town,  and  who  has 
paid  his  town  taxes  that  may  be  due  and  in  arrears  at  the 
time  he  is  voted  for,  shall  be  eligible  to  the  office  of  trus- 
tee. 

§  11.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  its  passage.

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CHAPTER  398.  Ig84. 

AN  ACT  to  authorize  the  Trustees  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church 
in  the  City  of  CovingtOD  to  convey  certain  property. 

Whereas,  it  appears  to  this  General  Assembly  that  on 
the  22d  September,  1843,  Hiram  Martin  executed  a  deed  of 
conveyance  to  Alexander  L.  Greer  and  Thomas  Greer,  for 
parts  of  lots  349,  350,  and  351,  in  the  old  plan  of  the  city 
of  Covington;  and  also,  it  appears  that  said  property  was 
held  by  said  Martin  as  trustee  for  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
church  of  said  city,  and  that  doubts  exists  whether  said 
conveyance  passed  the  title  to  said  fractional  lots  to  said 
purchasers — therefore,  for  remedy  whereof, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
KentiLcky: 

§  1.  That  the  trustees  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  church 
in  Covington,  a  corporate  body  by  the  laws  of  the  State, 
be  and  is  hereby  authorized  to  execute  a  conveyance  foP 
said  property  described  in  said  deed,  to  the  said  Greers\ 
and  when  so  executed  shall  convey  all  its  right  and  title 
of  said  church  corporation  to  said  Greers\  for  the  benefit 
of  the  parties  now  holding  the  same  under  said  Greens'. 

$  2.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  its  passage.

§  1.  That  the  Secretary  of  State  is  authorized  to  settle 
with  Peter  Jett,  the  contractor  to  distribute  the  public  books

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]8t)4.  certificate  of  the  same  to  the  Auditor,  upon  it  appearing 
to  the  said  Secretary  that  he  has  delivered  all  the  books 
except  those  for  Clinton  county:  Provided,  That  the  books 
oF  said  county  be  delivered  at  Burksville,  Ky.,  to  the  clerk 
of  the  circuit  court  of  Cumberland  county. 

§  2.  That  said  Jett  is  relieved  from  all  liabili^  for  the 
books  allotted  to  Powell  county,  and  for  the  non-delivery 
of  the  books  to  Clinton  county,  but  shall  deliver  the  books 
to  Clinton  county  as  soon  as  practical. 

$  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  passage.

Whereas,  it  is  represented  to  this  General  Assembly  that 
John  Peters,  late  sheriff  of  Owsley  county,  was  captured 
hy  a  band  of  guerrillas  in  the  spring  of  1862,  and  robbed 
of  his  official  papers  and  fifty  dollars  collected  by  him  of 
State  revenue;  and  subsequently  his  delinquent  list  was 
destroyed,  together  with  the  commissioner's  book  and  other 
public  documents  in  the  clerk's  office  of  said  county — there- 
fore, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  oj  the  CommanweaJtk 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  said  John  Peters  be  and  he  is  hereby  al- 
lowed the  further  time  of  two  years,  from  and  afler  the 
passage  of  this  act,  to  readjust  his  official  business,  gather 
proof  of  his  delinquent  list,  and  collect  his  uncollected  fee 
bills  as  sheriff  of  said  county. 

§  2.  That  in  consideration  of  the  facts  set  forth  in  the 
above  preamble,  the  said  John  Peters  be  and  is  hereby  re- 
leased from  the  payment  of  the  damages  recovered  against 
him  on  a  judgment  obtained  in  the  Franklin  circuit  court, 
and  also  the  amount  of  his  delinquent  list,  upon  his  return*

ing  to  the  Auditor,  under  the  seal  of  the  Owsley  county        1864. 
court,  hia  aforesatd  delinquent  list,  and  paying  the  balance         '~, 
of  said  judgment,  after  said  credits,  within  the  above  spe- 
cified two  years. 

§  3.  Provided,  That  the  securities  of  said  Peters  shall, 
in  open  county  court  of  said  county,  agree  to  be  bound  for 
said  Peters  under  the  provisions  of  this  act.

CHAPTER  407. 
AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  oi  J.  L.  McCarty,  Sheriff  of  Whitley  County. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  further  time,  until  the  first  day  of  June  next, 
be  and  is  hereby  given  to  Joseph  L.  McCarty,  sheriff  of 
Whitley  county,  to  make  out  and  return  to  the  Public  Audi- 
tor delinquent  lists  from  his  county  for  the  years  1861,  1862, 
and  1863;  and  that  he  be  allowed  until  the  first  day  of 
June  next  to  collect  and  pay  into  the  treasury  of  the  State 
the  unpaid  balance  of  revenue  due  from  Whitley  county 
for  the  year  1862,  for  which  judgment  was  rendered 
against  him  in  the  Franklin  circuit  court;  and  that  he  and 
his  sureties  be  released  from  all  damages  on  the  amount 
of  said  judgment,  upon  the  payment  of  said  balance  at  or 
before  the  time  specified  in  this  section  of  this  act. 

§  2.  That  said  sheriff  of  Whitley  county  be  allowed  fur- 
ther time,  until  the  first  day  of  October  next,  to  collect  and 
pay  into  the  treasury  the  revenue  of  his  county  for  the  year 
1863:  Provided,  That  he  shall  not  be  entitled  to  the  provis-

AN  ACT   for  the  benefit  of  FUmiog  Batea,  late  Sbariff  of  Wajst 

County. 

Whereas,  it  has  been  made  known  to  this  General  As- 
sembly that  in  consequence  of  the  financial  condition  of 
the  county  of  Wayne,  in  the  year  1800,  the  said  sheriff  was 
not  able  to  collect  the  revenue  for  that  year;  and  whereas, 
the  said  county  has  t>ince  been  occupied  by  rebel  armies,  or 
harrassed  by  rebel  raids,  and  has  been  infested  by  gue^ 
rillas  for  the  whole  time  since  the  commencement  of  the 
rebellion,  so  tha't  it  has  been  and  is  at  present  impossible 
to  make  such  collections;  and  in  consequence  of  such  dif- 
ficulties, the  said  Bates  has  raised  a  company,  and  is  now 
in  the  service  of  the  Government  as  captain;  and  further- 
more, that  the  said  Bates  has  had  his  sheriffs  book,  to- 
gether with  all  his  private  papers,  taken  from  him  by  rebel 
guerrillas,  amounting  to  several  thousand  dollars;  and 
whereas,  the  said  Bates  has  made  affidavit  that  he  has 
paid  about  three  hundred  dollars  into  the  treasury  more 
than  he  has  collected  on  said  taxes — therefore, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  CommonweaUk 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  further  time,  until  the  first  day  of  January  ;iext, 
be  allowed  to  Fleming  Bates,  late  sherifi*  of  Wayne  county, 
to  pay  the  residue  of  the  revenue  due  from  said  county  for 
the  year  1860;  and  when  paid  within  the  time  above  given 
to  have  the  same  effect  as  if  paid  within  the  time  now  al- 
lowed by  law:  Provided,  Said  Bates  shall,  once  in  every 
four  months  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  report  to  the  Au- 
ditor, under  oath,  the  amount  of  revenue  collected  by  him, 
and  shall  pay  into  the  treasury  the  amount  so  collected  by 
him. 

§2.  Thai  said  sherifT,  by  procuring  the  written  consent 
of  all  his  sureties  in  his  bond  for  the  revenue  of  said  year 
1860,  and  witnessed  by  two  disinterested  persons,  and 
which  shall  be  filed  with  the  Auditor  of  Public  AccounU 
in  his  office,  may  be  indulged  in  the  payment  of  residue  of 
revenue,  interest,  damages,  and  costs  for  said  year  1660, 
the  further  time  until  the  first  day  of  January  next,  and  if 
paid  within  said  time  the  Governor  be  authorized  to  remit 
the  damages.

by  the  Marion  county  court,  on  the  tax-payers  of  Marion 
county,  on  the  personal  and  real  estate  on  the  ad  valorem 
principle;  and  whereas,  the  bonds  now  have  only  ten  years 
to  run  before  maturity,  and  if  the  people  have  to  meet  and 
discharge  them  by  taxation,  together  with  the  annually  ac- 
cruing interest)  the  burthen  will  be  onerous — ^for  remedy 
whereof. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Cammomoealth  of 
KerUucky: 

g  i.  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  commissioners  of  the 
sinking  fund  of  Marion  county,  by  virtue  of  their  office, 
whenever  it  shall  appear  to  them  the  same  will  be  to  the 
interest  and  benefit  of  the  tax-payers  of  said  county,  to 
sell  all  or  so  much  of  said  Marion  county  stock  in  said  rail- 
road as  they  may  deem  best,  and  the  proceeds  thereof  shall 
be  paid  over  to  the  treasurer  of  said  sinking  fund,  who 
shall  be  responsible  therefor,  he  and  his  securities  in  his 
bond;  and  the  said  fund  shall  be  used  by  said'  commission 
in  purchasing  in  the  bonds  of  said  county  at  the  market 
price,  and  the  residue  of  said  fund  shall  be  used  and  in- 
vested by  them  in  the  purchase  of  the  bonds  and  securities 
of  the  United  States  or  State  of  Kentucky,  such  as  bear 
interest,  and  are  safe,  and  shall  collect  the  interest  »nd  np

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be  paid  off  and  taken  up;  and  when  the  Marion  county  bonds        1 864. 

become  due  said  commissioners  shall  sell  said  securities    ' 

and  take  up  said  bonds. 

^  2.  The  commissioners  shall,  when  they  have  sold  all  or 
a  part  of  said  stock,  make  report  thereof  to  the  Marion 
county  court,  giving  the  amount  sold,  and  amount  realized 
thereby,  and  ufter  that  the  said  county  court  shall  only  pro- 
vide by  taxation  to  pay  the  interest  on  the  balance  of  the 
debt,  and  also  to  pay,  in  due  time,  before  maturity,  the  bal- 
ance of  said  debt.

That  the  further  time  of  three  months,  from  and 
after  the  passage  of  this  act,  be  given  to  the  county  judge 
of  Clinton  county,  elected  in  August,  1862,  to  take  the  oath 
of  office  and  enter  upon  the  duties  thereof;  and  upon  its 
being  made  known  to  the  Governor  that  said  county  judge 
was  duly  elected,  he  shall  be  commissioned  by  the  Gover- 
nor, and  have  all  the  power,  jurisdiction,  and  authority  as 
if  qualified  within  the  time  prescribed  by  law.

"The  Louisville  Association  for  improving  the  Condition 
of  the  Poor;"  and  by  that  name  shall  have  perpetual  suc- 
cession and  corporate  existence,  with  full  power  to  contract 
and  be  contracted  with,  sue  and  be  sued;  to  have  a  cor- 
porate seal,  add  the  same  to  alter  or  renew  at  pleasure; 
and  to  ordain  and  put  in  execution  such  constitution,  by- 
laws, rules  and  regulations  for  the  government  of  said  as- 
sociation, and  for  the  prudent  and  efficient  management  of 
its  affairs,  as  may  be  deemed  expedient  and  propel :  Pro- 
videdj  The  same  be  not  inconsistent  with  the  constitution 
or  laws  of  this  State  or  of  the  United  State. 

§  2.  Said  corporation  is  hereby  authorized  and  empow- 
ered to  acquire  and  hold  by  purchase,  devise,  gift,  grant  or 
6therwise,  real  estate  to  the  value  of  not  more  than  one 
hundred  thousand  dollars,  and  personal  property  to  the 
value  of  not  more  than  one  hundred  thousand  dollars;  its 
officers  may,  from  time  to  time,  employ  a  treasurer,  and 
other  officers  and  agents,  as  they  may  deem  proper,  and 
require  bonds  from  them  or  either  of  them,  which  shall  be 
binding  in  law,  conditioned  for  the  faithful  performance  of 
their  respective  duties;  and  said  corporation  may  compel 
the  individual  members  of  the  association  to  pay  all  dues, 
demands  and  moneys  which  may  properly  be  owed  by  each. 

§  3.  The  qualifications  for  membership  of  said  associa- 
tion shall  be  such  as  may  be  prescribed  by  its  constitution 
and  by-laws. 

§  4.  The  corporation  hereby  authorized  shall  have  no 
power  to  deal  in  bills  of  exchange,  nor  to  erigage  in  the 
business  of  bankers  or  brokers.  The  net  profits  of  all  their 
business  and  operations  shall  be  forever  appropriated  in 
charity,  for  the  relief  of  the  poor  and  the  improvement  of 
their  condition.  They  shall,  annually,  make  and  publish, 
in  one  or  more  newspapers  printed  and  published  in  Ken- 
tucky, a  report <of  their  condition  and  proceedings. 

§  5.  Full  power  is  reserved  to  the  General  Assembly  of 
Kentucky  to  repeal,  alter,  or  amend  this  act. 

§  6.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

§  1.  That  Joseph  Bruckshaw,  Robert  Miller,  William 
Wisehart,  Robert  Key,  John  Richards,  Robert  Erwin,  and 
John  Stevenson,  ami  their  associates  and  successors,' be  and 
they  are  hereby  created  and  constituted  a  body  corporate, 
under  the  name  and  style  of  the  ^'Kentucky  Association  of 
Miners  in  the  Counties  of  Union  and  Crittenden,"  having 
for  their  object  the'mitiing,  transportation,  and  sale  of  coal 
or  other  fuel,  manu/acturers  and  common  carriers,  and  to 
have  perpetual  succession. 

§  2.  They  shall  be  capable  of  suing  and  defending,  may 
have  a  commoi)  seal,  and  may  acquire  and  hold  estate, 
real,  personal,  and  mixed,  not  exceeding  $200,000,  and  ^t^e 
same  to  exchange,  sell,  mortgage,  transfer,  pledge,  or  othtr- 
wise  dispose  of,  as  they  shall  deem  expedient;  and  may  in- ' 
vest  their  funds  in  public  or  private  securities,  or  loan  the 
same  in  like  manner. 

^  3.  They  may  create  a  fund,  by  initiation  fees,  dues, 
contributions,  or  otherwise;  and  may  adopt  such  rules  for 
their  mutual  interest  as  individuals,  and  as  common  car-

including  him;  from  thence  to  Richard  Brown's,  including 
him;  from  thence  to  Richard  Ashcraft's,  including  him; 
from  thence  to  Wm.  Greenwell's,  on  the  Brandenburg  and 
Concordia  road,  including  him;  from  thence  to  Leo  Pike's, 
including  him;  from  thence  to  Benjamin  F.  Singleton's, 
including  him;  from  thence  to  Tipton  Dailey's,  including 
him,  and  also  the  residence  of  Dock  Adams,  Jos.  R.  Mur- 
ray, and  Parker  Hardin,  running  thence  from  said  Dailey's 
to  King's  landing,  on  the  Ohio  river;  from  thence  up  the 
river,  and  binding  thereon  to  the  mouth  of  French  creek; 
and  from  thence  southward  a  straight  line  to  the  residence 
of  James  Hutchison's,  including  him;  from  thence  to  Gran- 
ville Smith's,  on  the  Brandenburg  and  Hardinsburg  road, 
including  him;  and  from  thence  running  with  said  road 
westward  to  the  beginning. 

§  2.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  presiding  judge  of 
the  county  court  of  Meade  county  to  appoint  officers  to* 
hold  and  conduct  an  election  for  two  justices  of  the  peace 
and  one  constable  for  said  district,  at  the  next  general  May 
or  August  election,  and  shall  also,  in  like  manner,  appoint 
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1864.       officeni  to  conduct  all  other  succeeding  elections  to  be  held 
"""^  in  said  district,  for  the  election  of  any  and  all  officers,  in 

the  manner  prescribed  by  law. 

§  3.  That  the  store-room  or  dwelling  house  of  Reuben 
Case,  at  Caseville,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  established 
as  the  voting  place  in  and  for  said  district  or  precinct,  Bub- 
ject  to  be  changed  by  the  presiding  judge  upon  a  petition 
of  a  majority  of  the  legal  voters  of  said  precinct. 

§  4.  That  the   boundaries  of  districts  No.  1,  2,  3,  and  7, 
shall  be  so  changed  as  to  run  with  the  boundaries  of  No.  8.

other  collecting  ofEcer  to  report  the  fact  to  the  county  court 
of  Nelson  county,  and  the  amount  of  taxes  unpaid  by  such 
tax  payer,  and  thereupon  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  court 
to  order  a  sale  of  so  much  of  the  real  estate  of  said  delin- 
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qaent  as  will  be  safficient  to  pay  the  same,  the  sale  to  be 
made  at  the  court-house  door  in  Bardstown,  on  a  court  day, 
and  the  first  day  of  said  court;  the  time,  place  and  terms 
of  sale  shall  be  advertised  for  the  same  length  of  time,  and 
in  the  same  manner  as  required  by  law  in  sales  of  land 
under  execution;  said  sales  shall  be  reported  to  said  court, 
and  if  the  land  thus  sold  be  not  redeemed  in  two  years,  the 
said  court  shall  appoint  a  commissioner  to  convey  said  land 
to  the  purchaser:  Providedy  The  owner  may,  at  any  time 
within  two  years  from  the  time  of  sale,  redeem  the  land 
thus  sold  by  paying  ten  per  centum  per  annum  on  the 
amount  of  sale  to  the  purchaser,  his  agent  or  attorney. 

§  4.  That  the  clerk  of  the  Nelson  county  court  shall  be 
entitled  to  one  half  the  fees  he  is  entitled  to  (for  copying 
the  assessor's  book  for  revenue  purposes,)  for  copying  the 
assessor's  book  for  railroad  purposes  for  the  sheriff  or  col- 
lector.

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Kentucky  Petroliuoi,  Oil,  Coal,    and  Salt 

CoBipany. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
KentiLcky: 

§  1.  that  S.  D.  Bruce,  A.  W.  Holeman,  Wm.  Murdock, 
Stephen  Benton,  D.  G.  Enos,  and  G.  A.  Roth,  are  created 
a  body  corporate,  able,  by  their  common  consent,  to  receive 
and  grant  in  law  anything  within  the  compass  of  their 
chartered  franchises  and  privileges,  and  to  be  denominated 
the  "Kentucky  Petrolium,  Oil,  Coal,  and  Salt  Company,'* 
with  the  privilege  and  purpose  of  boring  petrolium  and 
salt  wells,  on  any  lands  which  they  have  in  Hancock  or 
Meade  counties,  or  any  other  counties  in  which  they  may 
acquire  land,  either  by  purchase  or  lease,  and  reducing  the 
oil  to  burning  fluid,  paraphine,  asphaltum,  and  to  all  its 
uses;  trading  in  oil  in  its  crude  or  refined  state,  and  to 
mine  and  sell  coal,  and  making  and  trading  in  salt  and 
shipping  it  to  foreign  or  domestic  ports;  lay  conduct  pipes, 
and  construct  a  railroad  from  their  wells  to  a  navigable 
river,  or  a  railroad  now  constructed  or  to  be  constructed, 
and  make  connections  and  turn-outs  for  their  purposes,  &c. 
They  and  their  associates  and  successortii  shall  continue 
and  have  succession  for  an  indefinate  period,  and  by  that 
name  and  style  are  hereby  made  as  capable,  in  law,  as  in- 
dividual citizens,  to  contract  and  be  contracted  with,  to  sue 
and  be  sued,  to  plead  and  be  impleaded,  in  this  Common- 
wealth and  elsewhere,  in  all  courts  of  law  and  equity;  to 
make,  have,  and  use  a  common  seal;  also,  shall  have  the 
power  to  purchase  or  lease  and  hold  real  estate  for  the  pur- 
poses aforesaid,  and  to  sell  or  lease  any  part  they  may  de- 
sire, by  deed  or  other  conveyance.  To  borrow  money  for 
the  benefit  of  said  company,  not  exceeding  one-third  the 
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eBtimated  value  of  the  realty  proposed  to  be  hypothecated, 
at  a  rate  of  interest  not  exceeding  eight  per  cent.,  but  not 
to  have  or  exercise  the  privilege  of  loaning  money  or  issu- 
ing bills  or  notes  upon  banking  privileges;  also,  after  the 
company  be  organized,  shall  have  the  power  to  ordain  and 
establish  such  by- laws,  ordinances,  and  regulations  as  shall 
be  necessary  for  the  well  being  and  government  of  said 
corporation,  and  not  contrary  to  the  laws  of  this  State  or  of 
the  United  States. 

§  2.  That  the  capital  stock  be  five  hundred  thousand 
dollars,  divided  into  shares  of  one  hundred  dollars  each. 

§  3.  That  the  president  and  directors  shall  regulate  the 
proportion  of  stock  which  may  be  issued  to  each  member 
on  application. 

$4.  That  the  corporation,  or  *a  majority  of  them,  shall 
hold  a  meeting  as  soon  after  the  passage  of  this  act  as  pos- 
sible, for  the  purpose  of  organizing  by  the  election  of  a 
president,  vice  president,  secretary,  and  treasurer,  these 
officers  to  constitute  a  board  of  directors,  and  to  hold  their 
offices  for  one  year,  or  until  others  are  elected;  and  at  the 
expiration  of  each  year  an  election  for  said  officers  to  be 
held  in  the  city  of  Louisville,  where  the  office  for  transact- 
ing their  business  shall  be  located;  and  notice  to  be  given 
in  one  or  more  newspapers  published  in  the  city  of  Louis- 
ville, of  the  time  and  place  of  holding  said  election,  at 
least  one  month  before  the  time  of  said  election,  for  one 
week;  and  each  stockholder  shall  have  one  vote  for  every 
share  he  or  she  may  own,  and  any  stockholder  not  present 
at  any  such  meeting  or  election  may  vote  by  proxy,  such 
proxy  being  a  stockholder,  attending  &uch  meeting  or  elec- 
tion, and  presenting  his  authority  from  his  principal,  duly 
authenticated  by  two  witnesses  subscribing  to  his  <  r  her 
name  under  seal. 

§  5.  That  at  every  annual  meeting  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  secretary  to  report,  in  writing,  the  financial  condi- 
tion of  the  corporation,  its  acts  and  doings,  and  at  all  times 
to  have  his  books  ready  for  inspection  by  the  board  of  di- 
rectors; and  also,  at  said  meeting,  to  declare  the  dividends, 
&c.,  directing  the  treasurer  to  settle  and  pay  the  same  in 
conformity  with  his  report;  and  further,  that  dividends  may 
be  declared  and  paid  to  stockholders  half  yearly,  quarterly, 
or  when  the  directors  shall  order.  That  the  treasurer  is  at 
all  times  authorized  to  deposit  money  belonging  to  the  cor- 
poration in  any  good  and  solvent  bank  in  the  city  of  Louis- 
ville, at  the  risk  of  the  corporation  and  stockholders. 

§  6.  That  nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  so  construed  as  to 
confer  banking  powers  or  privileges  to  this  company.  The 
General  Assembly  reserves  the  right  to  alter,  amend,  orre- 
peal  this  charter  at  any  time. 

§  7.  That  the  stockholders  in  the  said  company,  hereby 
incorporated,  shall  be  individually  liable  for  all  the   debts 
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1864.       And  liabilitiea  of  said  company;  and  may  be  sued   for  the 

same  in  any  county  in  which  said  stockholders  may  reside.

residence  of  Geo.  F.  Humston,  in  sdid  town. 

g  2.  That  the  owners  of  the  soil  on  either  side  of  said 
alley  may  close  the  same;  and  that  anything  done  hereto- 
fore in  closing  up  said  alley  is  legalized  by  this  act.

That  A.  Goldsmith,  M.  Uri,  C,  Frank,  and  D.  Wolff, 
and  their  associates,  the  present  members  of  the  Paducah 
Chephra  Eshuren  Burial  Society,  and  their  successors,  for- 
ever, be  and  they  are  hereby  constituted  a  body  politic  and 
corporate,  by  the  name  and  style  aforesaid;  and  by  that 
name  shall  have  perpetual  succession,  and  are  empowered 
to  receive  by  gift,  grant,  purchase  or  devise,  such  real 
estate  and  personal  property  as  may  be  necessary  for  the 
proper  enjoyment  of  their  corporate  rights  as  a  benevolent 
society,  not  exceeding  two  thousand  dollars  in  value,  and 
sell,  exchange,  and  transfer .  the  same  at  pleasure;  and  to 
form  and  adopt  a  constitution  and  by-laws,  not  inconsis- 
tent with  the  laws  and  constitution  of  this  State  and  the 
United  States,  for  the  government  of  said  society. 
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1864.  §  2.  That  said  society  may,  at  such  time  as  may  be  de- 

termined  by  the  by-laws,  elect  a  preeident,  secretary,  and 
treasurer,  and  such  other  officers  as  may  be  necessary.

the  jail  of  said  county  is  situated.  The  sale  shall  be  at 
public  auction,  and  the  court  shall  have  the  power  of  a 
court  of  equity  to  enforce  the  payment  of  the  purchase 
money  for  the  same.  The  proceeds  of  said  lot  shall  be 
applied  to  the  purchase  of  a  lot  to  build  another  jail  upon, 
so  far  as  necessary,  and  the  residue,  if  any,  to  the  bnilding 
of  such  jail. 

§  2.  The  said  county  court,  at  a  regular  term,  a  majority 
of  the  justices  thereof  being  present  and  concurring  there- 
in, may  levy  a  tax  of  not  exceeding  ten  cents  upon  each 
one  hundred  dollars  worth  of  property  in  said  county  sub- 
ject to  be  taxed  for  State  revenue,  for  ten  years,  for  the 
purpose  of  enabling  them  to  build  a  jail  for  said  county.

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quire:  Provided^  That  the  amount  invested  in  real  estate,        1864.

52.  That  the  management  of  the  concerns  of  said  corpo- 
ration shall  be  and  is  hereby  confided  to  the  deacons  of  said 
church,  and  their  succepsors  in  office,  as  trustees  thereof,  who, 
or  a  majority  of  whom,  shall  hav^*  power  to  make  all  con- 
tracts pertaininef  to  the  real  and  personal  estate  of  said  church. 

§  3.  The  members  of  the  church,  or  a  majority  of  them,

§  1.  That  at  the  next  annual  election  in  the  county  of 
Boyd,  a  poll  shall  be  opened,  in  each  precinct  in  said  county 
to  take  the  sense  of  the  voters  thereof  upon  the  question  of 
levying  a  tax  for  building  and  repairing  bridges.  Two  col- 
umns shall  be  opened,  one  *'for  the  tax,"  and  one  '^against 
the  tax;"  and  if  a  majority  of  the  voters  voting  shall  vote 
•'for  the  tax,"  the  county  court  of  said  county,  a  majority 
of  the  justices  in  commission  concurring,  shall  have  au- 
thority to  assess  a  tax  of  not  more  than  fifty  cents  on  each 
titheable^  and  not  more  than  ten  cents  on  each  hundred 
dollars  worth  of  property  assessed  for  State  purposes,  for 
the  creation  of  a  fund  for  building  and  repairing  bridges  in 
said  county. 

§  2.  The  officers  appointed  to  hold  and  conduct  the  elec- 
tion in  said  county  shall  open  the  polls  required  by  this  act 
to  be  opened,  aivl  shall  be  governed  by  the  general  elec-* 
tion  laws  of  the  State,  and  the  qualifications  of  voters 
shall  be  the  same  as  required  for  State  ofiicers,  an|}  the 
penalties  the  same  for  illegal  and  fraudulent  voting.  It 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  ofiicers  whose  duty  it  is  to  count 
the  votes  for  county  officers  to  count  the  votes  for  and 
against  the  question  of  taxation  aforesaid,  and  to  certify  the 
result  to  the  county  court  of  said  county,  which  shall  cause 
the  same  to  be  entered  on  the  records  of  the  court. 

§3.  If  a  majority  of  the  qualified  voters  of  said  county 
voting  for  and  against  the  tax,  vote  for  it,  the  county  court, 
a  majority  of  the  justices  concurring*  may  proceed  to  lay 
the  tax  authorized  by  this  act,  and  cause  the  same  to  be 
collected  and  expended  for  bridge  purposes,  in  the  manner 
now  authorized  by  law  for  such  purposes. 

§  4.  The  sheriff  of  the  county  shall  be  the  collector  of 
the  bridge  tax,  but  if  he  refuse  to  execute  bond  therefor, 
then  the  court  may  appoint  any  other  person  as  collector. 
The  collector,  whether  the  sheriff  or  any  other  person,  be- 
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1 864.  fore  be  entera  on  the  duties  thereof,  shall  take  an  oath  that 
*  he  Vfi\l  diitcharge  the  duties  faithfully,  and  to  the  best  of 
his  skill  and  judgment,  and  give  a  covenant  to  the  county 
in  the  court  thereof,  with  security,  that  he  will  faithfully 
collect  and  account  for  the  taxes,  and  pay  over  under 
the  order  of  the  court.  The  remedv  for  breach  thereof  is 
given  to  the  county,  and  suits  upon  it  may  be  in  the  name 
of  the  county  of  Boyd.  The  collector  shall  be  subject  to 
the  liabilities  of  collectors  of  the  county  levy,  and  shall 
have  the  same  powers.

§  1.  That  the  county  of  Knox  be  and  the  same  is  hereby 
relieved  from  the  payment  to  the  State*  of  any  of  the  reve- 
nue collectable  in  and  for  the  year  1864,  except  so  much 
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1804.        thereof  as,  by  existing  laws,  is  for  the  use  of  the  sinking 
fund,  and  for  the  support  of  common  schools. 

§  2.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  bheriff  of  Knox 
county  to  collect  the  revenue  asse:?sed  for  said  year,  and

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  North  Louisville  Company  for  the  Develope- 
ment  of  Quarries,  Water  Power,  &c.,  at  Louisville. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwecdth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  Joseph  R.  Buchanan.  Jefferson  Brown,  Rowan  corpomton 
Buchanan,  Lytle  Buchanan,  and  their  associates,  succes-  poJite  SowoSr 
Bors  and  ass^ignsjbe  and  they  are  hereby. constituted  a  body 
politic  and  corporate,  under  the  name  of  "The  North  Louis- 
ville Company;"  and  by  that  name  and  style  shall  have 
perpetual  succession,  and  have  power  to  sue  and  be  sued, 
plead  and  he  impleaded,  to  receive,  own,  manage,  and  dis- 
pose of  any  species  of  real  or  personal  property  or  chose 
in  action;  to  appoint  agents,  make  contracts,  establish  by- 
laws to  control  their  business  and  their  premises,  (not  in- 
consistent with  the  constitution  and  laws  of  Kentucky,  and 
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1864.       of  the  United  States,)  and  do  snch  other  acts  as  maj  be 
appropriate  to  the  purposes  of  said  company,  which  shall 
be  to  develope  the  water  power  at  the  falls  of  the  Ohio 
river,  and  employ  it  for  manufacturing  purposes;  to  render, 
oi^oreoi^   their  property  at  the  falls  productive;  to  improve  the  adja- 
cent lands  near  the  falls,  protect  them  from  floods,  and 
develope  their  value  by  improvements,  as  city  property;  to 
develope  and  make  profitable  the  quarries  of  hydraulic 
cement,  lime,  stone,  and  other  materials  north  of  the  Louis- 
ville and  Portland  canal;  aUo,  to  establish  such  races,  chan- 
nels, and  basins  within  their  own  boundaries,  as  may  im- 
prove their  communication  and  business  by  water. 

§  2.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  be  divided 
oapiiaiikMk.  into  shares  of  $100  each,  and  shall  be  not  less  than  $50,000, 
nor  than  ($1,000,000,)  one  million  of  dollars  in  amount. 
Said  stock  shall  be  issued  in  accordance  with  the  by-laws 
of  the  company,  in  certificates  signed  by  the  president  and 
secretary,  bearing  the  engraved  seal  of  the  company;  and 
the  said  corporators,  their  associates  and  successors,  are 
hereby  empowered  to  convey  to  said  company,  by  deed, 
will,  or  other  legal  conveyance,  any  species  of  real  or  per- 
sonal property,  in  possession,  reversion  or  remainder,  and 
receive  therefor  such  an  amount  of  stock  or  other  payment 
as  may  be  agreed  upon  by  the  company.  And  the  prop- 
erty of  the  company,  and  its  profits,  shall  belong  to  the 
stockholders  in  proportion  to  their  amount  of  stock;  and 
they  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  in  the  proceedings  of  the 
company,  giving  one  vote  for  each  share  of  stock,  in  person 
or  by  written  proxy;  shares  of  stock  shall  be  transferrable 
on  the  books  of  the  company  by  personal  or  written  order. 
§  3.  The  business  of  the  company  shall  be  transacted  by 
Who  to  trmnnet  the  president  and  a  secretary,  whom  he  shall  appoint  at 
^•taioM.  pleasure,  and  who  shall  keep  a  plain  intelligible  record  of 

the  stock,  the  business  and  the  proceedings  of  the  company, 
accessible  to  inspection  by  stockholders.  But  the  president 
shall  not  issue  stock  or  bonds  without  the  unanimous  con- 
sent of  the  corporators  or  the  consent  of  a  majority  of  the 
existing  stock;  nor  shall  he,  without  such  consent  of  a  ma- 
jority of  stock,  contract  any  debt  or  make  any  purchase  of 
more  than  a  thousand  dollars  in  amount. 

§  4.  There  shall  be  quarterly  meetings  of  the  stockhold- 
JISJSS.^*^'"    era  on  the  first  Mondays  of  January  April,  July,  and  Octo- 
ber, and  at  such  other  times  as  they  may  be  called  by  the 
•  president.     At  these  meetings  they  may,  by  resolution,  pre- 

scribe the  measures  to  be  carried  out  by  the  president, 
whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  obey  the  instructions  regularly 
adopted  by  the  stockholders,  and  to  employ  efficient  and 
capable  managers  and  workmen  for  the  business  of  the 
company. 
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§  5.  There  shall  abo  be  a  board  of  counsellors  appoint- 
ed by  stockholders,  not  less  than  three  nor  more  than  twelve 
in  number,  tor  the  purposes  of  consultation  and  assistance 
in  the  more  important  and  diflicult  undertakings  of  |he 
company. 

§  6.  The  president  of  the  company  shall  be  elected  at 
the  first  meeting  of  the  corporators,  for  a  specified  term  of 
years,  at  the  expiration  of  which  term,  or  upon  his  resigna- 
tion or  death,  a  president  shall  be  elected  by  the  stock- 
holders; and  the  term  of  the  president  shall  thereafter 
regularly  expire,  and  his  successor  be  elected,  on  the  first 
Monday  of  January  of  each  year;  but  if  no  successor  be 
elected  on  that  day  the  president  shall  continue  in  ofike 
until  his  successor  shall  be  elected,  which  election  may  be 
held  on  the  first  Monday  of  any  month  thereafter. 

§  7.  That  the  corporation  hereby  created  shall  hereby 
have  no  right  or  authority  to  injure  or  obstruct  the  use  or 
navigation  of  the  Ohio  river.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  Dr.  A.  Thomas  and  J.  D.  Wood,  Esq.,  of  Trigg 
courtly ;  William  M.  Starkes  and  Joel  H.  Wade,  of  Callo- 
way county,  and  William  G.  McNeely  and  Dr.  James 
Hindly,  of  Graves  county,  or  any  three  of  them,  are  here- 
by appointed  commissioners  to  review,  and  if  they  think 
proper,  revise  the  road  from  Canton,  Trigg  county,  to  Mur- 
ray, Calloway  county,  and  from  Murray  to  Mayfield, 
Graves  county  ;  and  when  they  shall  be  satisfied  as  to  the 
best  and  nearest  route  for  a  road  from  Canton  to  Murray, 
and  from  Murray  to  Mayfield,  that  they  cause  the  route,  so 
selected  by  them,  to  be  plainly  marked  and  identified,  and 
make  report  thereof  to  the  courts  of  the  several  counties 
through  which  said  road  runs,  in  whole  or  part,  and  report 
through  whose  land  said  road  runs.  That  upon  said  re- 
port being  made  to  the  several  county  courts,  and  said 
courts  deeming  said  road  right  and  proper,  and  shall  order 
said  road  to  be, opened  not  less  than  thirty  nor  more  than 
sixty  feet,  said  road  shall  be  deemed*  a  State  road ;  and 
said  courts  shall  lay  oC  that  part  of  the  road  within  their 
respective  counties  into  convenient  precincts,  and  appoint 
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1864.  sanreyors  of  the  same,  and  assign  handa  to  each  aorveyor, 
to  clear  out  and  improve  said  roads,  and  at  all  times  to 
keep  it  in  good  order:  Provided^  That  if  the  county  courts 
of  Trigg  and  Calloway  shall  so  order,  said  road  may  be 
establis^hed  and  opened  from  Canton  to  Murray,  bat  from 
Murray  to  Mayfield  it  shall  not  be  established  unless  ihe 
county  courts  of  Calloway  and  Graves  shall  so  order. 
That  the  courts  of  the  counties  through  which  said  road 
passes,  shall  have  power  to  change  and  alter  the  same, 
and  prescribe  its  width,  to  reviite  the  same  at  all  times, 
and  to  appoint  surveyor:^  and  allot  sufficiency  of  hands  to 
keep  the  same  in  repair.  That  any  person  over  whose 
lands  said  road  may  pass,  shall  be  entitled  to  a  writ  of  ad 
quod  damnum,  as  provided  by  the  general  laws  of  the 
State  ;  and  all  damages  assest^ed  shall  be  levied  by  the  re- 
spective county  courts,  for  damages  in  their  respective 
county,  as  directed  by  the  general  laws:  Provided^  That  any 
three  of  the  commissioners  from  Trigg  and  Calloway  may 
establish  the  route  from  Canton  to  Murray,  and  any  three 
of  those  from  Calloway  and  Graves  may  establish  said 
route  from  Murra^'  to  Mayfield  ;  and  if,  from  any  cause, 
any  of  said  commissioner^*  shall  fail  or  refuse  to  act,  then 
the  court  of  the  county  of  those  so  failing  or  refusing  may 
appoint  others  in  their  places  ;  and  said  courts  shall  allow 
the  commissioners  from  their  respective  counties  not  over 
three  dollars  per  day  for  their  services. 

^  2.  This  act   to  go  into  effect  immediately  on  its  pas- 
sage.

§2.  That  the  marshal  of  said  city  be  and  he  is  required 
by  this  act  to  collect  the  poll  tax  and  revenue  tax  ot  said 
city,  and  that  duty  shall  be  hereafter  performed  by  him,  as 
a  part  of  his  official  duty;  and  all  laws  now  in  force  in  re- 
lation to  the  collection  of  taxes  in  said  city  are  made  ap- 
plicable to  said  marshal.  The  council  shall  fix  his  com- 
pensation for  collecting  said  taxes,  and  require  of  him  a 
bond  with  good  security,  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  his 
duties  as  tax  collector,  under  the  laws  and  ordinances  of 
8  id  city.
